We 
also remember the substantial help that he secured for the Training School in Budaon 
enabling it to reopen, and also for the aid secured for the Bareilly Theological Sem- 
inary. We welcome them back and shall continue to pray for his remarkable work 
among the high castes of India.

District Superintendents’ Reports. 


BAREILLY DISTRICT. _ 
J.N. WEST, District Superintendent. 
A year of Stress. 


In the thirty-three years that we have been in India we have never experienced 
a year like the present one. It has been a time of continued handicap. The difficulties 
have been very real and very many. Preachers who were in every way worthy and 
who had spent many years in the service had to be summarily dismissed and those 
who remained were considerably decreased in salary. Missionaries have had to stand 
at the doors of our schools to keep away Christian boys who wanted to come and to 
send away boys who had been worthily pursuing their work in the schools. In some 
cases the school itself had to be closed. The Missionary has been compelled to see 
Mission houses tumble down during the heavy rains where a little money would have 
repaired them and prevented the loss. There has been no opportunity for expansion 
and very little money for maintaining the work as it is. The Missionary has given 
of his salary to help to keep the work going until there is no more to give; economy 
and reduction have been practiced on every hand and yet the income lags behind the 
expenditure. Humanly speaking these thingsdo not create an atmosphere of victory. 


But a year of Blessing. 


One bright light in the picture is the calm and courageous sprit in which our 
Christians, preachers and people, have met the situation. The suffering has been real 
but it has been uncomplainingly undergone. There have been amazement and mis- 
understanding at what seems the retreat of the home Church, but there has been the 
determination to make the best of a bad situation, and ‘‘to get honey out of the 
rock.’? Where there could not be advance there was a strengthening of forces, 
where there could not be expansion there has been more intensive cultivation. The” 
faith of the people that there are better days ahead has been a great joy to the 


Missionary. 
Self-Support. 


There is no doubt that there has been a steady increase in self-support. A larger 
portion of the workers salary has been thrown upon the people and they have done 
more toward supporting their pastor than ever before. The burden thus thrust upon 
them has been a very heavy one but in their very attempt to carry it they have 
gained new strength and have done more than‘ hitherto. In so far asour people 
have been compelled to look more to the Lord and more to themselves and less to 
the Mission for help to that extent this disaster has been over ruled for good. 


District Work. 


The District Superintendent and wife have had the additional work of caring for 
the Johnson Boys’ Hostel and the Abbie Rich High School, hence their activitives in 
the District have been somewhat curtailed. All the circuits however have been 
reached at least three times during the year and some very good evangelistic 
services have been held. 


“Strengthening the Stakes.” 


An effort has been made in every place to strengthen and build up our Christians 
Much stress bas been laid on preparation for reception into full membership and at 
our last Quarterly Conference in each place a band of Christians were thus admitted. 
This service was made very prominent and impressive and has been a great means of 
blessing to our people. At Shahjahanpur a class of forty boys and girls, who had 
been under teaching for three months were received into full membership by Bishop 
Robinson. 

The Holy Communion is also administered at our Quarterly Conferences and one 
is impressed with the reverent and solemn reception of this sacred rite by the simple 
hearted people. It is areal benediction of spiritual grace. There is no need of the 
discussion about the individual cup for each communicant forms his own cup—the 
open palm of his hand—into which the sacred emblem is poured and then drunk in true 


oriental custom. 
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The Revival Month. 


This season was prepared for by making very definite plans for each circuit and 
by much prayer, The full results cannot be tabulated in statistics but it is interesting 
to know that within the bou.ds of this District there were 1092 meetings held, attend- 
ed by 44,985 people; there were 188 baptisms, 11 heathen altars torn down; 848 Bible 
portions were sold, 83,437 tracts distributed and 101 laymen assisted the preachers 
and gave 195 days of voluntary service. These messages delivered to so many 
people by the living voice and the printed page, saturated with prayers and delivered 
in the power of the Spirit will not return void but will accomplish the work which 
God intends. 


The District Conference. 


The District Conference held at Skahjahanpur was a time of special blessing. 
Bishop J. W. Robinson gaveus inspiring addresses, Rev G. L. Lorenzo was with us 
for Temperance Sunday; Ur. Oscar M. Buck delighted the people by his preaching 
at his old District Conference and other efficient help was rendered by Dr. L. A. Core. 


The Chowdri’s Day. 


One of the unique features of the District Conference was the all day programme 
for the chowdris. Sixty of these leaders of our people were present coming from all 
parts of District some coming for sixty miles, at their own expense, to consult con- 
cerning the interests of the Kingdom 


Institutions. 


The Bareilly District is rich in Mission institutions. These occupy fully the time 
and energy of a corps of faithful Missionaries—American and Indian. 


The Bareilly Theolog cal Seminary. 


We rejoice in having an Ird’en Ctristien as the Frircipal of the Seminary, Rev 
James Devadasan. He was trained in our College and took a Theological course in 
Boston University School of Theology and is manifesting real leadership. He ha. 
two Missionaries, Dr. P. S. Hyde and Rev. H. J. Sheets, to stand by his side asable 
assistants; these together with the Indian professors form a teaching staff that is 
strong and effective. 

Principal Devadasan writes:— 

“There are at present 45 students in the Seminary and 27 in the Woman’s School. 
They represent five Conference areas. There is one special student sent by another 
Mission to be trained for work among the Hindi speaking imigrants in Fiji Financial 
stringency due to a 50 per cent. cut in the appropriations and a demand for higher 
standard of dmission have combined to restrict the enrollment for this year. Apart 
from this seemingly discouraging circumstance, the work itself is being pushed for- 
ward with greater optimism and vigour. Highteen men and eight women were 
graduated last May and these have gone to work in twelve different fields. During 
the revival month theSeminary was closed for ten days and three bands of men and 
one of women went out and appreciably assisted in aggressive evangelistic and 
“~.tevival compaigns conducted at distant centres. In addition to the regular elass work 

several activities are in progress calculated to provide avenues for practical training 
to thte_ students both in the Seminary and the Woman’s School. Efforts are made 
by emplhiegising morning watch and the use of the prayer room and by holding weekly 
class meetitiggs and cottage meetings for the students, to give a spiritual herkiround 
to all their actiwzities. A definite plan of doing personal work with each individual 
student is followed\.on the part of the members of the Staff. Special attention is bein 
given to social servicé.and Indian music as means of effectively touching and infingee: 
ing the masses Studeiats are taught a more correct use of their own vernaculars 
and trained, by being angaged in various literary efforts, for making literary con- 
ag mp us hap ql ppeee poe India of the present day. = 

new development in&ugurated this year is the opening of the 
Oriental Studies in the Seminary. This marks an epoch 3 ths history Rieck petty 
tion by giving ita scope and an importance which it has not hitherto enjoyed. The 
department offers a Hosteradets course in Islamic studies and provides a a ecial 
opportunity for training high grade men for work among Moslems in the east.” 


The Clara Swain Hospital. 


This well known institution has carried on its usual Christ-like ministri 
to be regretted the Mrs. Doctor Esther Gimson Bare was cheat cae ane 
failing health to return to America. Her long period: of faithful and offici sf 
service is remembered with gratitude by the people. len 


( 1 The work was left i 
of Miss L. L Vickery, R. N. who has had charge of the Nurses Training Classe ae 
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Bella Butler, an Indian graduate of the Ludhiana Medical College has carried on the 
Medical work. In December 1924 Miss Eleanor Stallard, R. N. was appointed to the 
Hospital. From April to October she attended the Language School in Mussoorie. 

In July four nurses graduated and are are now doing school nursing. There are 
21 nurses now in Training. There are two Head Nurses, one compounder and two 
Bible-women. The Bible-women talk and sing to the patients as they wait their 
turn in the Dispensary. They also visit the patients in the afternoon talking and 
singing to the patients. Onan average there have been 125 daily attendants in the 
Dispensary, 919 patients have been admitted to the Hospital during the year and 
there have been 600 operations performed. We rejoice in the prospect of Dr. Ina 
Gourley’s arrival in December to have charge of the Hospital. 


The Warne Baby Fold. 


The Superintendent of the Baby Fold is Miss Edna Bacon. Miss Bacon seems 
to have a divine call to this special Christlike service. Her training and her tireless 
energy have made the Baby Fold a great success. It is a work that appeals very 
specially to the Indian people and it is in the main being supported by them. There 
are now 35 babies in the Fold. Aside from the Superintendent there isa Matron, 
five trained nurses and a Kindergarten teacher. 

It is a matter of great thanksgiving and rejoicing that the Baby Fold is now 
settled in its now building. This beautiful structure erected at a cost of about 
Rs. 42,000 is well adapted to the work that is carried on. 

This building named in honour of Bishop F. W. Warne was dedicated by Bishop 
J. W. Robinson on October 22, and the Governor of the United Provinces Sir William 
Marris, presided on the occasion. Both the Governor and the Bishop made excellent 
addresses. The large company of representative people present has given the Baby 
Fold the prominence in deserves. It is gratifying to know that there is no debt on 
current expenses as the people have been liberal in their support, all the money paid 
on the building thus far, about Rs. 16,000 has been raised in India. The remainder 
is a debt that must be provided for, as also the current expenses by individual 
donations and these are earnestly requested. Every one who donates to this worthy 
cause will be helping to fulfill the admonition of the Master, whichis inscribed on the 
marble tablet at the portal of the institution, “Feed my lambs.” 


The Bareilly Girls’ School. 


This old and well known institution has had a successful year. There have been 
218 girls in the School. Mrs. N. M. Rockey has rendered a voluntary and free service 
in having had charge of the Hostel Her long experience has been a valuable asset 
in the management. Miss L. Shur has had charge of the Tuitional work of the School. 
When Bishop Robinson and Rev. T. C. Badley, Secretarv of Education wereon a tour 
of inspection of onr educational institutions they visited Bareilly and made a thorough 
examination of the School and expressed themselves as wel] pleased with the work 
going on. ; 

The Abbey Rich High School, Shahjahanpur. 


This School has 500 pupils and under the management of Mr. R. S. Charan, 
B.A.. Headmaster has had its usual good results. The number of passes among the 
25 candidates that were sent up for the School Leaving Certificate was 27 — the largest 
percent of passes among Mission Schools in the Provinces. The Bible issystematically 
taught in all classes. Attendence is voluntary but all the students of their own free 
will attend. 


The Johnson Boys’ Hostel, Lodhipur. 


This Hostel has during the past year been in charge of Mrs. J. N. West who 
has rendered very efficient service. She has given the boys personally a mother’s 
love andcare. She was holding the Hostel until the arrival of Rev. H. A. Hanson 
to whom on his arrival she gave over charge in October, 


Bidwell Memorial Girls’ School, Shahjahanpur. 


Miss Alice Means has charge of the Hostel and also superintends the construction 
of the new buildings. Miss Jacobson has had charge of the tuitional part of the School 
work but since June she has been seriously ill. 

Miss Means writes:— ~ ; 

“The report of this school for the past year is hopeful in some respects and dis- 
couraging in others. While we have much to be thankful for, we also have many 


regrets. 
Numbers. 


There are 133 boarders ia tr2 se'1091, nine more than we have scholarships for and 
about 33 more than can b2 properly housed in these old buildings. However all of

these except two are from this end of this district and we have felt that we must do 
what we could for them. 


Health. 


Notwithstanding crowded and unsanitary conditions the health record has been 
excellent; no serious illness One death occurred from profuse nose bleeding which 
no medical aid was able to stop. 


Examination Results. 


These were fair throughout the school, while all of the girls appearing for the 
Government Middle Examination last March, five in number passed and all are con- 
tinuing their studies at Lal Bagh and in Normal Schools. © 


New Buildings. 


The new plant, which has beenthe plan for this school for years, is now being 
realized from money which the W. F.M.S. has given so far, while a grant from 
Government is hoped for, with which the plans may be completed. At present new 
Servants’ Quarters, Teachers’ Quarters and Dormitories for large girls have been 
completed, and it is hoped that three more units may be erected with the rest 0° 
the money in hand. The rest will be left until Government pays its share. 

The work of the school has been greatly hampered in two ways; one has been 
the enforced absence, because of illness, of Miss Jacobson, for weeks, and the other 
has been that the work of supervising the buildings has taken so much of my time 
there has not been the personal work among the girls which is so necessary and 
without which character-building makes slow progress.” 





BIJNOR DISTRICT. 
P. D. Puiuuips, District Superintendent. 
The Significant Fact. 


As I look back over the past year on the occasion of presenting before the 
Conference the report of my third year’s work in the Bijnor District, Iam grate- 
fully reminded of the Significant Fact that whatever has been accomplished in 
the sphere of our service for the Lord Jesus is entirely due to His constant presence 
in our midst in the person of His Holy Spirit and His utilising ourselves as His 
messengers to carry the Lighted Lamps of Faith, Hope and Charity into the lives 
of men, women and children, doomed so to speak to dwell in utter darkness and 
despair in this benighted land. But for Him how would it have been possible for 
our poor human lives to be so prosperous, humble efforts to be so fruitful and our 
insufficient force of workers to be so successful not only in caring for His flock, 
but also in the winning of many precious souls for His glorious Kingdom. All praise, 
honour and glory be to His Blessed Name. The different phases of our activities 
may thus be enumerated:— 


Evangelistic Activities. 


1. Touching the men’s side of the work, it is gratifying to note that all through 
the year our brethren, although somewhat reduced in number owing to the dreadful 
Cut were earnestly occupied in preaching the glad tidings of Christ’s gospel to all 
classes of: people found in the district.As a result we were fortunate in having 
conversions from among seven different castes. Systematic personal work, open-air 
preaching and free distribution of useful handbills were faithfully carried on every- 
where and in religious fairs also annually held in the district. So far as my manifold 
duties allowed I did my best to share the burdens of my brethren and felt very much 
encouraged over the hopeful features in our evangelistic work. Early this year when 
the work of the Evangelistic Campaign was going on, we were favoured with 
a visit to two of our large centers and a few promising villages by our beloved and 
noble ecclesiastical Leader Bishop J. W. Robinson, D. D., whereby a new hope and 
impetus for aggressive work was aroused in our hearts. His periodical letters so 
full of helpful hints and advice coupled with a true ring of Forward March greatly 
helped the Superintendent and his Preachers-in-Charge to maintain their high leve ] 
of Christian zeal and faithfulness in the face of so many oppositions and financial 
drawbacks. The frequent use of our Magic Lantern pictures in not a few villages 
did much to bring numbers of Christian and Non-Christian folks to a more intimate 
knowledge of our Saviour. 

2. A great deal could be said in connection with the Women’s work in the 
district. Our worthy and devoted District Evangelist Miss Mary Means in her 
extensive tours was able to visit almost all of our circuits and quite a number of 
villages with a view to strengthen the hands of our Bible Readers and develop the 
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work in its proper form. The following extract from her report is full of interest:— 
“First of all then, I think I should mention that as a band of workers we have been 
specially conscious of God’s presence and help this year. In the strength of this 
we have been enabled to move forward in some circuits as the 1418 baptisms 
testify. In other circuits where circumstances were against us He has helped us 
to stand against the wiles of the ‘‘Evil One,” and the persecution of the Aryas.”’ 

The wife of the Superintendent by reason of being tied down to the work of the 
Vail Boys Hostel was unable to do any touring this year. She further found it 
impossible by the fact that in May last she was blessed with a baby boy and about 
six weeks after had to undergo a surgical operation under chloroform for 45 minutes 
at the hands of Dr. Gimson Bare at Bareilly. However, by means of her repeated 
letters and her husband’s visits she managed to keep up that enthusiasm of our 
Bible Readers to work heartily and faithfully for the Master. 


Educational Work. 


1. Our Lois Lee Parker Girls School has had another year of great usefulness 
under the excellent management of Miss G. E. Hadden the Principal. A brief 
quotation here from her annual report will not be out of place:—At present we have 
an enrolment of 70, four of whom are day scholars. Several other children are not 
enrolled because they are under six years of age. Three of our girls are in Aligarh 
Industrial School; four are in th2 Middle sections of the Moradabad and _ Bareilly 
Schools. Our one candidate for the Government Middle Examination passed and_ is 
now in the Meerut High School. Two of our three candidates in our Bijnor Training 
Class passed the Government Examination in April. All our girls from Class I keep 
the Morning Watch regularly. Many of our older girls seem to be thinking seriously 
and our hope is that these girls will develop into strong Christian women.” 

2. Vail Boys Hostel. In the much-regretted absence of a separate Manager 
for this Institution Mrs. Phillips has shown considerable interest and devotion in the 
work of the Hostel. We were fortunate in securing a Special Gift of Four Hundred 
dollars about the middle of the year from Mrs. M. Jennie Vail in whose deceased 
husband’s memory the hostel was founded and were thus able to save it from being 
closed on account of the Cut. This is what Mrs. Phillips remarks about the work. 
‘‘Much against my hopes the management of this Boarding House was again allotted 
to me by the Conference last year. It has takena lot of my time and energy to 
keep the hostel work in perfect order. Last September we were specially privileged 
with a visit by our beloved Bishop J. W. Robinson, D. D., and our energetic Edu- 
cational Secretary the Rev. T. C. Badley M. A., both of whom helped and encour- 
aged us immensely by their wise and helpful suggestions and were greatly pleased 
with our work and fine set of boys. Out of atotalnumber of 45 boys we have 20 
at Bijnor attending the Government Tehsili Schhol, 15 at the Parker High School, 
Moradabad, 8 at the Mission Industrial School, Aligarh, 1 at the Chrsitian College, 
Lucknow and the last one at the Mission Training School, Lodipur. All of them 
geem to be making good progress in their work as is indicated by the report of the 
Managers. Last year we passed 19 out of 20 boys at Bijnor, 15 out of 20 at the 
Parker High School, Moradabad and one at the Mission Boys School, Meerut. Every 
possible care of the boys is taken at the hostel with regard to their physical, moral 
and spiritual welfare. Quite a number of them could pray audibly at our Church 
services and we earnestly hope that many of them will turn out to be good and 
strong Christian young men in their lives.’’ , 

3. Villaze Primary Schools. We have altogether eight such schools in the 
district. Of these five are controlled and supported by the W. F. M. S., under Miss 
M. Means and the rest are in the hands of the Superintendent. The number of boys 
and girls attending these schools is nearly 160. The secular and religious instruction 
given to them is not quite up to the mark because of the fact that our teachers are 
not trained. If we have funds many more similar Schools could be opened in the 
mere Mass Movement Work and our Village Christians. 

After years of hard labour in the past thank God we have now the satisfaction 
of witnessing the true beginnings of the Mass Movement work among the Chamars 
of the district who are 135,000 in number. I hardly know of any instance when only 
a single Chamar individual was baptised, or baptised even in small groups of them. 
When they come, they come in large numbers as we have seen on many occasions. 
This year number of their baptisms ran up to 1056 which surpasses all previous records. 
Now we have quite two thousand of them in our area and they certainly bid fair 
to be better followers of our Lord in many respects than our Mohulla Christians 
provided the follow-up work is regularly carried on among them. Men, women 
and children all seem deeply interested in the Christian religion. I have often sat 
and expressed heartfelt sorrow with quite a number of them as they related to me 
the sad accounts of the bitter outrages and insults inflicted on them for embracing 
the Christian faith by their Zamindars, under the evil influence of the Aryas who 


are our most powerful opponents in the district. 
<o 
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The moral and spiritual condition of our Mohulla Christians is I am encouraged 
to say slightly better than before. This is largely due to the regular and systematic 
work done in their midst by our men. Brother Robert John of Bulandshahr gave a 
rather interesting account {of his work among these men in his area at our last 
District Conference. I am hoping to visit his work personally sometime this winter 
with a few of my men witha view to learn for myself ways and means whereby the 
work in the Mohullas could be greatly improved. 


Miscellaneous. 


1. Self-Support. On account of the Cut as I have already said we had to reduce 
the number of our workers. It was impossible for us to fill their vacancies. The 
consequence was that the remaining men had to accept larger shares of work and 
a reduction in their salaries of 25°per cent. Not only these 23 men directly engaged 
in the evangelistic work found it hard to care for the ten thousand Christians now 
found in the district but also it was a tremendously difficult task for them to raise 
even half of their cut from their people who for the most part are poverty-stricken. 
They had to endure great hardships financially in order to meet their family expenses 
and had in some cases to run into debt. Under the new arrangement the Pastor of 
our Suddar Church at Bijnor had to be supported in the greater part of his salary 
from the District Sustentation Fund. The work of our Mission Co-operative Bank 
known as the ‘‘Imdadi Anjuman” is going on satisfactorily and has doubtless proved 
to be of intrinsic value in saving many of our brethren from the merciless hands of 
the Indian Banya. 

. Office and Daura Work. ‘the hands of the Superintendent are always very 
full in a district like Bijnor specially now that the Office Secretary has been done 
away with owing to the financial strain and therefore the work of district itinerat- 
ing has more or less suffered Iam sorry to say. Inspite of it all I was able to make 
occasional visits to our circuits in order to hold the Quarterlies and do some work 
with our men in the villages. The Mission Ox Tonga was found very useful for 
Daura work. Last September on my return from the Lucknow Dasehra Meetings 
which I was privileged to hold for five evenings at our Central Hindustani Church 
I purchased with the kind help of brothers Insko and Forsgren an absolutely new 
Self-Starter Ford Touring Car through the generous gift of $ 983.00, received some- 
time ago from Mrs. Emma Manwaring of Marshalltwon Iowa for this very object. 
Our heartiest thanks are due to our worthy friend as well as to all our kind partons 
in America for their continued interest, sympathy, and support in behalf of our 
work. The car will greatly add to the efficiency of the Superintendent by saving 
his time and energy. 

3. District Conference. We have had the best District Conference this year 
thank God. There was a remarkable spirit of harmony, fellowship and co-operation 
among our brothers and sisters. All of us derived abundant spiritual help, encourage- 
ment and joy by the much-coveted visit in our midst of our beloved and ‘“‘Buzurg’ ’ 
Bishop Sahib on the very first day of our Conference. Following him brothers 
Robert John of Bulandshar and M. Wells Branch of Moradabad were the m@adg 
of bringing to us all most illuminating and vitalising messages from God. The 
important questions of the work of Mass Movement and Story-telling were set 
forth by brother Robert John before joint sessions of our Conference in a ver 
enlightening manner to the great edification of us all. y 

4. Admirable results. As the year closed we were glad to have the followin 
admirable results in our years work. We heartily praise the Lord for the splendid 
record of 1418 baptisms we had during the‘year. Of these 1059 have been from 
among the Chamars, 178 Lalbegis, 171 Mohulla Christians, 6 Jats, 1 Banva 
1 Mohemmadan, and 2 Nuts The total number of our Christians in the district ce 
is 10,093 excluding the 144 deaths that have taken place during the year. Our entire 
collections for all purposes amount to 2,909 rupees out of which 2,078 rupees are 
reported to have been raised for pastoral support andthe remainine 831 rupees for 
Benevolent Collections. We have 88 Sunday Schools in the district with an enrol- 
ment of 2,984. Our Senior and Junior Leagues at Bijnor have enrolments of 60 and 
85 respectively. We have 4 Conference members, 9 Ordained and 14 Unordained 
Local Preachers and 14 Exhorters. May His Kingdom soon come with et te 
force and more visible results in the district.

BUDAON DISTRICT. 
L. A. CoRE, Superintendent 


The out standing facts as shown inthe returns show a healthy, th 
sensational development. Our Christian population now numbers waite eee 
of 850 over last year. The baptisms are 907 against 634 last year. Christians ara 
found in 15 new villages. Our people live in 1,113 different villages, These villages 
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are all visited regularly at longer or shorted intervals, depending on the faithfulness 
of the pastor and on the number of villages he is responsible for. Work is done 
regularly in 185 other villages where as yet none have received baptism. In 1,012 
villages, all of the sweeper community are Christians, while in 70 villages no Chris- 
tians are found among the same class. 

_ Some other facts are less satisfactory. Budaon District probably stands alone 
in the Conference and perhapsan the Area, in this, that the converts during the year 
have come from one class only. We modestly disclaim any credit for this distinction, 
It has come to us unsought and undesired. We have longed and laboured and prayed 
that each succeeding year might witness a break through the barriers into other 
castes, but hitherto no success has crowned our efforts. Itis true that many from 
different castes have come this year asking for baptism, more than for many years 
previously. But in almost every case it turned on the question of t! e support of the 

candidate and when it was made known that support could not be guaranteed, we 

saw little more of the enquirer H.wever we thank God for those Whom He has 
given us and continue our work believing firmly that the brighter day is steadily 
drawing nearer. e 

Another ardent hope has failed of realization. Weset out at the beginning of 

the year with the fixed determination to work harder than ever to secure larger 

contributions for pastoral support from the village people, thus in a measure making 

up for the reduced appropriations. The amount realized is actually less than last 

year. On the surface this is discouraging but when we remember the terrible 

devastations of the flood last year and the consequent failure of the three successive 

harvests the wonder is that the people gave as much as they did. Six of the ten 
Circuits in the District were heavy sufferers. By all the laws of humanity these 
stricken, shelterless people, should have had help from the Mission Government 
helped in some cases. ‘The Salvation Army helped practically all its converts but 
our hands were empty. Our inability to do any thing caused a good deal of complaint 
and unfriendly criticism. Considering then, the suffering and want on. the part 
of about one fourth of our community, we fee! much encouraged. But the financial 
results of the year has its brighter side in that, while there has been a slight falling 

off in the amount actually collected for pastoral support and for the Benevolences, 

yet the total collected has exceeded that of last year by about Rs. 1800. The total 
collections for al! purposes is Rs. 7,505. 


Village Meetings. 


A number of village meetings, in which the people from a dozen or more village 
gather for the greater part of the day, have beenheld. One such meeting 
was appointed ata very busy time for the farmers. Many of them ploughed till 
after midnight the night before so that they could spend Saturday at the village 
meeting. The people themselves take a prominent part in the programmes. They 
sing, tell Bible stories, recite Scripture portions and take part in any discussions on 
religion and morals. These meetings furnish valuable opportunities for general 
religious, social and moral instruction, but are also a sort of school for the training of 
the village head. men along lines of work that they can do so much better than any 
one else. Itisour plan to lay yet greater stress on these village Jalsas in the 
coming year. Where possible part of these meetings is held in places accessible to 
all classes. The one serious draw back to their usefulness.is that very few of the 
women can come and they need religious instruction yet more than the men. 


Religious Ferment. 


Evidences of a religious ferment are apparent all over the District. Both the 
great rival religious communities, Hindus and Mohammedans are active and alert. 
Fach is jealous of the prestige of the other and each is seeking to win converts from 
the other and to win its own converts back again and both are doing their best to 
turn our Christians away from their new faith. Great mass meetings have been 
held by each of these sects with a view to swelling their ranks by enrolling among 
them, some of the untouchable classes. Religious fervency, even though it be 
unfriendly, is more favourable tothe growth of Christianity than is dead indifference. 
This religious revival furnishes a compelling call to the Church and to Christian 
workers, to greater activity, self sacrifice and consecration. Christianity has no 
reason to fear, but rather to welcome the revival of non-Christian faiths. These 
awaken the mind, stimulate enquiry. Christ has a message for the enquiring Soul. 


Deaths and other Changes. 


Deaths and other causes have made a good many changes necessary. Two 
Deacons and one Local Preacher have passed on to the other shore. Early in the 
year the Editor of the Kaukab i Hind placed his resignation in the hands of the ° 
managing committee. After some canvassing of the possibilities, they elected P. L. 
Smart, the Head Master of the North India Training School at Budaon, the Editor. 
His place was taken by B.S. Roberts, a member of the staff. A few months later 
the hand of death was laid on brother Smart and he too went to take up the higher 
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service. Much could be said in praise of his efficiency, resourcefulness and devotion 
to duty as Head Master of the Training School which was in his hands from its 
beginning. 

A new Church and a Hospital. ‘ 


A friend has provided the funds for the erection of a much needed church in 
Ujhani. This little church has been completed in the year, and dedicated by Bishop 


Robinson. In the same Circuit Center, by request of the District Board, the ladies _ 


have taken over a small hospital for women, fully equipped and with splendid 
buildings in good repair. The buildings and equipment are free and the District 
Board guarantee Rs. 600 a year toward the up-keep. The remainder of the cost 
is to be borne by the Womens Foreign Missionary Society. The confidence shown 
in the ability of the Mission to carry on the work of the Hospital, is very gratifying. 


The dark and Bright side of the Cut. 


The cut came like a great cloud, casting its dark, threatening shadow over the 
eland. Tragedy has followed tragedy, throughout the year. Men and women, who 
knew no other work, and who were without resources, have been dismissed; they 
and their children have suffered from cold and hunger; boys have been dropped out 
of schools, back in to the degrading environment from which they and their parents 
hoped that they had escaped; village Christian communities, in an environment of 
ignorance, superstition and immorality, if not left shepherdless amid ravenous 
wolves are almost without any one to care for them; Christians have been taunted 
with the statement that the Mission is going to pieces and that soon they will be 
abandoned; faith in the stability of a Mission, which for half acentury has stood 
unquestioned, has been shaken to its foundations. These are only a few of the 
more obvious resulting evils. 

But some rays of light have pierced the enshrouding darkness. It is too soon 
yet to write much on the sunny side of the cut and whether we shall ever be able 
to do so to any extent, is a question. But hopeful signs appear here and there on 
the horizon. Our people are coming to look less to the land across the seas, as a 
great storehouse of boundless material resources that may be had for the mere 
asking and have been driven to study the field and to seek for hidden treasures 
among the people whom they serve. Workers as well as the Christian Community 
at large are coming to realize that giving to the Lord does not impoverish and 
witholding does not necessarily enrich. Much more can be given from the poverty 
of our people. Then there is a great mine of service to be developed from among 
the village headmen. If we could only get at this undeveloped material and fashion 
and shape it for service in the Master’s vineyard, much might be accomplished. 

One other significant fact remains to be mentioned. The Budaon City Middle 
School, largely owing to the efforts of the headmaster, has gone on the self-support- 
ing basis. We need to enter into the heart of the words through the prophet, ‘‘Not 
by might nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord.” 


The Educational Work. 


Among the first to suffer when the cut was made known was the North India 
Training School for Village workers. The first and second years classes were closed 
at once and the third year men were permitted to continue their work for four 
months, so as to complete the course. But early in the year a generous friend in 
America gave to HK. Stanley Jones a sum sufficient to keep the school going for 
about a year and a half on a somewhat smaller scale. Accordingly the glad news 
was circulated that the school would again resume its work in August, and thus go 
on preparing and equipping men to go forth and re-inforce that rapidly diminishing 
band of men and women who are doing village work. 

The number of Christian boys in the Boarding House has been greatly reduced. 
Several boys have been, through the earnest efforts of Mr. Lindsey, enrolled in 
various Industrial schools in Bareilly and elsewhere. where they are learning useful 
and profitable trades. A few of the more promising of the remaining boys who 
have completed the course in the Middle School have been enrolled in the Govern- 
ment School and live in the Boarding House. The number of Christian teachers has 
been increased. 

Several much needed low grade village schools have been opened in various 
Pee ee dy be tie  teNeicaige se | Se. 

e Girls Middle School has hada good year under the capabl i 

Miss Blackstock assisted by a staff of willing workers. Miss pe ies 
“There are 133 girls in school. Five passed the middle Examination out of eight. 
All of these who passed are pursuing their studies in other schools. A training class 
with an enrollment of 12 was opened in July. The health of the girls owing to the 
care the Nurse takes of the small ailments, has been good. Very few changes have 
been made in the staff, and as usual they are all doing real live work which makes 
it a joy to serve with them.’’ 
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In General. 


Miss Emery, our tireless District evangelist, hasin Jess than two years completed 
a round of the entire 1,118 villages in which Christians live, as well as visiting many 
other villages where no Christians are found. This is no small achievement, when 
it its remembered that for several months during the hot and rainy season, itinerat- 
ing is not possible. Her visits tozether with her band of helpers, are looked forward 
to by the village communities €nd remembered long with pleasure and profit. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lindsey are now about to sever their connection with the work as 
their forlough is due. They will be greatly missed by the whole community. They 
had built themselves into the lives not only of the school boys and staff, but of the 
entire Christian Community. A large number of Indian officials and others with 
whom they have come into contact socially, will regret their absence. The organiza- 
tion and discipline of the school are in fine condition. 

In closing, we wish to express gratitude to all our fellow workers on the District 
as well as to the staffs of the various schools, for their cordial co-operation and 
loyalty. Especially do we'thank the Heavenly Father for giving us the opportunity 
of another year of service and also for His infinite patience with us in our failures 
and short-comings. 


CHANDAUSI DISTRICT.

Rampore District excepting circuit Shergarh has been attached to Chandausi 
District. In 1924 Chandausi had a Christian community of 7507, and 5711 came from 
Rampore side, thus in the beginning of 1925 we had a Christian Community of 18218. 


Evangelistic work. 


Among Christians.—Great emphasis has heen Jaid on this work. The word of 
God, specially the wonderful earthly life of our Lord Jesus has been taught to our 
village and mohalla Christians in story form. Revival meetings are held in various 
centres. Panchayats have been held in some of the central places. Puri sharakat 
ki talém has been taught in all the circuits and has proved to be very helpful. 
Unbaptized members of Christian families have been baptized and those who 
seemed to be better Christians and promised to lead a better Christian life in future 
have been taken into full membership. Though every effort has been made to 
make our people real Christians yet their religious and social condition is still 
unsatisfactory. But to our great encouragement some of our village leading Chris- 
tians have been very much impressed by the Puri sharakat ki talim and have 
begun to try to have this miserable condition of our Christians changed and improved. 

Chamars.—Our Chamar work has been greatly hindered this year. Workers 
who had been dismissed last year and these who have been punished for something 
unchristian in them, did all they could to keep the inquirers from baptism. Some 
of the inquirers were very cruelly beaten by tae Arya land-lords and threatened that 
they would not get any loan and seed if they became Christians. Some have not 
been baptized through our cowardliness. The whole chamar population of a village 
95 young and old asked for baptism. Tne Mohamadan landlord who lives in that 
very village and other Mohamadans of that place threatened both the preacher and 
the enquirers and our brother was so afraid that he did not baptize them. When 
Aryas heard they went and tried to convert them, but they said they would never 
become Ariyas. Work is being done among them and there is every hope that they 
will soon become Christians . 

Other Classes.—The word of God is preached to all classes and the people hear 
so attentively as they never did before, but itis not easy for them to accept Christ 
They have to face a number of difficulties. First of all comes the water question. 
People try to keep them from drawing water from public wells. He is not only 
altogether left by his own people, but they try to give him all sorts of troubles 
they can. False charges are brought against them in which they have to suffer a 

ood deal. 
53 Towards the end of June we baptized a high caste Hindu family, when the news 
reached the relatives, they came and beat both the husband and the wife very badly 
so that one tooth of that dear sister got broken. But we praise the Lord through 
whose help in spite of all the difficulties and troubles we have been able to baptize 
men from many different classes:—

Sunday School and League.—There are 79 Sunday Schools with 1957 scholars 
and 9 League chapters with 178 members. 

Self support.—We have raised for all purposes Rs. 1691. 
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Books sold.-We have sold 4 Bibles, 7 Gospels and 1502 Portions andhave dis- 
tributed 15,886 religious tracts. 


Education. 


There are thousands of boys and girls in the District of whom some are very 
promising, but we have not asingle school for them. We send some every year to 
schools in the neighbouring Districts. 


Our Calamities. 


Flood.—Flood water came in some of our big circuits, but it was not so awful 
as that of last year, which destroyed thousands of mud homes so that some of our 
poor village Christians have not as yet been able to rebuild. We have had our share 
in contagious diseases such as Malaria fever, small pox, measles and cholera from 
which some died and many others suffered a good deal. 


District Conference. 


Our District Conference held at Chandausi from October 21st to 28th was a 
season of blessing to all present. Revds. M. W. Branch, M. T. Titus andC. D. 
Rockey visited us and rendered excellent help by their sermons. We are greatly 
Head to Miss Hardie our Lady Evangelist who remained with us four days and 
helped. 

owe praise the Lord for what bas been done, and haye a strong faith that 
through our efforts all powerful Jesus will bring thousands of our Hindu and Mo- 
hammadan countrymen to His feet to be saved in the near future. 


GARHWAL DISTRICT. 
M. T. Titus, Superintendent. 


Changes in Personnel.—Hight years ago it fell to my lot to have the supervision 
of the Garhwa! District along with Bijnor, and this year owing to a similar shift in 
the wheel of fortune it came to me again due to the furlough of Brother H. H. Weak. 
It has been impossible to do one’s duty to the district situated at such a distance from 
it as Moradabad is, but from the time that my predecessor went away in May to the 
first of October we made Pauri our headquarters, and did as much touring as time and 
the rains and funds would permit. Owing to shortage of funds there was not much 
long distance touring that could be done, but thanks to a friend in America I wasable 
to make one com plete tour of the district covering some 400 miles on foot. 

Mrs. Gill, District Evangelist, also took leave in May, and her place has been 
filled by the loan of Dr. L. E. Huffman from North-West India Conference who is 
giving much valuable service in medical work both locally and on tour. Miss Cox 
of the Lucknow Conference has also been stationed at Gadoli for the last few months 
for her health where she has also helped in the work of the girls’ school. 

Building projects completed.— Before he left for America in May, Mr. Weak 
had the pleasure of seeing the new residences of the Superintendent and the District 
Evangelist all but completed; and in April the formal opening of the Messmore High 
School and the Thoburn Hostel for Christian boys was an event of such significance 
and importance that Bishop Robinson made it the occasion of his first official visit to 
Garhwal. All these buildings represent the fruit of the colossal endeavour, genius 
and untiring zeal of Dr. Weak who seven years ago came to Garhwal at the time of 
a great crisis in the Mission work there, saw the need for all these new buildings 
and with dauntless faith and courage worked out his dreams and visions. in stone 
and mortar. To these must be added a community center in Kotdwara which it 
fell to my lot to complete under very unfavourable circumstances, but in which are 
now accomodated the pastor, the teacher and a large school. 

The effect of the “Cut.’’—Garhwal being a district of few Christians, and large 
areas where evangelists work often none at all, it could not be expected that much 
pastoral support could be raised on the spot to help off set the 42 per cent “cut” that 
came to Garhwal as to all districts The result has been, consequently, worse for 
Garhwal than for those districts that had a large Christian community. Outwardly 
the result of the ‘‘Cut’’ is shown in the following ways:—There are 14 fewer paid 
workers than there were the year before; all touring allowances for preachers-in- 
charge were cut off accounting mostly for the falling off of 11 in the number of 
baptisms there being only 68 this year as compared with 79 the year before There 
are eight fewer Sunday Schools than last year and 144 fewer Sunday School scholars 
In spite of real efforts there was a falling off, also, in the total raised for ali 
benevolences and ministerial support of Rs. 641, last year’s figure being Rs. 4699 and 
this year only Rs. 4,058. The total number of Christian students in-our. schools. show 
a decrease of 38, there being but 206 as against 244 last year, the shortage coming 
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almost entirely in the Pauri High School from which boys had se 
because of the reduction made necessary by the ‘‘Cut.”’ 5 eae Smene ete 
is this to be noted also, the loss in morale on the part of the workers. Garhwalis a 
place of high prices, and living is hard; but the ‘‘Cut’’ forced a reduction not only of 
the number of workers by 14, but compelled a redvction in the salaries of those ‘who 
stayed. There being practically no Christian community from which any support 
could be raised, the net result has been to cause much hardship, debt and discourage- 
ment among the workers from one end of the district to the other. The continuance 
of the “Cut’’ for a field like Garhwal, will I am afraid, ultimately spell disaster, for 
men cannot be kept in difficult places as evangelists among non-Christians unless 
their living is assured. The only alternative, unless more funds are forthcoming, will 
be to still further reduce the number of workers, and leave many important outposts 
without a single witness for Christ! 

Some gains —Nevertheless, there have been a few gains that shouldbe recorded. 
There wasa net gain of 34 in the total Christian community which now numbers 
1429. There was areal gain alsoin the amount raised by the Indian Church for 
pastoral support of 187 rupees, the total being Rs. 1683, or an average of about Rs. 
1-3-0 per head for the whole community of the district, which is probably a higher 
average than anv other district can show. There is a total gain also of Rs. 540 in the 
amount raised for Ministerial support, though we regret that the amount raised for 
Mission Claimants is Rs. 162 less than that raised last year It has taken all that the 
Indian members could raise at Chopra and Gadoli to pay the pastors, thus leaving 
practically nothing for the general benevolences; while the missionaries made large 
contributions to the Sustentation Fund, which money went to help support the 
workers in the district, the total increase in the giving of the Europeans amounted 
to Rs. 658 as compared with last year. 

Work of the Institutions.—Messmore High School under the able leadership of 
Rev. J. W. Nave has had one of the best yearsin its history. The staff has been 
improved by the coming of more trained teachers, the results of the Government 
Examinations were better than before, and the only thing that marred the year was 
having to send home Christian boys because of the “Cut.” Mrs Nave has had charge 
of the Primary Schoo! for boys and reports a good year. 

Misses West and Kennard have likewise, had a successful year at Gadoli, with 
improvement in the results of the Government Examinations. 

Encouraging signs. One of the most encouraging signs that I found for the 
future of the Church in Garhwal is a hungerine after a revival such as came tp this 
mountain country in 1907. At our district conference held the last of September this 
‘was especially noted, and much prayer was offered for its coming. There is a real 
desire to make Christianity stand for better living, and with the emphasis on the 
spiritual and the moral as we find it there we are encouraged to believe that the 
Garhwal Church will increasingly become a power ‘or God and righteousness in that 
famous Holy-land of the Hindus. But the help of America will be needed for many 
years to come in supporting the pioneers on the lonely outposts of the Hindu Himala- 
yas—the only witnesses for Christ in these out of the way places where pilgrims 
struggle on their weary way to an ever elusive salvation in shrine worship.

Sunday School Secretary who visited us and taught us many useful lessons regarding 
Sunday School work. He did some excellent work among non-christians by the help 


‘of pictures. 
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District and City Zanana Work. 


Mrs. Gulab is in charge of the District and city work. This year she was able 
to visit all the circuits along with her co-workers. She laid much stress on temper- 
ance in the non-christian homes she visited and distributed Gospel portions and 
tracts. In this work Miss Warrington helped her a good deal. 

We were happy at the arrangement by our Bishop to send Miss O. Dunn to 
Hardoi as District Evangelist. She started her work with great energy and did some 
real work for two weeks when she had to stop owing to ill health. We pray that 
she may be restored to her original health soon. 

e are very sorry to mention here the great loss sustained by us through the 
death of our beloved Mrs. L. S. Parker who used to cail Hardoi her home. Her pre- 
sence in our midst was a source of joy and inspiraticn to us all. 


Christian Community. 


Full members 791, Probationers 930, Minors 727, Total 2453. Sunday Schools 84, 
Members 2884. Epworth Leagues 7, Members 226. 

Colportage. We have two colporters in our District who are doing their work 
satisfactorily. In addition to these all our male and female workers sell and distri- 
bute Gospel portions, tracts etc, Their report is as follows, Bibles sold 15, New Testa- 
ments 57, Portions 4897, Tracts distributed 273384. 

Collections.— We are glad to mention that the total amount of our collections 
during this year increased which shows that our workers are doing their work faith- 
fully in their circuits. 

Central Church.—God be praised for blessing our Indian church so much so 
that the members were able to fully support their Pastor and meet all other expenses 
of the Church. This does not include a pice of the Missionaries or District Superin- 
tendent collections. 

Boys School.—We are sorry to say that our Lower Primary Schoo! for boys 
was closed down in August last. All big boys were sent away to Lodipur and 
Lucknow School and only a small number of little children were left in our hostel. 
These boys are now attending our Mission Girls’ School. Regarding this school I 
have to mention that the residents of our city as well as the Headmaster of Govern- 
ment and Chhatri High School have expressed their sorrow at the breaking up of the 
school, and say that a mission school is badly needed in Hardoi to teach boys 
up to 8th class. In May last the result of our school showed very good percentage 
of successful boys. Out of 24 christian boys 23 passed. All the non-christian boys 
were successful. 

Girls School.—We have a Girls Middle School in Hardoi of which Miss R. A. 
Warrington is principal. She is a very able and sympathetic Missionary Lady 
She manages the School very ably and looks carefully after the girls’ hea}th, food, 
etc. She has a good staff.of teachers who are efficient and hard working. The last 
result of the middle class was splendidinas much as out of six scholars 5 girls 
passed in the second division and’one girl received government scholarship and is 
now studying at Lucknow. 

Miss Warrington takes a keen interest in evangelistic work. She helped us 
a good déa! during the revival month by taking her teachers to villages for meetings 
She is now conducting a Sunday Schcol in a village every Sunday. ; 

District Conference.—This year we had our Dist-Conference from 17th to 23rd

KUMAON DISTRICT,

For the first time after several years the two Kumaon Districts 
combined as one District. Thus enlarged the Kumaon District includes Serena 
all of the Civil Districts of Almora and Naini Tal. Many things commend this arran, “ 
ment as a temporary measure, but territorial extent precludes it from eing ae 
manent. As the Christian community increases, and work develops, not alone aa 
but more than that number of Districts will take shape within this area which 
measures about 8,000 sq. miles, and has a population of over 5,00,000. Illness at 
home has made it impossible for me to do much of the touring that I had hoped to 
do. No one will regret this more than I do myself. 

A small and scattered community, organized as our Church is, cannot be self - 
supporting. Kumaon cannot yet. But with the necessity of greater effort which 
the cut has foreed on us, the pastor fund as compared with last year, has been 
advanced by Rs. 827 (excluding the English Church) There has however been a 
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decrease in benevolences of Rs. 549/—, leaving a net gain in total receipts from 
the vernacular field of Rs. 484. Forthe whole District Ministerial Support totals 
Rs. 8,522; Benevolences Rs. 2,343 and total of all collections Rs. 12,874. 

The District Sustentation fund has been established this year, and all mission- 
aries have contributed directly to it, instead of to the local pastor’s fund accounts. 
The Naini Tal and Pithoragarh Churches have paid their pastors in full. Dwarahat 
with an unpaid pastor, has supported a preacher in the same circuit. Champawat 
has paid a little more than a half of its pastor’s salary; Ranikhet has paid three 
fourths of its pastor’s salary; and Haldwani and Kathgodam have paid one half. In 
other centers the proportion paid by the Church members has been increased. In 
answer to the question, frequently heard, as to how much of this money reported 
eee has been received by the preachers, I would reply that probably more than 

% has. ; 


Christian Community. 


The Christian community in the District now numbers 1646, an increase during 
the year of 68. The baptisms during the year have been 84. six more than last year. 
Seventy-seven have been admitted to preparatory membership, and 70 to full 
membership. The total number still counted as probationers is 485, or 29% of the 
total community, This is not a satisfactory showing. Itis explained by thought- 
lessness on the part of preachers, indifference on the part of people, seasonal move- 
ments to and from the hills, illiteracy, and the cead weight of precedent. It 
constitutes however, a fundamental weakness, which can only be overcome by a 
campaign in school, church and home, bringing to the people an appreciation of 
the Church relationship which is now almost non-existent. Too often baptism alone 
is thought to be important, and Church membership is optional, nominal, and lightly 
to be entered into: It makes no difference. It denotes no loyalty, no allegiance. 
Consequently expulsion from membership, even for gross sin, means nothing, to the 
ofrender and is a lifeless form of expressing disapproval. 

Some have suggested a biradari (brotherhood) for helping to meet this weak- 
ness. The Church should itself be a biradari, and any other organization that does 
not adopt the accepted standards of Christian living as its minimum standards, and 
enforce their observance among its membership, is simply compromising the 
matter. The Christian Church cannot afford, without loss to itself, to have its 
membership so lightly regarded. With the jealousy of a righteous God every 
preacher should guard the doors of admission, passionately working to prepare all 
men for membership, but equally passionately refusing to condone or countenance 
any sin in order to secure larger numbers. 


Boys’ Schools. 


Earlier reports for the District nave mentioned the fact that though the Kumaon 
District has several schools for boys they have, because of their locations, failed to 
meet the rea! need of the District for a school for its Christian boys. Where the 
High School was there was no hostel. Dwarahat, where the hostel is too far from 
the Christian community to be a proper center for a District School. In Pithoragarh 
the plant has never been adequate, and lack of funds to get a qualified s.aff has 
made it impossible to secure Government help in the maintenance of the schools. 

When the cut came it was clear that we could not maintain all of the schools, 
and maintain standards that would be justified, without losing our Christian boys 
from the hostels. To reduce duplication and overhead expense the Humphrey High 
School buildings have been sold to Government, and the Management of the school 
was transferred to the Assistant Inspector of Schools, Kumaon Division, from the 
first of July. It is to be controlled by the Government until they can arrange for 
anew managing committee. In Pithoragarh the VIII, VII and special classes for 
English, of the A. V. School have been closed from the Ist July. Our contribution 
for the maintenance of the vernacular primary school was discontinued from the 
first of April. The teachers continued to run the school on fees and District Board 
grant for three months, and then the grant was terminatea and the school closed. 
Miss Perrill, in charge of the girls’ school, helped us out in our difficulties by admit- 
ting the boys of the lower primary classes into the girls’ classes. They live in the 
boys’ hostel. ; ] j 

After these changes, however, it was still necessary to reduce materially the 
number of boys in the hostels. The most promising of the Christian boys who 
were in the classes closed at Pithoragarh were accommodated in the school at 
Dwarahat. The scholarships secured through the help of Dr. E. Stanley Jones made 
it possible to keep in school about 15 boys for this year. Just what arrangement 
can be made for these boys this next year is not yet clear. : 


W. F. M. S. 

The work of the W. F. M.S. in the District is far-reaching. To describe it 
ina paragraph is impossible. We can only briefly indicate its scope. 

Miss Hayes and Miss McCartney with bands of Bible Readers carry on evangel- 
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istic work in the Eastern portion of the District. Both of them find medicine to 
be akey that gives access into otherwise closed homes. How fine it would be if 
in the western section also there was some one who could give their full time to 
this work among women. Owing to sickness in the home Mrs. Hollister has been 
unable to go out as she would like to have done. In addition to her evangelistic 
work Miss McCartney has had supervision of the dispensary in Pithoragarh. It was 
expected that Mrs. Newton would also help in this work, but she has been away 
from Pithoragarh for nearly ten months, and the usefulness of the dispensary has 
been consequently much reduced. If a doctor could be stationed at Pithoragarh, 
she would find the field for her work almost unlimited. 

In Dwarahat under Miss Oram, and in Pithoragarh under Miss Perrill there are 
girls’ schools with hostels. No school year is without its difficulties and discourage- 
ments. This year has not been free either, and yet there has been much of 
pleasantness, co-operation and in the examination classes a good degree of success. 
We are glad that the cut did not reduce the numbers of the girls in school. In 
Naini Tal Miss McMullen has continued supervision cf the primary schools there 
and in Babaliya. The municipal grant for the Naini Tal schoolshas been increased. 
Because the Society owns no property in Naini Tal the problem of securing teach- 
ing staffs, and providing for efficient Bible readers for evangelistic work is 
exceedingly difficult, and forms a _ serious handicap to the getting of best results. 

The lot of widows in India isa hard one. So also is'the task of maintaining a 
home for wdows. To this end Miss Loper has given herself unsparingly during the 
year. Amidst difficulties that few appreciate, and fewer can do much to relieve, 
she has directed the widows’ home in Pithoragarh, together with the farm connected 
with it. In Chandag Heights the Lepers’ Home continues to meet the needs of an 
ooo. sae group of people, under the loving care and supervision of Miss 

lary Reed. 


English Work. 


~The English Church under the pastorate of Mr. and Mrs. C. D. Rockey ha 

had a good year. This Church, like our Hindustani Churches, has made an Avance ca 
the matter of pastoral support, having increased their monthly contribution for this 
purpose by Rs. 50 monthly. Both the Philander Smith College and the Wellesley 
Girls’ High School continue to maintain and develop the traditions for which these 
schools have become well known. A set of music cubicles was erected at Philander 
Smith College this year, and is now in use. Also a new dormitory for boys, so long 
needed, has in one half of the building risen to the second storey. It is hoped that a 
part of the building at least, will be ready for occupancy when the next school year 
opens. The return of Miss Waugh, and the coming of Miss Marie Kennard have 
greatly strengthened the staff of the Wellesley Girls’ High School. 

Mr. Wilkinson has conducted services for the European community in Abbott 
Mount as well as at Lohaghat. In a unique way he has been able to minister to 
these people who on their part appreciate the services he has rendered. In May 
Bishop Robinson dedicated the new church building in that small resort. ; 


Dom Conference. 


The doms comprise a community including all the artisan ci i i 
numbering perhaps about three lakhs of dope: For the most ait: they Gove eons 
land but live on, and till, the land of the higher castes. It has heretofore proved 
most difficult for them to acquire land of their own. They also suffer fronsiether 
forms of social oppression. Representatives of this community, to the number of 
5000 or more, gathered for a three days’ meeting during the last days of Septemb 
in Almora. They met to consider the interests of their community as a whole. Th . 
are groping about, seeking for some community to lift them into social freedoh., 
not realizing that this is only a part of what they really want. They are hungry 
for the more abundant life that Jesus came to give men. The leaven of His Gathal 
has made them to desire better things for themselves, The community, it sth 
certain, will break loose from old moorings, and that soon. High caste ‘oink seems 
vernacular papers have openly suggested that it will be better both for th al in 
and Hindus if the doms become Christians rather than Aryas. The Christian Ch eh 
is challenged by this situation. Surely He who was sent to “proclaim rel ure 
captives, and recovery of sight to the blind’, wants this community to stidin: + 
freedom that they seek, and even better than they seek for. The challen at a hg 
Conference for program, and _in the District to every Christian to show th 18 : is 
Christ as the only Liberator. Urgent is the need for more workers, but em Jesus 
is the need for Christian lives. » Dut more urgent 


Some Needs. 
1. Men. More men are needed, who, called of God to the work, and con- 


strained by His love, will carry the Christian ba i 3 i 
Kumaon, and up to the borders of Nepal and Ebenn into iho anaes aioe valleys of 


2. Literature. The pilgrim route, numerous melas, the roads of commerce 
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with Tibet and Nepal, hill stations with their educated communities, and every- 
where hungry hearts—all of these give a tremendous field for the distribution of 
Christian literature. It has been exceedingly difficult to get the literature that is 
needed, or to arrange for its free distribution. 

3 Land. Nearly 20 years ago the need was felt for an agency to buy avail- 
able land and sell it again to Christians on easy terms. The need has grown steadily, 
and is to-day more insistent than ever before. It is in fact difficult to see how 
there can be a growing Christian community in the hills unless the Christians are 
helped to secure possession of some land. 


Appreciation. 


I cannot close this report without expressing my heart-felt thanks to those who 
have been loyal comrades in the work of the District while I have been associated 
with it. Most reluctantly do I leave it. There have been disappointments and 
failures, but there has also been a willingness to ‘‘keep on a keepin’ on.’? What 
there has been has resulted from the persistence and patience of each man in the 
force of workers, particularly during this year withillness in our home, have the 
friendship and prayers of many in the District been the means of binding us much 
closer to it, ane to them.

The Year of the “Cut.” 


The most significant thing about this year, 1925, is that we have survived the 
greatest financial ‘‘Cut”’ in the history of our Mission work in India, and havecome 
off more than conquerors through Jesus Christ our Lord. Had there been a big slump 
in baptisms, in the Christian community, in the number of workers in village schools, 
and all down the line there would have been no surprise; but on the other hand 
when we are able to report that literally speaking we have not dismissed a single 
worker because of the ‘‘Cut’’; that baptisms show an increase of 11 over last year 
771 in all; that the Christian community has increased by 505 and now numbers 17, 
681; that collections for ministerial support show an increase of Rs. 1,407 out of a 
total of Rs. 5,100; that one mohulla church has become self-supporting and is point- 
ing the way to others; that the number of village schools has increased from 16 to 

* 88° and the total number of students from 809 to 1040, and all this in spite of the fact 
that the workers have ‘carried on’’ with a net reduction of about 30 per cent. in 
pay, we are compelled to declare that God has been with us, for apart from Him 
these things could not have been. But even so we are not satisfied. We know 
that things could have been and should have been better than this. We are humiliated 
when we think that out of the 771 baptisms so few were from non-Christians. that 
there has been a slight falling off in the number of Sunday schools, and that the 
actual amount raised from the Indian Church for Pastoral support is Rs. 59 less 
than last year. So our desire and earnest prayer is that, God helping us, in spite of 
a continued ‘“‘Cut,’? we shall endeavour to fill up that which has been so seriously 
lacking in our efforts this year. 


“The Word of the Lord.’’ 


asis of our work has been to preach the Word, to teach the Word and 
to Sake Word as widely as possible. In order to help reach larger numbers we 
have this year organised jalsas or large meetings in every circuit for preaching, 
teaching, prayer and to bring home to our village Christians that they are a ‘‘pecu- 
liar’”’ people chosen of God for the uplift of India. These jalsas were a real success 
in bringing new spiritual life, new vision. and a sense of congregational unity 
to our people; and we feel that they should continue to form a regular method of 
Christian work and evengelism for years to come. One circuit in particular, 
Darhyal was as a result of these jalsas brought under the spirit of a revival, and 
it was our privilege to be present one nightat one of the cottage prayer-meetings 
when it was clearly demonstrated that mohulla Christians in India can be converted 
and testify to the glory of God as well as people from any other class. We have 
had baptisms during the year from four classes aside from Christians, including 
Sweepers, Chamars, Baghbans and-one Brahman, and work is found among practi- 
See oe Peas Lord we have used the “‘Zarari Ta’lim’’ for enquirers 
and beginners in the Christian faith; following this witha series of stories on the 
Life of Christ; we have also systematically used the Village Sunday School Quarter- 
] : and had examinations on this in September and October in which passed. Our 
Peg for Full Membership has. been stressed this year, and we have had 255 who 
foe tcon thoroughly examined, considered fit to become Full Members. of the 


_ Church and have been « duly admitted. ae = 
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Our motto—‘‘Every worker a colporteur’’—has enabled us this year to sell 4834 
copies of the gospels, and to distribute 31,846 tracts showing a substantial increase 
over the work done in the previous year when only 3,398 gospels were sold and only 
26,575 tracts distributed. 


Teaching the Preacher 


As has been our custom for the last four years we held an Exhorters’ School for 
two weeks in September under the Superintendency of Rev. M. W. Branch my 
colleague. This feature of our work has proved of immense value in training our 
lower grade men for effective service, and we strongly recommend that an opportun- 
ity be made for Local Preachers to have some special teaching next year which 
we were not able to arrange for this year. When we came to Moradabadin 1919 
there were a good number of workers who were not even Exhorters, I am glad to 
report now that through our plan for teaching the preacher all of this class have 
either, been able to qualify for an Exhorter’s License or have been eliminated 
altogether. 


The Village School. 


The ‘‘Cut’’ has done one thing for the district that should be of lasting benefit. It 
has forced us to use many of our Bible Readersto teach Village Primary Schools, 
with the result that this year we have more than twice as many as we had last year. 
We are emphasizing the necessity for having teachers take a course in training if 
possible, and in order to encourage this, at our recent district conference all these 
village school teachers were organised into a training class for two hours each day 
under the supervision of Miss Calkins. Oneof our village school teachers has 
received his training under Miss Ashbrook at Lodipur and his school of 24 boys is a 
model of its kind. The boys have been so interested in their work that they have had 
their parents make them Scout suits, and one day during District Conference they 
came marching in with their paper flags and uniforms to show what they had learned. 
This teacher and his school is having areal influence on the surrounding villages 
and they often receive invitations to visit a certain village and demonstrate what 
they have learned. This affords the teacher a real evangelistic opportunity. 

Our energetic and devoted District Evangelist, Miss Hardie, is giving largely of 
her time to the supervision and inspection of these village schools which are daily 
growing in importance and value to the community. The older workers say the 
present village schools are reminiscent of the well-known ‘‘Goucher Schools,” we 
trust they will continue to flourish. 


Our Institutions. 


Our three important schools have had a good year, in spite of the “Cut.” The 
Primary, or Parker Branch School, has had to suffer morejthan the High School, and 
in consequence has only 65 boys as against 100 last year. The number would have 
been even less had it not been for the generous help received from the money raised 
by Dr. Jones to help the schools of North India Conference. The health in the 
schools has been good, and the results in the High School examination this year were 
commendable, better than those of last year, though not nearly as good as they 
ought to be. Mr Branch was appointed from the first of July to have charge of the 
High School Hostel where he is making successful efforts at real character building 
Mr. Jordan has once more taken up the work of Headmaster in the High School. 
And all are confidently expecting improvement in results there. 7 : 


Conclusions. 


In conclusion I wish to thank all my colleegues, Indians and Missionari : 
who have so loyally stood by and helped to make this difficult year as mudceeeral’ aie 
was. Without the devoted, and unselfish service of our 54 village pastors and their 
wives who courageously offered to take a 30 per cent. reduction of pay rather than 
have the work suffer from lack of workers; without the helpfulness of the two 
District Evangelists: Mr. Branch and Miss Hardie, especially during our absenée an 
Garhwal when we were looking after the interests of the work there for five Months 
we should not be able to give as encouraging a report of the work in Moradabad i; 
1925 as we have. We thank God for all His mercies. ad in 


PILIBHIT DISTRICT.

cehin Sine ae December last. Brother Prem Singh was allowed leave _ account 
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_ We have had Shergarh, Baheri, and Kichha added to this District and thus with 
the increased territory it looked like a District. Yet it is the smallest of all the 
Districts of the North India Conference. 

The population of the thus now formed District is about 9 lacs and its area 
about 2200 square miles. In this District Brahimans, Jats, Jtaiya, Chamars, Kurmi 
Thakur, and Mus salmans are mostly found. This is mostly Mohammedan in its 
appearance. The Mohammedan kings ruled here. A big mosque that is in the city 
was built by king Hafiz Ramat. 

Chief products of the District are rice, and sugar. People as compared with 
other Districts are kind hearted, hard working and loving. Tharus are living near 
Neoriy and Tanakpur. They are fond of clean airy houses. They love to get their 
children educated I have had some opportunities of going to them, sitting with 
them and talking about our Lord. Their men, women and children sat down and 
heard my tales very attentively They are all agriculturists. If a school of an upper 
Primary grade were opened there it would afford splendid opportunity of reaching 
this class of people. I feel sure that they will respond to our teaching. Another 
important feature of this District is the great excitement that has just begun in 
the so called lower classes of the Hindus. They are rising to the awakening call of 
the Gospel. They are showing signs of not remaining behind the other higher 
classes. They seem very fond of educating their children so that they may compete 
with the other classes. I have had request from Bisalpur, Baheri, Jam, Bahadur 
Gunj, Bahndandi, Khatemen, and Neoriya for Primary schools. Three are Board 
schools but the classes like Chamars, and Kurmis are desirous of having their own 
schools. I have had chances of going to these Board schools and showing to them 
the pictures of our Lord. The children heard these and went and spread them in 
their villages 

'_ The work in past years, if Iam not mistaken, has been mostly confined to low 
class people only, and therefore none from the so called higher classes have come 
out. There has therefore been a block to other classes. To break this block and to 
free ourselves from the taunts of the others time is required. This year both by 
our preaching and general attitude we have been showing that our Lord died for all. 
We have therefore gone preaching from village to village. The villagers at first 
did not allow us to stand before their houses hut very shortly they allowed us to sit 
with them and talk to them. Iam not mistaken when I say that there is hardly a 
village where we have notpreached to the Hindus while sitting with them. In some 
villages big Hindus stopped us over-night to hear the message again in the morning. 
They fed us. They kept us with themselves. Ihave had at times a crowd of 200 
or more even gathered to hear the Word of God. They said that they never before 
heard these things. Lord has given us some of these souls, about 5. We are 
expecting more to come forward before the year is out. 

Our work is thus twofo]d. We have to look after the Spiritual welfare of the 
Christians and to preach the Gospel to others. I shall describe the work Circuit wise: 

Pilibhit: We gather in the Church daily for half an hour and then go to our 
work according to the timetable. We, out of 5 days, go to the Christians two and to 
the non Christians for the three days. We have preached to all the Non-Christians 
living this year we worked amongst various classes of people. Three circuits report 
work amongst Chamars, and Kurmies, Puranpur alone amongst Passi and Jats, and 
Pilibhit amongst Telies, Chamars and Thakurs. Brhamans and Mussalmans are not 
ready yet. The former because their bread will be lost if Christianity would make a 
progress, while the latter can never accept the spotless and pure Christian teaching. 
Yet we are not keeping away the Gospel of Christ. 

Our method of work is this. We make a time table of a month ahead. A copy 
of this remains with me. The worker goes to his village according to this. He goes 
to non-Christians three days in the week and to Christians for the remaining three 
days. They divide their circuit in such a manner that they go round to all houses 
once a fortnight. Saturday is our holiday. It is allowed for washing clothes ete. On 
every Sunday each worker conducts his Sunday school and Service at a fixed place 
and a fixed hour. He has ’o keep a regular report of each Sunday about attendance, 
lesson, text and collection. 

In Pilibhit and in fact in all our Circuits we all workers gather together in 
the morning and hold our meeting for half an hour daily. After this we goto our 
work. I at times accompany a group or go after some others and see their work. I 
expect every worker to be in his place of work. Our workers are keen and are found 
at the appointed place. It is owing to our hard work that we are able to bring a good 
many souls to His feet. : : 

Puranpur reports 43 baptisms. This includes 18 children, and the rest from 

Passi, Chamars, Luniya and Kisan. ’ : 
Bisalpur has 79 admitted to the fold. This means 74 children and 5 grown ups. | 
This circuit is very much behind as regards work in other classes. | 

Nawab Gunj shows 88 baptisms, viz., 28 children and 10 grown ups. I am 
sorry to report this Circuit is also way behind other places in this District. It should 
w ake up. ; 


1FA DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 


Baheri’s ro}l has 99 7.e. children, 28, grown ups 382, non-Christian children 44. 
This Circuit has begun work in the Chamars and hasa splendid opportunity to bring 
them in large numbers. I have myself seen some of the villages where Chamars 
i've only. They are ready. A worker Munra Lal] is a man who seems to be touched 
ty the Spirit of our Lord. It is mostly his work Let others take his example and 
buck up. 

Pilibhit has reported 10 baptisms classified as 20 grown ups and 88 children. 
This ineludes 4 Thakurs. 1 Teli, 1 Chamars and two Pathans. : ‘ 

This year we put greater emphasis on children baptism. Iasked all workers 
to make a search for Christian parents’ children and baptise them. 

Total baptisms are 365. 2 

All marriages that have been performed according to Christian rite are 7 only. 
All deaths that are reported are 94 out of which 33 were buried in Christian ceremony. 

This year we have raised the standard of Full Membership hence we took only 
117. 

We have started Brotherhood Jalsas in Pilibhit, Bisalpur and Jahanabad. Such 
a Brotherhood was started towards Shergarh about two years back. The people there 
are keen in giving Chanda, attending Services, following Christian Principles and in 
helping me in preaching. I take pleasure in mentioning the names of Chaudharies 
Baldeo Prashad, Mirhai, and Munna Lal! who are taking keen interest in the work. 
Whenever I go out on a tour 30 cr more of these Christians come from a distance of 
10 orl2: miles and remain with me for 3 or4 days. I thank my Lord that He has 
granted grace to these people to do something for Him. 

l regret to report that the Christians of Pilibhit District are considered bad 
people. Quite recently one of the important English Officers told me personally and 
then wrote also that it was time that the Sweeper class people should be registered 
as criminal tribes. He said that out of every four crimes done in the District one of 
them is found to be that of Christian’s. I felt greatly ashamed to hear this. I then 
told the officer of my plan of forming Brotherhood. On hearing this and taking my 
request the Officer who had nearly written to the Government for the registration 
has given us a chance of improving the conduct of our Christians. 

There are many places in this district that have never heard the Word of 
our Lord. We have been able to go to some of these and preached there. These 
places are far into the interior. We camped there and worked. We also reached 
some places where people had thought that Christians had left India! They had said 
to me that they had heard that Gandhi had turned them out. Other places we were 
told that the Missions had all left India after a great failure! They had heard and 
known The Purana Rockey Sahib but since then had lost all touch of Christianity. 

We have an Imdadi Bank in which we have about 850 as contributions almost 
a]! workers have been he!ped through it. all have found it useful to save themselves 
from the high rates of the Bania. This bank was started this January. 

: There are two Moholla and one Parish school in Pilibhit, and two schools 
for Christian children have been started in Bisalpur. These schools with the 
exception of one were started this January. There are 7 teachers and about 80 
children out of which 74 are Christians. In Pilibhit we charge fees which amounts 
to about Rs. 380 a year. I cou’d obtain District Board grants for these schools but I 
was directed by the Finance Committee to wait. 

There are sufficient number of Laymen that help us in many ways. 

We have 6 Leagues with 101 members. We are thinking of forming Junior 
Leagues very shortly. 

About 25 Circuits are vacant in this District, and these vacancies have come up 
within a few years. I am sorry I cannot account for them. 

Our Christians are backward in giving mostly on account of poverty and also 
a little bit to the f act that they have been up till now getting help from the Mission 
instead of giving. We have a Cut of Rs. 1,667. Through tithes we have collected 
Rs. 850. I have collected from the Officers of this place for the Church about 
Rs. 300. Our three youngest children learnt up a song and a few verses and went 
begging for the Baby Fold and Education Fund. They collected Rs. 52 for the — 
purpose. The workers have been able to colleet in some places about half of their 
deductions from the salary. 

We are sorry to report two deaths among the workers. Rev. Mohan Lall died 
after a service of about 80 years. Masih Charan served the Mission only for 20 days 
when he died.

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_ In Sunday Schools which are 84in number our attendance is 1027. We have 
sold or distributed 1648 Gospels,n ad about 20000 tracts. 

Mrs. Bevan our Zenana Missionary reports a good year all round. She has 
two Bible readers with her whom she sends to work in the city. 

Her workers have visited 76 houses, 63 of whom were Hindus and 11 of them 
Mohammedans. The workers thus have approached all castes from Brahmans down 
to Sweepers. The Chamars,being nearest to us are by far the most hopeful and 
friendly. She sold 346 Gospel portions, Bibles and New Testaments. This includes 
3, Bibles that she sold to a relation of the Rajah. These were for his library. 

She has taken great interest in Mercy and Help department. She fed one 
Hindu with consumption who but for the Arayas would have been baptized. There 
are countless needs and we ean only begin to help a little but no doubt some lives 
have been saved and will be and some souls also because of the little bit we have 
been able to do for the love of Christ and in His name.

SITAPUR DISTRICT. 
WM. ZABILKA, Superintendent. 


As we come to the close of another year we can say, ‘‘Truly the Lord hath 
been with us’. Working along through the year we had the feeling that very little 
was being accomplished, but as we close the year and check up the efforts of our 
work, our hearts are made to rajoice because of not only holding our own but of the 
marked advance which has been made during this most difficult year. 

Early in the year we dismissed three men not because ofthe ‘‘cut’”’ but 
because we felt that they were not an asset to the District or the Mission work and 
their services were not needed. The District is greatly in need of workers, as there 
are three Circuits in which there is but one worker each, and much of the field is not 
touched at all; but we do not need the grade of men we have dismissed We are 
thoroughly convinced that our work in the Conference would be more blessed of God 
if we pruned out some of the dry and fruitless branches. Let us have more workers 
who have been called of Godto His service. At the beginning of the year we 
started our work with two new Conference men for the District but because of ill 
health, one was sent to our Sanitarium in Ajmere while the other was transferred 
out of the Conference during the year. Two Local’ Preachers also came_ tothe 
District, one from the Bareilly Seminary in June and one®from the North. West 
India Conference in August. While there hasbeen considerable sickness among the 
workers and their families, yet we thank our Heavenly Father that there was n 
occasion for a memorial service at our District Conference. 

; We havehad no little amount of conflict this year with the enemy of Christ. 
But it give us heart to know that Satan feels there in such a work going on‘in the 
District to attract his attention and demand one of his choice armies. Though at 
times the clouds look dark yet we believe that God will triumph in the end. 

Plague has again visited the District this year and in some villages hundreds 
fell its victims, butasfaras we could gather reports only ten Christians suecumbed 
to this awful! disease, some of our work was disorganized asa result of it and ina 
few places was completely stopped fora time. Weare sorry to say that at the 
time of writing this report word has already come to us from three places where 
our preachers live that plague has again broken out. ene at 

Our three larger schools, the two boarding schools in Sitapore and the day 
school in Lakhimpur are all doing good work. Mrs. Thoburn reports as follows 
concerning the boys’ school: “We have seventy three boys enrolled inthe school 
with sixty-six in the. hostel: Our number is smaller than last year for two 
reasons. A few boys were not taken back after Christmas becausé of the 
“cate. : 

‘Ten boys from other Missions have now gone to schools of their own Missions, 
In March we lost a promising orphan boy from heart failure and two months later 
our matron died from pneumonia. Aside from this the health of the school has been 
good. There has been no serious illness and no epidemic since the school opened in 
July. A teacher’s Club has been organizedin which the teachers of both schools 
are members. Meetings are held monthly, and_ we believe this “rganization has in 
it great promise for the progress of the school. Some instruction in temperance 
and hygiene has been given inall classes and four boys took part in a Medal 
Contest. Some new scholarships have been received and itis hoped that the school 
may again be filled and that no worthy Christian boy will be denied the opportunity 
of at least an elementary education in Christian living. We wish to thank ail 
who have supported us in this most important work by their gifts and by their 
prayers.” 


. 
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Miss Bates presents the following report of the Girls School: “Our school 
work opened in July with a slight increase in attendance with our number a little 
over the hundred mark. Our classes are now well taken care of as we have three 
able assistants, one munshi and five teachers. Anew plan we have tried this year 
with great success has been the joint Teacher’s Meetings each monnh for the 
teachers of the Boys and Girls Schools. They have charge of the meetings and have 
discussed many subjects related to their work which has been helpful as well as 
inspiring. The girls have taken a keen interest in their hand work and sewing this 
year. They have made paper flowers, toys, fans, baskets, fancy-work bags, baby 
layettes, patch-work, quilts, dolls’ caps, scarfs, stockings, kurtas and pajamas. 
These things were displayed atour exhibition which was held again this year at 
District Conference time. The parents seemed to appreciate the fact that we were 
teaching the girls to use their hands as well as their minds. This year we have also 
started a cooking class for the Sixth Class girls because we feel that cooking is 
much more important than drawing. We hope that the training of our girls may be 
such, that when they leave school they may know how to take care of their own 
homes. We have also been very much interested in the development among our 
girls of a deeper Spiritual life. During Revival month special services were held 
with the girls which made them think more seriously about their own personal lives. 
Then on Easter Sunday twelve of them were taken into the Church. At the present 
time we have started a Girls’ Guide Organization which we hope will develop a 
stronger-Christian character in our older girls.”’ 

Our missionary staff this year consisted of only the District Superintendent 
with his family, Mrs. Thoburn, and Miss Bates 

The work at Thompsonganj is progressing as wellas we can hope for at 
present. Three daily papers, English, Hindi and Urdu, several Indian and four 
American magazines are taken. Hindus and Mohammedans take great pleasure in 
patronizing the place, not only for reading and attending occasional lectures, but 
also for games as badminton, in-door tennis, volley ball, chess, checkers, and such 
like. This year plans are being made for regular musical and religious services to 
be held several times each week. 

While we were somewhat disappointed this year innot having all the outside 
help at our District Conference which we had planned for, yet we were more than 
grateful for the one and a half days which our beloved bishop spent with us and the 
inspirational message he brought to our hearts. 

Has the ‘‘cut’’ been a blessing? We do not pretend to attempt to try to 
answer that question in this report, but we are conscious of the fact that our workers 
are getting their eyes more off American money and are realizing more and more 
that we are to have an Indian Church in every particular. 

When we started the new year, the workers, in order to meet the cut 
voluntarily decided that all should take a proportionate reduction in grant from the 
Mission; and each was to place a greater stress on self-support and collect more 
from his constituency. Asa result of this effort some of the men are receiving a 
higher salary than they did last year, while others who were less inclined to work 
have suffered. However, it is gratifying to know that for every rupee raised last 
year for self support two were raised this year; and the total amount raised for all 
purposes (ministerial support and benevolences) is more than last year. There was 
collected an average of Rs. 1-8 from every Indian Christian man, woman, and child 
of the District during the year, for Christian work, The Sitapore Saddar Church 
has become in reality a self-supporting Church; as the pastor’s salary as well as all 
incidentals are met by contributions received from our Indian brethren. Non- 
Christians have also contributed some also toward the support of some of our 
preachers. 

While great stress has been placed on the financial aspects of our work, yet 
the spiritual has not been overlooked in the least. There has been an increase of 
60% inthe number of baptisms over last year, and these have come from eight 
different castes. Most of these from the Chamars and sweepers, though the higher 
castes are also represented. 

No doubt we have made many blunders during the year but we have tried to 
do our best, and we wish to express our thankfulness to our Heavenly Father for 
His protecting care and strength given us, and for the hearty co-operation of the 
Indian workers and missionaries of the District.

Board of Religious Education, 
Religious Education and Evangelism are twin sisters, 


One in hope and doctrine, 
One in charity. 


Their methods differ, but their aim is one. To separate them is to bring both 
into peril, for evangelism by itself tends to become sporadic and diffuse and lack the 
system that makes its effects permanent. Religious education without the driving 

ower of evangelism tends to become formal and cold anda treadmill of routine. 

he healthy progressive church will be served by these sisters working together in 
perfect accord, each accomplishing her share of the great task of bringing the world 
to the feet of Jesus and teaching the peoples of the world how to live for Jesus. 

Religious education naturally divides itself into two parts, two phases, or 
types. There is the work in the villages, the regular, systematic visitation and in- 
struction of men, women and children. The ignorance and simple life of the villages 
and mohullas, and the need of instructing men and women as well as children makes 
the burden of this work more difficult. There are two available courses for teaching 
in the villages, the first being the Village Sunday School lessons with their appro- 

riate picture leaflets, and the book of 24 stories for Mass Movement work prepared 
bs Revs. Robert John and G. Ingram, Esq. These courses while being Hoes in that 
they do not present a well co-ordinated and properly organized view of the life of 
Christ and Christian teaching are nevertheless the best that are available because 
they present the material in simple and suitable form and have been used with 
considerable success. We would urge all districts to adopt one or both of them 
and use them faithfully. All but one or two districts are now using them. Our Con- 
ference has been backward in this phase of the work. We need to work at this in | 
season and out for it must be acknowledged that much of the present weakness of | 
our Christian community can be attributed to the lack of systematic instruction in 
the past. We should not let this condition continue. 
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In order to make any system of instruction effective there must be proper 
supervision. Itis necessary to check up results. Examinations must be held at 
least once a year. The indifferent workers must be goaded into greater efforts; the 
zealous workers given proper direction and in this way zeal kept up so that enthusi- 
asm may not wane. 

Full membership should be made a stage not merely of spiritual acceptance of 
the doctrine of the Church and of ones heart relationship to the Saviour, but also a 
well defined stage in the understanding of the obligations that membership in the 
Church involves. This means that the system of instruction before persons can be 
taken into full membership must be carefully prepared, ever revised as experience 
dictates and faithfully followed. 

The work in the sadar churches may also be. treated under two heads. Every 
sadar station with an organized community should make arrangements for the sep- 
‘aration of the younger children into a Junior Church where the whole service can 
do for the child what the ordinary service aims to do for the adult worshipper. 

The Sunday Schools in the Sadar places should be organized into departments 
that make it possible to grade the children. We are glad that this is being done in 
most of the sadar places, and we look forward to the time when properly graded 
lessons will be available in the vernacular. 

We cannot too strongly stress the fact that Religious education to be success- 
-ful requires careful planning and constant effort. The District Superintendent with 
his: associates at the beginning of tne year, must lay out his plan of action and then 
try to live up to it. All must co-operate heartily and if possible the scholars must be 
prepared to take the village lessons examination. 

The second type of work that we have in the field of Religious Education is that 
carried on among our schools. Here the situation in the girls’ schools differs from 
the boys’ schools. The girls’ schools have staffs that are almost completely Christian 
and makes it possible for them to stress more efficiently the religious educational 
phase of their work. In the boys school the situation is very different. In only one 
or two-schools is the staff even nearly fifty per cent Christian and in some of the 
schools the percentage is only 30 or even less than 25 per cent Christian. You cannot 
have very efficient religious education under such circumstances. Then the scholars 
are probably 95 per cent Christianin the girls’ schools and in the boys’ schools it 
varies from the maximum of almost 45 per cent Christians in Parker High School to 
three out of 160 in Ranikhet, and approximately 10 per cent in Pauri, Bareilly, Shah- 
jahanpur, and almost 16 per cent for Dwarahat, and 43 per cent for Budaon. 
“Generally a period of about half an hour daily is allotted for Religious Instrue- 
tion. Dwarahat has adopted the scheme of using one or two ofthe larger boys to 
help in the giving of ible instruction. This alleviates the situation a trifle where 
the Christian staff is weak in numbers. 

It is encouraging to hear that the Conscience Clause has made no appreciable 
difference in the response of non-Christians to our religious instruction in schools. 
Most of the schools report that they listen with sympathy and some of them are 
quite responsive. Moradabad is planning to have a Biblical examination compulsory 
for Christians and optional! for non-Christians. 

The course used varies in the different schools. Credit must be given to the 
Pauri schools and Miss Calkins in the Primary School at Moradabad for their attempts 
to work the Charterhouse Cours». One or two other places have also been willing 
to-adopt it bat the dificulties so far are that the books and materials are not avail- 
able in the vernacular, and the information that is required ‘is not always available. 
The daily syllabus has not appeared in any form whereby it is available for all. Miss 
Calkins and Miss Schlemmer have been working on the courses for the lower classes 
and. it is hoped that they will be available soon. The matter of supervision is also a 
very necessary element in the situation. The Charterhouse will not teach itself. ~ It 
requires close and thorough supervision on the part of the Manager, and the Head- 
master. 

We should strongly recommend to the Educational authorities who plan the 
courses for the Mission Schools that the use of the Charterhouse Course be made 
compulsory for the Mission Schools. At present many of the Managers and Head 
masters are using other courses or no course at all. — 

_ We would reaffirm the recommendations givenin last year’s report, and re- 
commend that the District Superintendents and Managers treat this phase of their 
work asone of the vital issues that confronts us. We are sent to preach and to 
teach. In our zeal todo the former we must not everlook the latter; and in our 
“‘busy’’ ness in the latter we must not neglect the former. Through religious educa- 
tion let us build up our Christian community, our boys and girls, our village and 
mohulla Christians, until we shall all learn to walk more worthily of the Lord.

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Meeting of the Joint Evangelistic Board. 
North India Conference, 


The 1925 meeting of the joint evangelistic board was heldin Bareilly September 
16 with Rev. H. J. Sheets, the chairman, presiding. ihe following members were 
present; Rev. A. Gulab, Rev, P. D. Phillips, Rev. W. Zabilka, and Mrs. Core, Miss: 
Dunn, and Miss Emery. Rev. L. A. Core, and Miss Ashbrook were present as visiturs 
during part of the sessions. Bishop Robinson was also in attendance, and gave: 
valuable aid and counsel. His devotional talk in the morning concerning the desert: 
before and after the coming of the water gave the tone and setting to many of the’ 
discussions that were to follow. Three sessions of the board were held. In the 
morning, the problems to be found in the ‘‘saddar’’ churches were discussed, atthe 
mid-day meetings the discussions centered around the villages, and the evening 
session was given over to outlining the objectives for 1925-26, and the discussion of a 
few miscellaneous items. 


The Saddar Church. 


Public worship. 


The first subject taken up in regard to the ‘“‘saddar” church was that of public 
worship. It was felt that the first requisite shvuld be that of a quiet, reverent 
spirit while entering the church and while waiting for the service to begin. Talking 
and laughing before the service should not be induiged in. If it is impossible to keep 
the children sitting quietly in their seats before the service begins, they should not 
be brought in until the ringing of the last bell. Moving about the room during the 
services should not be permitted, and this applies to missionaries as well. Dumb 
— should be left at home securely tied so that they may not disturb the 
worship. 

It was felt that one or more periods of absolute quiet for silent prayer and 
meditation would deepen the spirit of reverence. Prayers should not be long and 
should breathe the spirit of worship It would be much better for the pastor to 
offer these prayers him: elf both before and after the sermoa than to call on people 
promiscuously in the congregation, who may or may not be in the spirit of prayer 
just at that moment. If for any reason the pastor wisnes som> one else to offer the 
prayer that one should be notified before the services, and requested to come to the 
platform. 


Music. 


The subject of music in the services was discussed at length, and the old con- 
troversy of translated hymns versus bhajans claimed its due meed of time. The 
final settlement was that more bhajans should be usedin the Sunday-school, Epworth 
League, and prayer meetings, and that at least one should be used in the regular 
Sunday evening service, It was also recommended that a much wider selection of 
bhajans, gazals, and hymns should be used. It wasalso felt that mcre care should 
be used in their selection. A hymn or bhajan with a lively air that would be entirely 
appropriate for a revival meeting, Sunday School, or Epworth League. might seem 
incongruous in a more formal worship period. 


Sin in the church. 


The attention of the Board was called to the low moral tone prevailing in some 
of the ‘“‘saddar’’ churches where some of the members were known to be leading 
immoral lives. It was urged that such unwortny members be dealt with in accord- 
ance with the rules laid down in the Discipline, (See par. 279 to 290, 1924 Dis- 
cipline.) 

Prayer meeting. 


We reiterate our sense of the importance of the group prayer meeting in 
order that each boy and girl may learn to pray and testify, but where it is felt that 
the general prayer meeting is better we recommend that attendance b2made option- 
al on the part of all. : 


Junior church. 


We feel strongiy that junior churc services shoild be held fue the yoanzer 
children, and where such services are not already held we reconmend that they be 
arranged for as soon as possible. 


Village Work. 


Christian melas or group meetings. 


_. It is our: conviction that where Christian melas or chaudhri meetings are -held 
they should ‘be so arranged that part of the program, at least shall be given by the 
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people themselves, especially should they be encouraged to pray and testify, and in 
making out the program for the annual Chaudhries’ meeting that is held in connection 
with some of the District conferences, this thought should be borne in mind. 


The village day school. 

‘lhe importance of teaching our boys and girls to read and write was again 
emphasized, and while it was realized that the magnitude of the “cut”? made it 
impossible to take on more teachers it was felt that an important opening might be 
made if we would utilize part of the time cf the Bible Readers for this work. There- 
fore, we recommend that wherever there are Christian children living in the same 
villaze with the Bible-reader that she be held responsible for opening up a school 
and teaching them for at least two hours a day. 


The Church in the Circuit Centers. 

The attention of the District Superintendents and pastors is again called to the 
action of this body Jast year on some of the steps to be taken to make the village 
church a center of real religious influence in the life of the villager. The prevalent 
custom of using the church as a kind of extra bed room or dharmsala was deplored. 
It was feit that the subject was such an important one that it should be discussed in 
every District Conference this year, and we respectfully urge the District Superin- 
tendents to give the matter an important place on their programs. 


Revival month. 

We feel that no less stress should be placed on the evangelistiz month but at 
the same time we fee! that there should be no lessening of our efforts during the 
other months of the year. 

The Baptismal Service 

The question of the kind of baptismal service to be held in the villages was 
discussed, and it was felt that in some places there was a notable lack of reverence 
and solemnity in conducting the service. In the baptism of infants and young child- 
ren, especially, it was felt that the child should not be baptized until the parents 
understood the solemnity of the step to be taken, and could give intelligent answers 
to the questions asked them. If the full ritual is not used the questions should be 
such as to make the parents realize their responsibility in the matter. 


New Islamic Department. 


We rejoice in the opening of the Islamic department in connection with the 
Bareilly seminary, and we would urge our District Superintendents to support the 
department by sending students to the same. 


Objectives of the Coming Year. 


I. Teach the story of the life of Christ to every Christian who does not al- 
ready know it. 

2. Hold village Sunday School examinations. 

3. Prepare the more mature Christians for full membership. 

4. Special follow-up work among the Chamars already won, and an extra 
effort made to reach those still undecided. 

5. Deepen the spiritual life of our people. This is to be accomplished especially 
by encouraging them to testify and by holding consecration services. 


Board of Temperance, 


At a meeting of the Board of Temperance held in Bareilly where most of the 
members were present, it was feit that in order to best help advance the interests 
of our cause we must do as all Countries have done where success nas cone —put 
more stress on Temperance Education for the youth of our land. A committee was 
therefore appointed with power to co-opt others as desired, and to get in touch with 
and if possible work in co-operation with the U. P. Chzistiaa Council ani the W. C. 
T. U. to select subjects and material for a yearly programme sufficient to meet the 
needs of our Boarding Schools, our village schools and the Evangelistic work. That 
the whole, when ready, be well advertised for some months’ before going into 
use. 

Suggestive plans were made for the visit of the Chairman of 
Committee of the U. P. Christian Council, at the time of his vais ota nos 
Conference. 

From the reports of work gathered in we are glad to announce advance in 
temperance effort, in almost every District of the Conference. All our hill workers 
are busy in aggressive temperance work—for while they used to say intoxicating 
drinks were not used by the hill people, they now report that it has crept in, and is 
spreading. The plains schools also in Bijnor, Sitapur and Hardoi Districts have 
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Temperance and Hygiene in most of their school classes, and several other Districts 
have Temperance Organizations of some kind. In some Districts there are as many 
as four such for either men, boys or girls. Twenty organizations at least are func- 
tioning. One of these—the U. P. Division of the Womans Christian Temperance 
Union, with which missionaries everywhere co-operate, has recently been made a 
Registered Body entitling every Local Union to a voice in nominations for mem- 
bership on the Licencing Boards and we would therefore urge among our women, 
the formation of as many Local Unions of the W. C. T. U..as possible. 

Several of the District Conferences gave a session to a Temperance Pro 
gramme and a few places report the observation of Temperance Sunday. We would 
urge further co-operation along these lines during the coming: year. 

Considerable Publicity Work has been done throughout the Conference. At 
Pithoragarh large posters are placed weekly on the walls of the Church and in the 
bazars. Pauri has had bazar lectures under the leadership of Mr. Nave. Posters 
have been prepared and in one District two were given to the Preacher-in-charge of 
each Circuit for use among his people. All the Preachers of two Districts were 
supplied with leaflets on Hygiene and Temperance and asked to study them and 
then teach the facts to their village Christians. 

Magic Lantern lectures have been given, Mothers’ Meetings have been held, 
Temperance Contests have been held. and everywhere Temperance literature has 
been distributed. At Pithoragarh the District Evangelist gave to nearly all the 
Hindu District School Pundits two sna!l books—‘‘Aleohol a Menace to India’ and 
“‘Alcoho! and life”? from W. C. T. U. headquarters, and they are being used in these 
Non-Christian District Board Schools all over the District. There are other hooks 
well worth securing. One called—‘‘Light, Cleanliness and Life’? from Gulab Singh 
& Co. of Lahore was used in the third class of one of our Girls’’ Boarding Schools, 
and was read with intense interest. A large number of signatures tothe petition from 
Government for Local Option have been secured throughout the Conference. _ 

The Board records gratitude to Rev. J. W. Pickett, Mrs. Chitamber and Miss 
Mayadas for help rendered during the year. 

Feeling on this subject is very favourable among Non-Christians, and more than 
one of our reported Societies are among them. India is awake on the subdject and 
we are marching on in the campaign and our banner has the following prophetic 
inscription—“A DRY INDIA’’.

We. the members of the North India Conference, assembled at Bareilly, highly 
aourasiate the courtesy shown to usin such a royal way, by the local Committees 
who have arranged our accommodations; by the hostesses who have been so hospit- 
able; and by all others who have helped to make our stay so comfortable. 
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Pension-Provident Fund Constitution, 
I. NAME. 


The Name of this fund is the Pension-Provident Fund of the North India Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


Tl. OBJECT. 


The Object of this fund is to enable those paid workers of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church who are members of the North India Conference and its component dis- 
tricts to provide against the time of their retirement or in case of their death to assist 
in providing for the support of their dependents. 


Il]. MEMBERSHIP. 


Membership in this fund shall be obligatory on all men who are paid workers 
of the North India Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and its component 
districts, with the following exceptions:— 

1. All men now in the work of the Conference who are 56 years of age or over. 

2. All missionaries of the Board of Foreign Missions. 

3. All participants in a government or any other Provident Fund. 

(Assistants of the woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, Local Missionaries, 
Bible-readers, and all other women workers of the W. F. M.S. other than the wives 
of the workers where the woman’s pey is included in the family salary (in IV) shall 
be eligible for membership provided that the W. F. M.S. shall contribute or help 
raise its share of the Church contribution). 


IV. AMOUNT OF CONTRIBUTIONS. 


The contribution of the workers shall be one anna per rupee of the total family 
salary from the Church or Mission. The contribution of the Church shall be one half- 
anna per rupee of the total family salary. For the benefit of those now in the work 
who are over 36 years of age the following concessions are made:— 

Those between the ages of 36 and 45 shall pay one anna to one and a half-annas 

per rupee, and Church contribution shall be nine pies per rupee. 
i Those between the ages 46 and 55 years shall pay annas 14 to annas 8 per rupee 
and the Church contribution shall be annas 13 perrupee. (Each worker is expected 
to state on what basis he will contribute, 7.e., what rate, and will be expected to 
continue his contribution at that rate. If he desires to change the rate of contribu- 
tion he may do so provided he gives due written notice and maintains the new rate 
of contribution). 


V. METHOD OF COLLECTION. 


(a) The contribution of the worker shall be collected monthly by the District 
Superintendent and forwarded to the Treasurer. 

(b) An entry shall be made for each contributor by the Preacher-in-charge 
in an individual pass book kept by the worker and signed at least 
twice a year by the District Superintendent. 

(c) . These pass books shall be audited annually together with the Treasurer’s 
accounts by the Conference auditing committee. 


VI. INTEREST. 


Interest at the rate of 4% per annum compounded annually shall be allowed to 
all contributors. Those now in the work who are between 36 and 45 years of age are 
allowed an extra 3% per annum, viz., 4%. Those now in the work who are between 
46 and 55 years of age are allowed an extra 1% per annum interest, viz., a total of 
5%. 


VII. RULES REGARDING PAYMENT, 


1. When a contributor retires from active service he shall be entitled to his 
contribution with accrued interest, together with the Church contribution and its 
accrued interest on one of the following terms: 


(a) Monthly payments equal to half of his monthly salary as long as the 
‘money lasts, or | # sic geare Peete" 

(b) He may withdraw his contribution, with accrued interest, in a: lump 

sum and draw the Church Contribution with ‘accrued interest’ in, 
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monthly payments equal to one-sixth of his salary, at the time of his 
retirement, as long as the money to his credit lasts, or 

(c) If there are no dependent children and there is some specific reason and 
under proper guarantees a person desires to withdraw his entire 
contribution and Church contribution with accrued interest on both, 
he may represent his request to the Board of Directors, with the 
approval of the District Cabinet, who will investigate and if they 
consider it advisable on a three-fourths vote the entire sum may be 
paid out, it then being recognized that the member ceases to have 
any rights in the Pension-Provident Fund and he shall sign a receipt 
acknowledging that he has received all sums due him and has no 
further claim on the Fund. 

2. A contributor whose connection with the Pension-Provident Fund ceases 
either by retirement, dismissal, withdrawal, or any other cause, shall be entitled to 
his own contribution with accrued interest as noted above. In case of resignation the 
payment will be made 6 months after the resignation takes effect. 

3. A contributor is entitled to the church contribution with accrued interest 
thereon, under the following conditions:— 

(a) When he retires except as noted below. 

(6) When he is transferred to another Conference or the Ministry of an- 
other church. Ona 2-3 vote of the conference the total sum of 
money to his credit, including the Church contribution with accrued 
interest, will be transferred with him. 

(c) When power sickness, or other affliction he is unable to continue his 
work. 

(d) On the death of a contributor his right shall fall to his legal benefi- 
ciaries. If he dies intestate the directors will be permitted to make 
disposition of his share in behalf of any beneficiaries in accordance 
with the provisions of the Indian Succession act, in monthly pay- 
ments as in VII la. 

On the death of a contributor his widow or dependent children will be 
entitled, on the request of the District cabinet of the district of 
which the deceased was a member, to draw a lump swum not more 
than one-eighth of the sum to the deceased’s credit, pending the final 
settlement. ; 

(e) When acontributor hascompleted more than5 years of continuous service 
and is dismissed through no fault of his own but because of the 
need of reduction of workers in time of financial depression. 

4. A contributor is not entitled to the Church contribution or accrued interest 
thereon under the following conditions:— gneiss S 

(a) If he is expelled, or resigns under charges, or is dismissed under 
charges. 

(6) If he ssi or is dismissed before he has completed 5 years of contin- 
uous service. 

(c) If he resigns or is dismissed after he has completed five years of con- 
tinuous service he shall be entitled to the Church contribution or part 
of it, without interest, on the recommendation of the District Cabinet 
under the following conditions:— ; ; 

(1) Over five years but under 10 years of continuous service he shall 

receive 25%. ; : 

(2) Over 10 years but under 20 years of continuous service he shall 

receive 50%. , y : 

(3) If he resigns or is dismissed after completing 20 years of service, 

on the recommendation of the District Cabinet he shall be en- 
titled to the entire contribution of the Church provided he is 
over 55 years of age 


VIIEL.— ADMINISTRATION AND MANAGEMGNT. 


This fund shall be managed and administered by a Board of Directors _consist- 
ing of nine men anda secretary treasurer all to be elected as herein specified ; the 
Conference Treasurer and the Treasurer of the Finance Committee shall be ex-officio 
casas te shall be arranged as follows. The North India Annual Conference at 
its annual session sh ll have a special meeting for the election of the Board of 
Directors and the Se.retary-Treasurer, and only members of the conference shall be 

igi vote. 
ha conferenc- shall first elect the Secretary-Treasurer. : 

Three directors shall be elected annually to continue for a period of three years, 
at least two of these three must be contributors to the Fund. 

Vacancies caused by death, resignation, dismissal, or any other cause shall be 
filled at the next annual election, but the Board of Directers shall have the power to 


fill vacancies tem porarily. 
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Nominations for the Board of Directors whose places fall vacant or whose terms 
expire shall be placed before the meeting by the Board of Directors, but further 
nominations may be made from the floor 

IX.—GENERAL RULES. 


1. When a contributor with the written sanction of the District Cabinet fails 
to pay his contribution when it falls due he shall be ineligible to draw any Church 
contribution for the period in which he fails to give his contribution, but he will not 
otherwise forfeit his rights and privileges provided that the period during which he 
makes his contribution shall in its aggregate total be not less than 20 years. 
(This does not apply to those now in the work who are over 40 years years of 
age). 

) 2. In ease a contributor has been unable to make his contribution at the time 
it falls due he will be entitled by increased payments to make up the deficiency pro. 
vided that he does not contribute within the year more than he would have contri 
buted month by month 

8. Every contributor will be required to sign a declaration to the effect that he 
has read the rules and subscribes to them, and at t1e same time shal! designate who 
his beneficiary or beneficiaries are to be. He may subsequently, on due written 
notice, change his beneficiary or beneficiaries 

The D. S. shall forward to the Secretary each month a statement of contri- 
butions in his district on the form authorized by the Board of Directors, and at the 
same time shall forward the money to the Treasurer. 

5. The Treasurer’s statement of accounts shall be made annually at the Con- 
ference meeting, after having been duly audited by the Conference Auditing Com- 
mittee. 

6. Investment of Funds shall be made by the Treasurer with the approval of 
the Board of Directors 

7. For the present the N. I. Annual Conference will not make its contribution 
but shall obligate itself to liability to the extent of the Church contribution. When 
the liability equals the amount now on deposit in the Endowment Funds of the Con- 
ference and Mission Claimants Board that amount shall be transferred from the clai- 
mants Board to the Pension-Provident Fund. Thereafter the Church contribution 
shall be paid into the Pension-Provident Fund regularly. 

8 Ifacontributor owes the Pension-Provident Fund any sum that sum shall 
be ysuetet from the amount to the contributor’s credit ere any settlement is 
made. 
9. All office expenses shall be sanctioned by the Board of Directors ere being 
paid, and shall be a charge on !apsed funds and on the interest earned over and above 
that paid by the Pension-Provident Fund to its contributors. 

10. When a contributor dies without leaving any beneficiary, or widow or 
children the money to his credit shall revert to the Fund and be available for distribu- 
tion in necessitous cases. 


X —AMENDMENTS 


This constitution and rules may be amended at any regular meeting of the 
North India Conference by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting. Notice of 
such amendments shall be given by the reading of the proposed amendments at a 
regular session of the conference at least two days before a vote is to be taken, and 
the time of voting must be fixed by the conference. Such amendments must 
be first presented to the Board of Directors who will present them to the Confer- 
ence. 


Statistical Report for the North India 
) Conference 1925. 


_ As the close of each year approaches we have become more and more interest- 
ed in seeing what the Statistical results would be for the year. And the work has 
become as interesting as that of a boy figuring his income at the end of a week’s 
work. Especially were we curious to know the results of this year because of the 
“cut”? inthe number of workers and Foreign Appropriations. Though the year 
opened with a cloud hanging over the work yet we can present a more encourag- 
ing report this year than we have any year since we have had this office. After 
spending hours and days in compiling these statistics for the year and being as care- 
ful as possible, we present the following report. 

We are very glad to say that the District Superintendents are going on to 
perfection in the matter of accuracy of their District reports, but none have a3 yet 
attained unto that state For instance, in one particular item where the very same 
question appeared in two different Statistical Forms only two out of ten Districts 
had their figures correspond in the two Forms. Another instance shows that a total 
of Rs. 20 was paid toward the Assistants’ Pension Fund for the whole Conference 
when we know of one Circuit which turned in Rs. 50 and the whole Conference must 
have paid in a totai of Rs. 50) to Rs. 1,000. However we wish to express our thank- 
fulness to the District Superintendents for the great degree of accuracy we found in 
their reports. But if the reports are to be rechecked and corrected by the Statistj- 
cian as they should be, they must reach him at an earlier date than most of them 
got to his hands this year 

We are glad to report that the total number of baptisms for the year was 
5,100 or a gain of 867 over last year. This brings the Christian Community of the 
North India Conference well above the 80,000 mark. While some of the Districts 
showed a decrease, yet most of them showed a good increase. Of the 80,000 approx- 
imately two-fifths are Full Members and three-fifths Probationers. 

While the number of Sunday Schools and Sunday School Scholars show a 
decrease, the Epworth League shows a slight increase. The decrease in Sunday 
Schools being due to the decrease in the number of workers. 

The number of Conference Members and ordained Local Preachers are about 
the same as last year but there are about 100 less unemployed unordained Loeal 
Preachers and Exhorters. 

Our School students though showing a decrease in number, yet the situation is 
not as bad asit might have been. There has been a decrease of approximately 300 
students but most of this decrease has been among the Non-Christians; a decrease of 
only about 50 Christians. But this must be noted, that there has been an increase of 
125 girls; that meaning that there has been a total decrease of about 175 boys. 

The number of Gospel! Portions sold continues on the downward grade and has 
for the past three years. But personally we cannot believe this to be really the case. 
We believe that this seeming decrease is only nearer the correct number than some 
of our reports in the past. Tracts distributed show a slight increase. 

How has the ‘“‘Cut” affected our ‘finances? Pastoral Support for the whole 
Conference has increased by Rs. 8,200 over last year; nearly one-half of this has 
come from our Indian brethren. The total Ministerial Support has increased by 
Rs. 6,500, and total collections, including Ministerial Support, Benevolence, andall other 
Collections have increased by approximately Rs 1,090 over last year. The total for 
the year is Rs. 53,807. The amount per capita for every Christian of the Conference 
is twelve annas per year. While some of the Districts do not average more than 
five or six annas per capita two have come near the two rupee mark. 

Because of the adjustments of Districts at our last Annual Conference in 
reducing the number from twelve to ten it has made it impossible to make proper 
comparisons between the figures of 1924 and those of 1925 in those Districts which 
were so affected. But the totals for 1924 and 1925 may be compared with accuracy. 

We trust that every District Superintendent and Manager of School will be 
even more careful next year in the matter of furnishing correct figures for the Sta- 
tistics. 2

Financial Statement of Pensions. 
Conference Claimants. 


During the year collections for Conference Claimants amounted to Rs. 640-8-6, 
a contribution from Board of Conference Claimants U.S. A Rs. 816-5-6, and interest 
Rs. 2071 ora total of Rs. 3527-14-0. The usual amount from the Methodist Book 
Concern U.S. A, not having been received at Conference tims, was estimated at 
Rs. 1800 making a total of Rs. 5327-14-0 to pay pensions which amounted to Rs. 5268. 
Since Conference the amount from the Book Concern has arrived and is only $ 540 
instead of $666 as last year. Exchange rates have decreased from Rs. 300 to Rs. 271. 
The amount received was Rs. 1463-6-0 leaving a deficit of Rs. 276-12-0 on the year. 

‘Hight new pensions were added amounting to Rs. 2424 which brought the total 
for thirty-flve pensioners for 1925 to Rs. 7548. The deficit for 1926 and half of the 
new pensions granted were guaranteed by a special gift; interes* and donations from 
the Board of Conference Claimants and Book Concern were estimated at Rs. 4516 
and the balance of Rs 1820 were apportioned to the Districts, on the same basis as 
Mission Claimants, as follows:—

The amount of pensions approved was Rs, 6876, but on account of deaths only 
Rs. 6690 was paid. Rs. 5500 was apportioned to Districts. ‘lhree raised their quota; 
others failing to do so, the amount received was Rs. 4721. Interest on endowment 
amounted to Rs. 1300 and proceeds of the concerts Rs. 106, totalling receipts of Rs. 
6127. The deficit on the year was Rs. 563. The deficit at the begining of the year 
was Rs. 637-8-4 making a total deficit at the close of 1925 of Rs. 1200-8-4. Six pen- 
sions were increased at a cost of Rs. 150 and twenty-five new pensions were granted 
at a cost of Rs. 1863 and 112 pensions confirmed at a cost of Rs. 6492 making a total 
for 1926 of Rs. 8505, 

To meet this obligation, a special gift of Rs. 1200-8-4 was promised to pay the 
debt on the fund, anda sum equal to one-fourth of the pensions—Rs. 2126-was ap- 
propriated by the Finance Committee from a balance of undesignated gifts. It was 
estimated that of the remaining Rs. 6379, interest and the concert would produce Rs. 
1879 leaving a balance of Rs. 5000 to be apportioned to tke Districts as follows:—

It will be noted that pensions have increased this year from Rs. 12,144 to Rs. 
16,058 or- Rs. 3,909. Income has decreased in 1925 over the previous year by Rs. 526. 
Both the collections in India andthe amount from America have decreased. The 
payment of pensions in full for 1926 has been made possible by special gifts of Rs. 
4,814, which will not be available another year and an increase in apportionments to 
districts of Rs. 1,460. The total to be raised in collections is Rs. 6,820. 

From January 1, 1926a new Pension Provident Fund plan has been adopted 
which in years to come will relieve the Conference of its heavy pension obligations.

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“Tt was interesting that she was called for Medical work in Dr. Butler’s town 
(Bareilly) and after her marriage to Dr. Stephen S. Dease, the 16th day of Decem- 
eae 1898, she was privileged to live in the house Dr. Butler had built for- him- 
self, 

There are many here that knew and loved Mrs. Dease. Forthree summers 
we enjoyed the hospitable home of Mrs. Dease and her husband. They were good 
comrades. ' 

They loved the boys and girls in the schools who always found the Deases in- 
terested in their games and pleasures and they felt that they had real friends who 
were interested in the higher things which count for so much. There are scattered 
over India young people that will grieve to hear that Mrs. Dease has gone on before. 
The Missionary children too will feel they have lost a friend Like Mrs. Parker she 
had no children of her own, but many will rise up and call her blessed. 

I clearly recall the first time we met Mrs. Dease She and Miss Hardie were 
coming up country to join their appointments. We got on the train, with them and 
I could tell how they were dressed and our impressions of them. .- They have not 
failed to measure up. This wastwenty seven years ago. 

Mrs. Dease began her work in the Hospital in Bareilly, and lived in the old 
Kothi. She was instant in season and out never considering her owncomfort so long 
as she could help others. 

Her first year in the hills was spent in Almora while she was still Miss Dart. 
My husband and self and Miss Dart read Hindi together with the same pandit and 
she was alert to prepare herself for her life work. Her work among the women of 
the Seminary was a great joy to her and her influence was widely felt. 

When they were sent to Dwarahat she did so much in the school and sped up 
and down those hills with swift feet and giad heart 

Her desire was to help others and relieve pain and distress and this no doubt 
helped to bring about her early death by an over worked heart. 

We often thought as we saw her in her work in Naini Tal of how unselfish she 
was. With all her other interests as District Supérintendent’s wife she found time 
to help in teaching in the Humphrey High School. The influence she had on the non- 
christians in the bazar was well known. She was always known as the firishta and 
the coolies were always ready to help her. go 

When we went home three years ago, Bishop Warne asked us if possible, to 
see Mrs. Dease and persuade her to come back to India. Soon our way from Texas 
we passed through Muskogee where Mrs. Dease lived with her sister. !t was de- 
lightful to see her among her own and to witness the rare love and devotion of her 
nephews and nieces and her brother and sister, but to see her aged mother, too, so 
deeply interested in all the work of the Church and her willingness to have Jennie 


return to India if her health permitted showed how truly she believed in mission ’ 


work and how proud she was to have her daughter a real missionary 

You note how Mrs. Dease loved India to the last. Mrs. Towner spoke of her 
singing the Hindustani songs and talking of the people for whom she gave the best 
part of her life. Her last thought was for the advancement of the kingdom. 

Our responsibilities are greater because of her not being with us to share the 


burden of the work.

Lois Stiles Lee Parker, 


Lois Stiles Lee entered into life on July 9th, 1834 and passed into the 
Land”’ very early in the morning of June Ist, 1925. 

Her girlhood days were spent in a happy Vermont home. Early in life she 
gave her heart to the Saviour and united with the church of her parents—the Con- 
gregational — thus from the first displaying her interest in the things that matter 
most,—the spiritual. An aunt of hers wasa missionary to the Indians of Northern 
Michigan and her letters and occasional visits home seem to have hada great 
influence in turning her niece’s thoughts to active work in some mission field. 

The romance in her life came ina most normal way. The teacher of the 
Country school she was attending wasa sister of Edwin Wallace Parker and she 
boarded with the Lee’s. Very naturally the brother drove over to get his sister on 
Friday afternoons and so the acquaintance developed and ripened farther when 
they continued their education in a neighboring higher school. 

Later when Edwin received his call to preach and they decided to marry, they 
chose a Sunday morning after the sermoa as the time. Can you not see this earnest 
young couple standing before the congregation, repeating the solemn vows startine 
their life of service together on God’s holy day? How very fitting it seems! - 

Their first charge was at Luneville and while there Mrs. Parker taught a 
little school to help eke out the salary the peonle were able to raise for them. It 
was while here at Luneville that the call to work in India came through Dr. Butler. 
They hardly thought they would be accepted, so Mrs. Parker writes, but within a 
month the order came to be ready to sail in April. At that time Mrs. Parker does 
not seem to have had robust health and her letters and diary show that she feared | 
she would not stand the heat of the Tropics. Who among that band of pioneers 
would have thought that she would live and ‘‘carry on’’ the longest? Frail she 
doubtless was, but of sound practical sense, and her long life should encourage all 
young missionaries to persevere, no matter how hard first yearsin a new country 
may seem. | 

Perusing the diary of that voyage two things impressed me. The first was \ 
the oft-expressed desire for ‘‘purity of heart,’ for the ‘‘abundant life” that would | 
fit her for service in the land for which they were bound. This party met together © 
daily for this very purpose and surely their prayers were answered. ! 

The second thing was the number of informing books these good people read 5 
and studied and discussed together. These months on the water were not idle ones | 
They even began the study of Hindustani and plodded along at that till they reached | 
Calcutta. y 

From the first she was interested in the education of India’s children. Her | 
first school was at Bijnor which was their first station. When moved to Moradabad | 
she threw berself into the work for little girls already started there.s Largely | 
through her efforts this school was suitably housed“ Everywhere she went it was... 
the same story. ‘‘We must educate the children” washer constant cry. Many 
they are in our North India Conference today who owe their education to her efforts — 
and her personal self-sacrifices. 

When they went home ontheir first furlough, the ladies of the Conference asked 
her to try to do something to interest the women and girls of Americain_ their 
sisters of India. She and Mrs. Butler were used of God that rainy day in Boston — 
and the Society then organized has grown and prospered and what it has meant to }

the women of the whole world, only the Heavenly Father knows, | 
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On the field, she was to the last eager in all the work of the Women’s Con- 
ference. It was her privilege for years to lead the first devotional service. I think 
Inever knew her to be late or let anything keep her from the meetings. We miss 
her today She is not present to inspire us with her faithfulness and good cheer. She 
has joined the “cloud of witnesses’’ who by faith have overcome the difficulties of 
their earthly pilgrimage and joined their Redeemer. 

As Treasurer and Official Correspondent, as teacher and friend of India’s 
women and children, full of practical ideas and methods for their uplift, she was a 
worthy leader. Most loyal to herfriends in the work and always interested in the 
new missionaries and making them feel that they belonged to our great Mission 
Family, how we miss her! Memorials of her love and service have been erected in 
the Bijnor School and the High School building at Lal Bagh, Lucknow, but what are 
these in comparison with the saved lives and the place she holds inthe hearts of 
thousands in many parts of this great land. As she and her husband served in almost 
o the important stations of the Conference, so wide is the circle of her friend- 
ship. 

Her thoughts and efforts all centered round ‘‘the work’’. She was always 
looking forward and ready to adopt new and improved methods. Her ideals were 
always high. Shall we not in our hearts today make new resolves to follow on 
where such leaders have pointed the way! They seem to be beckoning to us at this 
hour—that band of 150 from over the battlements of Heaven,—to press on to victory. 
We stand at attention and reply softly and reverently ‘‘By Thy grace we will.’’

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Mrs, Jennie May Dart Dease, M, D. 


Mrs. Jennie May Dart Dease, M. D. was born March 15, 1865, at Seranton, Pa. 
and died June 15, 1925, in Muskogee, Oklahoma, in the home of her sister, Mrs. L. B. 
Towner, and was buried in Kansas’ City, Kansas, June 17th 1925. Burial services 
were held in both places. &76q 

The following extract from a daily paper of Muskogee, Oklahoma, the city in 
which Mrs. Dease had spent her furlough contains many historical facts concerning 
her life: : 

After a lingering illness, Dr. Jennie May Dart Dease died at 5: 50 o’clock Mon- 
day morning atthe home of her sister, Mrs. L. B. Towner, 224 North Seventeenth, with 


whom she had made her home for the past two years. Dr. Dease was a woman of ~ 


the highest mentality, unusually broad experience and education and the possessor of 
a most endearing personality. 

She was born in Scranton, Pa., and was reared in the beautiful Moosic hills 
near there. Inheriting a devoutly religious nature from her ancestry on both 
sides of the family she felt the call early in life as a missionary to the women 
and children of India and accordingly began a most thorough religious and medical 
training in preparation for her chosen life work. 

/ Dr. Dease sailed for India in 1895 under the Woman’s Foreign Missionary so- 
ciety of the Methodist church. The first year of her stay there she treated 20,000 
patients with very little help. Two years Jater she was married very happily to 
Stephen S. Dease, M. D., B. D., an Englishman of the highest culture, whose parents 
had gone to India in the old British East India trading days and his experience and 
understanding of native conditions added greatly to the effectiveness of her work. 

After six years of medical work she was relieved of that duty and was given 
educational and evangelical work, having supervision over 80 villages, 700 zenanas 
and 14 day-schools and kindergartens. 

At the time of the death of her husband, three years ago, she returned to 
America, being herself in declining health but hoping to return to her work as soon 
as her heaith would permit. 

During the World War she was decorated by the British government for Red 
Cross services. 

Dr. Dease was possessed of asweetness of personality and disposition that 
brought sunshine into the dark places of India. She was greatly beloved by the’ hun- 
dreds who came under her touch and influence and was constant!y urged to return. 

Dr. Dease came to America with her husband in 1912 when they were both 
delegates to the general missionary conference in Minneapolis. It was her privilege 
during the 27 years of her missionary work to visit many foreign countries. She had 
encircled the globe three times. She leaves, besides her sister Mrs. L. B. Towner, 
two other sisters, Mrs. George Hansell of Omaha and Mrs. John Summers of Oregon; 
her mother, Mrs. S. L. Dart,now of Muskogee, and her brother, Ernest Dart. of 
Kansas City, Kan. 


In a letter, Mrs. Towner says of her sister:— 


“T might write you a book on the beautiful Christian spirit and fortitude sister 
showed all the way through her long and very trying illness. It was an inspiration 
to all who came into her presence and the day she heard the Heavenly Father calling 
her to her final home, her face was radiant and she called for God’s blessings on the 
whole Christian world, now and then singing so sweetly, snatches of Hindustani 
songs. The last words were a fervent prayer for the work there in India. One of 
our prominent Christian ladies refused to look at her in the casket the day of the 
funeral, saying she wanted always to carry in mind the saintly picture of sister’s 
face as she last saw her in life a few weeks before the end came 

‘Miss Aston, home on furlough from India, was in Muskogee when sister died. 
She went with us to Kansas city and spoke at the service there, having previously 
taken part in the service at Muskogee. We deeply appreciated the loving tributes 
she reid sister.”’ 

“Mrs. Dease was converted in early childhood and it was a conversion 
talked of by the other members of the church. Her face was radiant as she inine| 
her little hands and said, ‘It is just beautiful.’’ I remember how proud I was of her 
when my father would refer to her as ‘‘his-fair haired little saint.” In our home, at 
that time, was a book written by Dr. Butler,*called—as nearly as I can remember — 
“The Land of the Vedas.’’ In this she took’a great interest and from it got her call 
to India. As soon as she was old enough, she began her preparation by first entering 
a nurses tr inir g school in New York City, wher one time she served as head 
nurse, graduating from there March 30th 1888. Shé next entered Northwestern 
University at Chicago, taking up the study of medicine and from here she graduated 
with honors in 1893 and later also graduated from ‘‘the Homeopathic College” in 


Kansas City. She then returned to New York for post graduate work, after which 


she salled for India.

BAREILLY DISTRICT. 
J. N. West, District Superintendent. 


Aside from the institutional work, the outstanding feature of the District work 
has been the itinerating done in the villages. Atthe beginning of the year it was 
our ambition, aside from holding our quarterly conferences, to itinerate in every cir- 
cuit. The plan was to pitch our camp in some central grove in the circuit and for six 
days evangelize among the villages especially where our Christians live and then have 
a rally of our Christians on the seventh day at the circuit center—a sort of Christian 
Mela ending with the session of the first quarterly conference. This programme with 
modifications was carried out from the middle of December on into April when the 
heat became too severe to live in tents. In this way all our circuits were visited. 
Our Christians were greatly strengthened and thousands of Hindus and Moham- 
medans heard the word gladly.

At one place, while we were holding our service on the Chabutra of our humble 
Christians, the owner of the village, ahigh caste Thakur, came and invited us to his 
home to hold a meeting there. After we completed our service with the Christians 
we went with the Thakur and under the very shadow of a Hindu temple which he 
owned we held an enthusiastic Gospel service. We testified boldly against idolatry 
and preached the living Christ as Saviour and Lord. The Thakur was so interested 
that he walked with us to the next village sat down with our Christians and listened 
to another message. We urged upon him the immediate acceptance of Christ. 


Christmas in the Jungle. 


The first place we camped was in Panahpur circuit and we spent the Christmas 
season, with our people there. We esteemed it a great privilege. 

Christmas was a wonderful day at the Christians village of Panahpur. Not 
only were all our Christian people who live there present and visiting Christian 
friends and the boys and girls home from school but scores of Mohammedans and 
Hindus came together. A programme had been prepared, the platform was decorated 
and everybody was.happy, as they celebrated the birth of Christ. What a change God 
has wrought. Fifty years ago there was nota Christian in this village. It was a 
rendezvous of robbers. The tree still stands under which a heathen altar stood on 
which was offered bloody sacrifices to a heathen god. Some men who once worship- 
ped and sacrificed at that altar became church ordained and spirit filled ministers, of 
the Word. ‘‘Oh Galilean, thou hast conquered!”’ 


Paucity of workers. 


The successive cuts have so depleted the working staff that itis almost impos- 
sible to carry on the work. The Jalalabad circuit that reports 1142 Christians living 
in 135 villages once had six workers for evangelistic work but after the cut none were 
left but the Preacher-in-charge; now there are only two including the Preacher-in- 
charge. The harvest is truly great, as great as ever, but the laborers are very few. 


Property. Ail) 


Last year on account of lack of funds, there was virtually no repairs done, and 
this year we reaped the harvest. Many houses were damaged by the monsoon and 
some fell flat to the ground. Hence it was simply impossible to avoid this year cer- 
tain repairs to make the houses habitable. This was done but it invloveda great 
burden of expense. One of the sad pictures we have to frequently see is a community 
of Christians unshepherded and the house in which a Pastor once lived now in ruins. 
A sight like that tests the faith of our Christians and does not encourage non- 
Christians to feel that the new religion is speedily going to conquer India. 


United District Conference. 


The arrangement to have Hardoi District join Bareilly District in District Con- 
ference session proved to be avery happy one. While the official work was kept 
separate, the discussions, and programme and inspirational meetings were attended 
by all. The first day was known as Chowdri’s Day the whole day was given up to 
them. In fact no one except chowdris were allowed to be onthe programme. 
Rev. Robert John, who has had much experience in this kind of work was the leader 
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of the day and gave wise counsel to the chowdris who were present. These chow- 
dris, sixty in number, came most of them from great distances and entirely at their 
own expense and in addition took up a collection for the Baby Fold. The spiritual 
tone of all the meetings of the District Conference was very good and the messages 
were of a high order. The climax of the conference was atthe Love Feast on the 


second Sunday when every body was so ready to give a testimony, that it was difficult 
to close the service. 


The work in Bareilly. 


The work in Bareilly City is very fortunate in having excellent men as its lead- 
ers. Brother Devadasan as Principal of the Seminary, Brother Albert Gulab as Pas- 
tor of the Hindustani Church, and Brother Prem Singh in Sadar Bazaar,—all men 
who are safe, spiritual and an example to our people. The missionary staff in Bareilly 
especially the ladies of the Women’s Foreign Missionary Society have passed through 
a year of trial. Removal on furlough, sickness and accident have all contributed to 
make it extremely difficult to keep the places filled. But in one way and another the 
Lord has helped us and the work has gone on. 

Mrs. N. M. Rockey, who was a voluntary worker in the Girls’ School, doing a 
missionary’s work without pay had a_serious accident on August Ist. After a year 
of work in charge of the Girls’ Hostel she remained during the vacation months of 
June and July doing heavy work in preparation for the coming year. As she was 
to start on her vacation she fe]l and sustained a fracture .of the leg, and was com- 
pelled to lie in Hospital during the trying months of August and September. In the 
goodness of God she has been spared and is now onthe way to recovery. We wish 
to pay a tribute to her for her selfless devotion to the work of the Girls’ School. Her 
work there was in keeping with her long and useful! life. _ Blo. 

Bareilly District is rich in institutions. There are eight mission institutions 
within its borders and all are busy with their own appointed tasks, healing the body, 
training the mind to think and the hand to work, and having for their aim the develop- 
ment of Christian character manifested in service. 


Theological Seminary, Bareilly 


Principal J. Devadasan writes:—- 

“A class of eighteen students were graduated this year, of whom five have 
been permitted to continue for post graduate work in the Department of Oriental 
Studies, and the remaining thirteen were sent out to fill places, as Sunday School 
Secretaries, evangelists, teachers or assistant pastors, in twelve different districts 

ich lie in five Conference areas. : 

iad oe Seminary opened its new session in July with a total of thirty-six students, 
of whom six are in the Post Graduate Department. One Missionary of another Mis- 
sion an exceptionally keen scholar, took a brief course in Islamics during the present 
term. The work has gone on wellboth in the Seminary and Woman’s School; and 
the usual activities in connection with Sunday School and public lecture and preach- 
ing work as well as the various weekly and monthly meetings have all been regularly 
maintained. The Seminary has taken over a large part of the local circuit work and 
is actively cooperating with the Preacher-in-charge in caring for Christians and con- 
veying the Gospel message to non-Christians living in the city and its neighbouring 
villages. Two mohalla schools are being conducted by the Seminary students as a 

art of their Social Service programme. A patrol of Seminary Scouts is striving 
faithfully to hold up the high ideals of practical Christian helpfulness for similar 
bodies in connection with the local educational and other institutions. Group games 
and team work are conducted as a part of the Seminary training. Indian music is 
emphasized and the Katha method of Gospel presentation is taught to willing students. 

One word more in closing. From the standpoint of the Seminary the paucity of 
suitable candidates coming forward to be trained as Christian workers is a marked 
feature of the present situation, and constitutes a grave warning which wewill do well 
to heed. The demand for capable workers is insistent in view of two things, namely, 
the urgent need for adequately caring for and building up the vast number of newly 
baptized Christians scattered all over the land and the growing indications of a large 
movement among the higher classes of non-Christians seeking for instruction and ad- 
mission into the Christian Church.” 


Girls’ School, Bareilly. 


‘Miss Shur writes: — 


“The year just closing has brought both disappointments and happiness. We 
have not 2 bs ee ated all we hoped to but can see a little progress and for this 
we are thankful as well as for the fact that the girls have kept quite well during the 
year. It was indeed a shock when Mrs. Rockey met with an accident during August 
which made it necessary for her to give up her work. 
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“The enrollment this year is nearly as much as last year, 200 boarders and 
about forty day-scholars. The school is a busy work-shop where the girls not only 
learn to study but to do things with their hands as well. Another Girl Guide Com- 
pany has been organized and the girls and teachers seem to be taking keen interest 
in the work. 

““We rejoiced when the news came that the Government had increased our 
CEES aay which made it possible for us to purchase a number of needed things for 
our school. 

“Twenty-four girls were taken into the church at Easter time a number of 
ueee girls had very recently taken a definite stand for Christ so Easter was a time of 
real joy.” 


Clara Swain Hospital. 


Dr. Gourley writes:— 


“The work of the Hospital has gone on this year though under some handicaps. 
Dr. Gimson Bare was gone from the Hospital six months before my arrival. My lack 
of knowledge of this language and customs of the people added to the problems. In 
spite of these things not a little work has been accomplished. Out-door calls, indoor 
patients and dispensary patients have been cared for. During and since the rains the 
dispensary attendence has-been large - at times as many of one hundred and fifty or 
more patients have been seen in one day. Miss Butler has carried all this dispensary 
work and we apprceiate what she has done. During the three months July, August 
and September there were 114 in-patients and, 7,597 Dispensary patients. Our work 
at the Baby Fold has been most interesting. : 

During my absence in the Hills Col. Hepper, Civil Surgeon, and later, Dr. Kipp, 
have most kindly helped in carrying on the work. We wish to take this opportunity 
of expressing our appreciation of their help. Miss Stallard is efficiently carrying 
on the work of the nurses training class which now numbers 28.”’ 


The Baby Fold. 


This institution has been carrying on its Christ-like ministrations during the 
year with great success; Miss Edna Bacon, the Principal, has an evident call and 
equipment for this work that inspires all her co-workers with the spirit of kindness 
and helpfulness. The work is very efficiently cared for. There have been 57 babies 
in the Fold during the year and at present there are 41. 

The Baby Fold is easily the most popular institution among our Indian people 
and they give to it cheerfully. Its current expenses are paid mainly by them. The 
pice is well suited to this work and it is hoped the debt on it will soon be 
paid. 4 au 

The City Mission Boys School has 190 pupils, is now self supporting and 
stood second in examination results among the mission schools in these Provinces. 


Shahjahanpur Educational Work. 
The Rev. H. A. Hanson writes:— 


“The Abbie Rich High School has had a most satisfactory year in spite of some 
difficult experience. By action ‘‘of the appointing powers’? Mr. Charan who had serv- 
ed as Headmaster for many years was transferred. He had done heroic work for the 
institution, raising it to an enviable place among the High Schools of the U.P. and 
leaving it unsurpassed by any other in our area educational system. Last Sprin 
our Tenth Class was 75 per cent successful in the Governmet Scholarship perished 
tion. The new school year began in July under very favourable cireumstances. The 
new Headmaster, the Rev. B. R, L. Chopra, has taken hold ina most promising wa 
A second section of the Tenth Class has been opened, new furniture having been os 
vided therefor. The Government has made an increase in grant, a Christian BA 
ae has been added to the staff and the enrollment has increased by about 60, to 

The Lodhipur Community School has opened a Fifth Class 
new members to its staff. In the hostels thers has been an ores 3 oe 2 to 
a total of 134 boys. They are doing their own cooking, helping with the care of the 
compound and fields, doing practically all the work connected with the hostel and 
cultivating garden plots. The health of the boys has on the whole been good. What 
we sadly need is more buildings to replace the falling mud houses and substantiall 
supplement the little we have that is good. It is going to be impossible to res 
the various kinds of work desired unless we can get new buildings. Under Miss 
Ashbrook’s guidance the School continues to do good work, particularly in reading 
The village, schools, though hampered by changes in staff in some instances, are doing 
very good Primary work.” x r &

Bidwell Memorial Girls’ School, Shahjahanpur. 


Miss Means, Principal, writes: — 


“We feel that the biggest thing we can say about this school for the past year 
is that it has been partly under Indian management and with great success. 

We were very fortunate in the beginning of the vear in having Mrs. S. B. 
Shaw consent to come and take charge of the Hostel and of the work leaving a re- 
munerative Government Post to doso. She has not only carried on the work in a 
most satisfactory way but has also won the honour and esteem of the girls, teach- 
ers and the whole Christian community. Also the services of three fine Christian 
Methodist young ladies have been secured as assistants in the school who have car- 
ried on the work of that department most successfully during the weeks when I have 
had to be absent for various reasons. I think this has been the happiest year of my 
life because of finding these strong Indian young women who are stepping into places 
of leadership. Under them we see great progress in the work and the lives of the 
girls, both physically, mentally and spiritually. 

We have been very crowded this year because all of the girls have had to live 
in the quarters planned and built for the big girls only, while the dormitories for the 
little girls are being built. But by next year there will be ample room and the 
Na conditions which have existed in this school for years will be a thing of 
the past.

The G'orious Privilege. 


Ours isa two-fold glorious privilege. It is spoken of by St. Paul in the 
words, ‘‘We then as workers together with Him beseech you that ye receive not the 
grace of God in vain.” The first is the common bond of unity and purpose which 
binds His people together to advance in a variety of forms the Kingdom of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. The second is represented by the fact that God not only dwells in the 
hearts of His people by His Holy Spirit but also works through their medium in the 
enterprise of saving souls. We cannot fail to recognise the far-reaching significance 
of this blessed co-operation namely among ourselves as fellow-workers and with Him 
as chosen agents, all to work together fora glorious end. It has certainly been a 
delightful experience and encouragement to believing prayer and faithful service to 
be an eye-witness of many remarkable and interesting things accomplished by means 
of this human and divine companionship for the uplift of the poor, the ignorant, the 
outcast and the lost May we havea complete harmony among ourselves and a 
conscious communion with God every day of our life so that the outcome of our uni- 
ted effort may result in fully establishing the Kingdom of God in this land. The year 
about to close has been one of notable success and growthin many ways. I will 
describe the various aspects of our activities as follows:— 


Evangelistic Work. 


All through the year and chiefly during the month of Evangelistic Campaign 
great stress was laid on the work and I am thankful to say that our limited force of 
preachers worked very faithfully and earnestly in spreading the Gospel of Christ far 
and wide in the district. So far as possible I was able to be present personally in 
many of the circuits and participate in the labours of our brethren. At the close of 
the month the following encouraging figures were obtained:— 


No of Meetings held, 1023. 
No of Persons present, 25982. 
No of Baptisms, 442. 
No of Gospels sold, 940. 
No of tracts distributed, 19107. 
No of idols surrendered, Pt, 
No of Lay helpers, 58. 
No of days of help. So b2s 


Our aim and policy of reaching the people has not been confined to the de- 
pressed classes only but also the high castes by means of open-air work, regular visits, 
distribution of useful religious handbills and particularly by systematic personal work 
among the people. In my oceasional rounds I have come across and talked with 
many high caste non-Christians all over the district who may rightly be called the 
Hidden Followers of Christ. They are not far from the Kingdom of God but the 
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fear of being persecuted, expelled and losing their friends and positions has hindered 
them from making an open confession of their faith. Let us continue to pray that 
ere long they may enter the fold of Christ. By the help of God we were able to 
have baptisms this year from seven different castes the majority being from the - 
Chamars. Our beloved Bishop J. W. Robinson, D. D., paid usa visit early this year 
with a view to see something of our work and discuss withus ways.and means for 
improving our work. We were greatly encouraged and blessed. by his helpful sug- 
gestions and directions. 

The work of the district has sustained a great loss by the death of our worthy 
District Evangelist, the late Miss Mary Means, which took place at Mussoorie on the 
18th of October last. The work which she has done in the district will stand asa 
glorious monument of her life. With her unquenchable zeal for the Master’s work, 
a devoted Christian life, a true insight into Church affairs, a sound knowledge of 
thing and ways Indian and her wide experience in the evangelistic work, she was a 
valuable Missionary. She had an extensive tour practically all over the district 
last winter and did commendable work for her Lord. The District and the Indian 
Church generally is left poorer because she is no more with us. Of her it could be 
truly said that she lived and died in the Lord. : 

Mrs. Phillips visited quite a number of places and briefly writes about herwork 
“In supervising the work of our Bible Readers I was furnished with many instances 
of the fact they have worked very faithfully among the women of the Zenanas and 
the Mohullas. We advised and taught our sisters to make their talks to women more 
practical and in a way to dramatise the Bible stories before them. The result has 
been very encouraging for the listeners, specially in the high caste homes, have begun 
so pay greater attention then ever tothe teaching. We long for the day when 
multitudes of such women are brought to the feet of our Saviour. 


Educational Work. 


1. Lois Lee Parker Girls’ School. Miss Hadden the popular and energetic 
Principal of our Girls’ School had another year of praiseworthy work in the School. 
She will soon be going on her furlough and we are very sorry to part withher. An 
‘extract from her report will be found interesting:—‘‘Owing to the closing of the 
Training Class we have a small School, there being 59 on the rolls at the present 
time, but we are hoping and praying that we may soon have children from amongst 
our large number of new converts. We havea ‘good plant and long to see it used 
to its full capacity. There are nine Bijnor girls in the Middle section of the Morada- 
bad School and one in Hardoi. Three are in the Industrial School in Aligarh. The 
three ‘girls who appeared for the Government Middle Examination in March passed 
and are now in Lucknow beginning their High School work. One received a’Govern- 
ment scholarship. This year the spirit in the Schoolis good. The girls and teachers 
are working whole-heartedly and there is almost no friction of any kind. Though 
there has been a great deal of illness in the city, God has been good to us.” 

. 2. Vail Boys Hostel. Mrs. Phillips has spent a great deal of her time and 
energy in running the work of the Hostel for another year. She writes of her work 
as follow:—“Like the last year [have again had to undertake the management of 
the Vail Boys Hostel. Our beloved Bishop J. W. Robinson, D.'D. and our popular 
Educational Secretary the Rev. T. C. Badley, M. A. paida formal visit to the In- 
stitution on the 17th of August last and went into every phase of the work carefully 
namely sanitary, physical, educational and moral. They were greatly pleased to 
hear the splendid results of the last year whichis thus summarised. Our only stu- 
dent at the Lucknow Christian College passed in the First Year Examination and is 
now studying in the Second Year. Then again our only student in the Tenth Class ‘at 
the Moradabad Parker High School passed this year in the Government High School 
Examination and has now joined the Lucknow Christian College inthe First Year 
Class. Out of the remaining 11 boys9 passed in the lower classes. At Bijnor we 
were able to pass 14 boys out of 16 in the Government Tehsili School examinations. 
Our 7 boys at the Boys Industrial School at Aligarh, have done good work in the 
opinion of its Manager. The character of most of our ‘boys is reported to be very 
satisfactory and it is hoped that many of them will turn ott to be strong Christian 
men in future years and be a ‘source of pride and help to ‘their Church.” 

3. Primary Village Schools. Of the ‘eight such ‘schools ‘found in the district 
five are under the management of the W. F. M.S. They have an enrolment of 212 
boys and girls. Only one‘of the teachers is trained but the elementary and religious 
education imparted to the students is fairly good. There isa great need of several 
‘bs schools in the district specially for the children of our new Chamar con- 
verts. 


Our New Chamar Converts. 


‘Our standing hope lies in “‘fyture in ‘this ‘Idrge cothititnity “of ‘pedple ‘who dre 
135000 in number in this district. Bijnor may rightly be called the Gateway of 
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Mass Movement Work in the North India Conference. ‘This year by the help of God 
we were able to have 937 baptisms from among them. They seem to be increasing 
by leaps and bounds. In the last four years 2643 of them have been won for the Lord 
in this district. Many of them have to suffer bitter persecutions for the sake of 
their new faith. They show signs of great promise and hopefulness in future years. 
They are in their own way seeking to persuade their friends to come to Jesus. Think 
of the unique opportunity of reaching this vast number and making them heirs of 
salvation and eternal life. All over the district there may be seen thousands of true 
enquirers waiting to be taught more fully about the way of salvation. If we could 
have some village schools for their children I believe it will not be long before they 
will begin to send them to our Boarding Schools. Beside this we urgently need some 
more workers to look after them spiritually. Just at present we are facing a serious 
crisis in our work, thatis to say, not making ample provision for the care of our 
folks. I am convinced what Bishop Badley once wrote tome on this point is quite 
true. “If we can take proper care of the people we baptise the future of our 
riper is safe otherwise adding to our baptisms is laying up trouble for the 
future. 


Miscellaneous. 


1. Financial Help. Early this year when facing another Cut in our finances 
we were compelled to dismiss 5 more workers from our staff and were threatened 
to send some of our boys away from the Schools at Bijnor, Moradabad and Aligarh. 
The critical situation practically broke our hearts to pieces but our merciful Heaven- 
ly Father supplied our needs ina wonderful way. Two of our American patrons 
very kindly sent for our our work $300, and $500 respectively and by the 
kindness of our beloved Bishop Robinson the money was secured and sent tous. We 
were thus able to re-engage the 5 workers dismissed from work and also to retain 
the boys whom we would have had otherwise to send away. Then we were fortunate 
in getting a special help of Rs. 250 from Dr. and Mrs. E. Stanley Jones. This to- 
gether with a portion of the- above gifts has enabled us to carry the work of the 
hostel thus far but it is in a poor condition financially mainly because this year we 
have received about twelve hundred rupees less than the last for educational pur- - 
poses. If better arrangements are not made then I am afraid it will be hard to carry 
on the work in its present shape. 

' 9, Itinerating and Self-Support. Ever since the time the District has been 
deprived of the Office Secretary owing to the shortage of funds, I have had to devote 
a great part of my time to the office work. But notwithstanding this drawback I 
was able to tour through the district a number of times not only for the sake of the 
work but for the sake of the brethren as well. I madea close study of the question 
of support which our workers are expected to raise for themselves from their 
people. I am convinced that it is very hard for them to get the full amount of their 
self-support for their village Christians are for the most part poor. It is certainly 
wonderful how they manage to make both ends meet in their small income. Some 
of them are consequently in debt to the Banyas. 

3. District Conference. Thank God we had a very fine District Conference. 
The spiritual element was prominent not only in the devotional meetings but from 
beginning to end in everything done. The Conference proceedings provided an 
ever-changing and interesting series of items. The soul-stirring and heart-searching 
messages of Dr. L. A. Core, the Rev. C. D. Rockey, M. A., the Rev. D. Wellington 
and the Rev.G. M. Massey were the meansof much spiritual awakening and en- 
lightenment for us all. The presence of Mrs. Mansellin our midst was a great help 
both to Men’s and Women’s Conference. On the last day but one soon after our 
District Epworth League programme was over the sad and over-whelming news of 
the passing away at Mussoorie on that very day of our beloved Miss Means was 
suddenly broken to us and we were all filled with unutterable sorrow. The atmos- 
phere was soon changed from one of joy to grief. The following morning in a 
united session of our Conference a suitable Memorial Service was held and it was 
voted that our sympathies be conveyed to Miss Alice Means, her younger sister, by 
telegram. : 
are 4. Glorious Fruitage. Our hearts are full of gratitude to our gracious Heaven- 
ly Father that in spite of so many drawbacks He enabled us by_ his Spirit to work 
successfully in His vineyard. We are glad to report 1394 baptisms this year from 
seven different castesnamely 937 Chamars, 233 Lalbegis, 205 Mohulla Christians, 
13 Mewatis, 4 Mohommedans 1 Hindu carpenter and 1 Nut. In the last four years 
we have baptised altogether 4096 souls in the district. The number of our entire 
Christian community is 11278. Our Collections for all purposes have come to 3379 
or 470 rupees in excess of last year. Of this Rs. 2234 represent our Pastoral collec- 
ions for the year and the rest Rs. 1,145, benevolent and other collections. We have 
old 32 Bibles, 26 New Testaments and 3357 Gospel portions. We have 94 Sunday 
Schools in the district with an enrolment of 3330. We have 8 Epworth Leagues and 2 
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Junior League Chapters with enrolments of 227 and 114 respectively. Our staff 
consists of 4 Conference members, 9 Local Deacons and Elders, 7 Local Preachers 
and 7 Exhorters and Pastor Teachers. 

In conclusion I wish to add that I was marvellously spared by our Lord and 
Saviour, in a serious motor accident in August last. I was confined to bed for nearly 
5 weeks but He raised me once more for His glorious service. But for His powerful 
hand the accident might have terminated my life. All praise and glory be to His 
Blessed name for ever and ever. Amen. :

A backward glance over the events of the year reveals very little in the work 
of the year to set it in a class apart from other years. We have been spared the 
devastations of flood, famine and disease. On the other hand the crops have been 
better than in recent years and the prices of food grains some what lower. The 
Ganges River forms the western and southern boundary of the District for the dis- 
tance of about 90 miles. The flood of two years ago destroyed villages, cattle and 
fields, over a wide range of territory. From various causes the crops since then until 
the rainy season crop of this year, have either been failures or only indifferent. The 
kharif of this year is excellent. 


A Year of Steady Growth. 


This has been a year of slow but of healthy growth. The hopes and prayers 
with which we began the year have been only in a measure realized. The devoted 
labour and earnest prayers of men and women of God have brought nearer the goal of 
our hopes. No marked break has occurred in the ranks of the 120,000 Chamars of 
the District although news comes from a dozen places that their lines of defense are 
giving way at important points. The lower classes in many parts of the Provinces 
are from a social and religious point of view, in a fluid state. They are dissatisfied 
with their present condition socially and religiously. Large assemblies of their 
leading men are of frequent occurrence in which animated and earnest discussions 
are often prolonged far into the night, regarding their economic, social and religious 
future. Three different classes are bidding to enroll them, the Ariya Samajists, the 
Mohammedans and the Christians. For this we pray and to this end we work that 
their answer to the question may be that of Peter to his Lord. ‘‘Lord, to whom shall 
we go? Thou hast the words of eternal life.” 


The Years’ Harvest. 


By death we have lost 281 persons, most of whom, where the worker could 
reach in time, were buried with Christian rites. Ina few cases the friends resorted 
to the old ancestral rites of burial. Our Christian Community now numbers 15,454 
souls. Of these 558 were received by baptism. Most of these were the children of 
Christian parents. Only a few from the Sweeper class, from whom the mass of our 
village communities come, remain yet unbaptized. There has however been a not- 
able falling off in two respects which is disappointing. One is in the sales of portions 
and the other in the small number received into Full Connection. The latter is 
easily and satisfactorily accounted for but for the former no satisfactory explanation 
has been brought forward. New work has been opened in 21 villages. 


Pastoral Problems. 


Adequate pastoral supervision is one of our unsolved problems. Rather, it as- 
sumes new and more formidable dimensons with the ever decreasing number of 
pastors and the increasing Christian community. Forty workers must minister to 
people living in 1134 different villages. Some of these are elderly men and are un- 
able to care for a large number of villages and some are not sufficiently equipped 
educationally and spiritually to assume heavy pastoral responsibility so it leaves 
heavy work toafew. If each worker took an equal portion there would be about 
forty Christian villages and some 385 Christians to each worker not to mention the 
vast non-Christian population to whom.he is the only witness for Christ. ; 

Under the most favourable circumstances village pastoral work bristles with 
difficulties. No one who has not had actual experience, can have any conception 
of the difficulties that the village pastor has to surmount. Itis an almost daily ex- 
perience, whether the distance walked be one mile or fifteen, to find most of the 
people away some times all of them. It may be they have gone to the fields, or 
to a wedding or to attend the funeral of a distant relative, or are working for the 
landowner or any one of a dozen other reasons that the average villager finds, for 
being somewhere else. The pastoral duties are thus often limited to a few very 
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young children and a few very old men and women. It is little wonder that the pro- 
cess of indoctrinating our village people is a very difficult. and prolonged one. 


An Uneducated Conscience. 


_ Miss Emery our District Evangelist writes, ‘“‘The village Christian is at once 
our joy and our despair. Their simple faith often puts us more sophisticated 
westerners to shame while their cheerful and unconscious committal of acts of which 
even a ten year old child in America would be ashamed, cause us many a groan in 
spirit. The village night watchman was recounting to me a list of his many virtues. 
‘ There is no one who keeps to the Christian way as perfectly as I do,’ he remarked 
in the tone of one setting forth a statement of simple fact. ‘There is not a sign of 
oo about my house; I have prayers morning and evening; I attend all the Quar- 
terly Conferences; I give toward. the support of my pastor.’ 

“Yes but how about your two wives,’ I was heartless enough to interject? 
C ea ane aes said airily. ‘God would not lay a little thing like that against a fellow 
wou e?’’ 


An Open Door. 


Open doors abound if one knows where to find them and how to enter them. 
Miss Emery writes again, ‘“‘In one village there was no convenient shade tree near 
the low caste Christian community. We were invited by a wealthy Mohammedan 
to bring our Christians and hold the meeting in his door yard. Thinking that he did 
not understand just what was involved and that he might object, especially to the 
prayers. I hesitated at first about accepting the invitation, explaining as tact- 
fully as I could that we wanted to hold a ful! Christian service for the benefit of 
these lowly believers and that he as a good Mohammedan might take exception to 
some of the things we said. He assured me however, that he was ready not only 
to listen, but to take part as far as possible in the service. We accepted his invita- 
tion and soon were seated under a large tree in his court yard with an audience in 
addition to our Christians of about fifty Mohammedan men seated around us. I have 
never had a more respectful and reverent audience even among Christians. Our 
host himself set the example by bowing his head as we did during prayer. He ac- 
cepted a Bible portion from me very gratefully and invited us whenever we came 
again to the village, to hold our services at this house.” 


Self Support Again. 


This is an old issue but a live one still. Many have been the eloquent speeches 
made on this subject; many the excellent theories advanced; many the splendid plans, 
yet notwithstanding; our achievements have been modest. The goal is still far 
away. Itis a question whether with our present class of Christians in the villages 
we shall within the next twenty-five years attain anything like self-support. Still 
there is much for which to thank God and to take courage for the future. Twenty- 
five years ago I was appointed to this District for the first time. We had then a 
Christian community of a little less than 10,000 with 75 workers to minister to them 
and to collect their offerings. This year we have a community of over 15,000 with 
only 40 workers to shepherd them. That year we were rejoicing over a contribution 
from village Christians of a little over Rs. 100. This year we have had Rs. 760. Al- 
lowing for the difference in the size of the community, we have this year per wage 
earners five times as much as we had in 1901. 


Other Encouraging Indications 


In the Aonla Circuit more than a dozen well-to-do Thakurs have been baptized. 
Some of them are landowners and men of influence. Others from this class are 
being prepared for baptism and will soon be enrolled as Christians. The Ariyas are 
active in their efforts to block the work. A Brahman landowner of large means 
presented himself for baptism but after a long conversation he was thought not to be 
quite ready and was not baptized but at last account he was still strong in his purpose 
to be enrolled among the followers of the Christ. f 

Several months ago a man holding an important post in the lower grades of 
Government service came to see me. He had been educated in a Mission School, and 
was well versed in Bible teaching. He said that for a long time it had been his 
firm intention to become a Christian. We talked and prayed together and he went 
away. After afew days he came back again. Several times we talked the situ- 
ation over. I assured him that he had nothing to expect in the way of financial] aid 
from the Mission. He said he knew that, knew that we were having a very difficult 
time to carry on and that he expected nothing of the sort. Finally we fixed the 
time and place for his baptism. The evening before the date fixed he sent me a 
note saying that he would be unable to be present. For three months I saw no- | 
thing more of him, I thought it was all over. Another note came saying that 
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having ineurred the displeasure of his superior he had been suspended and was, 
ashamed under those circumstances to present himself for baptism but that now as 
he had been reinstated he was as determined as ever to openly confess Christ. Again 
we fixed a date for an interview but I had to be away and he went back to his home. 
Meanwhile he has been transferred to another District and we are now trying to fix 
a date for his baptism . ? : 

Not long ago I had a letter from a Mohammedan Moulvi of Budaon in which 
the writer claimed that as the Muslims and Christians had a common origin, were in 
fact cousins, had in many ways a common faith, a common inheritance, and urged 
that we‘ unite our forces in opposing a common aggressive foe. This invitation to 
co-operation is at least unusual, even if it may not be properly listed among encourag- 
ing indications. : 


The Village School. 


The village school had about reached the vanishing point three years ago. 
Weare delighted to welcome it back. As an educational institutions it leaves much 
to be desired yet we can’t get on without it. It is practically the only means the 
many thousands of village Bova and. girls have of getting even the simplest elements 
of an education. This year there are 24 such schools scattered over the District 
with 329 boys and girls. We are indebted for this improvement largely to the 
Woman’s Foreign Missioaary Society. They have generously permitted the wife of 
the worker discharged under the cut to open a school where she could find enough boys 
and girls and that accounts for the increase in this department of work. 


Other Educational Institutions. 
The Northern India Training School is going forward under the leadership of 


Piyare Lal and owing to the benefactions of a good friend in America. It is true - 


that the number of students is about one-third of what it used to be but the men and 
women now in the school compare very favourably with those in the Seminary at 
Bareilly. I have never had a finer lot since taking over the work. 

The Boys Middle school has entered upon its second year in self-support and is 
going stronger than it did the first. The number of Christian boys in the Hostel 
or gone down, within less than two years, from 140 to 96. We took in no new boys 

is year. 

The Girls Middle School under the able management of Miss Blackstock has an 
enrollment of 137. This year five out of six passed in the Government Middle Ex- 
amination three of them being among the first thirty in the whole Provinces. Of 
these two received Government Scholarships. This speaks well for the work of the 
Principal and staff. 

The staff has been strengthened by the welcone addition of Mrs. Mansell, who 
with her large experience and devotion to the work is a great asset to the working 
force of the District. 


CHANDAUSI DISTRICT. 
D. M. BuTLER, District Superintendent. 


At the beginning of the report of a field such as the Chandausi District, it will 
be helpful to look back over the years behind, in order to appreciate the progress that 
has been made. 

In 1924 Chandausi had a Christian community of 7507 and the number of male 
workers was 27. In the beginning of 1925 District Rampur with 9 male workers was 
added to it, but owing to the awful cut 9 had to be dismissed. In the beginning of 1926 
two got retired andI was obliged to dismiss 2 more, so that with the remaining 23 
workers we had to preach the gospel of Jesus in a district 70 miles long and 82 wide, 
approximately to 1,200,000 of Hindus and Mohammedans and to shepherd a Christian 
community of 18,826 scattered in about 1100 villages, miles apart from each other. 

We prayed and began to work and am glad to say that by the help of God 
Almighty have been able to bring 988 from many different classes to the feet of Jesus 
to be saved. We really do not know how to thank God, for while in 1922 the whole, 
of our Christian community except a family of five was of one class of people, 
today we have Christians from 24 different classes in the district. 

I am thankful to some of my fellow workers, who did all they could, but our 
success among classes other than sweepers is largely due to the efforts of some of our 
new converts. A young Ahir, convert of 25, who accepted Jesus for his Saviour last 
year, has brought 60 from his own class, 14 Mohammedans and some 20 from other 
classes for baptism. He knows Urdu and Hindi and works among all classes from 
Brahmin down to a sweeper. Heisa poet and is putting the gospel of Matthew 
into poetry. At the end of September he had finished the first 9 Chapters. Heisa 
good singer and very beautifully sang some of the pieces at our District Conference 
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time, which was greatly appreciated by alll present. When this our poet 

Christian and the news of his conversion got abroad, some one told his Oileae hee 
husband became a sweeper, having heard this, taking her two year old boy she went 
away to her father’s house and is still there. The reason is, that the work in these 
regions was opened among the sweepers and since then our workers had been work- 
ing only among this class of people, the other classes, therefore, concluded that Chris- 
tian religion was only for the sweepers. Whenever some one became a Christian from 
any other class in these places, he was considered a sweeper and was deprived from 
all his social right. But now when they see people coming from many different 
classes they have begun to think otherwise. Our poet’s wife, [have heard is now 
willing to come back to her husband and one of her brothers is about to be baptized. 

; Great emphasis has been laid on work among our mohalla and village Chris- 
tians. The gospel has been preached in story form, spiritual meetings have been held 
in various central places, in short, every effort_has been made to make them better 
‘Christians and some of them really seem to have been changed a little, but their 
spiritual, moral and social condition in general is still unsatisfactory. They are still 
fully connected with their old heathen brother-hood and are under the control of their 
old heathen religious leaders. 

There are 14,608 Christians in the District and we have raised for all purposes 
Rs. 1838. There are 9 Epworth Leagues with 151 members and 71 Sunday Schools 
with 1525 scholars. We have sold 4 Bibles, 14 New Testaments and 1560 gospel 
portions and have distributed 18,403 religious tracts. 


Our Difficulties. 


Two of our big circuits lie near the bank of the river Ganges‘and are always in 
danger of being flooded. Flood comes nearly every second or third year and the 
farmers in these places can raise only'one cropa year. But the flood of 1924 was 
awful, thousands of mud houses were destroyed and numberless corn fields swept 
away. Some of our people have not as yet been able to rebuild their houses and live 
in huts made of:-grass. . 

Another big circuit Rampur Estate ruled by a Mohammedan Nawab is perhaps 
the hardest field within the bounds of the North India Conference. The life ofa 
white man is not out. of danger there, public preaching is not allowed, we do personal 
work and preach in mohallas and villages. It is not safe for our bible readers to work 
openly in the Zenanas, still they quietly do their work. 

Not only Aryas but some of the workers who for some reason or other were 
-dismissed have been a great hinderance in the work. False.cases are made against 
our new converts, in which beside getting into lots of trouble, they have to spend 
money in the Courts. 
Our Needs. 


We have looked backward to see what progress we have made. Looking ‘at the 
present there would seem to be some outstanding needs in the district. 

Money we need no doubt, but money is not everything. Our first and great 
need today is Christian workers, who'know-how to work in the villages. We need 
workers from different classes, who can preach the:gospel to all classes. The major- 
ity ‘of our workers dare not approach the high caste people. We need workers who 
have really consecrated their lives for this greatly needed work of soul saving, who 
can'sav with Paul of old, ‘‘Woe is unto'me.if-I preach not the gospel.’”’ Where is the 
‘place from where we can get workers? No District Superintendent is willing to let 
‘his good worker go-out of his district. Men come from the Seminary, claiming all pre- 
ference to be given ‘to them over others, but they do not know how to work in the 
villages. This being the case we-have now decided to train young men from among 
dur new ‘converts and use them. : 

Our other great need is that of a Christian Brother-hood. The fact is, that 
not only our village and Mohalla Christians, but our preachers are still connected with 
‘their old ‘brother-hoods and ‘this is one of the chief causes of the weakness of our 
‘Church. We'need areal Christian brotherhood, to which men coming from different 
‘classes, giving up their‘old brother-hoods, may become'one.people. One in faith, one 
in Khana Pina, one in Shadi (marriage). 2 

There ‘is nota single school of:any kind.in the district. We must have, at least, 
‘one primary'school in the district. i ; ; 5 af ai 

The greatest of ourneeds today, is Christ Himself, Christ, the living Christ in our 
‘ives and in the lives of those'who are being brought to be his disciples year after year. 

Our District Conference. 

Moradabad‘and Chandausi held:their District Conferences together in Morada- 

ad from Parga 25th, -to-October 3rd. Beside many other good things done there, 


‘the best of!plans and methods of work were suggested and important resolutions 
«passed, ‘such as if worked out properly will result in building up astrong self-sup- 


porting ‘Church:in-the ‘near future. 
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GARHWAL DISTRICT. 
J. W. NAVE, Acting District Superintendent. 


This is perhaps the first time that the report of the Garhwal District has been 
written by one who is not really the District Superintendent. Dr. and Mrs. Weak 
arrived at Pauri on October 5 just in time for him to take over the district work and 
render splendid service on the District Conference programme. Mrs. Hill also arrived 
from furlough the last day of the District Conference. I voice the sentiment of all by 
stating that we are very happy to weleome them back to Garhwal and wish them the 
happiest and most successful term of their missionary career. 


Missionary Personnel. 


The missionary staff in Garhwal will have changed completely within one year 
when we leave for furlough in January. Rev. M. T. Titus gave charge to me last 
December, and J in turn, gave over charge to Rev. Weak in October making three 
District Superintendents in one year, and yet the work has survived. Miss O. E. 
Kennard was appointed to the Gadoli Girls’ School last Conference, turnevd the school 
over to Miss Warrington in September, and Miss Warrington, in turn, gave over 
charge to Mrs. Gill in October. Since Mrs. Gillis regularly the District Evangelist 
of Garhwal, another change is likely to come at this Conference session making four 
Managers of the girls’ school within one year. Miss Ruth Cox of Lucknow Con- 
ference was appointed to the evangelistic work last Conference, but had to leave in 
June this year on account of the serious illness of her father. In spite of all these 
changes we are able to report victory all along the line. . 


The Ever-Present “Cut.’’ 


The third ‘‘cut’’ was the most cruel cut of all. When it was first intimated 
that there would be a 10% reduction in our appropriations for the districts and schools 
in addition to the previous reductions, we said, ‘‘How can it be?’”’ but in January 
when a real cut of 287 for the district and 33% for the school was announced, panic 
almost ensued among the workers. There were 33 workers in 1924, 28 in 1925 and 18 
at present. The hardest thing we have had to do during the year was to dismiss 
worthy men from the service. Our number had already been cut down to the 
minimum as we thought, so our first district cabinet meeting in February was a sad 
one. Uncertainty and mistrust filled the air, criticisms and accusations were heard, 
and the morale of the workers left was atalow ebb. Some how, God has helped 
throughout the year, and this uncertainty and mistrust has been turned into hope 
and confidence. After the first few weeks, the workers began to take on new 
cours ©, and the spirit with which they have worked and suffered has been most ad- 
mirable. 


‘ ) Evangelistic Work. . 


Rev. G. B. Thomson has not only acted as District Evangelist this year, but in 
reality, he has served as Assistant District Superintendent. I have found Brother 
Thomson a staunch helper, efficient in account, an unbiassed adviser, a bearer of 
others burdens, and a friend that faileth not. 

The heavy school work this year forbade my doing extensive touring in the 
district but in May and June Brother Thomson and I spent several weeks touring in 
upper Garhwal and were able to visit all the Christians and mission stations in that 
vast section. Daily teaching in school, along with other numberless duties prohibited 
my making more long tours in the district, but I was able to hold the nearby quar- 
terlies and visit nearby centers during holidays. Brother Thomson held the remain- 
ing quarterlies. He and his good wife have toured in the district continually. Miss 
Cox went with them on trips while she was here and the work that they have done in 
this section is highly commenable. Due to their untiring evangelistic zeal and con- 
tinuous trips among the people, the evangelistic work has not suffered in the least 
this year. Miss Cox proved herself a thorough and efficient worker, and rendered 
very valuable service during her stay with us. 

Dr. Huffman who was our evangelist last year remained over till March this 
year when she left for her much needed furlough. While here, she rendered inesti- 
mable aid in the schools, the community and nearby villages. She was often called to 
the distant villages where she took not only her medicines and skill but the living 
message of Chrirts. 

Revival month was observed this year and we were very fortunate in having 
with us for one week, Dr. K. Stanley Jones and Dr. 0. M. Buck. Systematic and in- 
tensive work was done among the boys of our school for the entire month. Meetings 
were planned, weeks ahead with a definite outline of subjects leading up to a definite 
decision for Christ. So when Dr. Jones and Dr. Buck arrived the last week of the 
month, there was a good atmosphere ia which to deliver the messages. There, were 
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many personal decisions and victories won during that memorable week, and only

eternity can tell of the good accomplished. 
Mary Ensign Gill Girls’ School. 


Miss Olive Kennard, who has been in charge of the Girls’ School the most of 
the year and her splendid assistants are to be congratulated upon the good condition 
in which the school is at present. The school is well staffed, the hostel well kept, and 
the girls are well fed and clothed. Miss Kennard has poured out her life in unstinted 
service for the girls. Nothing has:been spared which would help to make them com- 
fortable, and for this untiring unselfish service all are very grateful. 


--Thoburn Hostel. 


Mrs. Nave and I are glad to report the best and most satisfactory year in the 
Christian hostel since we took charge four years ago. Shortage of funds have kept us 
from providing better bedding and warmer clothes, but on the whole, the boys are 
well cared for. They are well fed, and the hostel is. kept clean. The house father 
and his good wife see after the discipline and health of the:boys. We have had practi- 
cally no sickness this year, and this is largely due to the efforts of the house mother, a 
trained nurse, who looks after the little ailments promptly. 

Our appropriations this year were scarcely sufficient to keep 45 boys in our 
hostel, but gifts from friends of Pauri, both in India and America have made it pos- 
sible to kéep 68 boys throughout. the year. If we had the scholarships, the number of 
worthy boys could be‘increased to 100 boys at once. Besides these boys in the hostel, 
six Christian boys are‘in Industrial schools and two are in Medical school, and five in 
Collége in whom we are vitally interested. 93 per cent of our boysin the Christian 
hostel passed their annual examinations this year, the best record of our hostel. In 
the Chopra Primary School, the average was about 98 per cent and one third of the 
boys passed two grades within the year. 

It has been very hard this year not to take in the worthy, bright boys who want 
to come to school. At present shone 35 boys are waiting to come, and some of the 
parents are willing to pay fees, but the cut-has come and the door is closed for the 
present. 


Messmore High School. 


.We have had the most satisfactory and successful year in the school except in 
the matter of finances brought about by the “‘cut.”’ The liberal loan by the Finance 
Committee in July and an increase.in the Government Grant have helped the situation 
temporarily, but we long for the day when the problems of the hills may be faced 
from the standpoint ofthe hills alone and not from the standpoint of the work in 

eneral. 
ear The present enrolment is about 400 which is an increase over the previous years. 
When our new furniture has been completed, we will have ample accommodation for 
500 students. 2 / 

We have on the staff at pre sent six trained graduates, one C. T., three V. T. C. 
men, and the remaining men are untrained. Every effort is being made to bring the 
staff up to the Government requirement. Our headmaster, Mr. G. A. Chowfin returned 
from training last May full of zeal, new ideas.and plans which have taken concrete 
form in a well supervised, organised and disciplined high school. 


Religious _Education. 


Perhaps the most far-reaching and telling piece of work done in connection 
we bees during our short stay in Garhwal has been the establishing of a 
graded course of Religious Education which extends from the Lower Primary School 
through the HighSchool. Mrs. Pelly’s graded.Bible lessons are taught daily in the 
Lower.Primary.School. The International Graded Sunday School lessons have been 
adapted for the rest of the classes and these lessons are taught four mornings each 
week. The Clayton Graded Lessons are in use in the Sunday Schoot and the classes 
‘are divided according to age making promotions each year an easy thing. : 

These graded lessons have proven a splendid success. By the time a student 
through the Primary School, Sunday School and High School, he has had a

Christian Community. 


The Chri tian Constituency in Garhwal numbers about 1,377 souls. Of this num- 
ber 126 are Biiadipa 73 of whom are paid workers. The total collection this year is 
‘Rs. 2,584 which shows a slump over last year. This is due to retrenchment of work- 
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ers, lack of touring allowance for the preachers, the unsettled feeling among the 
workers and the laymen due to the “‘cut’’, reduced missionary staff, and the fact that 
the tithe of the missionaries go into the salaries of the district workers and not to- 
ward benevolences. We are grateful that the Lord has seen fit to remove the bulk of 
the unsettled feeling and we feel that the year ahead has greater prospects than the 
past year. int | ' 

"The district workers are’ all tithing and many of the Christian teachers. ‘The 
laymen are scattered over vast areas, they are poor, and living is very high,-soif we 
are expecting any unusual and rapid increase in the way of self-support, I fear we 
will be appointed. 

The bape number 51 for the-year, and in view of the depleted force of work- 
ers and other conditions, we feel that’ the Lord has greatly blessed and used the 
workers in spite of the financial difficulties. 

The setbacks to our district work this year have been’ many, but’ the ‘spirit of 
Christian fellowship has been noteworthy. In the face of the hardships, the people 
have worked with a will, prayerfully, and trustingly. .And-although ‘the statistics 
may show a decrease, yet there has been great progress spiritually and along the 
line of mutual understanding. 


Word of Appreciation 


I cannot close this report without expressing. on behalf of .Mrs..Nave and myself 
our heartfelt thanks to those who have been loyal. comrades in the work this year. 
There have been mistakes, disappointments and failures at. times, but there. has.al- 
ways been a willingness to. carry on. We loved and trusted the people with whom 
we have worked and they have responded in a thousand. beautiful . ways. -~May the 
Light that lighteth the whole world penetrate deep into every dark home pf Garhwal 
—the ancient home of religions, is our prayer.

“From HARDOI TO HEAVEN.” These are the words, printed in large letters, 
with which Bishop Warne:c loses the last chapter of hissremarkable little book’von the 
life of Mrs. 'LoisS. Parker: The best of the later years ofthis great woman was 
spent in Hardoi and the influence of her life and labors abides in the hearts of the 

eople. 
Z Eis Bishop Parker, after several months of illness in Lucknow was being taken to 
Naini Tal with the hope that he might win in the fight for life, when the train. paus- 
ed at Hardoi, he turned to Mrs. Parker and said ‘‘ Lois, ifanything should; happen to 
me, Hardoi is my appointment for you.” Mrs. Parker’s faithful work there. for so 
many years was an answer to that challenge and certainly no field needed her 
more. 

Hardoi District may be ‘regarded as one of the more difficult: fields, in. our Con- 
ference. Itis rocky soil. There is no great mass movement. And yet the Christians 
who live in this area are holding on. There are two thousand five hundred Christians 
and these, if filled with the Spirit of God (and that is our aim) would make the Dis- 
trict blossom like the rose. 

The care of this additional District doubled an already heavy burden, and of 
necessity it could not have all the attention that it deserved. But we have on the 
whole spent much time within the bounds of the District. ‘We have as. usual put 
much Aare on the Quarterly Conf erences and have made them times of real 
spiritual blessing. 

Preaching, prayer, song and testimony and ussually the Lord's Supper, taking 
time for them all, have made our quarterly conferences times of special power and 


inspiration to our workers and people. Large pictures illustrati iri 
have been used with good effect. ee ane 


Various Classes Reached 


While there are not the large number of baptisms that may b. 

some other parts of the field yet it is an interesting fact that the ts 2 ao AO 
confined to one caste but come from various castes of people. For instance in one 
circuit which reports only 163 Christians, there are included in the number converts 
from the following castes:— Brahman, Thakur, Pasi, Murao, Dhobi, Ahir, Arakh 
Chamar, Nat, Bania, Dhanuk, Sweepers, also from Mohammedans. This shows 
how widely the gospel leaven is spreading and it may be that even with the smaller 
numbers there is more obedience to the command ‘‘Go and disciple all nations” than 
where the efforts are largely limited to one or two castes. 
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One interesting place in the district is Rudamau, where three brothers, Christian 
young men, are zamindars. These three young men are earnest Christians and are 
all Local Preachers in our Church. They have beautifully Christian families and 
adorn the gospel of Christ among the hundreds of tenants that cultivate their land. 
On Christian festival days these tenants are invited to their hospitable compound 
where religious services are held. In this large establishment one large room has 
been dedicated as a charch and regular services are held there. Instances like this 
have a great effect upon the p2ople who then see that though not many noble are 
called, a few.are, eat 


The Bible 


Aside from the fact that al! our workers, men and women sell the word of God, 
there are two young’men colporteurs who devote their whole time to this work. 
They operate respectively mainly at two railway stations. It is interesting to know 

that’ these two young rnen sold 3028 gospels during the year. No part of our work is 
more real and faithful than this. The entrance of God’s Word gives light. 


Women’s Work 


The work among the women of the zenanas is carried on regularly especially in 
Hardoi city. There are 829 Hindu and Mohammedan homes in the District which 
are as by our Bible Readers and there are 2565 listeners. to their teaching of the 
word. ade . : 


_The Joint District Conference 


The Hardoi and Bareilly District Conference were held conjointly at Shajahanpur. 
It was atime of great profit and’ blessing: All through the nine days’ meeting there 
was a well arranged “succession of able: ministers,—Core, Sheets, D.M. Butler, 
Pickett; Robert John, Benson and Devadasan who brought to the people rich mes- 
sages of'grace.”’ The Chowdhri’s Day led by Robert John, the woman’s programme 
prepared’ by*Mrs West; the Epworth Ueague Day, ‘the India Sunday School Union 
Jubilee‘Programme' andithe Love:Feast on Sunday were high water marks in the 
tides of salvation that characterized the Conference. 


The Hardoi Girls’ School 


This institution is easily one of the outstanding bulworks of the work of the 
District. Under the efficient leadership of the Principal, Miss Warrington, aided by 
her two able assistants and a capable staff of teachers the year has been one of the 
best in its-history.., Miss, Warrington.writes:—-The Girls’,School at Hardoi has pros- 
pered.this year: We haye had,a.few, more) girls. than, the scholarships we. receive, 
but fees; from the parents have met the deficiency in part... The remaining expenses 
have been’ paid: from various,small balances, so,we, have succeeded very easily. in 
keeping this number of girls fed and.clothed and taught. : ' 

The general. health. has been good,.but three girls have gone to the Tuberculosis 
Sanatarium at Tilaunia for treatment,and of the three, one has died.. The other two 
are gaining and we hope for their ultimate recovery. ; 

Our girls are interested in the Sunday School and church. services, Epworth and 
Junior League, their missionary.society. and temperance society work, and, the. activi- 
ties of the Girl Guides. We hope and pray that all of these may contribute largely 
to their all-round development, and, in fact, we do see growth and development in 
many respects. ; : 

The educational results of the school. work have been. quite satisfactory. The 
staff is efficient and'teachers and pupils are all endeavoring to. make the work. suc- 
cessful. .We note:a quiet attemption the part ofall to live a truly fruitful Christian 
life and we ask-vour prayers for God’s blessing, and help.in.these efforts.” 

This school has greatly.profitted by the periodic visits ,of Bishop. Robinson and 
the Rev. T.G. Badley, Secretary of Education. It has inspired in the staff a_sense of 
interest and sympathy with.their. work. The District Superintendent took advantage 
of the last visit of these visitors to hold a two, hours meeting in the middle of the day 
to which all the workers of the District had been called. It was a very helpful meet- 
ing and the addresses given by Bishop. Robinson and Bro. Badley inspired our workers 
to go out with new vigor for the work of the oncoming months. 

It is to be regretted that on account of financial stringency the Board of Educa- 
tion decided to close the Hardoi Boys’ School. The boys who had been in attendance 
in this school were sent either to Lodhipur or Sitapur. This was a distinct loss to the 
District as such. es ’ 
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KUMAON DISTRICT.

The outstanding event of the year has been the taking over of the Almora Mis- 
sion from the London Missionary Society on’ January 1. Few Missions have hada 
more interesting, romantic history than has had the London Missionary Society in 
Almora and surrounding district. Rev. E.S. Oakley, who is now serving under the 
Methodist Mission, with the same devotion and loyalty that has characterized his long 
service under the London Missionary Society, writes concerning: 


The Early History of Almora 


as follows, “The Almora District has been occupied for. many years by the Methodist 
Mission and the London Mission which has now handed its property over to the. for- 
mer in order to concentrate its efforts in the south of India. It is pleasing to recall how 
in the early days the two societies worked together in Kumaon with remarkable unity - 
and co-operation so that the transfer to the Methodist Society which has come | about 
this year seems to be the most natural development when once the London Missionary 


Society had resolved to retire from the district. 


Sir Henry Ramsay. 


The Almora Mission owes its rise to the Christian zeal and steady efforts of the 
late Sir Henry Ramsay, for many years Commissioner of the province and often 
spoken of as ‘the King of Kumaon’ in the days when it was a non-regulation province 
committed to his care by his uncle the great Governor General, Lord Dalhousie. In 
1850 he and several other godly officers both civil and military stationed in the hills, 
established at their own expense, a society working for the good of the people, known 
under the name ‘of ‘the’ Kumaon Mission.’ They invited the Rev. J. H. Budden'then 
an agent of the London Missionary Society working at’ Mirzapur and who under God: 
had been the means of helping Captain Ramsay. as he then was, out ofa state of 
religious depression into‘a joyous, consecrated Christian lifé; to be their first mis- 
sionary, Captain Ramsay being secretary and treasurer. A school for boys now known 
as the Ramsay High School was started under Mr. Budden’s care, arid the leper asylum 
which had been instituted by Captain Ram8ay inits earliest form in 1856 was also placed 
under Mr. Budden’s oversight. This if not the first,is one of the best equipped 
and managed leper asylums, in India. It is certainly the first in which the plan of 
separating the healthy children from their,leprous parents, was adopted. Thus many 
children have been saved from the dread disease. This plan has been adopted by all 
the asylums in the land. The work among the lepers has been especially fruitful in 
conversions. 

Expansions and Retrenchments. 


From that.time the various activities of the Almora work in town and cotintry, 
gradually came into being. Work among the girls and women dévelopéd ifito’ the 
Girls’ High School. Miss Peters writes enthusiastically of the great zealon the part 
of women and girls, of all classes to learn. The educational work of the Methodist 
and of the London Missionary Societies has been no unimportant factor in helping to 
make the Almora district the most literate district in the United Provinces: > 

From Almora the work spread into Pithoragarh, Gangolihat, Lohaghat, Cham- 
pawat, Ranikhet, Katyur, Bageswar, Kabkot, and on up into Bhot. Somé of these 
out stations later had to be abandoned and some were taken over by the Methodists. 
Bat Bey. of them have continued their activity and were given over this yéar to our 
society. 
Mr. Oakley continues: “This state of things went on'till 1880 when the Mis- 
sion with its property was transferred over to the London Mission, Sir Henry Ram- 
say still continuing his interest in the work and remaining chairman of the Mission 
committee until his departure to England in 1891. From’ time to time when the Lon- 
don Missionary Society had occasion to discuss the advisability of retiring from Almo- 
ra owing to its distance from the more flourishing stations in the South; Sir Henry 
Ramsay strongly urged that if any such retirement should take plate; the’ work should 
be transferred to the Methodist Mission. This desire on his part was doubtless large- 
ly due to his happy personal relations with the missionaries of that Society, and es- 
pecially to his frendship with the late Bishop J. M. Thoburn: 

Later Developments. $ 

Sometime after the events of 1857, when the Methodists began work in Naini 
Tal and, Dwarahat, it is on record that aschool was opened in Pithoragarh by the 
Methodists and London Mission people as a joint effort and from 1871 they. worked 
under a joint committee, this arrangement only being given up as the work of the two 
Societies developed. 
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_._. The transfer has now taken place and we cannot do better than to te th 
fitting words of Bishop J. W. Robinson addressed to. the London Mission Bessa te 
London, to show the spirit in which the change has been carried out. ‘My personal 
relations have been so pleasant with the work and with the missionaries of your So- 
ciety, that I greatly regret the necessity that makes it advisable for you to move 
from Upper India and I am at one with all our missionaries here, in wishing that the 
old order might have continued. But since your Society has decided the change is 
necessary in the interests of the larger work, Iam. very glad indeed that you have 
seen fit to commit us the .responsibility of building on the foundations your people 
have so faithfully laid. . We will do our best to make full use of what we inherit from 
you and we will treat the workers and the people as though they were our.own chil- 
dren in the Gospel.” 


_ The Transfer and Division of Property. 


_...., After about a year and a half of correspondence between India and New York 
and between New York and London, the well equipped plant in Almora passed from 
the London Missionary Society into the hands of the Methodist Society at a cost of 
Rs. 160,363. The property consists of three missionary residences; two High School 
Hostels, for Christian girls, one hostel for Christian boys, and one for Hindu boys; two 
school buildings in the town; a Zanana Hospital; numerous quarters for Christians, in 
the town and elsewhere; several Circuit Centers and small school buildings in differ- 
ent parts of the district; four churches. The society generously refused to accept 
any price for these churches, one of them heing: the splendid Budden Memorial Church 
located on the top of the hill from which the last British gun was fired in the Gurkha 
WAP. foe ’ 

_.... The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has taken over from the Board a little 
more than a third of this property. By permission from. the Board, the Humphrey 
High School in Naini Tal was sold to Government for Rs. 75,000 and the proceeds 
applied to the purchase of the Almora property. The Board is sending out the re- 
mainder in three annual instalments to complete the payment. 


The old workers under the Society. 


Mr. Oakley who was within two years of the date of retirement, accepted our 
invitation to remain with us till the end of his term of service. Miss Few was in 
charge, of all the Women’s work also remained several months until Missés Peters and 

’ Waugh could get the work well in hand. Thus the inevitable jar of passing from one 
management to another was reduced toa minimum. All the workers of whatever 
grade have remained on their old work and have taken their places in the ranks of thée 
Methodists corresponding to the ranks they formely held with their old Society. 
Every effort was made to render the transition‘:as smooth and frictionless as possible. 
Workers of all grades both men and women have cheerfully accepted the change, 
while regretting keenly the neéessity, and have gone on loyally under the new 
management. 


A Historic District Conference. 


.., In order to secure the services of Messers. E. Stanley Jones and Oscar M. Buck 
the time of the District Conference was changed from October to the last week in 
April. The occasion was a memorable one not only because of the helpful inspiring 
services conducted by brothers Jones and Buck both for Christians and for non- 
Christians, and also because Kumaon and Eastern Kumaon met again after several 
years of separate existence but especially for the fact that the old London Mission 
met with us for the first time in a common District Conference in Almora. So com- 
plete was the union among us, so smoothly and in such a brotherly spirit was the busi- 
ness transacted, that.a stranger could not have guessed who had served under the 
Methodists all their lives and who for only a few months. 


A New Strategic Centre. 


Almora thus becomes the natural and strategi¢ centre for all departments of 
our work in Kumaon: From the strong central church in Almora a new thrill of 
strength and zeal will radiate out to the work in hill and valley on every side and on 
to far away Tibet. With two centrally located High Schools with all their tradi- 
tions of the past, the educational work will enter upon a new era of development. 
The schools for boys and girls in Ranikhet, Dwarahat, and Pithoragarh will be 
closely linked together and will act_and react on each other for the good of all and 
will provide facilities for Christian education such as Kumaon has never known. 
In the old days of the Gurkha supremacy, Almora was the central stronghold from 
which the Gurkha armies marched forth into the distant hills and’ valley into 
gubjective inhabitants, and to extend their dominion. In’ the new age Almora is to 
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become the spiritual centre from which shall go forth the forces that shall have for 
their object the liberation of men from the dominion of sin and the extending of His 
dominion until in every valley and mountain Jesus shall be in very truth what 
Sir Henry Ramsay was in name ‘‘the King of Kumaon.”’ 


The Evangelistic Work. 


“ °S'The evangelistic work has gone on much as usual but with little help from the 
non-résident Superintendent. Work has been done in a large number of Hindu melas 
notably ‘inthe’ Bageshwar and Devi-Dura melas. Others of a more local character 
have been attendéd and Portions sold, tracts ‘distributed and the Word preached. 
Miss Hayes ‘with’ her band spent the cold season in the regions at the foot of the 
mountains and during the hot season have itinerated together with the men in 
Lohaghat, among the villages around Champawat and Lohaghat. P. L. Lyall, the 
District Evangelist for Eastern Kumaon, has itinerated extensively in that end of 
the District making two trips into Bhot. On his second visit he was accompanied 
‘by Chandar Sinch one of the objects of the visit being the adjustment of the boun- 
daries of the land left the Mission by the late Miss Sheldon, M.D. For some time 
there has been trouble from this quarter and the enlarging of their fields by the neigh- 
bouring cultivators, at our expense. The. boundaries have now been adjusted and 
the records properly made in the Government books and we hope there may. be no 
more trouble in.that quarter. 

_ The number of baptisms has not been large owing to difficulties peculiar to all 
work in the hills. -The Danpur and Ranikhet Circuits have been more successful 
than the others in winning converts. Itinerating in the hills is always expensive, 
and this year with our reduced income it has been for the most part confined to the 
nearer villages... It is little short of a tragedy that at this particular time when the 
Dom (artisan) class of Kumaon is anxiously debating as to what shall be their 
religious and.social future, and when on account of this unsettled state are more 
accessible than perhaps‘at.any.time within the last half century, we should have been 
forced by a shrunken income to reduce our forces by dismissing one man in three and 
for the same reason to limit the field of activity of the remnant, to the villages nearest 
their places of residence. _, 


Statistical Summary. 


The.Christian Community after deducting for 63 deaths and adding 212 bap- 
tisms. numbers. 2,090. Practically. all the circuits report some advance in numbers 
save the Naini Tal Hindustani.Church which reports some 200 less than the number 
reported last year, The collections for Pastoral support is from Europeans Rs, 4,258 
and from Indians Rs,,4,182, , Total collected for all purposes is Rs. 13,498. 


ald BOK PE BP: A Challenge. 


An incident worthy of mention was related to Mr. Rockey and myself by 
Rev. U.S. Rawat, the Preacher in Charge of the Danpur Circuit, on the oecasion of a 
visit to a remote outpost. In the village of Phatgali where we have a flourishing 
Christian community, is a little Hindu’ temple and a little church on the same hill 
near each other. . The Christians who formerly worshipped at the temple as did also 
their ancestors, now worshiv in the church hard by. When the church was being 
built by the community,.the few remaining adherents of'the old shrine protested 
against having another. place of worshiv so near. the original’ one: To this the 
builders replied, we will give you this challence. If the shrine is neglected and the 
church prospers then we shall know that_He whom we now worship is greater and 
stronger than the god who once had our allegiance. If on the other hand the old 
shrine be thronged and the church abandoned then we shall know that the temple 
shrines the true deity. I noted that there was'a well ‘used ‘road leading to the 
church while around the old shrine is.a stone wall without gate or other means 
of entrance and that the grass and weeds were growing in undisturbed profusion all 
around the shrine. a giien . ; 


The Educational Work. 


In the schools of the entire District 2,341 pupils are enrolled of these 717 dare 
Christians.. These. include all schools European and Indian. The Ramsay High 
School has an enrollment of about 509 pupils but for lack of class room many had’to be 
turned away...The Girls’ High School has 80 Christian boarders with a goodly niim- 
ber of non-Christian day pupils. One thing very. unusual in a land where caste’ and 
religious lines. are, closely. drawn, deserves mention. A Christian teaé¢her in ‘the 
Girls’ High. School lives in’ her own home with her Hindu parents and from there 
comes to attend her school and church ‘duties. Misses Peters and Waugh are in

P. 8. Hyde writes concerning the work Naini Tal. 


An experiment that concerns our;missionary families has just been brought to 
a close in the dissolving of the gimalayan School, Founded to provide American 
children with American courses of study, it was supported by four co-operating mis- 
sions and had an enrolment of 60 pupils and a staff of six” American ‘teachers. It was 
meeting a. long-felt want and its success seemed assured. But as the school passed 
from, experimental] ‘stages and: ‘some’ of, its ‘pupils’ were ready’ for ‘high’ ‘school, the 
management was faced with “the problem of" providing “a permanent “homé for’ the 
school, with equipment for ‘advanced work, and'a ‘larger staff of full-time teachers. 
Hope of financial'aid to méet these requirements'lay’ in securing grants from sources 
outside of the’ missionary. Societiés interested.” The likeliest‘of° these was the Laura 
Spillman Foundation which is giving attention tothe education of American children 
in foreign lands, A fepresentative of this foundation, Dr. Munroe of Columbia 
University, visited India early this year to look into the situation. He found in North 
India not only the Himalayan School, but the Woodstock College in Mussoorie pro- 
viding distinctively American courses of study for American children whose subse- 
quent Schooling’ would be in’ America. It was evident that the success of such an 
educational ‘entérprise” depended’ on’the co-operation of all American missionary 
societies in this part of India.‘ And'so representatives ‘of the Himalayan Sehool and 
Woodstock Colleve met” to°consider ‘the situation ‘with’ Dr. Munroé. “As a larger 
number of missionary children were studying’ in’ Woodstock’ and as’that school al- 
ready possessed 4 nearly adequate” plant, Dr. Munroé advised” the’amalgamation’ of 
the two schools, promising’ did from” the’ Foundation’ he ‘représefited: Accordingly 
the Board of Governors of’ thé Naini Tal: School ‘decided’ to disband; reéommeriding

In General. 


The absence of the Rev. J. N. and Mrs. Hollister on emergent leave because of 
the sickness of little Paul is greatly to be regretted. Mr. Hollister had become 
familiar with all the problems peculiar to work among the hills, was greatly beloved 
by all his follow workers of all ranks and is young and energetic. His absence is a 
great loss to the work. The present Superintendent has not’ been able, owing to the 
distance, and the needs of the work in Budaon, to give a great’ deal of time to the 
work in Kumaon. One month was spent in holding the District Conference and in 
itinerating. ~ During his vacation in the hot sesson he was able to visit a good many 
out stations and help in the local work in Almora.’ In addition he has made several 
trips as necessity arose. The men and women on the staff in all the various depart- 
ments of the work have laboured cheerfully and loyally in every possible way to 
minimize the loss to the work from an absentee Superintendent, nevertheless the 
work has inevitably suffered. No one man however willing can do the work of two 
men. The double responsibility may or may not wear him down, but be that as it 
may, the work is bound to suffer serious loss from the want of a responsible head 
residing in the District. 

After having seen some thing of this field with its new conter at Almora, 
having realized some of the vast possibilities of this great Kumaon field, I envy the 
man upon whom shall rest the responsibility of leadership in the conquest of Kumaon 
for Jesus Christ. “Had the field been constituted twenty years ago as it now is, 
TI could have asked nothing better than to be permitted to give the rest of my 
life in service in this great mountain field. 





MORADABAD DISTRICT. 
€. D. Rockey, Superintendent. 


Our warfare is, not.against flesh and blood, but.against theories and prejudice, 
caste antipathy and.deep seated lethargy. Intangible as these seem, thes are our 
greatest foes. : 

- .The_past year, has. had no outstanding achievement in the line of building or of 
expansion. No new places have,been opened and, owing to the reduction in staff due 
to.the cut, we have ,had toabandona fewof the smaller places. Although the 
number of baptisms, almost.800, slightly exceeds that of last year, it represents but 
part of the harvest we couJd gather were there hopes of being able to care for the 
people, properly. The most promising signs are among the Chamars .of whom there 
are fully 100,000 present in the district. They are coming in large numbers and 
are asking tobe baptized. Wehave baptized almost 200 from this group. The 

3ijnor movement is thus represented in our district too. The Chamars are literally 
ae the Kingdom of Heaven by force. 

We have had some encouraging features to our work. Some backslidden com- 
munities have tired of backsliding and.are now coming forward again. Hasanpur 
is.a special example of this, and our Christians workers are now going among them 
as.they;yhave been,unable to do for several years. Several groups of prospective 
Christians ,have acknowledged,that owing to the obstructionist efforts of the Arya 
Samaj people they were kept from accepting Christ. Now they find the Arya pro- 
mises unfilfilled.and are again turning Christwards. They.say that their only hope 
for religious, economic and social.betterment is in Jesus. Christ. , r 

Our Christian community, now numbering over 18,009, -has shown.a_ small.but 
encouraging increase. We would like to.see a greater increase in spirituality and 
Christ-likeness. Those who have:been Christians. for years are not yet .thorougly 
Christianized. Several cases of child marriage, and several of calling in exorcists 
(Bhagats), have occurred among the Sikh,Christians. The Sweeper Christians have 
not yet,dissociated themselves from their. heathen marriage rite RR pe from 
the repellent custom of eating table-scraps (Jhuthan). These groups do not prop- 
erly mingle or unite in worship. ‘This is but natural as it merely reproduces.the fair- 
ly sharp line of cleavage between the workers themselves. At our District Confer- 
ence we faced this question, ‘(How can we expect to:have a united. Church when we 
workers ourselves do not really recognize or practise the bond of .brotherhood, since 
Sikh seeks Sikh and sweeper sweeper forthe intimate bonds of marriage.” Inter- 
marriage among .these two groups is so rare as to be an outstanding feature when it 
does. come. Our workers are now facing this problem. A representative group met 
,and evolved a few simple.rules which we are going to try to promulgate this year. 
lt will:take constant, persistent and earnest effort to.accomplish this, but it must 
-begin, with the. workers and infiltrate into.the community.as.a whole. Previous un- 
successful attempts should not prevent us from trying again. Our .Christian com- 
munity naturally reflectsthe attitude of the workers, and so.any -improvement.in, the 


working staff .will.result.in.a corresponding change in, the .village.Christian, groups. 
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Epidemics of plague and small pox hindered the work considerably f 
three months early in the year. One worker’s wife had plague, but recovered pe 5 
peer child. Several families had small-pox. Only one worker died during the 

Our total district collections show a decrease of several hundred ru 
most entirely to the transfer of a very liberal Indian layman. Gthenice Satins ne 
were almost the same as last year. Our village and mohulla Christians gave 
Rs. 700 in pastoral support. This was all given by non-workers, and does not in- 
clude the giving of the central Church of Moradabad itself. In the matter of pas- 
toral support, too, our workers are the key to the situation. Some of them do not 

- report all that they get because they do not record it systematically enough; others 
because they fear it will bring them nearer self-support. This is no place to discuss 
the causes of their opposition to the principle of self-support, I merely state it to 
show oa collections for pastoral support will increase but little while this attitude 
prevails. 

“i This has been a year of education for me, getting acquainted with th 
of the district. For almost two and half months I aie rere on Bible seek aay 
That the work did not suffer more is due to the zeal and loyalty and co-operation of 
my associates, both Indian and American. Here is a brief record of their work. 

Miss Hardie has but just gone on furlough after a term of continuous service 
on the Moradabad district. We shall miss her intimate knowledge ofthe villages 
and the workers. With her untiring zeal she attacked the problem of the village 
schools, recognizing in it our greatest need. Mainly due to her efforts we have small 
schools in about thirty different centers, and an enrolment of 475 scholars; the small- 
er schools having an average of about ten scholars each. She also organized a cen- 
tral school for the mohulla children of Moradabad, and thishas an enrolment of seven- 
ty. The Municipality has recognized it and as the compulsory primary education act 
is being gradually enforced, this will tend to promote regularity of attendance. Miss 
pate ase supervised the zenana work in the villages. She was ever ready to help 
and to do. 

Our Girls’ Normal school is in charge of Miss Y. Peters and her staff. It has 
had an enrolment of fifteen. It is gratifying to know that the Inspectress of schools 
has pronounced this to be one of the very best normal schools in the Provinces. We 
congratulate Miss Y. Peters who is thus demonstrating the possibility of good Indian 
leadership for our girls. 

The Girls’ school has had a successful year if being crowded and refusing to 
take any more be any criterion. Local girls have to come as day scholars and yet 
the school is crowded with its 164 hostel girls. There are 183 girls attending of 
whom one is a Hindu and another a Mohamedan. Miss Hoath and Miss Bothwell 
have directed the activities of this school. The school kitchen was remodeled and 
largely rebuilt. 

The Parker Branch school has ninety-two boys in the hostel, and 142 enrolled in 
classes, of whom 121 are Christians, five Mohamedans and sixteen Hindus. It would 
be difficult to convince Miss Calkins that there is a better group of boys to be found 
in India. With its new building the school is fairly well equipped. Each class has a 
project in raising live stock and also a plot for raising garden vegetables, thus learn- 
ing to love labour, About ¢ of the boys are from village homes and have to furnish 
their own clothes. Weare hoping that the W. F. M.S. will take over this Primary 
school and continue Miss Calkins at the work she loves so well and does so efficiently. 

The Parker High School is beginning to look up again, under the sympathetic 
management of Mr. Branch and the effective supervision of Mr. Charan. There is 
an enrolment of 387, consisting of 136 Christians, 156 Hindus, and forty-five Moham- 
medans. “In the hostel there are 115 boys as against eighty at the close of the last 
year. Specials have enabled us to increase the number. Simple industrial work in 
connection with the hostel is carried on. Since January the boys have cleared off an 
old orchard cut up 300 maunds of wood, and helped largely in growing and harvest- 
ing a Rs. 400 crop of chari. They work regularly in the garden and draw all the 
water for its irrigation. They help in caring for the buffaloes, and turn their hands 
to every kind of work that turns up. A growing respect for manual labour is a very 
encouraging feature of the work. i 

Daily religious services and Bible Study are conducted in the hostel. The spiri- 
tual and moral tone indicate healthy growth. There has been but little illness, Daily 
bathing is a rule of the hostel.” at 

This schools serves almost half of the Christian community of the Conference 
as found in the bounds of the Moradabad, Chandausi and Bijnor Districts. Many of 
the boys are from outside these districts and some are from outside the Conference 
itself. ; 

; The work in both the schools and the villages is very inspiring and also very 
ro encouraging for the future. We praise God for His mercy. 
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PILIBHIT DISTRICT. 
Wo. ZABILKA, Acting Superintendent. 


An incident happened at the last session of the North India Conference which 
does not frequently take place in our Mission work. That wasin giving a first term 
missionary supervision of two districts. But such a thing took place when the Pilibhit 
District was tacked on with the Sitapur district. With our work outlined in the Sita- 
pur district as it is, we were not able to give the time to the district which it should 
have. But with Sitapur and Pilibhit being on the same railway line and the possibil 
ity of going fro one place to the other by night trains we have made good use of the 
railway. Although the work was assigned to us at Conference time, the former Su- 
perintendent of the district remained in Pilibhit several weeks after Conference, and 
the books were turned over to us in January. 

The condition of the district as given in the report of the District Superinten- 
dent last year could hardly be expected to be changed much in one year, yet we be- 
lieve some advancement has been made. And furthermore we believe that the re- 
port was not far from the mark. Without being pessimistic, we can say that some 
of the workers, many of the village Christians, and Mission property are far from 
what they should be. We have been able to get to all the larger places several times 
during the year besides getting to the mohullas and smaller villages some. 

~ ~At the beginning of the year three men were dismissed because of inefficiency 
and later in the year one left his work. We have tried to secure other satisfactory 
men to take their places but have been abie to get only one. The district has but one 
active worker who is a member of Conference and one probationer. The rest are 
Local Preachers and Exhorters. Some of the men are thoroughly consecrated and 
their work shows it, but there are still others we feel the district could do without 
and not be greatly impoverished. The district is in sore need of more good workers. 

~The Pilibhit Christians have been fathered so much that they are still babes 
and instead of helping, they continue to ask for help. But anew generation is com. 
ing on. With the six mohulla schools in Pilibhit proper, two in Bisalpur and others 
in other parts of the district, the young people are growing up with new ideas and 
are able to read and write. There are five teachers who devote their full time to 
teaching mohulla schools. 

The number of baptisms have been some less than last year but the total Chris- 
tian community shows an increase. 

~Money received also shows a slight decrease, but the amount paid by the Dis- 
trict Superintendent last year and the tithe of men dismissed would more than make 
up the difference. The decrease is all in benevolences. The district has paid its Con- 
ference and Mission Claimants apportionments in full. 

The workers did well in disposing of religious literature. The report shows 
that two and one-half times as many tracts were given out as last year. 

~The men and women were both called in for the District Conference in October 
Although we had no special outside visitors yet we believe that both the business 
and devotional meetings proved be to very beneficial. Some of the business sessions 
took the form of a school or class in discipline and rules. Whether it was a forward 
or a backward step we do not say, but the licenses of ten Local Preachers and Ex- 
horters were not renewed. We found several men possessing Local Preachers 
licenses who had never taken the examination for Admission on Trial. We feel ver 
strongly that we are cheapening the rank and offices of our Church in giving me 
licenses freely to men just to honor them because they may be interested in the work 
of the ip re A a little orno use of such a license. ae 

liss Wright has been a great help both to the district and to the i 
by her living at Pilibhit. She has gone out continually into the dongs ac oo 
in Pilibhit as well as into the district and has supervised the Bible-readers well. She 
has been a great comfort to the preachers and their wives in Pilibhit in the ti: f

SITAPUR DISTRICT. 
Wm. ZABILKA, District Superintendent. 


The work of the Sitapur District this year has been mixed with j - di 
a aang are ire come in reflecting, over what we have been ae Pel 
plish for our Master, but the sorrows come when we see what Sha ant 
we have not been able to do it. should’ be done and 
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We were sorry to lose Mrs. Thoburn from the District at last, Confetence time, 
but glad to receive Mr.and Mrs. E.Stanley Jones with their daughter Eunice. 
Though we claim Dr. Jonés, yet we see him just occasionally when he comes home'to 
renew acquaintances with his family. We were also delightéd for the coming of 
Miss Gladys Doyie to reinforce the ranks of the girls’ School, and relieve Miss Bates 
to some extent. But after spending six months in the language schodl, we were 
asked to loan her to another District until Conference time, so we have seen very 
little of her also. 

Since coming to the District three years ago we have tried continually to 
better our staff of workers, and this year has been no exception. Our workers are 
mostly young men and of good qualifications for Misson work. In making our staff 
better it has not been at the expense of the pension fund. The District is far short of 
the number of workers it should have, but the unfortunate situation is the fact that 
satisfactory men are not available even when the salary is available. Two men were 
dismissed this year because of unsatisfactory service rendered and two have died. 
We are more and more persuaded that a fewer number of well qualified mén whose 
hearts are in the work will accomplish more good for the Kingdom than a great 
number of men who are little more than chaukidars of the houses in which they live. 
The District secured two new men this year, Mr. Lorenzo from Naini Tal and Victor 
Singh from our Jubbulpore Seminary. Both qualified to do A class work. 

Because of the few and scattered Christians in the District, village schools for 
Christian children are aimost impossible. However, our three larger schools, the 
day school at Lakhimpur with 80 boys, Sitapur boys’ Boarding school with 88 boys, 
and Sitapur girls’ Boarding school with 102 girls, are all doing very good work. Con= 
cerning the girls’ school Miss Bates writes: 

“This year we have over 100 girls in our school and are supporting seven’ girls 
in other schools who have gone on from our school. So our scholarships aré not suf- 
ficient for allour girls. Of this number all are Christians with the exception of 4 
Hindu girls who come as day scholars. We have two assistants and six teachers who 
are workig hard to keep the girls up to the standard. The new matron we have 
secured has been a fine addition to our force; she is a mother to the girls and is much 
interested in their moral and spiritual development. One of our girls who has just 
finished her Nursing Course in Bareilly, has returned tous, andis carefully looking 
after health of the girls. Iam very happy to report that there has been no serious 
ilIness among the girls this year. Our Girl Guide organization isin good working 
order. I feel that it has had an influence for good in the lives of the girls. The 
addition of Miss Doyle to our schoo] has been greatly appreciated, although she was 
with us such a short time. She has spent most of the time inthe Language School 
and for the past month helped at the Baby Fold in Bareilly.” ~ 

Concerning the boys’ Boarding School Mrs. Jones says: ‘‘To return from fur- 
lough and be again appointed to the Sitapur Boys’ School was a very happy experi- 
ence. Since 1910 we have had but this one home in India. Because of this, we have 
had the pleasure of watching boys grow up, marry, and send their sons back to the 
old school to be educated. And one of the joys of my life is to see the vast difference 
between father andson. An orphan boy who never could learn his letters finally did 
learn a trade. Nowhis young sonis leading his class and is as brighta boy asI 
have ever had. Itis the second generation Christian who is going to march ahead 
and do something if we give himachance. We have increased the enrollment this 
year by twenty boys, twelve of them coming from the Hardoi School when it was 
closed. About a third of the boys are from the Lucknow District, a third from the 
Sitapur District and the rest from Stations scattered over the Conference. Although 
over half of the boys are under nine years of age and the oldest is only fourteen, they 
have made alltheirown clothes, done theirown mending and cooking and have 
woven their own beds and made the rope used in the work of the Hostel. Best of all, 
there is a-spirit of helpfulness and earnestness anda growing hatred of sin be- 
cause it is sin and not because of the rubber tube on the cupboard shelf.” 

The amount of money received in-the District for distribution is practically the 
same as last year. The Statistical reportshows a decrease but this is accounted for 
by the fact that the missionaries’ pastoral support went through the Sustentation 
Fund and was ommitted from the statistical forms. The District met its Conference 
Claim, Mission Claim and Baby Fold apportionments in full. Asa result of the 
teaching of the tithe most of our laymen in the Saddar Church at Sitapur are paying 
their tithe or the most of it regularly for the current expenses and benevolences of 
the Church. There has been a slight decrease in giving in the villages as the result 
of some non-Christians who contributed last year only, to help us along financially. 

The number of baptisms this year has been practically the same as the number 
of public baptisms last year, andthe Christian community for the District has in- 
creased about 10 per cent. There has beenno marked change in the number of Ep- 
worth League and Sunday Schools and their membership. —_ ; 

One of the great fields of opportunity in the District is in the melas; because it 
is a District of melas. This year with a small band of men, a tent, musical instru- 
ments, books, tracts, and gospels, we were more than happy for the work accom- 
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plished. Besides the preaching and personal interviews, we sold one third more 
gospels and distributed one third more free tracts than last year. Men were ready 
from early morning till late at night to hear the messages of Christ. 

Another great field of endless opportunity is our work in the old Church and 
school building, Thompsonganj, in the heart of the city. Here for sometime we 
have had a public reading and recreational center. Daily newspapers in three lang- 
uages, Indian and Foreign magazines, religious booklets and free tracts in several 
languages furnish ample reading material. Badminton, volley ball; ping-pong, chess, 
checkers, and suchlike furnish recreation and pass time. But this year we have 
also opened up a lecture or preaching department. Each Sunday evening the Dis- 
trict Superintendent or some prominent outside speaker brings a message in English 
and the same lecture or sermon is given in Hindustani on Monday night. In this 
way two good audiences are reached each week. The Sunday evenihg congregation 
consists of lawyers, High School teachers, railway, government, and municipal em- 
ployees. This congregation of 100 to 150 makes up one-third of the English knowing 
Indians of Sitapur and a part of our calling list. Men like the District Commissioner, 
E. S. Jones, J. R. Chitambar, J. W. Pickett, A. S. David and others find their way ‘on 
our programme, each bringing a message along his own particular line of work. Our 
non-Christian friends are ever ready to learn more about Christ and attend these ser- 
vices gladly. We are planning a Christmas Service in which non-Christian admirers 
of Jesus will take part. At our last meeting (Armistice Service) several high class 
non-Christians requested us to close the meeting with prayer. But this is not all. 
High class non-Christians living out in other places in the District are requesting us 
to come to their towns also and give religious lectures and offering to make all neces- 
sary preparations. Surely God is working; and while the seed is being sown in 
some hearts others are ripening for the harvest, which we believe is not far distant. 
To Him we give all honour and praise.

Report of the Board of Religious Education, 


Any scheme of religious education must take into consideration the fact that 
there can be no such thing as a unified plan that will apply equally to all phases of 
our work. The problem has three very distinct phases, each having its own separate 
programme. While the aims of the three phases are one and the same the method 
whereby they arrive at the desired end varies considerably. 

There is first the religious educational policy for our villages. There is yet 
no unanimity in the courses used in the various districts. A few use the I.S.S. U. 
Village lessons. One or two districts use Ingram’s and John’s book of 24 stories for 
Mass Movemont work. Some districts have no specific course, each preacher being 
a law to himself. If itis true that our village committees are backward and igno- 
rant of Christian teachings and truths it is verv evident that special emphasis needs 
to be placed on the methods of instruction. We need a teaching ministry for the 
villages. We also need to work together to test out thoroughly the available courses 
It is time to begin concentrating on the best available course and we suggest that 
all district superintendents make arrangements to use the I. S.S. U. Village course 
during the coming year. 

In order to make sure that instruction is being properly and systematically 
given it is necessary to arrange for annual examinations in the lessons used. This 
examination ought to be properly organized and duly announced so that the workers 
may get the value of the lessons andthe people get the needed instruction. No 
village Christian ought tobe admitted into full membership till he has learned 
sufficient Rible truth to know the underlying truth of Christianity, and till he has 
lived it sufficiently to know how it feels. We must be satisfied that his knowledge 
has passed over into action before we admit him into the Church. 

The second field is in the day schools. Here the problem is one of finding 
suitable material for Christians and non-Christians. Among the schools there is no 
unanimity in the use of any special series. Some are using Clayton’s lessons. 
Others are trying out the Charterhouse adaptations and enlargements on Clayton’s. 
Several follow the plan of taking up the study of a special book, or character. All 
of these are beneficial, but to make for efficiency and unity it is advisable to use the 
same course in all the schools. To make this productive we suggest:— 
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1. That all our schools make an effort to use the Charterhouse Course so far 
as it is available. 

2. That our educational Secretary in his visits of inspection of institutions 
check up on this phase of the work and note progress made. 

That a training school for the pfeparation of teachers to use this course be 
held periodically, or that arrangements be made that this matter be presented to the 
teachers at their annual institute in Naini Tal. @ ; 

The third phase is connected with our Church life, our Sunday Schools, some- 
times called Church Schools. We are glad that practically all central stations have 
organized Primary Schools for smaller pupils. In some of these Primary Sunday 
Schools the lessons used are the same as those for adults. Such places should use 
the lessons specially intended‘for Primary scholars 

For several years there has been an increasing indifference to the weekly 
classes for the teachers. This has resulted in poorer class work on Sunday. Prob- 
ably there are but one or two places in the Conference where any regular teach- 
ers’ meeting is held. Our aim should be a good teachers’ meeting for each Sunday 


The question of the Junior Church is also becoming a vitally important one 
A special form of service suitable to the little ones should be prepared as it has 
evolved in actual experience, and arrangements should be ‘made in each central 
station for the little children to have their own service of worship separate from the 
adults. 
When our Church becomes a Teaching Church as well as a Preaching Church 
we may expect that her membership will grow in grace and inthe knowledge and 
love of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Evangelism Imposed or Inspired, 


The reports ef the District Superintendents of the North India Conference 
show that a total of 4785 people entered the Christian Church this last year through 
baptism. This is gratifying and calls for thanksgiving. Itis especially gratifying 
to see that the greatest incredses have come from the two districts which have bsen 
manned by Indian District Superintendents. 

But the thing that gives food for serious thought and consideration is this that 
the coming in of this number of people dogs not over-joy us. We have been baptiz- 
ing at about this rate for years past and yet he who knows the North Itdia Confer- 
ence with any degree of intimacy can hardly feel happy over the general evangelistic 
situation. AJ] these people who are coming in what do they do? What kind ofa 
church are they forming? With that nunber added every year we ought to be 
setting this whole North India ablaze. We donot find our souls singing over this 
number because there is the undertone of thought within us that these people who 
are coming in rather constitute a problem insted of a cantre of passion. They are’ 
people to be worked on, helped and taught. There is no great feeling of expectane 
that once inthe Christian church they will become self-sustained centres of pik 
peemion. fae pon ed ence et a North India Conference on the whole after

Is not our difficulty in part that we have looked upon evangelism as somethin 
to impose upon the situation through mission agents and sovecial effort and ALE 
siastical machinery. Evangelism has b22n more imposad thoalinspired. The church 
is not becoming a centre of evangelism but is looked on as a subject of evangelism 
The difference between these two outlooks is seen in the story of evangelism as it is 
carried on at Rawalpindi city. The missionary in telling the story says that He 
with his mission agent carried on the bazar preaching earnestly but ineffectively 


y No enquirers came and the people were unimpressed. The church was not behind 


it. He decided that he was imposing evangelism on the situation instead of insnj 

ing itin the church. They shifted the centre of it from the mission sues te ao 
church. The thought had grown that the Pastor and his congregation were there to 
take care of themselves and to carry on their own organization while the missionary 


, and the agents were to carry on evangelism. This resulted in paralysis in both. 


After inspiring the church to be the centre of evangelism of the ci issi i 
and their mission agents put themselves under the direction of Bee fs tien gene 
and began to work according to their plan A new spirit took hold of the situation 
When the members of the college faculty and the missionaries, Professors and 
Christians of every type and kind were found voluntarily preaching and doing per- 
sonal work there were enquirets after every meeting. Here was not sovevliy 
professional, but passionate and personal. During the evangelistic week the whole 
church organizes itself on the basis that each member is a missionary. They have 
a public procession through the streets, they break up into little bands to witnes 
and sell Gospels and the whole city is turned to talking about the Christian faiths

And in this hard field of Mohammedanism baptisms are constantly taking place. An 
ounce of evangelism by the church is worth a pound of mission agents. 

The amazing success of Watts Pye of China came out of this conception. 
Every group of people who came into this Christian Church became responsible for 


the evangelisation of the territory round about. Mission agents constituted the 


- 


pioneers but the church took it over immediately upon forming themselves into a 
church. 

An example of what indigenous work can do is seen in Africa where a simple 
Negro Christian turned prophet and entirely on his own preached to the interior 
tribes and with such effects that years later the Wesleyan Missionary Society found 
churches built awaiting the coming of some one tohelp them. They have already 
baptized about sixty thousand who have been prepared by the simple message of this 
inspired African prophet. 

In Bangalore I dedicated a home for the beggars of the city of Bangalore. An 
Indian Christian doctor, a private practitioner, became burdened in regard to the 
condition of the beggars of Bangalore. Without any backing, save that of his own 
faith and prayers, he set up a little home where they were given shelter and taught 
work. Other peovle were so inspired by what he was doing that they have contribut- 
ed money to the extent of Rs. 20,000, and it is the most complete home for the poor 
I have ever seen in India. He evangelizes them as well as helps them to get back on 
their own feet and respectable occupation. In Poona an Indian Christian Govern- 
ment Prosecutor has the best Christian work in the villages that I have ever seen. 
Through his own effort raising the money in India he is putting up buildings worth 
one and a half lakh as a school and community centre. The viceroy visited it while 
in Poona. 

The church in Tinnevelley has taken over the whole evangelistic programme 
with a total budget of one and a half lakh. 

I mention these in order merely to note the fact that there is a growing feeling 
that the whole of the mission organization should put itself under the church as the 
helper of the programme of the local church. 

Our schools are too often looked on as the subjects of evangelism instead of a 
centre of evangelism. We work for them year after year, and little comes out of 
them. I know one Head Master who spends his vacations with some of the pupils on 
evangelistic tours through the district. I feel sure that no teacher, foreign or Indian, 
should be employed in our schools as mere teacher and feel that his work is done 
when he teaches his classes. The thought should be uppermost in the employing of 
a teacher that he is to be an insvired and inspiring centre for evangelism in that par- 
ticular situation. If he does not come into the local evangelistic programme he is 
dead weight; in fact he is really anti-missionary and anti-evangelistic by his at- 

itude. 

a I, therefore, suggest that in every station and in every village centre we call 
a meeting of all the Christians to plan a evangelistic programme for the whole year, 
centreing that programme in the church and subordinating missionaries and mission 
agents to work that programme in conjunction with local members. 

The men who now man our mission positions will probably prefer to go on with 
the same wooden methods. They get something of the security of the mission or- 
ganization and reflected glory such as comes fron being the managers of a system 
To come under the direction of the church where leadership will probably be taken 
by laymen may not be entirely to their liking, but if our evangelism is going to be 
out of the heart of the church we must shift this centre from this foreign subsidized 
agency to the spontaneous joyous witness of the church. _ : 

The problem of self-support will largely take care of itself if the church begins 
to be a centre of evangelism. » Out of the inspiration of winning others will come the 
inspiration to give for the sustaining of that work. But if we hammer only upon 
self-support instead of self-directed or rather inwardly spirit directed work of evan- 
gelism the self-support will be a grouchy dead, mechanical thing. _ 

Your committee would, therefore, suggest that a real beginning be made this 
next year. That we select centres where this can be put into practice That we talk 
it, think it and live for it and exemplify it this coming year. | Let our watchword be 
evangelism not imposed from without but inspired from witin. 


Temperance Report. 


The Bible readers in almost all the districts teach and preach alout temperance. 

The Government laid special stress this year on the subject of temperance in schools. 
Persons selling cigarettes in the school compound and the play-ground were forbidden 
by the Director of the Public Instructim to do So _and were not allowed to enter the 
tay-ground or school compound. Inthe Boys’ city mission one period every week 

ig devoted to the teaching of temperance to classes VIII, VII and VI. “In the Boy’s 
School in Pauri, Scientific Temperance Instruction is carried on throughout the whole 
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school, following the outline for Scientific Temperance Instruction, printed by the 
American Presbyterian Mission and obtainable at the WC. T. U. Head quarters, 15 
Rajpur Road, Delhi. The other schools, as well purchase all the books necessary for 
this course. 

At the Garhwa! District Conference a capital Temperance drama, written in 
Hindi was rendered with great effect. In the Sitapur Boys’ Schoo! temperance teach- 
ing is given in connection with the course in Hygiene. 

W.C. T. U. is found inthe following stations: Naini Tal, Bareilly, Moradabad 
Hardoi, Almora, Sitapur. : 

The Hindus and Mohammadens are working side by side with the Christians on 
the District Temperance boards and other committees. In Budaun District, in the 
ten circuits, W. F. M.S. auxiliaries the leaders have been instructed to work along 
three lines, missions, temperance and child-welfare. Ata public meeting, at the 
District Conference attended by men and boys, an addresson temperance was one 
of the features. The Elementary Temperance catechism has been introduced into 
the curriculum of the Budaun Boys’ Primary Boarding School. In the Budaun Upper 
School, nearly 40 boys recently signed the tempe-ance pledge. 

Rev. J. W. Pickett visited Shahjahanpur and delivered a series of lectures on 
temperance in the city and the mission compound. The Shahjahanpur Epworth 
League followed a temperance program

Report of the Pastoral Support Committee. 
OUR GOAL. 


Theoretically all are in favor of self-support as the goal of the Indian Church. 
In practice there is no such unanimity. Itis useless to propose new methods, or to 
suggest improved ways of presenting the problem if all grades of workers are largely 
opposed to the extension of self-support. So far their response has been largely 
passive. The worker is the key to the situation. Naturally itis impossible for the 
idea of supporting the pastor to work down into the Church membership if no such 
ideal is presented and if they donot know that giving is a means of spiritual service 
as well as a spiritual blessing to the giver. 


Actual Conditions, 


What is the actual situation? The figures for the Church as a whole, including 
the tithes of the workers and ali moneys raised from Indians in all the important 
centers, show that during the year 1925 the average per member (including all Chris- 
tians) was 4; annas a year, or about 4 pies per month. Does this represent the true 
giving capacity of the Church? It certainly does not. 

The situation in our villages is even more startliag. By excluding figures for 
all city organized churches, and such other centers where there is a large and well 
organized group of Christians many of whom are educated and earning good salaries, 
and confining our statistics to the real village work we arrive at the following figures, 
so far as they are available:—These figures represent the per capita giving of Chris- 
tians per annum, by district; 


Bareilly 1-6 (One anna six pies).

Garhwal 10 (If Kotdwara is included it becomes—2-10).

If these figures are accurate it is significant that of the 3 districts reporting 
over 1 anna per capita per year two are districts with a very small Christian com- 
munity where the generosity of a few generous givers would cause much variation in 
the district average. 


1. Suggestions; Teach, 


The superintendent and all the workers should constantly teach and proclaim 
the spiritual values in ides It should b2 thoroughly and systematically explained 
why one should give of his livelihood, yea of his poverty, for the support of his pas- 
tor. The What and the Why of giviag, 2. ¢. tae Caristian Stawardship, should be 


+ 
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continually emphasized. On his tours through the district the superintendent should 


check up to see what instruction is really being given and what results it is produc- 
ing. 


2. Encourage some individuals to go on self-support, 


We strongly urge that the superintendent keep the ideal of self-support be- 
fore his workers and people; that he plead with the workers to make the venture of 
faith involved in the entrusting of themselves and their families to the Church; that 
he inspire small groups of Christians to make definite plans to undertake the sup- 
port of some individual. Every worker willing to make this venture,and every 
group willing to make the attempt should be encouraged to doso. The rest of us 
can help by giving the worker our moral support, and by giving their due mead of 
praise to the group of-earnest Christians. But the initiative will generally come 
from the worker rather than the group. 


3. Method of raising Pastoral Support. 


The present method of having the pastor collect his own support seems to be 
fundamentally wrong; for the pastor because he becomes a beggar or a tax-collector; 
for the Church because it considers its pastor a financial agent rather than a spiritual 
guide. When a man puts.a pice or asmall handful of grain into the pastor’s hand he 
feels that he has bought the pastor’s support for his own particular purpose. Every 
circuit should try to have its own steward who will not only collect the money, but 
* will also urge the others to give, and see that thay do give systematically. While the 
' majority are agriculturists and can give more at the time of harvest, they should be . 
urged to make their giving constant rather than seasonal. 


What Shall we do? 


Heretofore our faith has been in the Church in America. Let us cease to look 
so earnestly to them, and with prayer, faith, and in the l2ading and guiding power of 
the Holy Spirit, accompanied by the blessing of the Father, let us go to our own 
church groups. He that goeth forth weeping will return with joy bearing his sheaves . 
with him. Thus will our Indian Church become strong, living, self-propagating and 
fruitful. 


Report on the State of the Church. 


The view that is taken of the condition of the church depends very much up- 
on the subjective attitude that is assumed toward the church. If the attitude ig 
one of hostility no good at all can be seen in the church. If a pessimistic, even though 
conscientious, estimate is made there will be seen little if any of activity, service 
or progress. On the other hand, a wholly optimistic view sees the great achieve- 
ments, the splendid victories of Christ’s cause, and fails to recognize the defects. 
If the church is viewed from only one angle, there may be thrust into prominence 
some temporary, but outstanding success or disaster, thus bringing out only a seg- 
ment of the truth while the remainder of the circumference of less vivid but really 
more permanent facts are left unconsidered. 

What we want is a well balanced, well considered view of the church in India: 
as it really is. Let us face the facts whatever they are. This is especially true at 
the present time of trial and crisis when human sources of supply and strength seem 
to be persistently diminishing. The state of the Church does have a relation to the 
finance of the church. 

Two seemingly conflicting opinions have been expressed concerning the radical 
reductions that have been made in the appropriations to our work. Some have 
looked upon it as a great disaster while others have regarded it as a blessing. Virtu- 
ally these believe the same thing for behind the disaster one can see a blessing but 
it cannot be doubted that the one who sees a blessing can also see in the back- 
ground a real injury to our work. ; 

Nor does any blessing that may come by the Lord over-ruling the evil justify 
those who failed to do their duty in giving to the cause. Joseph may surmount all 
the difficulties of hatred, slavery and prison and at length sit on the throne but that 
does not excuse his brethren who sold him into Egypt. ; : 

But we cannot, however, know the present state of the Church in India with- 
out considering what effect this reduction has had. It may be admitted that in the 
reduction of workers some were dismissed who were weak or unworthy. The 
wise District Superintendent would not, of course, dismiss his best workers first. 
But the sad fact remains that very many really good and worthy workers had to 
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leave the work, for no other reason than that there was no money to pay their 
salaries. In some cases men who were old, who had laboured faithfully many years 
were dismissed without even a pension as there was no money available in pension 
funds. Even the workers who remained were tempted to discouragement. On every 
hand the non-Christian were saying that the Mission had failed, that it was about 
to close and leave the country. The workers knew better than to believe this, yet 
there was an atmosphere of temporariness, of insecurity and this sentiment as to 
the lack of permanence of our work has doubtless affected adversely many young 
men who were deciding upon their life work. Viewing things from the human 
standpoint the morale of our workers has been seriously threatened. Our people 
have faith in God, they believe that eventually all these difficulties will be overcome, 
but we cannot shut our eyes to the fact that we are passing through these times of 
stress and trial and that the church is being effected by it. 

The result of the reduction is seen in its effect upon our collections. There 
has been a larger percentage of the salaries of workers placed upon the people and 
in so far as there has been success in raising the amount it has been an asset to 
self-support. But by the reduction of workers our benevolent collections have 
decreased. Even though our workers pay the whole of their tithe into District 
Funds and one-half at least of that is assigned to benevolences the call of the Con- 
ference Claimants Fund and the Mission Claimants Fund is so great that what is 
left for the benevolences is almost nominal. This is an abnormal state of affairs 
brought about by our financial! difficulties, The Saddar Churches may in some sense 
be exceptions to this but even thus the other collections show little if any in- 
crease while the great stress is placed upon collections for pensions. All these factors 
explain why our collections decreased from 58,807 to 47,149 and total Benevolences 
from 7,174 to 5,137. 

In estimating the state of the Church one should always remember the differ- 
ence between the City Church and the Church in the village. The Church in the 
City or big Mission centre has usually a large place of worship, with good audiences 
made up of Mission workers and employees, boys and girls from the schools, snd 
well-to-do self-supporting laymen. It has regular services, preaching Sunday School 
and Epworth League meetings all well organized. In the village Christian Com- 
munity there is very little, if any, of these. There is usually no structure and the 
services depend upon the occasional visit of the worker who may have forty or more 
such places to look after. The service that is held may be called Sunday School or 
preaching or Epworth League according to the name the Munshi places upon it 
The paying of chanda (collections) is usually spasmodic and irregular. The problem 
is not only how to make these simple hearted people spiritual but also how to get 
them regular in religious habits and forms of life. Hence it is very necessary that 
the Saddar Church should be of such a spirit and life that it can stand out as an’ 
example and object lesson of what a real living church should be. Let us seek to 
make our Saddar Churches efficient and spiritual and in time our village Christian 
life will find a similar expression. This is especially necessary as the boys and girls 
from the schools that attend these central churches will be going out to their homes 

. in the villages and will carry with them the same type of spirit and life received in 
the larger church. 
igh Caste Converts.—The work among Chamars is very encouraging. In 
Bijnor there were from this caste this year over 900 baptisms. In Chandausi Dis- 
trict there were baptisms from many higher castes as follows: Ahirs, 111; Chamars, 
218; Kage, 42; Shepherds, 30; Gardiners, 13 and other castes higher than Lal Begis 
50 and 17 Mohammedans making a total of 481 which is more than one-half of the 
total number baptized. In Hardoi District the converts are from various castes. 
In one circuit there are in the Christian Community those who have come from 
Brahmins, Thakurs, Pasi, Murao, Bannia, Dhanaks as well. as from the Sweeper caste. 
In this matter of baptisms from the higher castes Bareilly District, Budaon District 
and the hill districts lag behind. There is much work among the higher castes re- 
ported but it seems to end in teaching and there are few if any baptisms from these 
castes. It is hardly too much to say that this matter does not lie heavily upon the 
hearts of the workers. Some workers seem to be perfectly satisfied that only one 
caste and that the lowest should become Christian. The remark is often heard 
“all the people of this village are Christians’’ when the real meaning is that all of 
one caste and that the lowest have become Christian. 

Thank God for these humble ones and we will be true to them, but it is not 
good for them nor for the worker to feel that the gospel is thus limited. “Go ye 
into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature’’ is the command. It may 
be necessary to do something revolutionary before these backward Districts will do 
anything for higher castes. For instance would it not be wise for some years to 
come to virtually leave the Christians now baptized to be improvised for and devote 
our energies almost entirely to other classes? It looks as if the hour for such an 
advance had struck. It may have been and doubtless was the will of God that with 
notable exceptions the lower classes should have first received the gospel, but it is 
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not his will that the gospel should be confined there. It must permeate every stratum 
of society to the very highest until Christ shall be crowned Lord of all. What our 
beloved brother Dr. EF. Stanley Jones, is doing so widely and successfully in a largo 
and extended way we must do in every circuit of our work allover the land. And 
we must not rest until these higher castes have come out into a personal. acknow- 
ledgment of Christ as a personal saviour and seal that confession by public baptism 
and a subsequent life of righteousness. 

The training of the mind cannot be unrelated to the salvation of the heart. 
Our educational institutions continue to do good work. The Theological Seminary 
in Bareilly while it has decreased in numbers to thirty-six still continues to give an 
excellent training to young men who are to be our leaders in the future. The work 
there while not so extensive was never more intensive. Eighteen students gradu- 
ated this year and graduates went into twelve districts Much practical work is 
being done and Bareilly City and surrounding villages are being evangelized by the 
students. The Islamic Department is very popular. One thing that is worthy of 
consideration is that the India Methodist Theological College at Jubbalpore where 
the studies are taught in English only, has a tendency to draw to Jubbalpore the 
higher grade student. Hence many from their area that would otherwise come to 
Bareilly go to Jubbalpore. This has a tendency to lessen the educational standard 
of the Bareilly Seminary. This makes difficult the raising of the standard of admis- 
sion which has been our aim for many years. 

One cause for congratulation is that two of our Schools, Budaon Boys’ School 
_and Bareilly Boys’ School which last year were to have been closed for lack of 
funds are still carrying on their work. The staffs of those schools agreed to carry 
them on, on a self-supporting basis and they have been successful in this without 
lowering the standard of efficiency. The Shahjahanpur High School, too is self- 
supporting although the fees for Christian boys are paid from Mission funds. All 
our Schools are in a better condition than a few years ago. One thing that has no 
doubt helped to make this efficiency has been the visits of the Secretary of Edu- 
cation, Rev. T. C. Badley accompanied by our Bishop J. W. Robinson. Their visits 
have not been simply those of inspection in the ordinary sense, but a careful and 
painstaking interest-in every part of the school life. The result has been that the 
staffs as well as the pupils of these school have come to realize as never before 
that the officials of the Church have a deep and real interest in their work and 
show a sympathetic co-operation in their ambition to realize an improved quality of 
Christian education. _ 

The objective of our educational work is Christian character. This can only 
be achieved by Christian experience. Mr. Badley. our Secretary of Education says 
that there is no one thing at present more vital than that boys and girls in our schools 
should receive a personal religious experience and that that new life should find 
expression. So we welcome the vlan of the Commission on Aggressive Evangelism 
to not only still further enuvhasize Passion week as 2 period of real revival in our 
Schools but also to make the Revival month a time of special prayer for those out 
in the revival month activities and to make it too, a time of decision among the boys 
and girls in reference to their life work. 

Our Sunday School work shows a slight decrease in number of schools and 
pupils but this may be accounted for by faulty computations or by varying methods 
of reporting. The Sunday School is one of the mainstays of the Church, and it 
must be maintained with increasing care. Graded lessons for our City Sunday Schools 
and better and simpler leaflets for village Sunday Schools are being prepared and 
should be used by our people. ; 

The Epworth League in places where there are Schools continues to be a 
blessing to our young people. It is a great training school for Christian leadership. 
It is to be feared, however, that the so-called village League in most places is either 
a nonentity or is simply nominal. 5 : 

Taking our church in this Conference as _a whole it may be said that we are 
doing good work but not very aggressive work. We are not having the shoals of 
baptisms that go with the mass movement and all the inspiration that such move- 
ments bring. We are rather struggling with the problems that come in the after- 
math of the mass movement. An onward movement is needed and as a preparation 
for it we all from the Bishop to the humblest member need a baptism of fiery zeal 
that shall burn constantly within our hearts. The old days are not the best. The 
best ones are now and in the years before us if as men chosen of God we follow the 
pillar of cloud by day and of fire by night. Better days are ahead. Just as out of 
the weakness and unworthiness and idolatry and backsliding of the Jewish race 
was born the Living Christ—the saviour of the world. So out from the darkness 
of India will arise the Light of the world and the Church will be God’s, chosen Light 
Bearer to the peoples of this land. 


Report of Committee on Resolutions.

Special Committees. 


Report of the Pension Provident Fund Committee, 


1. The treasurer was authorized to pay any sums with interest thereon due 
to those who had ceased to be members, or to their heirs, after the expiry of six 
months from the time of withdrawal from the Fund. 


2. Church contribution of fractions of rupees is to be reckoned as follows:— 
On everything over 8 annas of the salary Church contribution is to be reckoned on a 
fullrupee. On 8 annas or less of salary there will be no Church contribution given. 


8. Any worker who has a policy ina bona fide and reliable Insurance Com- 
pany may be exempted from paying in his contribution and will receive the Church 
contribution at the rate to which his age entitles him. 


4. The following were nominated for positions on the Board of Directors, 
their terms toexpirein 1929. The Conference is to elect three. P. L. Lyall, N. L. 
Singh, R. S. Wilkinson, Y. Sinha, T. Joel, G. S. Patrick. 


5. Special provision for those over 50 years of age whose service exceeds 25 
years was made as follows:—Such persons are to be allowed their option as to 
whether they will stay in the Fund or be permitted to withdraw, provided that their 
decision be final and they not change their minds later. 


6. A person who enters the Theological Seminary or some other school is 
allowed to continue his contribution if he desires, andin such instances willbe 
entitled to the Church contribution for that period. - = 


7. The following were appointed auditors, P. D. Phillips, H. A. Hanson, G. B. 
“Newton. 
8 The Treasurer was authorized to give loans under the following conditions:— 
1. Only contributing members are permitted to take loans. 
2. No member can take a loan until he has been contributing a full year. 


3.. The amount of the loan may not exceed the equivalent of two 
months’ pay, or the amount contributed by the worker himself. 
(Except as in 5). 


4. The loan must be repaid within a year. 


5. Ifa member desires to purchase some property and needs a larger 

* sum he may present his request to the Board of Directors through 

and with approval of the District Superintendent. In this instance 

the amount of his loan may not exceed half of the amount he has 
deposited in the fund. 


6. The loan must be repaid within 5 years. 


7. No new loan will be given until the previous loan has been repaid in 
full with all interest thereon. 


8. A loan will be given only if the District Superintendent holds himself 
responsible to recover and pay back to the treasurer the amount 
of the loan desired. 


9. Interest will be charged at the rate of 1 pies (half a pice) per 
rupee of loan, per month. 


Statistician’s Report for the North 
India Conference for 1926 


Once more we present the results of hours, days and weeks of figuring, that 
is, STATISTICS. These statistics may mean much or they may mean nothing 
according to the number of errors there may be in them. We can say that there was 
not a District in the Conference which did not reveal some errors in re-checking the 
figures of the columns. Errors which could be corrected by us, were corrected; but 
to correct some whole new forms would have to be filled in and prepared anew. In 
some cases where the same question appeared in different columns the same figures 
were not entered. In some cases the errors were’so marked that the results as 
handed to the Statistician were entirely unreliable. But as far as possible we made 
corrections. All we can do more is to admonish our Preachers-in-Charge and District 
Superintendents to be more careful and re-check their figures when once compiled. 

With the Almora work being taken over by our Mission, some figures show 
marked increases over last year. Especially is this true in regard to school and 
medical work. The number of Hospital In-patients were 2000 as against 500 last 
year, the number of visits to the Dispensaries was 60,000 as against 50,000 and the 
number of visit to patients homes was increased by nearly 700. 

Three Districts show an increase in the number of gospels sold, but the other 
seven districts pulled the totals downto a 25 % decrease over last year. The number 
sold being 22,000. One District which last year reported 6,000 this year reported but 
3,000. Another District reported 1,400 less and four Districts each reported over 700 
less. The number of tracts distributed was about the same as last year 285,000. 

. The number of baptisms for the year was 4785 a decrease of 313. This brings 
the Christian community of the North India Conference to 84,000. Of this number 
22,000 are full members. There are 767 Sunday Schools with an enrollment of 23,000, 
and 75 Epworth Leagues with an enrollment of 2500. These figures are practically 
the same as last year, 

Pastoral Support is a little over Rs. 30,000 about the same as last year. The 
total Benevolences is 5100 rupees ,—2000 rupees less than last year. And the total 
for Ministerial, Benevolent, and all other collections is Rs. 47,150 or a decrease of 
Rs. 6657. In making a check on a few Districts it reveals the fact that ifthe mis- 
sionaries’ help and the tithe of the workers were eliminated there would be a 
very, very small amount for our pensioners and other benevolences. Three Districts, 
Hardoi Pilibhit, and Sitapur raised their Conference and Mission Claimants apportion- 
ment in full. The Baby Fold also suffered a loss of 200 rupees. As misssonaries decrease 
and workers are dismissed the amount for benevolences decreases. More money for 
benevolences should be coming from our laity. 

The figures in the educational Statistical forms are some-what hazy and we 
hesitate to give much of a report concerning them. But we take the following from 
the totals. Total number of boys in school 4638. Total number of girls 2551. Grand 
total 7189. Of this number 3139 are Christians. The total increase of students is 
1305 and of this number 200 are Christians. But the net increase in the number of 
Christian students is but 74, which means that 129 Christian boys who were in school 
last year are not in school this year. 

We only base this report on figures as sent to us and corrected as far as 
possible. We are not responsible for the accuracy of all figures sent to us by the 
District Superintendents. We release the office of Statistician with great joy after 
having hadit for four years.

During the year Collections for Conference Claimants amounted to Rs. 1,098, a 
contribution from the Roard of Pensions and relief, 740 Rush Street, Chicago, Ill 
amounted to $300 or Rs. 822 and interest Rs. 1808 or a total of Rs. 3726. The usual 
amount from the Methodist Book concern, U.S. A not having been received at con- 
ference time, was estimated at Rs. 1464 making a total of Rs. 5192 to pay pensions 
which amounted to Rs. 7,668. Three persons have been dropped from the list of 
pensions, the total for their pension being Rs. 300. On the other hand three persons 
have been added, the total for these pensions being Rs. 456 or an increase of Rs. 156 
Thus the new pensions for 1927 will be Rs. 639 per month or Rs. 7,668 annually.

District Superintendents’ Reports. 
BARBILLY DISTRICT, 1927. | 


J. N. Wast, District Superintendent. 


Being relieved of Hardoi District attached to the Bareilly District last year 
and having Pilibhit District absorbed into the Bareilly District, this year has made 
the difference in responsibility and labour seem imperceptible. The District now 
embraces the three civil Districts, Bareilly,Shahjahanpur and Pilibhit. There are 
seventeen circuits and 17,447 Christians. 


Itinerating. 


In these three Civil Districts and in all of these circuits we have itinerated 
in the past year. The months from December to April were utilized and we 
were able to reach with gospel message and teaching thousands of our humble 
Christians living in remote villages. We note an improvement spiritually and socially 
in these people year by year. We nearly always with purpose held our village meet- 
ing at or near the humble home of the Christians but this did not hinder us 
from having in our audiences many people of the higher castes who came and 
with the rest heard the word. 


Meetings for Non-Christians. 


In our itinerating this year we have taken time for special tent meetings 
for the educated Hindu and Mohammedan people. Special lectures accompanied 
by gospel music and spiritual pictures formed a programme that held these 
people by the hour. The people purchase the gospels with avidity. It was not 
unusual to have 200 such people in a single meeting. The influence was specially, 
strong after we had paid personal visits to the homes of the people. 


The Chaudris. 


A good work is going on among the chaudris, or chief men, of our community 
More and more they are attending our quarterly conferences our conventions and 
our District Conferences. I can remember the time on this District when the 
half dozen chaudris who would come to District Conference would want to be 
fed free. This year there were seventy chaudris in attendance all coming at 
their own expense and giving a goodly collection to the Baby Fold. Some of them 
came seventy miles. We are following the plan to choose out from time to time 
from the chaudris on a circuit one or two of the stronger ones and give to them a 
printed license. This is done at a special censecration servicein their behalf. 


Our Quarterlies, 


These are not merely official minute-taking and report-hearing meetings. 
We have that but more. We try to impress upon our Soon that ihe qusite 
meeting is to be a great spiritual feast, not for workers only, nor for chaudris 
only but for all. We are glad to note an increased attendance at our quarterlies 
We encourage singing with instruments, we have prayer, testimony, preaching 
and the Lords Supper, and Reception of members ending with a consecration 
service for them. In addition to the above we had in all our last quarterlies a 
competitive Epworth League Programme. The Banners went to Bareilly and 
Pilibhit circuits. More aud more our quarterly meetings ought to be social 
and religious melas to which our people would look forward and attend. 


Our City Churches. 


In Bareilly and Shahjahanpur we have large church buildin r 
audiences. But it must be admitted that the a part of these ae lene ae 
from the schools with their staffand pupils and other institutions. These together 
with other mission employees constitute largely the audience. While there isa 
considerable number of other Christians this number is small compared with the 
Methodist communities in these cities. There are literally scores if not hundreds 
of our Methodst Christians that are not regular attendants at church. This is a

The Panahpur Church 


Several years ago our large church at the Christian village of Panhapu 
destroyed by the heavy monsoon rains and a pucca Guasonsty) well that had Beati 
started caved in. The people who are poor were rendered more so by a succession 
of poor crops so were unable to rebuild either. This year in prayer it was laid on 
our hearts to endeavour to build a church. There was not a rupee of Mission money 
available so an appeal was made for voluntary subscriptions. The response has 
been quite generous. On Waster Day the corner stone was laid. On it wag very 
appropriately the inscription ‘‘Built by prayer.’’ A marble slab inside will contain 
the names of pastors and missionaries who have labouredin and for Panahpur 
Then a special slab will be erected to the memory of Rev. and Mrs. H. J. Adams. 
Pastor in Panahpur for 25 years and the church will be named ‘“‘The Adams 
Memorial Church.’’ The children and grandchildren of this sainted couple have 
donated liberally. More than two-thirds of the Rs. 6,200 needed has been raised 
and it is expected that the building will be dedicated free of debt, about Christ- 
mas time by Bishop Robinson. 


District Conference. 


The District Conference held in November in Shahjahanpur was _pro- 
nounced by all one of the best we have known. The addresses were of ahigh 
order. The opening addresses were by Bishop Robinson, then followed Revds. 
Sheets Titus, Pickett, Devadasan, Subhan, N. K. Mukerjee and Mrs. Chitambar 
The woman’s meeting on Thursday was inspiring. At the Temperance address by 
Dr. ata over seven hundred people, among them many non-Christians, were 
present.

Rey. H. A. HANSON WRITES:— 

The year under report covers the closing of one school year and the open- 
ing of another. The Abbie Rich High School showed very good results in the 
Tenth Class examinations, specially when it is considered that this was the first 
year with two sections in the Tenth Class. Thisnew year has begun with the 
largest enrollment in our history, 7. ec. 583. Very many applicants were turned 
away. The Staff, with the Rev. Mr. Chopra as Headmaster, is rendering high 
grade service. An increased grant has been promised by Government for next 


ear. 
‘ in the Lodhipur Community School we can report the following main 
items of interest:—The opening of a Sixth Class, the employment of a House- 
father and a trained agricultural expert, the enrollment of nine promising young 
men inthe Village Teachers’ Training Class, the completion of the Teacher’s 
house made possible by Dr. E. 8S. Jones’s gift ci Rs. 3,000, the redesignation for 
Lodhipur with sanction of donors and all concerned of the gifts first made for 
the Clutterbuckganj Primary School project, together with a number of minor 
improvements in equipment. Aside from a siege of measles involving 17 cases, 
three of which were very severe, the health of the boys has been excellent. The 
measles cases were taken care of on the verandah and in the dining room of Miss 
Ashbrook’s house. She very kindly endured this inconvenience because we have 
no hospital to care for the cases. The work of the village schools in Panahpur, 
Jalalabad, Tilhar and Bareilly, though beset by many difficulties and discourage- 


ments, is progressing. 
Bidwell Memorial Girls’ School, Shahjahanpur. 


Miss MEANS WRITES AS FOLLOWS:— 


The year 1927 has not been marked by any events of special interest in 
the history of this school but the regular routine has been followed in class and 
hostel work. The completion of the new buildings of the small girls’ hostel 
made it possibile for them to occupy them in July and thus live quite separately 
from the big giris, with their own matron and their own separate food arrange- 
ments. Just now the second half of the double storied dormitory in the big 
girls’ compound has been completed and this gives room enough so that it will 
be possible next July to open a VI1 Class for which we have not had room be- 
fore. This completes the new hostel and gives fine living accommodations to all 
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the girls. An epidemic of measles made us appreciate the value of new hospital 
and having a place where girls could be properly isolated and cared for We are 
most grateful to all the people who have made these new buildings possible. 

A company of Girl Guides has beon organized in the school] in which they 
are greatly interested and which is belping to build their characters. The 
Guides make things of various sorts, have sales and in this way earn money 
themselves for costumes, badges etc. 

All the girls in the school have now learned to spin and weaving has been 
introduced. 

A good spirit prevails throughout the school and we are thankful for the 
health and happiness that we have. 


Clara Swain Hospital. 
Miss STaLLARD WRITES:— 


It is written, ‘‘He abideth faithful,’’ and we have proved it true this 
year. 

Through the kindness of Dr. Riste and Dr. Vrooman, the hospital has had 
the services of an American doctor for nine months of this year. Over 20,000 dis- 
pensary patients have been seen, and about 3,000 in-patients have been taken 
care of; 24 major operations have been performed, and many minor ones. 

Dr. Angelina Lal came to us on October Ist, as assistant surgeon, and she 
is rendering loving and efficient service. Miss Lorenz entered upon her work in 
the hospital on her return from language school the last of September. So, at 
present, we are well-staffed. 

We enter the new year, looking to our Leader for guidance and wisdom, 
both in things temporal and things spiritual, and we know he will not fail us 


The Warne Baby Fold. 


The year work in this worthy institution has been very successful. There 
have been 57 babies enteredin the Fold during the year and at present there 
are 43. The current expenses have been entirely met, mainly by gifts in India, 
and the financial year closed without debt. Miss. Bacon has been ill part of the 
year but she with the help of some good missionaries who supplied at various 
times has been able to carry on the work wita great efficiency. The people give 
very willingly tothe Baby Fold. While itis very encouraging that the ecar- 
rent expenses are being met, itis very regrettable that the large debt on the 
property about Rs. 26,000, has not been diminished during the last year A de- 
termined and persistent effort should be made to wipe out this debt, the in- 
terest on which makes such a serious drain on current expenses. 

A very joyful incident of the year’s work was the visit, in Ovbtober 
of Bishop Warne after whom the institution was named. This was the first 
pee that he had seen the Baby Fold and he was greatly delighted with what 

e saw. 


Girls’ School, Bareilly. 
Miss HONNELL WRITKHS:— 


There are 180 girlsin the hostel this year. Forty of them are orphans 
and most of them are among the smaller girls. . : 

About thirty children come to school from their homes, and we are glad 
to have a few boys among them. Also we have a number of Hindu children. There 
are eleven junior teachers, and three senior theachers Wight girls went up for 
the Government middle examination and all passed in second division. Seven of 
the girls are in High School and one is being the teacher and helper with the 
babies at the Baby Fold. The Baby fold has given many of our girls a chance 
toserve. Two girls have been helping there after school for the past three 
weaks. During the vacation a dozen girls were helpers. Some did day duty and 
some worked at night. 

There have been many more requests for girls to become brides, than I 
have beeen.able to grant. Four of our girls, however, were married and started 
homes of ne os : “onde 

The Epworth League has started up again in after a year without it. 
elder gizls attend Epowrth League also have Missionary aad Temperanee eae 
ngs.

BIJNOR DISTRIOT 
P. D, PHILLIPS, District Superintendent. 


As the time approaches for our Annual Conference, i regard it my rivile 
and joy to be able to present this report of the work carried on in the Bijuor 
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District for the glory of our Lord and Master. As IL look back to the time which 
has gone by I am vividly reminded of the wonderful promise of God to his 
servants found in his Holy Word, ‘‘Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me 
all the days of my life and | will dwellin the house of the Lord for ever.”’ (Ps 23:6). 
In the midst of heavy and onerous duties, and grievous oppositions to our work 
and person “by my countrymen and heathen” [ am thankful tosay that his 
goodness and mercy have foliowed me at close quarters. The unbearable trials 
and sorrows have been only the means of bringing untold spiritual blessing to 
our souls. The year under review has been one of remarkable victory all round 
and the various aspects of our work may be summarised as follows:— 


Evangelistic Activities 


[t is gratifying to note that the work of preaching the gospel of salvation 
to the perishing millions has been very earnestly and faithfully fulfilled by 
our brethren. They have accorded me their whole-hearted sympathy and co- 
operation to do something worthwhlie in thisline. The month of Evangelistic 
Campaign was signalised by fruitful work. All through the year untiring efforts 
have been displayed to offer the glad tidings of life eternal by our men and 
- women in the entire district. In the various religious fairs held in our Mission 

field, in tbe markets and _bazars, in the numerous mohallas and among people of 
high and low castes the Gospe) has been proclaimed with great zeal and helpful 
religious tracts and handbills were freeiy distributed among them As you will 
see in the statistical figures large numbersof Bibles, New Testaments and gospel 
portions were sold to people. Hverywhere multitudes of educated and well-to-do 
mmen have been reached and many of them have taken a keen interest in the 
messages delivered to them. Of someit may be said that they are not far from 
the Kingdom of God and buf for strong family ties, fear of losing their life and 
property and having no support from us, scores of them would have embraced 
the Christian faith to day. Lt is significant that our Sunday Services at the Bijnor 
Church have been regularly attended by numbers of educated men from the city 
and educational institutions. Ihave been able by the graceof God to visit all 
the circuits with a view to help and guide my brethern engaged in the work and 
to some extent share their labours. ‘The evangelistic work seems to be increasing 
by leaps and bounds chiefly among the Chaumars. It was my privilege on many 
occasions at the invitation of my brethren to baptise great many of them. Apart 
from them persons of four or five other castes were won for the Lord. Hundreds 
of true enquirers from these communities are waiting to be baptised. At times 
I have had the feeling that when we win them it is our bounden duty to provide 
means whereby they, when facing indescribable oppositions at the hands of 
heathen landlords and Arya Samajists, may have some consolation and encourage- 
ment from us and also have Christian preachers to shepherd them and do the 
follow-up work in theic midst. If we could have schools at least in some of the 
centres for their children we will have prospects of securing many boys and girls 
for our schools. 

Itis tobe regretted that our District Evangelist Miss L.S. Wright has 
not been able to have opportunities of visiting outside piaceson account of not 

having good, health. Weare sorry to note that she will soon be leaving us for 
America at the advice of her doctors. We pray that God may grant tohera 
measure of health and strength in her homeland. The need for another District 
Evangelist is very great indeed and we earnestly hope that we wilibe able to 
et one from this Conference. We can ill afford to have no attention paid to this 
work by a District Evangelist any longer. 

Mrs. Phillips by reason of being tied to the School work which requires 
her daily presence and attention, has not been able to do any itinerant work in 
the district but she feels comforted by the thought that by means of her earnest 
supplications before tne Throne of Grace and frequent letters to her Bible 
Readers she was able to arouse fresh interest and zeal for work among them. 
‘Then too she was able for ten days to bein close touch with all of them during 
the District Conference and to offer them practical hints and useful advice in 


regard to their work. 
Educational Work 


Our Principal, Miss L.S. Wright, has been able to supervise the work of 
the Lois Lee Parker Girls School with great ability considering the fact that she 
was not quite up to the mark physically. She says in regard to her work briefly, 
“Twenty-five girls are studying in other schools. Twelve girls passed in the 
Fourth Class. Eleven of these joined the Middle School at Moradabad making 
a total of twenty girls there. Two arein Meerut and two in Aligarh. Our girl 
at Lal Bagh School, Lucknow stands first in a class of tweny-two girls. Our girls 
have been examined by Miss Fernstrom and our own Surgeon in Bijnor It was 
a great relief to learn from them that our girls are in fine condition physically. 
Thirty of our girls passed in the All India Sunday Schoo] Examination. The 
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Inspectress of schools was specially interested in the sewing of the girls represent- 


ed by the clothes which they wore. Next year we are given permission to open 
a Fifth Class in our School and we hope it will lead to better work for us here. 
At present there are sixty-two girls enrolled of whom two are day pupils.”’ 

Miss M. O. Haberman who came to us last February is indeed a very capable 
lady. She has shown great interest in the work of the School and by her Christian 
love and sympathy has been able to win the hearts of us ail. There lies a future of 
of great usefulness before her in this land and we earnestly hope ‘o get her back 
for another year for our work. Mrs. E. Thomson who has been ably assisting in 
the work of the School has been able to bring the Hostel work in good form. 
She is greatly liked by almost everyone in Bijnor for her motherly guidance and 
love. Without her help it would have been very difficult no doubt to carry on 
the school work so successfully. 

Mrs. Phillips has had another very successful year in the work of the Vail 
Boys Hostel. She tells about her work in the following manner:- ‘‘According 
to the plans of our last Annual Conference J again had the management of the 
Vail Boys Hostel in my hands this year. I have had to devote a great deal of my 
time and energy in order to keep tne hostel work to the marx. We have had 
two visits to our Hostel early this year and on the 6th September last from our 
beloved Bishop J. W. Robinson, D. D., and our wise and energetic Educationa) 
Secretary the Rev. T.C. Badley, M.A. They were very much satisfied with the 
work of the hostel and the splendid yearly results. We had from them very 
practical hints and suggestions in regard to our work. Thank God we have had 
very encouraging results in our annual examinations. Our only boy at the Luck- 
now Christian College passed all right in his F,A. Examination and is now 
studying in his Third Year B. A. Class at the Lucknow University. Out of our 
fourteen boys at our Parker High School, Moradabad ten passed in classes from 
VIII to III. Out of our thirteen boys at the Bijnor Hostel twelve passed in the 
Tehsili School examinations Of them two have gone to Moradabad at the Parker 
High School, and three are studying at the Government High School, Bijnor. 

‘‘Two of our students are learning profitable trade at our Boys’ Industrial 
School at Aligarh. Two are at the Theological Seminary, Bareilly and one is 
at the Lodhipur Training School. We now have in all 39 students at the various 
institutions. Thehealth of our boys and their moral character is very Satis- 
factory and it is earnestly hoped that many of them will turn out to be fine 
Christian men in time tocome. Allof them are imparted practical Bible in- 
struction.” 

Our Village Schools have done good work considering the drawbacks common 
to such schools. They are partly supported by the W.F. M.S Wehave had as 
many as 9 schools during the year but owing to the deaths of two women teach- 
ers and removal of two to other work they are now reduced to 6. Three of these 
are in the hands of Miss Wright and the rest under the Parent Board work. Of 
the teachers one is Lodipur trained. The number of students in these schools 
is 179 and they are imparted useful religious and secular instruction. 


Miscellaneous. 


1. Financial problems. Since the days of the Cut we have 
gling along with our difficulties in the way of finances. Early this eae sehen 
special support for five preachers came to an end it was found inevitable to dismiss 
them from work. I wrote to our beloved Bishop J. W. Robinson, D.D. and the 
Home Board about my difficulties and the former advised me to keep them in 
the work for some time purely on faith and pray to the Master of the Harvest 
for help. We were not very long in our prayers when our Bishop informed me 
that the same old friend who supported these five men last year has promised 
to continue his support for them for another year. The name of this friend is 
Mr. W. A. Revis of Lahore and Mussoorie. He very kindly donated the sum of 
Rs. 1,364 8 0 for the support of our work. In addition to this we were glad 
to receive Rs. 2,070 0 4to restore Cut through Special Gifts from America 
From the latter money the sum of Rs. 600 0 0 was apportioned by the sanc- 
tion of our Finance Committee for the work of our Vail Boys’ Hostel which 
never has enough for its work from the Mission. We do not know What we 
would have suffered in respect of our work if we did not have the above special 
help of funds from our friends for our work but God is faithful and he certainly 
never allows the work with which heis pleased to go to loss. My faith has 
been very much encouraged in this way in the promises and providence of 


God. 

2. Daura Work and Pastoral Support. So far as m 
permitted I was able to make repeated tours through tie Sertics erat ola 
encouraging signs in our work. The brethren were always very glad to have 
me with them and help me in the work of supervision, teaching our people and 
baptising. Through them I was able to have access to many ‘respectable non- 
Christians who are well disposed to our work, As regards self-support contribu- 
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tions raised by our workers from their people 1am thankful to say that they 
have been on the whole better than those of last year. However, it must be 
confessed that because of the poverty-stricken condition of majority of our 
Village Ohristians our brethrenare notable to get the full amount of seif- 
support which is deducted from their salaries. They have had to live under 
trying conditions financially. Our Imadi Anjuman with a capital of about seven 
hundred rupees has been doing very good work and has been able tosave many 
a worker from the clutches of the Indian banya. 

3. District Conference. Thank God we have had one of the best District 
Conferences ever held in Bijnor from a spiritual standpoint. Our honoured 
visitors who included our beloved Bishop J. W. Robinson, D.D., Mr. W. A. Revis 
of Lahore and Mussoorie, the Revds. M. Wells Branch, D. Wellington and G. M. 
Massé@y all brought inspiring and uplifting messages to usfrom God. Brother 
Revis was mainly responsible for the revival which began among our people in 
a@ very remarkable way. He led them day and night in the Prayer Tent and 
many were the testimonies from people who found God inside the Prayer Tent. 
We are indeed very glad to speak of the triumph of grace in our people during 
our District Conference. Many entered clearly and fully into a rich spiritual 
experience. Brother Revis may truly be termed amanof God anda man of 
prayer. He certainly displayed great magnetic power to draw men unto God. 
From the beginning to end we were all possessed of the Spiritof God and 
lived in spiritual atmosphere. Our people went back to their work full of 
power. 

4, Encouraging Results and Hopeful Signs. As the year closes we are 
glad to report about someof the encouraging features of our work. We are 
grateful to our Heavenly Father for what he has been able to accomplish through 
his unworthy servants. We have had altogether 2220 baptisms from amon 


‘five different claeses of people. Of these 1255, are from among the Chamars, GOL 


from Mohalla Christians, 336 from the Lalbegis, 27 from Nuts, andl from Hindu 
gardeners. We have 4 Conference members, 4 Local Hlders, 6 Local Deacons, 
8 Local Preachers and 6 Exhorters on our staff. The number of our deaths 
during the year has been 271. The number of our entire Christian community 
is 13,261 as compared with 11,273 of last year, an increase of 1988. Our entire 
collections for all purposes amounts to Rs. 3,535 11 8. Of this amount the sum 
of Rs. 2,342 0 0 represents Pastoral Collections and the remaining Rs. 1,193 11° 8 
Benevolent and other collections, We have sold 48\Bibles, 70 New Testaments, 
2895 Gospel portions and distributed 26,870. Wehave 91 Sunday Schools with an 
enrolment of 3,367 scholars. We have 8 BHpworth League Chapters with a 
membership of 227, and 2 Junior League Chapters having a membership of 68. 
In the last five years we were able to have 6,316 baptisms. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all my friendsin India and America who 
have supported me by their prayers in the work and who have been sending also 
financiai support for our work. I am thankful to my Heavenly Father that he 
granted me health and strength equal to my task and problems. We gave 
indeed a very glorious outlook for future. May all this be just the beginning of 
yet greater achievements to follow in the coming years. 





BUDAON DISTRICT. 


L, A. CoreE, District Superintendent. 


The record of the work for the year adds up with some balance on the 
credit side. No striking events are to be recorded on either side of the ledger. 
The sum total of endless small items of the work of the friends of the Master 
and of his enemies make up the record on either side and the total is not small 
and the balance is on the right side. u 

The achievements of the year—have been far less than we had hoped for 
but nevertheless there has been marked growth. It has however been slow and 
mostly from the inside of the Christian community. A few have been added 
from the ranks of the non-Christians but there has been no break in the ranks 
of other castes, resulting in large accessions of new converts. We arestilla 
community taken as a whole, from one stratum of society and that stratum ig 
now, well nigh Christianized. Unless new doors are opened, the Church will 
have to depend for its growth on the natural increase of the Christian community 


We have good reasons for our belief thatthe time is near when we shall no 


longer be under the stigma of being a community made up largely from one 
class only. 
The total number of baptisms is 877 of which 180 are from among non- 
Christians. Death has removed from our midst 205 persons, thus leaving a net 
ain in number of 672. The total number of Christians in the District is 15,877 
hivibg in 1,141 different villages 
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The contributions from the village people toward Pastoral Support was 
855 rupees, being an increase of about Rs. 00 over last year. This will average 
about four annas per family for the year. There is a decrease in the total 
amount contributed by the whole District for all purposes, but this decrease is 
only apparent, It results from a change in the basis on which the report is made. 
Last year we reported the total amount assessed on the church regardless of 
whether it was all collected or not. Asa matter of fact not more than one 
third of the assessment was realized. This year we are reporting only what the 
people themselves have actually given, plus the worker’s tithe. 

Inadequate Pastoral Supervision—In marked contrast with the steady 
growth of the Christian community, is the constant decrease in the number of 
workers, who can give their whole time to the work of evangelism. Dividing the 
community up among the 38 workers we have an average of almost 420 Christians 
to each pastor, living in 30 villages. This does not take into account the ever 
increasing number of other persons who are interested enquirers, to whom the 
Christian pastor must go. No pastor, no matter how hard working and _ willin 
he may be, can properly shepherd so great a multitude of people scattered far an 
wide as they are. 

The situation is critical and demands the earnest consideration of all in- 
terested in the building upof the Church. It must be remembered that the 

eople are a weak people by reason of the suppression for ages of all independence 
and ambition to rise in the social scale. Then they are densely ignorant and 
saturated with superstition brought over with them as an inheritance from 
heathenism. They are surrounded by idolatrous neighbours who perform their 
rites at the very door of the Christians. Besides this there are not wanting those 
who are doing all they can to discourage and dishearten them. They are 
repeatedly told that the Mission will soon break up and leave them and in proof 
of this triumphantly point to the fact that their pastors who used to visit them 
every week or oftener now come once in three weeks or even at longer intervals. 

How to furnish adequate pastoral care and at the same time maintain an 
active, aggressive campaign among non-Christians is the great problem of evan- 
gelism. The solution is not yet in sight. 

Looking toward ihe Solution of the Problem. One step in the direction of the 
solution is the selection, preparation and utilization of the lay material in the 
village communities. This is plentiful in quantity and good in quality but needs 
to be dug out, put into working shape and set to work Already in the Budaon 
District we have a goodly number of these village leaders who are making a real 
contribution to be pastoral care of their people. 

Another plan to increase the efficiency of the working force on the District 
may be mentioned. Realizing the pitiful inadequacy of the present depleted 
force of workers to meet the ever increasing needs of the pastoral and aggressive 
work, I set out at the beginning of the year to get 10 men on bicycles. As under 
the present financial stress there seemed to be little or no hope ofincreasing the 
number of the workers, the next best thing was to double the efficiency of those 
we have, by furnishing them with cycles. By the kindness of friends, I have 
succeeded in securing eight wheels. Next year L hope to secure as many or even 
more and thus make it possible for them todo twice the amount of work they 
otherwise could do by cutting down the time and labour of walking from village to 
village. 
E enventig influences are at workin many directions. The keenness of op- 
position met with in some places is a proof that there are vital influenecs at work, 
of which the enemies of Christ have a wholesome dread. It is becoming a common 
thing for village night-watchmen when they go to make their weekly report at 
the police station, to be asked to sing a Christian song or to repeat the Lord’s 
prayer or the Commandments or some other fundamental Christian teaching. I 
was informed recently that in some villages the Brahmans refrain from all un- 
necessary labour on Sundays. In another place it was commonly said that a much 
needed rain had come as the result of the prayers of a Brahman Pundit and of a> 
retired Preacher. 

In February, incompany witha band of preachers, I spent ten days among the 
villages visiting from four to eight daily and holding services at night where we 
wereincamp. We preached wherever we could get hearers, whether among the 
Christians or in the market places orin the streets. In all my years in India, L 
have not seen such abtentive listening and had so few interruptions. One night 
when we had special music the crowd stood, with few going and new hearers 
coming, for nearly two hours in a very orderly manner. There is, undoubtedly, an 
increasing hunger for a Gospel which has in it ‘‘the power of God unto salvation. 7 
Chamars, Thakurs and others, are facing Christward. There are multitudes of 
whow it can be truthfully said, they are ‘‘not far from the Kingdom.’’ The time 
is ripe for the advent of a man of the type of Wesley or Moody from the ranks of 
the Indian ministry, who going forth with soul all aglow with evangelistic 
fervour, shall call upon men every where to repent and turn unto God, Such spirit 
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s sees maar tty 

- “Tiled evangelist could in the hands of God sweep thousands upon thousands into 
the Kingdom. 

Christian Marriages still remain few in comparison. My experience in this 
District covers a period of something over a quarter of a century and during this 
time we seem to have made practically no progress in persuading our village 
people to give up the old and accept the Christian rite. There are several 
reasons for this. There is the conservative spirit that dislikes any change; then 
the Christian marriage as now performed is foreign and lacking in colour and 
spirit and does not satisfy the requirements of the occasion. But by far the 
greatest hinderance to Christian marriages is the custom of child marriage. In 
the villages there are few safeguards to girls. They live an open life and until the 
moral tone of the community is raised these make it unsafe for a girl of from ten 
to fourteen years to remain in her home environment. Until these conditions are 
changed the custom will probably continue. 

Unfortunately we are not yet of one mind as to what form the marriage 
ceremony should take; how much of the old may be retained; how much rejected 
and what parts of it can be emptied of its idolatrous content and filled with a 
Christian meaning. A marriage ceremony, Indian in character, suited to taste and 
customs of the country, embodying all that can be saved from the old, is greatly 
needed and this need can be met only by the Indian ministry. 

Wells. The flood three years ago destroyed hundreds of wells among our 
Christians villages all along the Ganges and Ram Ganga Rivers. Early in the 
year the Collector of the District put into my hands Rs. 2000 for the purpose of 
restoring as many of these as could be made onthe sum. We selected the 
neediest piaces, having consideration also for what the people themselves were 
willing to contribute and thus were able to make some 30 wells but literally 
hundreds more remain yet in ruins as the flood left them. 

- Educational Work.—The Boys’ Middle School in the City under the capable 
management of EH. T. Frey assisted by an able staff of whom two are Christians 
has done excellent work. The enrollment is higher than it has been for some 
years. ‘This school is entirely self supporting. The enrollment of Christian boys 
in the Hostel is 103 being much lower than usual owing to lack of funds. We 
have plenty of room for 150 boys and we have the boys who would gladly come to 
the school but lack of funds makes it impossible to take them. 

The Girls’ Middle School under the wise management of Miss Blackstock 
assisted by a well trained, willing staff of teachers has had another very success- 
ful year. The enrollment is126. Manager and staff all co-operate in the great 
work of education and character building. Miss Blackstock who now leaves for 
a well-earned furlough, has left a record of which the District is proud. 

The Training School for Village workers has done good work under the 
direction of the Head Master Piyare Lal and staff. The number has been limited 
by the Board of Trustees to 30 students. Part of these have come from the 
Northwest India Conference. But they are starting their own school at Ghazia- 
bad, so in the future we shall draw students from the North India and Lucknow 
Conferences only. 

Miss Emery's work continues to yield abundant fruit. It is meat and drink 
to her to be among the village Christian communities. She is more in touch 
with the whole District than any one else and she refuses to be troubled with 
apy pessimistic forebodings as to the future of the Church among the low caste 


village communities. 


CHANDAUSI DISTRICT.

It is a sad privilege to have to give this report today. First because it is 
a reminder of the friend who is gone, whose keen mind, fertile imagination and 
silver tongue are stilled in the long sleep that precedes eternal awakening. It is 
asad privilege also because this report cannot do full justice to the work of its 
late superintendent, Hersrend David M. Butler, since many of the details of the 
own only to him. 
ae rene Racust ae Mr. Butler’s request 1 went to Chandausi to go over the 
details of the cost of the new church built through the munificence of Dr. E. 
Stanley Jones. Two weeks later at his earnest invitation I spent two days with 
him out in the villages among some of the promising new converts. In this way 
I was able to form a good opinion of his aims and intentions. He frequently 
came to Moradabad on business open came to discuss with me planus for 
= ion in the work of the two districts. 
a SE aiid community numbers 14,868 scattered in almost 1,000 villages. 
During tine year there were 558 baptisms, as foilows from various castes, Brahmans 
2, Gwal Nuts 32, Chamars 23, Ahars 22, Chhipi 1, Dnobi1, Kinagi 8, and the remain- 
shildren of Christians. 
gti Nee eceut difficulty is that quite a little of the work is in the confines of 
the State of Rampur where the laws of British India do not protect, as it isa 
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Native Sate. Yet, strangely enough, the sweeper Christians of this section > 
among the best and most zealous of the whole Conference. A further difficulty is 
that the Chandausi district is made up of fragments of three civil districts as 
well as Rampur State. A corner of Moradabad, aslice of Budaon, a fragment of 
Bareilly, these are the civil districts represented. In looking after the interests 
of his new converts the superintendent must go to each of these places as well as 
the Nawab’s tribunal. On the west the Ganges river flows, and two adjoining 
circuits are malarial and unhealthy. The Ramganga with other smaller tribu- 
taries flows through the centre of the district making the work of supervision 
difficult in any season and almost impossible in the rainy period. 

The main features of Mr. Butler’s work and the underlying principles he 
followed were two. First he was determined to break the confines of the work 
and expand it into other castes. During the past few years there has been some 
emphasis on the work among the Chamars. On the whole, however, practically 
all of the work in the Chandausi District used to be among the sweepers, and the 
general feeling seemed to prevail that the conversion of a non-sweeper, with the 
possible exception of a Chamar, was little short of a miracle. Mr. Butler devoted 
all of his intense zeal and enthusiasm to building up a will to conquer the other 
castes. He instructed his band of workers to adopt a different plan for their 
work. First of all in entering a village they were to seek the privileze of sing- 
ing and preaching Christ before the general village group. Having delivered their 
message and invitation to all they might go and visit the lower class Christians 
in the village. Inorder to spur the village Christians toasense of their re- 
sponsibility he even told his workers to cease going among them if they were not 
responsive, and to devote their attention to other classes whom he was convinced 
were ready to hear. Mr. Butler believed with Paul that every race (he would 
have said caste) has witnesses who are ready to accept Christ. By limiting our 
work to the sweeper group we are keeping these others away from Christ. He 
wanted to bury the slogan so often used by village people against those from 
higher castes who seek to accept Christ, “He has bacome a Bhangi.’’ Bhangi is 
as contemptible a term for the sweepers and has as much of the sneer as Nigger 
for the Coloured people. How far Mr. Butler succeeded has been shown by this 
and preceding reports in which an entering wedge has been made in other groups. 
His policy was bearing fruit even though he was severely criticised for it. 

The second of Mr. Butler’s underlying principles was his firm belief that 
the kingdom of Christ would not come in [ndia till Christians bscome a real 
brotherhood. Only the organization of aclear and definite brotherhood seemed 
to him the way to break down the barriers of caste feeling which often continue 
to give trouble even after people have become Christians. Too frequently con- 
verts from different castes find it hard to really intermingle with those of other 
castes. Formal conventions are as far as the real mingling goes. Even among 
Christian workers intermarriage among the different groups is unusual if not 
rare. Mr. Butler’s dream of a brotherhood in which old caste feelings wouid be 
forgotten and done away with must draw a sympathetic response from the rest 
of us. His one reply to the question of how to deal with the problems of Church 
discipline, of idolatrous practice among Christians, of a more effective programme 
of evangelistic effort, of a self-supporting, self-directing and self-propagatin 
Church was contained in the one phrase, A Christian Brotherhood. This woul 
give the feeling of unity, of power, of direction and aim. The new brotherhood 
would form the home of the new convert. Loyalty to the new brotherhood, whose 
founder and redeemer is Christ, would form the connecting link that would hold 
all together, and build up the body of Christ in India in a way that Indians 
would appreciate and accept. Many scoffed. Many opposad. Many questioned. 
He went on with this in view as his aim and his fundamental principie of work. 
When the Christian brotherhood eventually emerges and becomes a reality it will 
be the most lasting and fitting tribute to the dream and efforts of the Reverend 
David M. Butler.

among thefour smaller districts of the North India abn eas with @ total at 
1452 of whom about half are made up of probationers and baptized children. 
There were 19 deaths during the year and a total of 40 baptisms; the smallest 
number for many years. Only 13 out of the 40 were adults and thus converts 
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from Hinduism the remainder being mostly children of Christian parents. Since 
1924 the growth of the Christian church has been very slight, due mainly to the 
fact that the reduced income compelled the reduction of workers by 50% while a 
similar reduction had to be made in the number of boys which could be admitted 
to our Central Primary school, High school, and Hostel. Stories were circulated to 
the effect that the mission was bankrupt and that it would be very unwise to 
join a cause so evidently weak and hopeless. It will take years of hard work to 
regain the lost confidence of a multitude of people within easy access of Christian 
teaching and influence. 

This small group of Christians, scattered in 83 villages from one end of the 
District to the other hardly know of each others existence in some cases and to 
secure anything like a community interest or group solidarity is exceedingiy dif- 
ficult. Our furthest point is 80 miles distant from Pauri and to reach it 
means a journey of sixteen days both ways and considerable expense. Yet 
from distant Ramni have come some splendid leaders and more are in the 
making ; 

The spiritua! and economic condition of our people is continually improving 
though there is plenty of room for further advance. There have been no violent 
disagreements or gross sins among the members. Peace and good-will coupled 
with mutual helpfulness have been encouraging signs, and the willingness to as- 
sume a larger share in the cost of the education of the children is most hearten- 


ing. 

The death of our leading Christian contractor, Lalu Mark, on March 12th 
was felt by all asa great loss. Not only was he conscientious and dependable in 
all work given him but he had also the rare faculty of sensing opportunities for 
service. He was ever ready to lend a hand ina helpful and brotherly way. Most 
of the new buildings at Pauri since 1918 have been erected by him. 

Activities: The Sunday schools maintained number 38 with an enrolment of 
945. Some of these schools are very small affairs but good work has been done in 
most of them. 

There are but two Epworth Leagues with a membership of 140 and one 
Junior League with a membership of 40. Outside of Pauri and Gadoli it has been 
found very difficult to maintain such organizations butin spite of this we hope 
to have Leagues in at least three other centers 

Itinerating and consequent evangelistic effort has been severely curtailed 
owing to lack of funds as our leading preachers cannot travel without some bed- 
ding and provisions. This also accounts very largely for the small number of 
baptisms and the ridicuiously small local collections. With no money for liter- 
ature and not much of the free kind available this work too has been restricted 
yet 263 Gospel portions have been sold and about 17,000 tracts distributed. 

When the Conference convenes the Superintendent will have travelied 1,478 
miles on foot and on horseback since the lst of January. This itinerating nas, 
taken 96 days away from home. Aside from the time spent on the road he has 
held the Quarterly Conferences in every circuit, visited in the homes of the people 
preached and lectured wherever an opportunity could be found. No less than 19 
lectures, illustrated by Stereopticon slides, tolarge and appreciative audiences. 
These meetings also afforded opportunity for Gospel singing and for brief Gospel 
messages. Recently a journey of 140 miles was made in seven days including one 
day of halt. A helicopter or flying machine that will rise perpendicularly and 
descend in like manner is the only solution to our itinerating problem. In case 
any one should think that working in the hills is easy we shall be glad to exchange 
places for a yeur or two. 

Our Schools: We have a total of twelve schools for boys and one for girls. 
Of these all but one are aided by the Provincial Government and the District 
Board. The lotal enrolment is 704 out of whom 197 are Christians. 126 of the 
students are girls and nearly all are Christians. The total number of teachers is 
47 out of whom 31 are Christian and 14 in all have been trained for their work. 
Two Primary schools had to be discontinued during the year for lack of local 
support and one new Primary school has been established. The two leading in- 
situttions of course are the Messmore High School for boys with an enrolment of 
388 and the Mary Ensign Gill Girls’ school, the only Middle school for giris in the 
District with 100 in attendance, 92 of whom are Hostel residents, 1 the School 
Leaving Certificate examinations the High school passed 12 out of 24 candidates 
and the girls’ school four outof seven candidates for the Middle examination. 
We are not satisfied with these results but we are striving for improvement. In 
neither of our hostels has there been any serious illness or epidemic during the 
year and no losses from death. The general health of the boys and girls has veen 
good and every attention is given to sanitation and health. 

In connection with our school work mention should be made of the very fine 
and unselfish service rendered by Mr. and Mrs. G. A. Chowfin who moved from 
their home in Gadoli in April in order to take charge of the work formerly done 
by Bev. ‘snd Mre. J. W. Nave, now on furlough. Mrs. Chowfin has given much 
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of her time to the care of the 75 Christian boys in the Hostel and to the Primary 

school while Mr. Chowfin, in addition to his duties as Head Mester, has also kept 

the Hostel accounts, attended to repairs, assisted the housefather in maintaining 

the welfare and discipline of the boys, and in all other respects trying to fill the 
place of a missionary. 

The grant for the High School was substantially increased from the first of 
April sothatitis now about one half of the total school budget. An arrears 
grant of Rs. 3,000 for 1926 was also pald to the school and has enabled us to keep 
out of debt thus far. Two further grants aggregating over Rs. 3,000 have been 
sanctioned for ceilings and the rebuilding of a retaining wall back of the school 
and will be paid during the current financial year. We are also hoping to secure 
a substantinal grantfor some additional furniture which is urgently needed. 

The influence for good on the part of our schools, particularly the Messmore 
High School, is beyond all calculation. We meet our old students everywhere and 
there is something about them that is lacking in others. We hear frequent words 
of praise from officials and others and the homes of the Garhwalis ire always open 
” the Principal when he travels because of the splendid work the school has 

one. 

One of the events of the year has been the construction of a new Hostel, 
kitchen, dining room, and Teachers’ quarters in connection with the Girls’ 
School at Gadoli This building, which fills along-felt want and which cost about 
Rs. 21,000 was formally opened on October 20th by our Deputy Commissioner, 
Capt. Ibbotson. Miss L. W. Beach has endeared herself to the girls and to our 
Christians of Garhwal in a way very few have been able to do within the short 
space of one year. She has also shown that she is resourceful and equal toem- 
ergencies while ever ready to cooperate in any forward-looking plan. 

Our District Evangelist, Mrs. M. W. Gill, has been unceasing in her work of 
visiting in both Christian and non-Christian homes; often making long tours out 
in remote parts of the District; frequently travelling over almost impassable 
roads; and regardless of most of her physical comforts. She has so identified her- 
self with the people of Garhwal and their interests over a long period of years 
that it would be difficult to think of any movement of importance in which she 
did not have a part. In visiting the sick and afflicted, in helping and encourag- 
ing the needy, andin the ministry of prayer and consolation she never seems to 
tire. 

Material Interests. An attempt has been made to re-value our Mission prop- 
erty in the District and while the total figures do not greatly differ from those 
of last year they are far more accurate in detail. The property of the Board of 
Foreign Missions is valued at Rs. 422,575, and that of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society is valued at Rs. 146,500, making a total of Rs. 569,075, and this is 
a very conservative valuation. A small bit of land 41’ x 48’ near the Pauri bazar 
was sold for Rs. 525, at public auction and the proceeds were used to put new 
floors in our mission house at Srinagar and in making other greatly needed re- 
pairs. The work was well done under the careful supervision of Rev. G. B. Thom- 
son, the Preacher in charge. 

No new property has been secured during the year but copies of orders and a 
map have been secured in respect to our property at Ramni where one villager 
was fined Rs. 35, by the Patwari for having stolen some slates from the house 
used for winter quarters by the worker and his family stationed there. A piece 
of our land at Rudrapryag which had been occupied last year by a non-Christian 
without permission has been released and a boundary wall has been built to pre- 
vent further temptation. A boundary wall was also constructed around a plot 
of land at Chopra secured in 1923 in order to establish our right to retain it until 
such time as we can build on it. A suit had to be filed against a Mohammedan 
shop-keeper at Lohba who last year took forcible possession of a small plot be- 
longing to the mission. It is hoped that we shall win the suit and thus prove 
our right to hold what has belonged to us for the past 33 years. A building site 
for missionary winter quarters has also been leased at Kotdwara not far from the 
railway station and it is hoped to build on this in the near future. 

The suit filed by Pandit Mathura Prasad against the mission for the re- 
covery of some Rs. 22,000, which he claims as still due him onthe construction 
of the new High School building on certain items to which he has no right under 
the contract was decided in our favour by the local court, but he has appealed to 
the High Court and it is expected that the case will be heard in the near future. 
This unsought litigation is a new experience and _ has rested like a blight on the 
mind and spirit of the Superintendent during the year while also consuming 
much time and money. It is hoped that all will end in our favour before’ the 
year closes so that we can start the year with aclean sheet. inall ofthese an- 
noying experiences we have been sustained by the conviction that our cause was 
and is entirely just. Vigik. Heliieulin 

Our working forcee—This consists of four missionaries, five Annual Con- 
ference members, one ordained local preacher, sixteen local preachers, four ex- 
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__-uorters, eight teachers, and twenty-three village leaders. These Jatter are un- 


paid laymen who hold a certificate from the Quarterly and District Conference 
showing that they are considered the responsible leaders in their respective com- 
munities and that they are expected to assist the paid workers in looking after 
the welfare of the church by giving particular attention to family worship, a 
high standard of Christian living and conduct, and in helping to increase the 
benevolent collections. Someof these laymen have rendered valuable service in 
direct personal evangelism and have prepared the ground for baptisms. The 
paid workers including teachers and all ranks number eighty-eight. We should 
have double this number as a minimum. to hold with some claim to respect this 
immense territory of over 5,000 square miles for which we as a church are entire- 
ly responsible. 

District Conference —This was held the first week in October and proved to 
be a season of inspiration to all. Fifty young people were received into full mem- 
bership in the church and three children were baptized. One day was given up 
to a Christian Mela or ‘‘Fair’’ when a well prepared programme and a concert 
were given. The Girl Guides.and Boy Scouts gave exhibitions of their work; 
there was an exhibit of school work and hand work, mostly by the women and 
girls; the Institute covered le-sons for the village teacher, hobbies, citizenship, 
Bible study, and story telling. Very few were absent from any of its sessions. 
‘The Prayer Room was frequently used; the singing was such as is seldom heard 
and was inspiring; recreation was not neglected; and everybody was happy. No 
outside leader could be secured to assist us but each one did his assigned task in 
a splendid way and God was present all the while showing the way step by step. 
Among the many resolutions passed was one urging the need of an Upper Middle 
school for girls. This was referred to the Field Reference Committee of the 
Woman’s Conference and to the Board of Education for careful consideration and 
suitable action 

_Benevolences—Two of our Circuits support their pastors, namely Chopra 
and Gadoli while Kotdwara pays about one sixth of its pastor’s salary. Rs 1,514, 
were raised for pastoral support out of which Rs 244-11 was contributed by the 
missionaries. The sum of Rs. 131-12 was raised for Conference Claimants and 
Rs. 374-12 for Mission Claimants. The total for ministerial support and all bene- 
volencés was Rs. 2,803-2-6. This is a loss of about 25 per cent. as compared with 
1924 and before the reduction in workers had to be made. While not in any sense 
complaining or discouraged yet we feel that we could do better in spite of our 
obvious poverty and we are working towards this end. 

Medical Work.—Our Chopra dispensary while primarily winistering to our 
Christian Hostel boys and incidentally to our Christiancommunity has dealt witti 
1904 dispensary cases while 40 visits have been made to homes by Mrs. Wilson our 
nurse in charge. One of our Christian boys has just completed afour year’s 
medical] course at Miraj under Dr. Wanless and we have been hoping that he 
would take up the medica! work of our Christian community but it is not certain 
that he will be content to stay as equipment and resources are largely lacking 
and a young man with ambition naturally looks for a field for larger opportunities 
and compensations of a tangible sort. 

Conclusion.— With the presentcommunal unrest in India and the new relig- 
ious enthusiasm and outlook it becomes imperative that our mission agents 
keep well informed on current movements. During the year nineteen men have 
been provided with books and many more with papers and other reading mate- 
rial. Every effort is made to increase literary and intellectual competency and 
fortunately most of our workers need little urging to read and study. A book 
from the Bible is selected at District Conference each year for intensive study 
followed by a competitive examination Itis felt that as a church we need to 
give more attention to intellectual as well as spiritual training so that our people 
may not fall as victims to the many plausible voices that may now be heard in 
every corner of the land.. The need of a genuine revival among our people has 
been keenly felt for years and we are praying that it may come soon. Only a 
genuine religious experience coupled with an intelligent understanding of Christ- 
ian principles can permanently endure the stress of the coming days. We feel 
that the future is bright with hope for Garhwal and if a new day is todawn it 
must come through Him who said, “lam the way, the truth, and the life.”’ 





HARDOI-SLTA PUR DISTRICT. 
Murray T. Titus, District Superintendent. 


The middie of September, within two months of the close of the conference 
year, is not a particularly auspicious time to begin the work ofa district, and 
then write a report for the year. Such, however, is our lot. We arrived from 
America to take over the work of this combined district on the 14th of Septem- 
ber, and found Dr, Hyde more than willing to unjoad what had been a very un- 
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welcome burden in addition to his responsibilities connected with the Englisi 
Church, Naini Tal. Since the going of my predecessor, Wm. Zabilka, at the end of 
March, Dr. Hyde had conscientiously done al] that he could as an abseatee 
superintendent, and we are indebted to him for having discharged his duties so 
faithfully and well. After our furlough in America we come back with anew 
vision, a new hope and a new faith, and are grateful to our Heavenly Father for 
another opportunity to labour in this our chosen field of India. 

The combined area of Hardoi and Sitapur forms the largest single district 
on the plains of the North India Conference, as it consists of about 12,600 square 
miles or one third the size of the state of Ohio! The population—Hindu and 
Muslim, for whose evangelization we are responsible is about 3,120,000. The task 
before us is immense in size and difficulty, nevertheless [ regard the combining 
of these two districts into one asastep of the right direction. It makes for 
consolidation, and strengthening of work, where consolidation and strengthening 
isimmediately desirable. Sitapur alone hardly formed adequate material fora 
district, with only thirteen preachers of all grades working in only four circuits; 
but, with Hardoi added, a respectable basis for the organization of a district 
is secured. In this new district we now have eleven circuits, but the 31 workers 
of all grades is far too few a number to begin to cope with the large distances, 
and millions of people that are a constant challenge to us. Furthermore, during 
the year there has been a decrease of about 18 paid workers, men and women, as 
compared with last year. In the matter of workers, I suppose some would say 
that we are getting down to ‘‘rock bottom,’’ but if the present tendency keeps 
up one may look in vain for any kind of a bottom. 

Oudh is so different from Rohilkhand that to one who has spent most of 
his missionary life in the western part of the province the contrast is very 
marked. There is not the same opening among the people. There is more adher- 
ence to ancient custom, and économically one is continually given the impression 
that the people of Oudh are suffering from the oppression of landlords, and 
scarcely dare call their lives their own—much less the land from which they draw 
their sustenance. All this tends to affect the general appearance and attitude of 
the people. Though Sitapur and Kheri districts are a part of the territory first 
occupied by our Mission in the sixties, and though some of the best and most 
famous workers have spent their time there, yet the field has been singularly 
unfruitful and even including Hardoi we cannot be said to have gained more 
than atoe-hold. For the total Christian community numbers only 3,668 of whom 
108 were added by baptism during the year. Still this isa good foundation with 
which to work, and on which to build, so we take courage and go forward. During 
the few weeks we have been here we have visited most of the circuit centres and 
he pal the usual fourth quarterterlies, and a profitable district conference at 

ardoi. 

For some years avery determined effort has been made to 
community centre at Thompsonganj, Sitapur. A reading room Shy nai eens 
and monthly papers and magazines in English, Urdu and Hindi has been Kept 
open, while games of various sorts in the evening have been a source of attractin 
a considerable number of the higher classes. This recreational work has Reon 
followed up by religious meetings held once or twice a week. But since the

ple in supporting their pastor. Still another need is for some adequate cons one 
on oe part af i Sea pot .

It isa joy to report that since they took charge in April they have in every way 
justified their appointment, and the confidence placed in them, The school is in 
good condition and there are’83 in attendance with 66 girls residing in the hostel. 
_ Weclose the year with profound gratitude to God for all his mercies, and 
with the prayer that in the year to come we may see the fires of a far-reaching 
spiritual revival kindled in the Church which will spread to the millions of un.

“KUMAON DISTRICT 


E. M. Morrart, District Superintendent 


This report is but a bird’s-eye view of one who has been in the District lesy 
than three months of the period under review. It should have been written bs 
the Rev. L. A. Core D. D, the acting District Superintendent, to whom belongs 
the credit of its supervision. It has been greatly to his credit that, with the 
supervision of the large district of Budaun, and many Conference duties he has, 
for nearly two years, carried the burden of the greatly enlarged Kumaon District, 
now embracing the former districts of Kumaon and Wastern Kumaon, afid the 
Almora work of the London Missionary Society. In last year’s report, the 
history of the Almora Mission work was reviewed. This year, I shall include 
this work as a part of the work of our Mission. And yet the past year has been 
one of transition, and to the statesmanship of Dr. Core is largely due the ease 
with which this work of another mission has been fitted intoa Methodist set- 
ting. The Rev. B.S. Oakley, of the London Mission is still serving with us and 
his presence has also greatly helped in this transition. 

The District, as at present constituted, includes the Civil Districts of 
Almora and Nainital. During the past year it has included the former Mission 
District of Eastern Kumaon, in which territory Dr. Core has been greatly helped 
by Rev. P. L. Lyall, serving as Assistant District Superintendent. 


Evangelistic Work 


The District work has been divided into eleven circuits with circuit centres 
usually connected with sadar churches. Some of the churches are self-support- 
ing and, with large congregations demanding the full time of the pastor, very 
little opportunity has been afforded for work, outside of the sudder centre. 

During the year, there have been 197 baptisms of whom 70 were children. 
There have been 37 deaths. The total Christian community has been reported 
as 2,122, which isa net gain of 30. The Pastoral support has decreased by Rs. 
900. or about ten percent. This decrease has been largely due to the loss of a 
liberal giver who encouraged others togive. There is howevera slight falling off 
generally instead of a needed increase in local support. Benevolences have like- 
wise decreased, although certain appeals have received a greater response. In 
Children’s Day collections there was an increase of more than Rs. 200, due to 
the efforts of one Church. Mission Claimants and Conference Claimants and the 
Baby Fold were also favoured. The total benevolences this year amounted to Rs. 
1,921, and the total collections to Rs. 12,835. 


Educational Work 


. Kumaon is distinguished by its schools and its high ratio of literacy. No 
other part of the United Provinces hasso many of its people able to read and 
write. This fact creates a greater desire on the part of the people for schools. 
Next to a desire for ownership of land, comes the desire that their children may 
be educated. 

The Ramsay High School in Almora hasan enrollment of over 500 boys. 
So great is the demand for admission that we are now considering the necessity 
of adding several more rooms. The Girls’ School in Almora, which will soon 
be recognised as a high school has an enrollment of about 100. 1t is the only 
upper middle school and training school for girls in that section of the hills and 
is one of the very few high schools for girlsin North India. 

Our Ranikhet Middle Schoo) has this year opened the VII standard and 
will next year open the VIII standard. Twonew wings of adequate class rooms 
have doubled the capacity of the school. Further improvements are anticipated. 

Dwarahat is already an Upper Middle Schoo), and has both a Christian Boys’ 
Boarding House, and one for Hindu boys. The Girls Schoolin Dwarahat has 
recently completed its new. school building, its central hall replacing the old 


Church building. 
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The Boys’ School in Pithoragarh has been continued through the generosity = —~ 
of Dr. and Mrs. E. Stanely Jones. Even with their help, however, the school has 
had tobe run without a qualified teacher witha part-time Headmaster. The 
Community of Pithoragarh, which includes many wealthy ex-soldiers, has raised 
asum of money to establish a high school, including classes VII to X_ It has 
been urged that our school should furnish instruction through the 6th standard 
It is hoped that wecan make a little extra effort and bring the school up to 
standard, thus receiving recognition from the Government and at the same time 
substantial financial aid. The Girls’ School in Pithoragarh has been of service 
by teachIng the Christian boys of Classes one and two. There are over 100 in the 
Girls’ School. This year cholera broke out in Pithoragarh and several boys and 
girls and others of the Christian community died, in spite of the heroic fight 
of the missionaries, the Government doctor, and many of the Indian workers. 

In addition to the schools mentioned we have a number of primary schools 
for Christians and non-Christians. It is dfficult to secure Christian teachers for 
some of these schools. In the total number of 14 schools for boys and 12 for 
giris, we have 173 teachers of whom 114 are Christians. 63 of these teachers are 
trained. 508 boys and 597 girls arein attendance, of whom 743 are Christians. 
115 of these pupils live in our boarding houses. 


Medical Work. 


There isa special need for medical work in the hills oa account of the 
isolation of our people. Government dispensaries are few, and whena patient 
comes many miles for medicine, only enough for one treatmentis given, mak- 
ing it almost impossible for one to get help, except by residing near the dis- 
pensary. We maintained three hospitals and one dispensary, besides a leper 
asylum for both men and women. Two of the hospitals are for wonen. In 
addition, medical help was given through our schools and by some of our work- 
ers ve the villages. We would do more if funds would permit, for the need is 
great. 


In General. 


This report has briefly sumarized some facts taken largely from the statis- 
tical report. It does not deal with the individual work of the missionaries 
and their co-workers. It is however not unmindful of their splendid cooperation 
in all that has been accomplished. Both in the work of the W.F.M.S in 
schools, evangelism, and medical work, and in that of the English churches, and 
the Philander Smith and Wellesley collegesin Naini Tal, there have been con- 
secrated labours the results of which are included in this report. Nor does 
this report attempt to measure the results in Christian character of the boys 
and girls in our schools or the impact of Christian preaching in the many melas 
of Kumaon. One of the greatest fields of Christian activity in tie hills are 
the melas—gatherings in which are combined religious, business and social mo- 
tives. Our Christian preachers there vie with the priests and Sadhus, our pahari 
bhajans with the lewd songs of the dancing girls, our tracts and Gospel portions 
compete with secular literature. Direct fruit are not plentiful but the seed is 
sown on good ground. 

The artisans of the hills are self-respecting, hard-working classes, miscalled 
‘‘depressed”’ classes. They are rising to greater opportunities. They want 
more education, more financial advantages, and more liberty of thought. The 
Arya Samaj movement of Hinduism is appealing to them, and each year a Con 
ference is held to discuss their future. Some of our most recent converts are 
from these classes, and they ary bringing others. There isa hope of a stron 
movement towards Christianity of a large number of these people. As Christ. 
ians they would soon build a self-supporting church-in the hills. They need 
help to start by securing lands for farming, materials for their trades as arti- 
sans and help until they build up a new trade, for they are at first boycotted by 
non-Christians when they become Christians. We are hoping to start various 
industries and are counting on help from the Cooperative Credit movement. 

During the year, the District suffered a great loss in the death of one 
of the professors of the Philander Smith Chie he Mr. Robert B, Fleming, who 
has been with the institution for many years. @ was one of the most valued 
members of the Naini Tal English Church, and will be missed in the Church 
the College andin the Community. We have also suffered a loss in the retire. 
ment of Miss McMullen, because of ill health. She has served the Church and 
Mission with great acceptance in many different Stations, notably Pithoragarh, 
Bijnor and Naini Tal. In recent years, she has been in charge of the city school 
and zenana work of Naini ‘lal. Miss Sellers, principal of the Wellesley College 
has also retired after many years of consecrated and efficient service, : 2 
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MORADABAD DISTRICT.

During tne year there have been disappointments, discouragements and 
failures to spur us to greater efforts, more dogged perseverance, and more unceas- 
ing prayer. We have also had successes to encourage and hold out hopes of bet- 
ter days to come. 

There have been the following changes in staff during the year. Misses 
Hoath and Bothwell returned to the States because of the illness of relatives and 
Miss Yasmin Peters, the efficient head of the Normal Department went to the 
States to continue her studies. The Girls’ Hostel is now in charge of Miss Esther 
Blackstock. In‘spite of the changes the work has proceeded without a break. 
Miss Warrington, who is now in charge of both the Girls’ School and the Normal 
School also, writes of her work as follows :— 

‘The change in administration has not very seriously affected the work of 
the school, as fortunately most ofthe teaching and hostel staff are the same as 
last year. The enrolment this year is good, almost 200 being in the Middle School 
and 17 in the Norma! School. 171 of the Middle School live in the Hostel. We 
hope to see steady progress in the mental, moral and physical life of each girl 
during the year. We havea special intercessory service every Sunday at mid- 
day, at which the attendance is entirely voluntary and the effort is being made 
to help those specially interested in right Christian living and to intercede for 
those careless about the spiritual life. We feel encouraged to see the attendance 
growing week by week and more prayer and testimony from the girls. We pray 
that our girls may know Christ and His will for them.’’ 

' Miss Calkins,in charge of the Boys’ Primary School, writes of her work, ‘‘Our 
enrolment has been larger than before. We have almost 150 on the roll, of whom 
90 are in the hostel. This is our maximum capacity though we could take up to 
ten more by crowding and purchasing more bedding. We stress quality rather 
than quantity. 1t would be hard to find a brighter, happier, more promising 
group of boys anywhere. There are very few whom we would want to change. 
‘The interest of the class teachers in their children and their class projects, gar- 
dens, pets, etc., is good. An average group of English or American boys could 
make no better progress and would do no better in taking responsibility. So far 
no parent has complained of our giving the boys too much work, and indeed the 
boys seem to get about 4s much pleasure out of work as out of play. We are try- 
ing to teach the boys to appreciate what is done for them and to cultivate the 
spirit of gratitude and pass on their blessings to others. We have a Patron’s Day 
Programme in which the boys express appreciation of what their patrons in 
America and India are doing for them. We furnish no clothing and frequently a 
class will buy a needed yarment for a boy whose parent has not supplied one. 
Bvery-class tithes its income. Some even tithe their pocket money and what 
they earn.”’ 

Parker High School is also making good progress as Mr. Branch writes, 
‘The present enrolment is 390, being 53 more than last year and 110 than the 
year before. inthe Tenth Class Government we passed 74 per cent of our Christ- 
ian boys and 54 pe: cent including all. in the other classes 85 of our Christian 
boys resident in the hostel were successful. The Hostel has 11] boys. Our policy 
is self-reliance—self-support and self-government. The two former find expres- 
sion through the hostel farm and dairy, and other kinds of service. Our farm 
furnishes us fine fresh vegetables such as we could not get in the market and the 
milk is distributed amony tne boys, a seer per week for each well boy and abun- 
dant milk for the sick. Self-government is accomplished through the medium of 
five panchayuts, four representing the four age groups, and the fifth being a Gener- 
al or Sudar Panchuyat, cousisting of 20 members selected from the various units. 
While the Manager is the advisor in all the panchayats the boys themselves make 
their own decisions and carry them into efiect. A remarkable Spiritual revival 
swept over the hostel in Passion week. The results are far reaching and still 
coming in. Dozens of our boys have been broughtinto vital touch with God. 
Our daily morning service held in the Hostel Chapel has for its theme, ‘‘Prayer 
and its Principles ”’ 

The zenana work of the city is in charge of Miss Doris Raymond, who has 
a nice school for the mohulla children, 59 in all. While receiving no municipal 
aid in money the school is helped by being recognized as all the children enrolled 
have to attend under the Compulsory Primary Education laws. The school is 
doing good work and is increasing interest in the mohulla. Unfortunately the 
zenana work of the villages has been crippled by the absence of Miss Hardie on 
furlough. We hope to welcome her back to it soon. 

The absence of the superintendent has put the others more on their mettle 
and so in spite of the absence for almost four months of the superintendent the 


district has made progress. 
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Our Christian community now numbers 18,646, scattered in 1,302 villages. a 


We had "67 baptisms during the year, about 200 from the Chamar group. In our 
school work we are faced by the hopeful problem of how to find sufficient places 
in our schools for those who want to come. Our village collections for self-sup- 
port are about the same as last year, with benevolences a little less. 

Almost every worker’s wife has a little school, and we have two whole- 
time village schools taught by men. A fewothers take a little of their time to 
teach small groups living near them. 

Progress in Christian knowledge among our village groups is measured by 
the annual examination for village Christians held in September and October. 
For next year we are taking the first ten lessons of the life of Christ in story- 
form from a new book just out. 

Knowledge that does not pass into life is of little value. Our main stress 
has been on Christian living. We have tried to push the idea of Christian 
brotherhood and organize some kind of Christian group that will form a nucleus 
for the new brotherhood. There was a good beginning among the Sikhs. They 
were well organized and responsive to public opinion. We have struggled to 
cleanse this group and make it a vehicle of blessing to other groups. Many dis- 
appointments have come. Our greatest achievement has been an aroused public 
opinion among the leaders and even rank and file. They have determined to root 
out idolatry, non-Christian weddings, the taking of money for a girl at the time 
of her wedding, and all kinds of marital irregularities. It is now becoming in- 
creasingly difficult to do these things openly. Weare not merely cleansing this 
group. We are organizing it into a more effective evangelizing unit, self-prop- 
agating and self-supporting, which is our aim, though still far off. 

To help accomplish this we have held three big Panchayats, gatherings to 
discuss concrete cases and principles and to pass judgment on offenders. Cross 
currents of relationships and self-interest have frequently tended to hinder clear 
cut decisions, but a beginning has been made. Some have been fined; others 
socially ostracized till they repent, andso it goes All kinds of problems have 
arisen, charges of immorality, of idolatry, illegal marriages, men with two wives, 
selling the legal wife, and so it runs, a tale that could be duplicated by an equally 
close survey of other groups. The leading Sikhs are co-operating most loyally and 
effectively to help clean house. 

Many have asked if the same cannot be done among Christian groups from 
other castes. We believe that it can and are laying plans acccordingly, and are 
trying to organize public opinion among such groups. We believe that Chris- 
tian unity in the villages among the various groups can be achieved only as all 
follow the one Christ. We dream of that day and plan foritand pray for it. 
Our vision is of a real brotherhood of believersdrawn from among the various 
caste groups of India cemented together .by a common love for Christ. Our 
workers are beginning to get this vision, and we hope that the village people 
will also get it. Once it comes we shall see the birth pangs of a strong self-prop- 
agating and self-supporting Church, and the Kingdom of Christ will have come to 
the Indian villages.

The Report of the Board of Religious Education, 


In order to facilitate the work of the Board it was decided to sub-divide into 
committees to investigate what is being done and to formulate plans and policies 
for the future. The following committees or sub-groups were appointed:— 

For Village work:—C. D. Rockey, Miss Emery, R.S. Wilkinson. 

For High Schools:—Misses J. I. Peters, Landrum, Stallard. 

For Middle and Primary Schools:—Misses Calkins, Oram, Honnell, Bates. 

For Sudder Churches, including Sunday-school, and Epworth League, and 
Junior Church:—Misses Beach and Ashbrook, B. E. Roberts, Mrs. Sheets was 

-opted. 
ae Miss Calkins reported for primary and middle schools that no two schools 
seem to be doing the same things, but all seem, in a general way tobe aiming at 
the Charterhouse Course. It was suggested that all procure the syllabus and fol- 
low it so that there may be uniformity. Miss Calkins was asked to visit as many 
of the schools as possible to see what is being done in each class and to help in 
organizing this course in the various schools. 

Miss Peters reported the following suggestions that the course include the 
following: A course in ideals, The life of Christ, The Teachings of Christ, How 
we got our Bible, History of missions in India, Biographies, Clayton books (7 and 
8), Mission study each year through biographies (Africa, Aggery; China, Pastor 
Hsi; Islands, John G. Paton; Japan, Kagawa.) 

Miss Beach reported on the matter of the Junior Church and it was re- 
quested that she be asked to work out ideas and plan for a worship programme 
for Junior Church, and report at the next Conference session. 

GC. D. Rockey reported for village work and schools that the book of 52 
lessons on the Life of Chist, just published in Urdu, be made the basis of the 
teaching, and that asystem of examinations and checking up be used to make 

hing effective.

Evangelistic Report. 


The evangelistic work of the North India Conference has had no outstand- 
ing advance during 1927. There has been an increase in baptisms of 205 over last 
year there being 4,785 in 1926 and 4,990 in 1927. This number should fill us with joy, 
but it does not. We still have the feeling that these people are being brought in 
to constitute a field for evangelism instead of aforce. That is we are not mak- 
ing evangelists of our converts. Until evangelism is planted in the soul of the con- 
vert, instead of in the programme of the mission agents it will never become a 
passion. In reference to our village work we therefore suggest: 

. That we strive to set up a new standard of admission into the Christian 
Church, namely that everyone who is taken into the Christian Church is expected 
to win others. Every Christian an evangelist, must be our Conference goal. 

2. That with the decrease in workers we strive to make up in quality what 
we are losing in quantity. Let us seek to spiritualize our existing force. Let us 
pray individually with the workers and seek to deepen their spiritual losses. One 
of the methods of doing this would be to have periodic retreats for the deepening 
of the spiritual life. 

3. Above all let usset the example of evangelism by making it the con- 
suming passion of our lives. 


Hindu Pilgrims, 


From India, or foreign parts, an unceasing but intermittent company of 
people travel from Hardwar, via Garhwal, and Tehri to Badrinath and Kidarnath 
Temples; returning to the Plains via Kumaon, The pilgrimages continue from — 
April to October. Clean comfortable dharmshalas and partially open shelters, 
occur three, six or ten miles apart—with grain and food shops adjacent to these 
Chattis. Through the hot valleys, and up into colder elevations, among the snows, 
these carry their scanty belongings—not sufficiently prepared for the cold; fall ill 
—and often diein the Uttarkhand, the Holy Country of the North. 

These devoted men and women come to our very doors, and pass by. in 
their faces is the light of seeking the unknown God. Coveting a better ideal, 
through their dimmed spiritual! vision. 

Cannot we, who know of the Light, help them to find the Way? 


We should Suggest. - 


1st.—A short but intensive campaign of two weeks duration; during the 
summer. Let some missionaries and Christian workers meet at some important 
centres for work. 

2nd. Workers.—It requires volunteers, if any might join, from the Plains— 
some one robust in health. And from the hills, one man from each local Circuit 
—Kumaon or Garhwal. 

3rd. Hquipment.—Many Gospel tracts—and Bible portions for sale. Musical 
instruments. Magic lantern—simple medicines, a willing scribe with supplies to 
write letters are almost necessary. The pilgrims readily pay. 

4th. Fund.—Funds for necessary extra expenses would be necessary for the 
delegation working. This might be under the guidance of District Superinten- 
dents of Districts concerned. 





Women’s Work, 


The evangelization of the women of India as yet outside the chur 
teaching and nurture of those already in the fold, but living in far a aa 
widely scattered villages, presents a grave challenge to the church. in them 
more fully than in the men, the old idola:rous practices are deeply rooted. It is 
folly to go on baptizing converts in the villages without making some provision 
for the instruction of these women. ‘The thousands of Christian children living 
in the villages with no prospect of ever seeing the inside of a boarding school also 
present a challenge to us. With a view to heiping to meet this situation we pre- 
sent the following recommendations. 

1. The appointment of a W. F. M. S. evangelist for every district. In order 
to make this possible we recommend that an earnest appeal be sent to America 
that women with an evangelistic call be sent out to meet this need. We feel that 
she should arrive early enough in the fall in order to have a month or more out 
in the villages before starting in on her winter’s language study. 
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3 2. The enlistment of the educated wives of our Indian laymen in this task 
of evangelizing their sisters yet outside the fold. Lf we could begin down in the 
girl’s schools to teach that every educated Christian woman is under a sacred 
obligation to pass on the light which she has received to her less fortunate Indian 
sisters, the Kingdom of Christ would not long tarry in its coming in India. 

3. The establishment of village dav schools for the Christian children in 
every village where a Bible-reader is living, and we would again call the atten- 
tion of the Conference to the rule of the North India Woman's Conference that 
such a school is obligatory upon every Bible-woman who is receiving a salary from 
the W. fF. M.S. A course of study, evenly balanced between secular and religious 
education will be found in the Conference minutes of the Woman’s Conference 
for this year. 

4. The holding of separate meetings form men and women should be dis- 
couraged in village Christian congregations. By the use of a little tact and per- 
suasion on the part of the preacher or evangeliet the women can be induced to 
sit with their husbands and children in a common meeting, and every munshi and 
preacher should be brought to feel that the instruction of these women isa part 
of their daily task. 

5. In the work in the city zenanas among the Mohammedans and higher 
caste Hindus we should make every effort to secure better trained and better 
educated Bible-readers, and only those with a vital religious experience and a 
real call to evangelize these women behind the pardahs should be employed. We 
are deeply grateful for the recent conference held in Lucknow on how to reach 
the pardah-nashin women, and it ig our earnest hope that such a conference may 
be held very year in some strategic centre. 


Evangelism in Our Schools and Boardings. 


The greater part of our boys and girls in Boarding Schools are recruited 
from the simple life of the villages. They pass from the village into the primary 
schoo), from the primary school into the middle school and from the middle 
school into the high school, and from there through high school and college. From 
the college they pass outinto life. Hachstep of this upward progress is made 
easier and better than the one that preceded it. As they are supported on scho- 
larships they know nothing of the pain and sacrifice involved in making their 
develooment possible. In the majority of cases the result is selfishness, self- 
centredness, aud ingratitude. Tuis shows itself in the exceedingly small per- 
centage of our boys and girls who turn back to undertake the social and spiritual 
redemption of their own people, and the still smaller number who manifest any 
deep passion for the saving of souls. 

The counteracting of this evil tendency is the problem of the would-be 
evangelist to our young people. Holding these factsin mind we recommend to 
our Managers and Headmasters of all schools the following: 

1. That they strive earnestly todevelop in the boys and girls in their charge 
a sound, healthy, national spirit which will create a desire for sacrificial service. 

2. That they provide an outlet for religious and the socials ideals and 
aspirations of the young people in their charge by relating the school to the 
problems of the city and district, through social service organizations, and evan- 
gelistic bands. , 

3. That provision be made for every Christian teacher tospend as much 
time as possible in the study of our village problems, by actually engaging in the 
work. 

4, That a period of at least fifteen minutes be set aside daily for silent pray- 
er and meditation. The objective in this is the realization of the presence of God. 

That at least two days be set aside at the beginning of school year in 
July as a retreat. that the week preceding Kaster Sunday be set aside for special 
services for the deepeniny of the spiritual life. 

6. That a “spiritual diagnosis” be made of every boy and girl in the school 
and hostel and that each be made a special subject for study and prayer. 





Work Among Educated Classes, 


The work among the educated non-Christians was never more open than at 
present in the bounds of our Conference. Wherever the missionaries have taken 
time and tact to approach the educated classes in our stations they have met 
with readiness of response. We have asked for the doors toopen. They are now 
wide open. And we can have as wide a hearing for the Gospel as we desire to 
take advantage of. 

We sugyest the following in regard to the work among the educated classes 

1. That meetings for them be organized in every station at least once 

ring the year. That an address be given either by the local missionary, or by 
meone called in from the outside. 
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2. That literature be put into the hands of the educated classes suc 


the Fellowship or the Hpiphany. 

That a meeting be called of the Christian workers including laymen in 
each station and the question be discussed as to what may be done to reach the 
educated classes. 

4, That a Fellowship of Silence be organized wherever possible. 
5. That in the four high schools in tbe Conference special lectures and 
addresses be given to the boys on definite Christian subjects. In addition to this 


special attention be given to the Christian instruction given through the Bible 
classes,

The Madar Sanatorium for the treatment of Tuberculosis is designated by 
the Board of Foreign Missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church as an all India 
Institution. This has its advantages, and also its disadvantages; an advantage as 
it becomes the project of all Methodism in the country for a wider field of action, 
and is not hampered by the local conditions. But it also has the disadvantage that 
whileit is the project of all, it is the particular concern of none; a non-cast, hence 
more or less of an outcast. Supposed to look out for itself. 

When we took over the work on January Ist, 1927, we found about a dozen 
’ ward patients in residence, and no private or full pay cases. Others came during 
the month of both classes. We found that we were woefully under-staffed, and 
what was more appalling, found that the treasury was practically empty, and the 
plant in very bad repair. Our Central Treasurer seemed to be of the opinion that 
with a doctor and a trained nurse in charge, there would be no need for the reg- 
ular monthly appropriation, so for almost two months we received nothing from 
him, and when we did, we discovered it was sadly below the regular monthly over- 


All this necessitated an immediate readjustment of the entire work, the 
borrowing of money for the most imperative of the repairs, and an attempt to 
make ends meet on monthly bills. The latter looked like an impossibility, but 
fortunately we had no trouble in attracting private room cases, our chief difficulty 
being to provide quarters as fast as they came. Westill are greatly handicapped 
ried ees and cannot give the service we should, but we hope for better things in 

e future. 

The need of this Institution is great, and the future is bright if we can but 
meet the demand. The most discouraging feature we have encountered this year 
is the apparent lack of interest and co-operation on the part of our own Mission. 
Three-fourths of our patients have been from other Missions, or non-Christian. 
This was never intended as an institution for the wealthy Indians, but was in- 
tended principally for the care of our own sufferers. Assuch, if could never be 
self-supporting. The Board in New York say that if we are to carry on, there 
must be a greater interest showd by ourown Mission on the field. We need your 
help and your co-operation. Not only your financial help, but the help you can 
give us by sending your T. B. cases, not when they are about to die, but send them 
early, when they have a chance to recover, remember that in building up a rep- 
ubation for this Methodist Institution, it must pe Known asa place for the cure 
of Tuberculosis, not a home for incurables; a health resort, not a last resort. 

We enclose a short Statistical report of the last ten months in the hope it 
may interest you, and since we are ‘ALL INDIA,” we believe it is our duty to 
send a copy to all the Conferences.

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Temperance, 


There are Supplementary readers in many Schools on temperance but it is 
not apart of the syliabus.

The ladies of the conference hold reg- 
ular temperance meetings. In the villages the workers and the Bible women 
teach about temperance. The temperance Sunday was observed all over the con- 
ference area. The young people’s Society and the Epworth League have spread 
temperance programmes. Temperance tracts are distributed regularly. Moradabad 
church worked among the washermen of the city and taught them the evils of 
strong drink. The preachers teach the people in the bazaars and the streets about 
the evils of drink and tobacco. The boys of Abbie Rich High School have a tem-- 
perance Society. Many of the influential and educated citizens of the city have 
enrolled themselves as members. ‘The boys often go out and teach people of the 
evil effects of opium, cocaine, ganja, bhang, etc. The Rev. RB. R. L. Choprais a 
meinber of the Excise Advisary Board and was the means of closing two shops in 

e city.

Statistical Report for 1927. 


A few of the salient points gathered from a study of the st i 
Conference for the year 1927 are as follows. J a el oat 


Medica! and Colportage. 


There has been but little variation in the medical work statistics. The sale 
of Bibles and Gospel Portions has shown a decided improvement. Bibles sold has 
risen from 79 to 104, New Testaments from 151 to 471, and Gospel Portions from 
21,913 to 26,740, making a gain for the year of 4,767, on Gospel Portions. 


Church Membership ard Work. 


The total number of Christians on October 31, 1926, was 83,946, and this 
year 87,335, a gain of 3.389, during the year under review. Baptisms for the year 
were 4,990, against a total of 4,785, in 1926. This is a gain of 205, over the previous 
year. This gain is accounted for by two districts only, Bijnor and Budaun. All 
other districts have shown a decline. The increase isin the baptism of children 
under 12 years of age, which rose from 2,752 to 3,101. The baptism of adults above 
2 fears of age dropped from 1,474 to 1,306 a decrease of 168 for the year. 


Church Finances. 


Total collections of all kinds in 1926 were Rs. 47,149, and in 1927, Rs. 44,487. 
a Det decrease of Rs. 2,662, for the year. Collections for Ministerial Support were 
Rs. 36,617, in 1926 and in 1927, Rs 34,476, making a total decrease of Rs. 2,141. 
Conference Claimants collections in 1926 were Rs. 1,098, and this year Rs. 1,011, 
Mission Claimants in 1926 were Rs. 4,689, and this year Rs. 4.361, a decrease of 
Rs. 328. Nearly ail Benevolent Collections show a decrease. The total for 1926 
was Rs. 5,137, and this year Rs. 3,729, making a decrease of Rs. 1,408 for the year. 


Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues. 

The number of Sunday-schools reported have dropped from 1767 in 1926 
to 717, in 1927, and the total enrolment from 23,212, in 1926, to 21,387, this year, 
making a decrease in attendance of 1,875 over last year. Senior Leagues have 
decreased from Rs. 75 to Rs. 66, Junior Leagues remain the same, namely 18 in the 
Conference. One intermediate League is reported as against two last year. 

There bas been a corresponding decrease in membership. 


Christian Workers. 
The number of Missionaries is the same as last year. All classes of Chris- 
tian workers have decreased by 178. 


Educatior.al Statistics. 

Educational Statistics indicate a healthy, growth. The total number of boys 
in attendance last year were 4,738 and this year 4,291, making again of 283 over last 
year. The number of girls have dropped from 2,451 last year to 2,199 this year. 
Boys’ in our hostels in 1926 were 859, and this year 1003. Girls’ in hostels in 1926 
were 1,163and this year 1,298. The total income for educational work in 1926 was 
Rs. 534,329, as against Rs. 544,450, this year. Total expenditure on education in 
1926 was Rs. 572,629 as against Rs. 580,809. Total indebtedness on educational 
work and property was Rs. 146,892 in 1926 and Rs. 161,094 this year. 


Conclusions. 

It is clear that these statistics are not all accurate, but they are clear 
enough to indicate the present state of the church. We would suggest to District 
Superintendents that in future in making-up statistics that they frequently con- 
sult the minutes of the previous year to avoid discrepancies in figures.

BAREILLY DISTRICT, 1928. 
J.N. WEST District, Superintendent. 
The Mission Tree. 


The Bareilly District Mission Tree, the first to be planted by our Mission in 
India, is still growing. The seed was planted by Dr. William Butler and his fellow 
workers seventy-one years ago, and today it stands out with perennial youth. Like 
the Tree of Life in Revelation it ‘“‘bears twelve manner of fruits’? but with this dif- 
ference, that it yields its fruit not ‘‘every month’’ but day by day. 

What are the fruits of this District Mission Tree? Lookand see. The Warne 
Baby Fold, shepherding and feeding the Lambs. The Clara Swain Hospital with its 
Christ-like ministries to thirty thousand women every year. The Theological Semin- 
ary sending forth its trained messengers shod with the preparation of the Gospel of: 
Peace. Our two Girls’ Schools sending out women, some to be teachers, nurses or doc- 
tors and virtually all to be wives and mothers and builders of Christian homes; the 
Lodhipur Community School with its emphasis on practical manual labour; the City 
Boys’ School in Bareilly and our High School in Shahjahanpur with its 558 students in- 
fluencing the community toward intelligence and righteousness. The Bands of Bible 
Readers penetrating the homes of Hindus and Mohammedans and leaving a testimony 
for Christ; and last but not least our Evangelism among the 1,520 villages in fifteen 
circuits. These are the fruits of this wonderful Mission Tree. And the ‘‘leaves for 
the healing of the nations’’ what are these but the thousands of pages of God’s Word 
that are being scattered among the people? 


Missionary Pulpits. 


We never feel so near to the heart of the Great Commission as when we are out 
in the villages preaching the word to the simple hearted, receptive people. And what 
wonderful opportunities we have! The Preachers in our City pulpits in Bareilly and 
Shahjahanpur are eras up character and feeding the people but out in the villages 
our pulpits are improvised, unusual, unique. 

Ata great mela in Bhojepura circuit we stood a few feet from the Hindu Temple 
where offerings were being made tothe idol. The shadow of that temple was our 
pulpit. On the other side was a bathing tank but while the people there were bathing 
their bodies in the vain effort to wash away their sins we were telling of the cleansing 
stream of Calvary. All day long we held our ground against opposition from priests 
and Arya Samaj leaders, but the common people heard us gladly. Dear old Brother 
Mohammed Hussan Jan, a convert from Islam, was with us and preached with power. 
How little we then knew that this was to be his last service on earth for his 
master. 

At another village a Mohammedan invited us to hold our public meeting on his 
veranda, That veranda was our pulpit and just across the narrow street was the 
Mohammedan mosque and on the walls surrounding it fifty of our audience were seated. 
For three hours we prayed and sang and preached and sold gospel portions and every- 
body was happy. At another place as we were driving through a village just at the 
roadside out in the open was a village school of thirty-five boys. We were accorded the 
privilege of speaking to the boys, and we also showed our pictures, representing the 
unregenerated heart and then the sanctified heart. This meant that the parents and 
neighbours flocked in from all sides until we had a great crowd. Some of those boys 
may be Methodist preachers some day. At another place we stopped at a village 
roadside where they were grinding out the juice from the sugar cane. The people 
stopped to listen and we had a great meeting there. Atone place we atonnar near 
the house of one of our low caste Christians, We greeted them and prayed with their 
sick and then just outside of their house, our musical instruments, especially Mrs. 
West’s tambourine, drew the crowd. One high caste headman of the village was 
very much disturbed and very uneasy. Finally he blurted out ‘“‘Why are you talking 
so much about owr sins? Why do you not talk more about the sins of those who live 
in those other villayes?’’ He bought a Gospel portion and we believe the Spirit will do 
His work, One day our pulpit was inthe midstiof a busy bazaar at Jalalabad where 
with hordes of monkeys on the trees above us and animals and carts noisily travelling 
the road we had a wonderful meeting three hours long. Once our pulpit was under a 
tree on the high banks of a large and beautiful river—a day never to be forgotten. 
These are the various pulpits that we create on the spot and then occupy and thus 
reach the thousands with our gospel of full salvation through Christ. 
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Protection from Plague. 


Plague has made its ravages this year in various parts of the District. 
So few of our Christians die of plague that some of the non-Christians think that the 
Christians are somehow immune. Enough do die of plague, however, to disprove 
this theory but it is very certain that the simple faith of our Christians carries them 
through many times of calamity. 

Dharam Singh, our preacher at Nawabganj, is an illustration of this. Plague 
was very violent in this village and many died daily. It so happens that the two roads 
from the town to the burying ground of the Mohammedans and the burning ground of 
the Hindus run past the Mission house on two sides. So Brother Dharam Singh and 
wife were compelled to see from a dozen to twenty plague corpses carried past their 
house every day and to hear all the lamentation of an oriental funeral. This at last 
got on their nerves and they wrote to me. asking permission to leave for a few weeks 
until the violence of the plague would cease. I granted the request, But when they re- 
ceived my letter giving permission, they said that they were impressed by the Spirit to 
stand at their post and trust in God for protection. They took the Ninety First Psalm 
as their bulwark and determined to trust its promises, especially that one that says 
“no plague shall come nigh thy dwelling,’’ and so for months they stayed on until 450 
bodies had been carried past their home but their faith in God carried them through. They 
had a great test when the symptoms of the dread disease were seen in a Christian child 
and finally in the preacher himself, but their trust never wavered and they live to 
testify to the reality of God’s promises How very often we hear testimonies from our 
people living where there is no doctor and no medicine and no sympathizing neighbours, 
In their sickness they call upon God and he delivers them. 


Temperance and Prohibition. 


We seek by all methods to inculcate temperance. One method was to have a 
competitive temperance programme in every Epworth League in the District. Then 
out of these programmes were chosen the best items to form a great programme on 
Epworth League Day at District Conference. The preachers and workers have been 
liberally supplied with good temperance literature and they are making good use of 
it. 


District Conference. 


The District Conference at Shahjahanpur in November was.atime of great 
inspiration and blessing. The workers from the three Civil Districts were there and 
many chaudhris (village leaders) came great distances at their own expense. 

The District Conference had in attendance two persons bearing honoured names, 
The name of one was Brother Mazharul Haqq, now a retired minster, the son of our 
first convert in India, Rev. Zahurul Haqq, who was baptized by Dr, J. L. Humphrey in 
Bareilly nearly seventy years ago, The other was that honoured name Thoburn now 
borne by Rev. C. Stanley Thoburn (a grand-nephew of Bishop Thoburn) whois a Pro- 
fessor in the Bareilly Theological Seminary. On Sunday a High caste Hindu, his wife 
and two children were baptized. : fies ; 

The programme was a strong one, having on it Bishop Robinson, Rev. H. J. 
Sheets, Dr. M. T. Titus, Dr. J.R. Chitambar, Rev. J. Devadasan and others. One. 
speaker was Prof, John A.Subhan who was for many years a Mohammedan and 
gave up home and friends and ris ‘ed his life to follow Christ. Another speaker Rev. 
G. B. Thomson, an Indian Distrist Superintendent told how, though born a Christian, 
he had wandered very far from God but in the great Revival of 1908 through the 
fidelity of a Christian wife he was thoroughly saved. These two brothers brought 
fervent messages from the deep personal experiences of their own lives. 

One interesting featare was the Child Welfare programme prepared by Mrs, 
West. Children from the Bareilly Baby Fold and various Girls’ Schools and from the 
villages took part and a deeper interest in the child life of the District was beggotten, 
Mrs. Hobart, wife of the Collector, presided and Mrs, Stubbs, wife of the Commis- 
sioner, was present and addressed the meeting, 


Self Support. 


Self support is making slow progress. The ordinary giving has been about 
the same as last year. But it has been demonstrated that causes in which the people 
have a deep interest call out their generosity. The Baby Fold isan object to which 
the people give gladly. The Panahpur Church which cost Rs, 7,000 was built without 
any help from Mission funds, It was erected by voluntary subscriptions and much 
of this was given by Indian Christians, One family, daughters of the late Rev. 
Horace J. Adams, gave over a thousand rupees. Bishop Robinson dedicated this 
peautiful little Church, without debt, at Christmas time, 1927. 
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District Evangelist. 


The District is fortunate in having at Pilibhit Miss O. E. Kennard, who is 
vigorously pushing the evangelistic work among the villages. With her band of 
Bible Readers she is able to go out and visit our Christians where they live. Miss 
Kennard has a great field of nearly 5,000 Christians in the Pilibhit end of the District. 
She also has charge of Bible Readers work and Girls’ Schools in Pilibhit and Bareilly. 


The Baby Fold. 


Miss Edna G. Bacon, Superintendent of the Baby Fold at Bareilly, has been 
reinforced by the arrival, this year of Miss Westrup, who though half the year in 
Language School at Mussoorie has devoted the remainder of her time to work in the 
Institution. The present enrolment is forty-five babies. During the past four years 
since Miss Bacon has had charge, the institution has been able to care for one hundred 
and twenty-five babies. The health of the little ones during the past year on the 
whole has been very good and the arrangements of all kinds are constantly being 
improved. It is no exaggeration to say that the work done in the Baby Foldisa 
synonym for high efficiency. 


Clara Swain Hospital, Bareilly. 
Miss STALLARD WRITES:— 


“This year has been a happy, busy, fruitful year and as we look back upon it 
we can see God’s loving hand upon us and upon the work. With the coming of a 
new missionary nurse, Miss Lorenz, the Training School for Nurses has been greatly 
benefitted, as she has the opportunity of spending much time supervising the work 
of the nurses and the care of patients. This has relieved others for other duties, so 
altogether, everything has been done better than has been possible heretofore. 

Last May, a class of five earnest young girls was graduated from the Training 
School, its members going out as graduate nurses into schools and _ hospitals, to 
bring comfort and help to the sick bodies, and comfort and cheer and hope to sin- 
sick souls. During the three years the nurses are here in training, we have a twofold 
aim—one aim being to make careful, skilful nurses, but the greater being to bring them 
each to such a knowledge of our loving Saviour and into such a definite experience of 
salvation in him, that they will be eager to witness of his great love to others. One 
of those who graduated in that class will sail next year as a missionary to Fiji, to 
Jabour among the Indians there. 

We have twenty-eight nurses in the Training School this year, some still on 
trial. There are five Indian young women on the staff. Dr. Lall, Assistant Doctor; 
a graduate Compounder, two graduate Head Nurses in charge of Operating Room 
and Wards, respectively, and a Matronin charge of the Hostel. This last office is a 
new one for this hospital, but we hove she will give the nurses better training in 
the care of their rooms and their clothing, etc. than we have been able to give because 
of our many other duties. We have had a year of good fellowship together in our 
work, each one being thoughtful and considerate of the others, and a spirit of love 
has pervaded the institution. We pray it may be seen and felt by the patients and 
others who come under our influence, always with the one aim that they may come 
to a saving knowledge of Jesus Christ. This is our only excuse for being here, but 
we believe it is enough to warrant our carrying on the work. ; 

We have had 559 in-patients, 2,918 Dispensary calls, 48 Major operations and 
700 Minor operations. Dr. Vrooman has visited various out-stations and schools 
examining the children and others who came to her, and treating them to enter 
hospital. We have taken in about Rs. 3,000 in fees and donations this year, from all 
sources. We are glad that the people of India are assuming this much of the 
support of the hospital, and that it will become more their own institution. Of 
course, those who cannot pay anything, or who can pay but very little, are treated 
free, but it is better for everyone to pay what they can toward their care; and they 
are learning to do so. 

People like to come to this hospital rather than to the Government hospitals for 
various reasons: they get pure medicines, in the first place not diluted with water 
Then, they get nursing care here, and they like the bright, happy faces of the nurses. 
They do not have to give bakhsheesh to every one on the place in order to get things 
done for them. But the reason we want patients to come here, is that they may 
hear the Bible Readers’ words, which point them to a Saviour who loves them. May 
the seed sown in these hearts bear much fruit.’’ 


Girls’ School, Bareilly. 
MIS: HONNELL WRITES :— 


“There are 238 children in our school this year, aad 210 are in the hostel is 
is quite a larze family to look after, and I sometimes feel like ‘the old Seah eae 
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shoe.” Nineteen girls in the middle section came to our school from Bijnor District 
this year. We are happy to have them and they are an interesting group. 

There are thirteen teachers and the work of the year is progressing nicely. 
The girls are getting interested in various games and much interest is being shown in 
the Health Crusade which about forty of the girls have joined. 

The girls have a number of gardens and we are just beginning chicken raising. 
We hope our gardens will not suffer as a result. The little children have built a 
village of about twenty houses in their compound, and they spend much time there, 
whitewashing, making furniture and utensils for cooking and clothes for their dolls. 
They have two new chain swings and sand boxes. 

A helpful spirit prevails throughout the school, and we pray that all may truly 
know Christ.’’ 

Christian Girls’ School, Shahjahanpur. 

Miss MEANS WRITES :— : 


“The history of this school for 1928 is characterised chiefly by two things, the 
completion of the building scheme, which has been going on for the past three years, 
and the opening of the Upper Middle Section. i 

As to the first point,a grant from Government of Rs. 46,768 with a like 
amount from the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, has made it possible to carry 
out in full the plans made some years ago for a whole new plant, which is now ready and 
being used in every department, giving ample room in both hostel and class. rooms. 

The second point was astep taken with instructions given by the Board of 
Education for the past three years, andthe necessity for this seems to have been 
made evident when 25 girls entered at the opening of the school after the summer 
holidays, for this class. They came from our own schools in Bijnor, Moradabad, 
Bareilly, Sitapur and Hardoi. The object of this department is not to have ita 
stepping stone to High School work thoagh the way to that is not blocked—but to 
give better aud further preparation for those wishing to take up nursing or normal 
gr a satisfactory working of the staff has been hindered by several changes 
necessitated by sickness, at atime whenit has been difficult to fill the places, but 
the work has gone on with the help of the extra time given by those who have been 
eel A rte Jacob, youngest daughter of our beloved Master J. Jacob of Mor- 
adabad of years gone by, is now the Head Mistress of the School, which, we believe, 
gives her father much joy, if those gone before know what goes on here, 

Weare grateful for health and for preservation from calamities of all sorts. 
While the school was closed by order of the Health Officer for a month at a time 
when plague was at its worst, owing to rats dying in the hostel, no one was eyen ill

The total enrolment in the Theological Seminary is 41 and in the Woman’s 
School 18. In addition to the regular class room work in which prescribed Courses 
are taught, both the institutions are faithfully engaged in several outdoor practical 
activities "such as conducting Schools for Mohalla children, teaching Christians 
scattered in the city and in its outlying villages and preaching the Gospel to 
others, including weekly lectures to educated non-Christians in the city School hall, 
The Islamics department is continuing efficiently to train men with an aptitude for 
work among Moslems. Anew department for studies in Hinduism has been opened 
this year and it promises to grow into an important phase of the Seminary work. It 
is earnestly hoped that special efforts will be made to find suitable men and send them 
for training in these two very helpful departments. The department of Indian 
music is making a useful contributionto the most effective method of reaching the

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The Baby Fold 


Miss Edna G. Bacon, Superintendent of the Baby Fold at Bareilly, has been 
reinforced by the arrival, this year, of Miss Westrup, who though half the year in 
Language School at Mussoorie has devoted the remainder of her time to work in the 
Institute. The present enrollment is forty-five babies. During the past four years 
since Miss Bacon has had charge, the institution has been able to care for one hun- 
dred and twenty-five babies. The health of the little ones during the past year on the 
whole has been very good, and the arrangements of all kinds are constantly being 
improved. It is no exaggeration to say that the work done in the Baby Fold isa 
synonym for high efficiency. 


Abbie Rich High School and Lodhipur Community School 


“The year under report was one of considerable difficulty for Abbie Rich High 
School, The main reason for this was the epidemic of plague which so completely 
upset things in the city last spring. For nearly three months the disturbance contjn- 
ued, causing much loss of time by actual closing of the school and still more loss by 
the atmosphere of fear and uncertainty that prevailed. Large sections of the popula- 
tion fled to the open country, some parts of the city being almost depopulated. Our 
results ‘were consequently poorer than the high record of the year before. Our total 
enrollment this year had purposely been kept down to558. At that the school is 
really crowded and all the 28 members of the staff have their hands full. This new 
year has started off well and we believe that the school will maintain its flourishng 
condition at the head of the list of our High Schools. 

Lodhipur Community Schoolis having its biggest year. In July we added a 
new VII class, a new head master and three other masters. We have also built $ 4,000 
worth of new buildings. The School has its largest enrollment, of all Christian boys, 
and in the hostel we have just under 150 boys, alsoa record. But this brings its 
problems. Rain failure has meant searcity prices, that is, over 50% in excess of normal. 
The budget was already inadequate for feeding 150 boys so it is clear what this means. 
It looks as though we shall have to sendaway boys from January 1st. We have had 
no increase in appropriations to help with these burdens. Our faith that special gifts 
would be forthcoming has led us to venture thus far, 

Miss Ashbrook left on the 5th of October for America, Illness had preyented 
her from taking any partin the work since last May. It is hard, practically impos- 
sible, to provide for her work in any such manner as she carried it on. She has given 
years of faithful service to Lodhipur and we hope to retain and strengthen the good 
traditions and methods of work she established. We wish her speeedy recovery for 
another term of service in India. 


BIJNOR DISTRICT. 
H. H. WEAK, District Superintendent. 


Bijnor district is one of the oldest mission fields of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, having been entered by Edwin W. Parker and Mrs. Parker in 1859. Witha 
population of over 800,000, mostly agricultural, fair roads to every part of the District 
and every class of the population accessible to our Christian ministry we have here one 
of the most compact fields of the North India Conference. In spite of the fact that the 
Arya Samaj has been doing its best for years to prevent Christian influences yet the 
work has gone steadily forward until we have now a Christian community of over 
14,000—and during the year 1,456 persons accepted baptism—and for several years there 
has been a movement among the Chamars and in two or three Circuits there is every 
sign of a genuine mass movement toward Christianity, We are watching this with 
care, and with our limited force of workers are trying to direct those who are seeking 
to an intelligent decision. That the motives in many cases are somewhat mixed is to 
be expected but this should not deter us from going forward though this must be done 
with caution, and baptism shold only be administered after very careful instruction. 

This is the second time that I have been called upon to make a report for the 
District and it is with the deepest regret that 1 do so; regret for the necessity which 
placed this burden upon me in addition to the already heavy burdens that belong to: 
the Garhwal District, which was our appointment last November, We took charge of 
Bijnor on the 10th of August and since that time we have held all the Quarterly and 
the District Conferences, kept the accounts. It has been impossible to do all that we 
should have liked to have done but we have tried to do our best, 

The working force in the District is very small and wholly inadequate for the task 
in hand. There are two members of Annual Conference only and the rest of the 29'men 
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engaged in Evangelistic and educational work is made up of ordained and un-ordained 
Local Preachers, exhorters, and village teachers. Several have come from the Budaon 
Training School and these can hardly be considered as more than helpers. There are 
28 Bible readers some of whom are old and others lack training. Weneed to more 
than double our staff and a higher grade of men is required to cope with the sit uation 
created by the extension of education and the growing standards of life and method 
manifested every where in India of the present time. As the stream can never rise 
higher than its source, neither can our thousands of new converts be expected to make 
ae like rapid progress unless tney have an intelligent and consecrated leader- 
ship. 

It is to be deeply regretted that our educational efforts in this District are ex- 
tremely backward. In the Vail Hostel at Bijnor, which has a fine plant able to accom- 
modate at least 75 boys, we have only 18 Christian boys at the present time, there are 16 
in Parker High School at Moradabad, 2 in the Industrial School at Aligarh, and one in 
the Theological Seminary at Bareilly; or a total of 31 Christian boys under instruction 
out of our large Christian population, though there are a few boys in our seven Primary 
Schools in the villages. None of these, however, are aided and all of them are below 
standard in equipment and efficiency. The number of girls being educated is more than 
double that of the boys, and the situation thus created is most unfortunate. A great 
deal of the trouble is of course in the lack of means with which to pay teachers and 
provide equipment, We are doing the best we can but that at best is only a fraction 
of what we as a church ought to do. 

One great handicap to our efficient working of the district lies in the fact 
that we have relatively few parsonages where our workers can live and many 
of those we have are the old type of mud and thatch construction which means contant 
annoyaace fron the riins, white ants, mon<eys, and other pests for which India is well 
known. The repair bills on these wretched buildings are always heavy and have to be 
constantly repeated, thus involving great waste of funds that should be put to better 
service. In three Vircuits we have no property whatever and are simply at the 
mercy of the good will of the landlord who may evict the worker whenever he is so 
disposed. It is urgently required that adequate property be secured and simple but 
substantial buildings be constructed in the very near future so that we may be able to 
conserve what we have already gained and also give us a permanent foothold among 
the people with whom we labour. pabsshh ? i 

Funds for three bicycles for use in District work have been received during the 
year and these will soon be put to work. Itinerating is both slow and expensive so 
that with a mounted force we should be able to accomplish a great deal more than 
heretofore. We need about eight more wheels for village workers. Fare 

Miss Doyle in the girls’ school and Miss Dunn in the village evangelistic work 
have given splendid service. The school isa model of its kind and we hope soon to 
have it raised to the Middle standard. The plant is splendid, the work carefully plann- 
ed, and the teachers enthusiastic about their work. A large garden has been laid out 
at the back of the school on land rented from the Board, and practically all the veget- 
ables needed for the girls are grown. Miss Dunn suffered a very severe attack of 
Typhoid fever during the summer, but she has made fair recovery and is now once 
more busy out among the people in the villages. Both Miss Doyle and Miss Dunn have 
rendered most. valuable service in looxing after the Vail-Hostel when it was impossible 
for us to be there and for this service we are most grateful. : - ee a 

The District Conference, November 20-29, was a season of uplift and inspiration 
to all. We are grateful for the messages and helpful presence of Bishop J. W. 
Robinson, W. A. Revis, and T, C. Badley, our Educational Secretary, Many tangles 
were unravelled and when the conference closed on Thanksgiving night we had the 
feeling that real victories had been gained and that we should have a good year. 

‘A new railway line is cutting through the centre of the district from South- 
East to North-West and this will be a great aidin reaching certain points in the dis- 
trict. A motor service has been begun from Najibabad to Bijnor which with the one 
working from Nagina to Bijnor and another working between Seohara and Chandpur 
gives the district very good communications though the roads need considerable improve 

nt. ; ges : i 
bs The Bijnor church is self-supporting but there is no other circuit that is doing 
anything noticeable in the matter of self-support and the workers receive only a small 
fraction of what they are expected to get from their people. A great deal of painstak- 
ing instruction and sympathetic understanding of the village Christian and his prob- 
lems is required before any great change will orcan be made. We feel the need of 
making the church carry its own burdens but progress is slow. aces 

We face the new year with faith and courage believing that God is with us and 
that it is His will that all men should be saved and come to know the truth as it isin

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BUDAON DISTRICT. 
L. A. CorE, Superintendent. 


In the re-adjustment of the Chandausi District after the death of Rev. D. M. 
Butler, the Gunnaur, Rajpura and Islammagar Circuits were assigned to the Budaon 
District where they belong geographically as they form a part of the Civil District 
of Budaon. The District, as now constituted, is made up of the whole of the Budaon 
Civil District and nearly the whole of one Tahsil from the Bareilly District. 

The Christian Community now numbers a little less than 21,000 souls, and 
live in 1,499 towns and villages. The Baptisms of the year were 934 while 429 people 
were removed by death, The Plague raged with great violence over a large part of 
the District which fact accounts for the large number of deaths. Over 3,000 Gospel 
Portions have been sold and endless numbers of tracts have been distributed. 
Work is regularly carried onin 45 villages in which no Christians are found, while 
scores of other villages are visited. Preaching is done in the village bazaars and in the 
melas all over the District. We had set as our goal for Pastoral Support at Rs. 1,090 
but owing to a partial failure of one crop and the almost entire failure of the other 
we succeeded in collecting only Rs. 771. It is difficult to ask aman for money to support 
his pastor when he and his family are all hungry. ae 

Inadequate Pastoral supervision is the complaint all over the District. [his is 
especially true in the Circuits that formed a part of the Chandausi District. [he num- 
ber of workers in these Circuits has been reduced by two-thirds, about one-third only 
remaining, and of these few remaining practically all live in the Circuit centre while 
some of the villages are as much as fifteen miles distant. One Cireuit will show the 
situation. Init are 1,700 Christians living in 90 villages. On this Circuit there are 
three workers, one of them being th: Preacher-in-Charge, another a retired man who 
does what he can and the third is a lad just out of the Budaon Training School and he 
is by reason of a physical weakness unable to go about much. The condition in the 
other two is as bad. 

The Reversion to old practices and the renewal of the old shrines under such 
circumstances are not to be wondered at. Their grasp on the fundamental principles 
of their new faith was none too firm to begin with and after five or six years of pas- 
toral neglect, it is not strange that they returned to some extent to the only religion 
they knew much about. Their old time religious teachers, never so very far away 
gradually returned, then pressure was brought to bear on them by their neigh- 
bors aad relatives, even piymants in money was offered them to revert. Under 
the circumstances the wonder is not that they should revert but that so very many of 
them remained faithful. When remonstrated with their reasonable reply is ‘‘No one 
but the old teachers ever come to see us.’”?’ When urged to break down their shrines, 
remove the sacred locks, and return to the Christian faith, they ask to be assured that 
in case they do, that they will not again be deserted. The question is a reasonable one 
but the final answer can be given only by the Church in America. 

There is a real hunger for Christ among these deserted people; only when they 
have failed to get it from us have some of them returned to the bread they had reject- 
ed. Miss Emery, our District Evangelist, writing from camp a few days ago gives this 
encouraging instance from among the people of one of these three Circuits. She 
writes, ‘‘We were having our Sunday morning worship when a viliage Christian walked 
in and said, I have a request, Supposing it was for a well, or that the police or land- 
lords were persecuting him, or that he wanted a letter to some officer in a matter of a 
lawsuit, or any one of a score of other things that village Christians want us to help 
them in I told him to sit down and wait till the service was over. The Pastor being 
present with us the service was somewhat longer than usual and when it was con- 
cluded, I called to him to come and state his request. He said ‘There are no Christians 
besides myself and family and no pastor comes any more to see us and I get hungry to 
hear the name of Christ, I heard that you are here jn camp and I knew that I would 
hear about Him here, now my soul is filled with gladness for I have sat here a whole 
hour drinking in the Word of Life, and I go back to my village satisfied and at peace.” 
There are literally thousands of Christians and enquirers in this District whose cases 
are aS appealing as the one just described. Job in righteous indignation declared 
himself innocent of the charge ‘‘of eating my morsel alone,’’ but with so many “‘souls 
unfed”’ throughout the whole non-Christian world, can the Christian Church with equal 
truth declare itself innocent of the same charge.? 

The problem of inadequate pastoral care presents another aspect when we 
look at the non Christian community. With the rednbed force of workers, how are we 
to care for the scattered, needy Christian community and at the same time maintain 
anything like an aggressive activity? The church that merely conserves is doomed 
Yet we are faced with a choice of either adopting a suicidal policy of conservation, or 
of neglecting the existing Christian communities in order to reach out to the-non- 
Christian community, The late D. M. Butler realized this and still further influenced 
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by the slow growth of the Christians in the graces of the Christian life, acted on the 
latter alternative and went after the non- Christians. Could he have lived longer to 
carry out his policy we would have been in a better position to judge of its wisdom. 
My own growing conviction is that unless large resources are provided with which to 
maintain the old work and to ‘open up new, we shall be compelled to radically revise 
our present machinery which has been strained to the limit and scrapping much of it 
to devise new. Whether even this will meet the situation can only be known when ex- 
periments are fully tried, 

Persecutious have been unusually acute this year. I think I have never known 
so much suffering from thiscause. They come from a variety of sources, the landlords, 
the village head men, the police, the leaders of the Arya Samaj, etc. In some placeg 
to encourage a reversion to the old faith a price has been fixed for every sacred lock 
that they would allow to grow out. There ig a very manifest effort on the part of 
its leaders to bring about a revival of Hindvism and to this end they use any means that 
will secure desired results. In one place the oppsition was so severe that they stoned 
Miss Emery’s car while she was holding a meeting with the Christians close by. Yet it 
is good to know that with all this opposition few of our people comparatively give way. 
In one village where they were taking some backward steps and among others things 
had permitted the sacred lock to grow, they were exhorted by the missionary to re- 
move these hateful signs and be faithful to their new Master. On going away atthe 
close of the meeting the missionary saw a small boy of seven or eight years, sitting in 
a dark corner of the house, with the sacred lock in one hand and the dull family sickle 
in the other with many groans and pained facial expressions, removing the offending 
lock. 

In the beginning of the year we adopted five objectives towards the acom- 
plishing of which our efforts would be especially directed. They were, (1) to secure 
at least five converts each; (2) to prepare a large number for full Church mem- 
bership; (3) to sell at least one Gospel Portion daily; (4) to teach each of our 
people a short simple prayer; (5) to try to reach people of other classes and bring 
them to Christ. These objectives have been followed with varying degrees of faith- 
fulness but where the pastor has worked and prayed definitely towards these ends there 
has been decided progress. af 

An ooiity aioe castes and classes other than those from which the mass 
of our Christians come, has this year rewarded the patient, prayerful work of years. 
The movement among the Chamars in_the parts of the Moradabad District that 
adjoin this, has overflowed into our District resulting in the baptism of some 
seventy-five people. This movement has in it great possibilities and if wisely 
directed and faithfully followed up will result in hundreds and even thousands of 
accessions. There are many communities of these people who are closely watching 
the effect of Christianity on those of their numbers who have accepted Christ 
and if the result impresses them a great movement Christward will follow ies. 

The village Primary Schools. Owing to the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
society having permitted some of its funds to be used for this purpose they have had 
a good year. The number of schools has increased, the enrollment has been 
larger and the work more efficient than last year. Miss Emery, assisted when 
possible by Mrs. Core, has achieved wonders in that department of the work. 

The Christian Boys’ Hostel. Owing to reduced funds shows an enrollment 
of only one hundred at the close of the year. Even some of these come from 
places outside of the District. This small number of boys in the hostel is all 
out of proportion to ovr great Christian community of more than 21,000 people 
yet even with this reduced number we close the year with an alarming debt. 

Thee rollment in the Day school in the city is the largest in several years 
and but for the lack of class room accommodation, might have been considerably 
larger. For some years this Middle School under the competent leadership of E. T. Frey

nee ee Taming Sohoed far the Village workers under the excellent leadership of 
_ Piyare Lal has had a good year though purposely the enrollment has not been large. 
Mrs. Rober's, with a staff of teachers, has done good work in the woman’s department 
of the pee a a writes of the Girls School, “All the Sixth class passed in the 
Government examination, one obtaining a place in the First Division. In the entire 
school only thirteen failed to obtain promotion. The work of the teaching staff 
has been of ahigh order. Jn the Training School, sixteen have been enrolled in 
the two classes. Last year two girls failed to obtain passing mark Ss. ; 

The hostel has had a good deal of illness of the minor sort. but nothing 
serious. The girls have been greatly interested in their own physical develop- 
ment which has partly accounted for the general good health among them. 
new method of teaching Hygiene, enrollment in the Knighthood of Health and 
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regular weighing, have all combined to make their contribution to the physical 
welfare of the girls. In things spiritual it is a satisfaction to know that some of 
the girls have found a personal saviour and are having victory in their lives. Many 
of them are earnestly striving to live the Christian life. Thirteen have this year 
united with the Church.” 

As the time for our retirement draws near, there are many things I should 
like to say but obviously they cannot be said here. Sorrow at the parting from 
friends and fellow wor:ers with whom we have been long and intimately associ- 
ated in every form of Mission work, leaving the work into which our lives have 
have been wrought, these and many other things one would like to speak of but 
the things one wants to say must be left unsaid. But in concluding this report 
and at the same time nearly forty years of service in India I want to recorda 
testimony of profound gratitude to God that He has permitted us so many years of 
such happy service under sucha Master, among sucha people and alongside of such 
fellow workers both Indian and missionary, Looking back over all the years with 
the tender mercies of the heavenly father, deep gratitude is the predominating feeling 
in the heart 

Young missionaries and Indian preachers just beginning their service are of 
all men the most to be envied and the most to be congratulated. They will have 
greater burdens of responsibility to shoulder and greater problems to solve than 
have faced any preceding generation of missionaries, but they will also see 
greater things than have their predecessors, will see greater movements Christward, 
and greater transformation, 


EASTERN KUMAUN DISTRICT. 
P, L. LYALL, Superintendent. 


“How beautiful upon the mountains are the feet of him that bringeth good 
tidings, that publisheth peace, that bringeth good tidings of good, that publisheth 
salvation, that saith unto Zion, Thy God Reigneth.’’ (Isaiah 52:7) Therefore, it 
is our high privilege to-day to glory in the fact that we have been graciously 
granted health and strength by our Lord and Master all through the year to proclaim 
the glad tidings ofthe Salvation of our Saviour in the hilly region of the Himalayas 
like the prophets and apostles of old and to bring the perishing souls in to the King- 
dom of God. The year under report has been, thank God, one of encouraging re- 
sults insome of the things as compared with past work, judging the peculiar diffi- 
culties and problems confronting us on these mountain tops. At times, I haye 
been som2waat disheartened owing to the immensity of our task but when we 
remember His precious promise which says ‘‘My grace is sufficient for thee,’’ 
then | inwardly feel strengthened and encouraged ia an admirable way to carry on the 
glorious wor for the glory of His Blessed Name. 

The Eastern Kumaun._ District was separated last year from Kumaun District 
and it comprises an area of 2,(00 sq. miles and js located in the Himalayas connected 
with the plains by a Railway extending to the foot of the mountains. Tt has 
a population of 1,85,000 andis bounded on the north by Askot state joining Bhot 
on the south by Tanakpur and Khatema which are Bhabar and Tarai stations on 
the plains, on the east upto the borders of the Nepal state and on the west by 
Kumaun District. From last year an arrangement was made by which Bhot 
Circuit was handed over to the Rev. E. B. Steiner who is an independent missionary 
of pe Mennonite Church. The different activities of our work may be described 
as follows:— 


Evangelistic Work. 


Our Evangelistic work, thank God, has been carried on with great earnestness 
and zeal by our comparatively small force of workers throughout the year and 
Iam glad to state that almost all of them gave me their whole-hearted sympathy and 
co-operation to do something worth while for the glory of God. In the various 
religious fairs held in the district from time to time, in markets and bazaars, in 
our numerous villages and among people of high and low castes generally the 
gospel of Christ was freely preached. We were also able to hold a number of 
meetings withthe help of our Magic Lantern in villages and had ample opportunities 
thus to reach the Nepalis, the Bhutiyas and the Tibetans. During the month of 
Evangelistic campaign, which was started with much prayer and a splendid pro- 
gramme, our Missionary Ladies and Girls School teachers as well as our Hostel 
boys and our laymen took active part in sounding forth the glorious message to 
the people. Meetings were held in various spots which were largely attended by 
village people. Useful tracts and hand-bills were on a large scale distributed 
among the people and a number of gospel portions were sold, ‘In my re 
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peated tours I was exceedingly rejoiced to note that a marked change is gradually 
taking place in the religious thoughts of the people all over the district. Quite a 

number of high caste people seemed to be drawing near the Kingdom of God 
~ but owing tothe strong family ties, fear of losing their place in society, their 
lives and property and on*account of there being no suitable provision with us 
for their support after baptism they are, as it were, still standing at the door and 
hesitating. [earnestly plead with you allto remember this great work in your 
prayers. We have had 33 baptisms in the year in our district and we are earnestly 
hoping that next year even better results may follow. Weare very enthusiastic 
about the movement which is slowly but steadily taking place in the Dom community, 
They are eager to come and join hands with us. : 

[ am indeed very glad to say that our energetic District Evangelist Miss 
McCartney has done a wonderfully fine work in the District. Her institute, which was 
held in the month of August, 1928, was very helpful for women and teachers of the 
Girls’ School. They were also attended by some of our male workers, Miss Hayes, of 
Champawat, also has been untiring in her efforts to make Christ known among Tharus 
and Bhootias and Nepali people who come to Bhabar and Tarai section in Tanakpur for 
trade. Mrs. Lyall has also been able to visit some stations in order to help Bible 
Readers in their work. 


Educational and Medical Work. 


Girls’ Boarding School.—Our energetic principal Miss R. Cox has conducted the 
work of the School in an excellent manner. In the Government examination our 
Middle Class girls have all passed. The management of the School has been most 
satisfactory. The moral and spiritual tone of our Girls’ School has been indeed very 
fine. 

Widows’ home.—We were indeed very sorry to part with our friend Miss. I. J. 
Loper by whose efforts the Agricultural work of the Home was conducted in admirable 
way. Weare, however, glad to have Miss M.L. Perrill as her successor. She took 
charge of the work in August and since then she has heen running it on a grand scale. 
The harvest this year has been plentiful. The spiritual life of our women in the Home, 
who are nearly 35 in number, has been remarkably good. The children of these women 
were cared for very nicely by Miss Perrill. é 

Boys’ Hostel and School.—Thank God the condition of our School has con- 
siderably improved. The number of our boys has been increased from 30 to 40. The 
School Staff also had hada marked change. There are five teachers of whom the 
Head Master is Intermediate C.D. two areS. L.C passed and two Hindi teachers. 
Great efforts have been made to make the School a Recognized Institution. The In- 
spector of Schools visited our Schoolin August last and was pleased to see the work. 
He has made certain conditions which will be fulfilled during the period of one year, 
the School will be recognized from July, 1929. Our worthy friend, Mr. Moffatt, I am 
glad to mention has helped and advised me wonderfully in order to get the School 
recognised. He has worked to the best of his ability to improve the work of the 
School for which I am deeply grateful tohim. There is yet a great scope for the 
advancement in this line. Weare aware that our School represents a great onward 
step for the education of the boys of the Eastern Kumaun District. For the future it is 
our only hope for the betterment of the condition of the Christian community. It is 
to be remembered that this is the only School in that vast territory to meet the needs of 
the people. The health and moral tone of our boys is in every way satisfactory. For 
the first time in the History of our School 6 of our boys have been sent for higher 
education to Dwarahat School. The result of our School has indeed been good. Our 
School at Doongra Kot is doing fine work. During this year a Hindi Middle passed 
man was appointed as Second Master in the School. 

Medical Work.—Our female hospital at Pithoragarh and at Champawat are 
run by Miss McCartney and Miss. Hayes respectively. By means of these Hospitals 
great and valuable medical assistance is rendered to the women in those parts as they 
have no female hospital in our district. We greatly need a trained lady doctor for our 
work. The medical work is a great help to the cause of evangelism. Often children 
are also cared for in these Institutions. : 

Leper Asylum.—Miss Reed, the Superintendent, has devoted all her life to this 
noble work and by her efforts the work is still being carried on with great success. ~ 


Miscellaneous. 


Daura Work.—All through the year I have tried my best to tour_through the 
District and see the work. On one occasion Dr. Weak and the Rev. E. M. Moffatt 
accompanied me to Thal Mela and went as far as Bhot Dar Chula, I visited a number 
of villages and preached the Gospel to villagers along with my workers. In quite a 
number of places we were able to make use of our Magic Lantern which certainly 
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proved a great help. Many of the Melas were also visited by me where the Gospel was 
preached, portions sold and tracts distributed. In December, 1927 we held a worker’s 
meeting of the District at Pithoragarh in which we madea programme for the whole 
year’s work. Weare trying to do our work according to that arrangement. Nearly 
“all of our workers are actively engagedin doing faithful work, There seems a great 
hope among the “Slipkars’” who largely attended our meetings and heard the 
message. : 
District Conference.—Our District Conference was was held in April anda 
useful and interesting programme was prepared, by the Local Committee. Dr. H. H. 
‘Weak, the Rev. E. M, Moffatt and Mr. and Mrs. Steiner were among our honoured 
visitors, Their addresses to the Conference were very inspiring and spiritual. Dr, Weak 
daily held an Institute for Workers which certainly proyed very helpful and in- 
structive. His subject was ‘‘What I believe.” The Mela and the Meetings were all 
the means of a great blessing to our people. The Temperance Association for men by 
the help of Miss McCartney has done very fine work this year in the town. Its 
membership includes Christians and non-Christians. A helpful temperance Jalsa was 
held at the time of our Conierence and was greatly enjoyed by us all. 
: ‘In conclusion, we are grateful to God for what he has been able to accomplish 
through us in this corner of the world and we earnestly hope that he will continue to 
bless us more and more. The number of our entire Christian community is 812. We 
have four Conference Members, five Ordained Preachers, 6 Local Preachers and three 
Exhorters, paid workers. We have 22 Sunday Schools with an enrolment of 728. We 
have 3 Epworth Leagues with a membership of 208. Our colletions for all purposes 
amount to Rs, 2,999 of which Rs. 1,378 represents ministerial Support and Rs. 571 
benevolences. I hope that I shall be remembered by you all. This report would be 
incomplete without a brief mention here of our hearty appreciation for the continual 
support we have been receiving by the kindness of our friends and patrons for 
District and School work. May God shower his richest blessings on them all. 


GARHWAL DISTRICT. 
H. H. WEAK, District Superintendent. 


This report will mark the close of my 9th year of active service in this district 

and I am beginning to feel asif I belonged to the hills. In some respects it is a good 

place and to one who loves nature at home there is some thing ever fresh and new in 

the mountains which inspires faith and courage as well as reverence. The ever chang- 

ing lights and shadows, the shining snows in the distance, the deep green of the forests, 

the bare rocks, and the rushing torrents afford an endless variety of interesting detail 
so that life can never be monotonous, ; 

-. Not only is the country itself interesting but more so is the people with whom 
we work, Hosts of them have become friends during the years and we have learned to 
look upon them as relatives, kindred at least in spirit if not in the flesh. Here we have 
the Brahman with his rigid orthodoxy being slowly undermined by the new thought of 
the age, the Rajput with his pride of achievement, both past and present, the Moham- 
medan with-his eye towards profit in his trade, the migrating Bhotia and Tibetan with 

‘their flocks of sheep and goats, simple life and patient plodding, the Christian, some of 
the fourth generation, ambitious to obtain land, to build himself a home, and to educate 

‘his children, the Dom who toils at the various trades and who really forms the industrial 
sinew of the land, poor, subdued by his caste neighbours, denied most of the privileges 
of free men and yet fearing to break with his past for fear lest something he cannot 
fathom or understand may happen to him. All this and much more in the hills. Great 

‘regions yet unexplored, hundreds of villages yet to be visited, waste places to build 
human hearts to understand, children to iove and help. What better place in the world 
for. Chrjstian and Christ-like love and service. ! 

’ With the closing of the year I shall have travelled about 1,450 miles on foot or 
horseback in connection with the work. This means that I have been away from home 
for 176 days of the year or almost six months. The longest continuous trip was one to 
East Kumaon and Bhot in the month of April of about fiye hundred miles and which re- 
quired almost two months. The trip, however, was well worth while as it gaye me a 
chance to see a part of our hill work that I had not seen before, and especially that part 
of Bhot where Dr. Martha Sheldon laboured for so many years and where she finally laid 
down to rest. The District Conference at Pithoragarh, which I was privileged to attend 
was a gret inspiration to me personally. During these journeys I have lectured 18 times, 
preached 102 times, and visited 46 different villages. If I had the means and the time I 

_should love nothing better than to be out among the people all the time. 

Nothing remarkable has happened during the year, The crops have been 
fair, there has been no pestilence or floods, and the work has gone on unhinder- 
ed. Our Christian community has increased to 1,512, there ware 75 baptisms and 11 
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deaths, which is the smallest number in many years. Nearly all marriages among Chris- 
tians in Garhwal are solemnized by Christian rites, and we have very little difficulty © 
with old customs and idolatry as compared with our Christians in the plains, Our 
standard of education is much higher as nearly every child of school age has a chance 
.to attend school. The smaller number of the community, even though greatly scat- 
tered, makes personal supervision much easier and we know most of our people and 
many of their children by name, Their sorrows and their joys are shared by us in a 
very real way. 
Our institutions continue to flourish as we have 9 schools for boys and two for 
girls with a total enrolment of 784 of whom 104 are girls. The total number of Chris- 
tian students is 238 and about twenty-five more are studying in advanced schools in 
the plains. The total number of teachers is 45 and 28 of these are Christians, while 9 
are trained teachers. There are two hostels for boys. with an enrolment of 157, and 
one hostel for girls with an enrolment of 85. The Messmore High School has an enrol- 
ment of 375; many improvements have been made during the year such as new ceilings, 
new furniture, anda good retaining wall back of the school. These improvements 
have cost about Rs. 11,000 out of which the Government hag given almost half. The 
Hindu Hostel has been thoroughly overhauled and for the first time an attempt has 
been made to furnish the rooms so that the students could be comfortable. As a result 
the hostel is filled to the limit. The school is now furnished to provide for 500 students 
and we hope to have this number in the very near future. The school exerts a helpful 
influence all over the district and our students come from all parts, some a distance of 
70 miles. 
Both the churches at Gadoli and Chopra are self-supporting and Kotdwara has dur- 
ing the last two years assumed 1/5 of the salary of the pastor in addition to providing a 
monthly allowance for travel. The total of Pastoral support and of all benevolences 
is Rs. 2,760 whichis about $ of the best year we had just before the first reduction in 
appropriations came. A much larger amount is now collected monthly from the: pa- 
rents in fees for their children in school and this is helping a great deal and also teach- 
ing the people to become self-reliant. 515 Scripture portions were sold during the year 
and 29,000 tracts distributed. Our small Dispensary at Chopra has ministered to 1,448 | 
people and 8 home visits were made. Hight of our Primary village schools are aided 
by the District Board and are maintained at a fairly high standard of efficiency. The » 
buildings and equipment on the whole is good and the repairs during the year have been. 
light. Our total property value comes to the huge sum of Rs. 569,275 and most of ‘our 
buildings are now in a good condition and _ our land holdings well secured. Our Sunday - 
Schools number 39 with an enrolment of 846; there are three Epworth Leagues with a= 
membership of 197, two Junior Leagues with a membership of 78 and our Junior Church 
at Chopra has proved to be a great success. The number of district workers; educa- 
tional and evangelistic is 25, and there are 39 Bible-readers. Nearlv all ‘the workers.’ 
are of the Local Preacher grade and have been educated up to the 8th standard. of our 
school. During October one of our esteemed fellow-workers, Durag Singh of Srinagar,.. 
passed away after a long illness. We have no one to take his place and we shall miss 
him very keenly. The co-operation of all has been very encouraging and there has been 
little cause for criticism. Our little band of workers are loyal to the church and the. 
Kingdom and I believe they are trying to do their best. Books and papers have been 
distributed among them and most of them are wide awake and abreast of the times. — 
During the year the new Dormitory at Gadoli was completed and is a splendid 
addition to the buildings of the institution. The old building which formerly served as 
a kitchen and dormitory is now being remodelled to provide one additional dormitory 
and class-rooms for the Primary department and it is hoped to have it completed: by 
next April. Miss Beach has done good work in the school though she has heen handicapp-_ 
ed by illness which compelled her to take absolute rest for over two months of the sum- 
mer. During this time Mrs. Gill stepped in and looked after the school. Mrs. Gill has » 
been in Garhwal so long that it would be difficult to get on without her. She knows 
all the people for several generations and most of their connections. The people come 
to her with their ills, both physical and spiritual and her services are unceasing. 
I cannot close this report without saying a word of appreciation of the faithful 
service rendered by Mr. and Mrs. G. A. Chowfin in connection with the Thoburn Hostel ° 
at Chopra. After Mr. and Mrs. Nave went on furlough in 1927 the Headmaster and 
his family moved from their home at Gadoli and took up the duties left by Mr. and Mrs.: 
Nave. They have done the work most loyally and well and they have full respon-... 
sibility in evervthing except in the matter of foreign correspondence and finance We 
have worked together in the closest co-operation and I have the fullest confidence in : 
their integrity and worth, Their coming to fill the vacant places have helped to soly 
one of our most difficult problems. | ae 
We had as usual a good District Conference and the week of close fellowship - 
was greatly enjoyed by all. Bishop J. W. Robinson, T. C. Badley, and W. A. Revis. . 
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were our guests during the conference and we were not only glad to have them among 
us but we were also greatly profited and cheered by their coming. A child welfare 
programme was carried out in Pauri at the time of the conference and in this our 
Christian women had a large share. 

While the progress in these hills is slow as compared with the plains yet the in- 
fluence of our church cannot be measured by mere numbers. Christianity is pretty 
well known all over the district and the council of Christians is often sought by non- 
Christians. We have the confidence and good will of all classes. If we had the means 
to increase our working force and provide the means by which they could itinerate more 
in the villages the results at the end of the year would be quite different. As yet we 
have not been able to occupy even the strategic centres let alone important fields 
further from the main highways of travel. Yet the greatest need of allisa deeper 
consecration of life tothe service of Jesus Christ anda willingness to spend and be 
spent in his service. If the time should ever come when our church as a whole should 
catch a glimpse of the possibilities that are ours and unitedly strive for their attain- 
ment we should have results such as none has ever dreamed of, for the time is opportune 
but the Master waits for the church to rise and possess. The message of Isaiah 60:1 
is our motto for next year; it reads: ‘Arise, shine for thy light is come and the glory 
of Jehovah is risen upon thee.” 


HARDOI-SITAPUR DISTRICT. 
Morray T. Titus, District Superintendent. 


Tours.—During the year that has just closed the whole district has been 
covered four times, and all places where we have workers have been visited except four. 
A good number of villages have been includedin our touring programme, and in 
some places we have been very much encouraged with the character and knowledge of 
our village people. The work of getting over the district has been greatly simplified 
by the completion of a pakka road, and the repairing of a bridgs across the Gumti 
so that Hardoi and Sitapur are now connected by a splendid road, the distance being 
only 46 miles. This makes the district a compact unit, and it becomes even easier to 
supervise than the Bareilly or Budaun Districts, though the actual area covered is 
greater. With the aid of the motor car and a touring tent which fits alongside the 
motor we are almost independent of all dak-bungalows, and inspection houses and 
the trains, and so can make our own Schedules. 

Organization.— Beginning with January Ist we have developed a district 
organization in order to secure a large measure of co-operation from the Christian 
workers. A District Council was organized with a ‘non-official’? chairman and 
treasurer, the district superintendent taking the position of Corresponding Secretary. 
One of the pastors was elected chairman, and another treasurer. The former has 
presided at all meetings of the Council, and the latter has made all monthly payments 
to the workers. The Corresponding Secretary has maintained the connection with 
the Home Base, but the aim of the organization has been to create a sense of closer 
co-operation and responsibility among the workers, and we rejoice that some measure 
of success has been achieved. 

Religious Education. Our efforts in this direction have been along the 
definite lines, in addition of course to the regular work of the Sunday School and 
Epworth League activities in the Saddar Churches of Hardoi and Sitapur. On the one 
hand we have Bees and have put into use a Course of Study for our Village 
Christians. This Course covered fifteen points: Four stories on the life of Christ: 
four Golden Texts; four bhajans; the Lord’s prayer; the Apostles’ Creed; the Ten 
Commandments. Three months were allowed for each story, bhajan, and text 
beginning with November, except that October was reserved as “examination month.”’ 
The results of that month, and the year’s work of teaching have not come in yet 
but we are confident that much progress has been made. The same course will be 
followed next year when a special effort will be made to get those instructed who 
‘‘failed’’ this year, and those who passed will be used as assistant instructors. 

The second effort was to hold a summer school of 10 days for the workers 
One very successful school was held in Hardoi during the first of August, but the 
Sitapur school had to be given up unfortunately owing to sickness. ; 

Sowing the Good Seed.—We are particularly fortunate in North India to. have 
such an abundance of good literature for sale and free distribution. We have made 
gene use of the special tracts and books for Muslims published by the P. R. B. § 

ahore, and the Hindi tracts for Hindus from the C. L.S., Allahabad. No less than 
10,000 special tracts for Muslims, and 50,000 tracts for Hindus have been sold and 
distributed free. All this in addition to 5,781 Gospel portions. In both kinds of 
literature a substantial increase is shown over last year. The increase jin tracts is 
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nearly 5,000, and the incease in Gospels sold is about 2,100. Melas, so very numerous 
in this Brahman dominated area, together with bazaars, and ordinary visits to 
villages and cities have afforded an excellent opportunity for reaching the people with 
the printed word, as well as by means of out-door preaching. 

Educational Institutions —Our schools for boys and girls have had a good 
year, and in both Hardoi and Sitapur the Middle School girls made a very high per- 
centage of passes in the Government Examination. There are three more schools 
in the district than last year, as these have been opened in Shahabad and Pihani with 
teachers paid by the W. F. M.S. There are 406 boys and girls in school of which 308 
are Christians or 46 more than last year. We rejoice that there has been no serious 
sickness in the schools this year. The arrangements made by the manager for the 
care of the children as well as their instruction is excellent. The changes in the 
schools have been considerable. Miss Bates left at the end of last year on furlough, 
and her place was taken at Sitapur by Miss Habermann. In July Miss H. N. Singh 
left the Hardoi School to take up work as head-mistress of the Government Model 
Girls’ School there, and Miss G. E. Hadden was appointed in charge of the educational 
work with Mrs. Shaw continuing in charge of the hostel. 

In addition to the children being educated in our own district schools, Mrs. 
Jones and Mrs. Titus are both diligently working to help boys who must go further. 
Two boys are in the Lucknow University, and four are in the Aligarh Industrial 
School, besides 25 who are studying in higher classes in the Lodhipur Community 
School, and the Parker High School. 

Property change. In accordance with the authorization of the Finance Com- 
mittee we succeeded in selling the Mission bungalow in Hardoj for the sum of 
Rs. 19,000, and without any loss in the transaction, to the Police Department. The 
sum js to be applied to the reduction of the enormous property debt of the conference. 
We consider ourselves very fortunate indeed in being able to dispose of the bungalow 
so advantageously; and especially as we were able to retain a fair sized compound 
from the property, which had a small pakka two roomed house which we have been 
able to convert into a suitable, and most useful ‘‘Rest House’’ for the use of the 
district superintendent when on tour. Besides this provides an excellent site for a 
bungalow in case the need for one should ever arise. 

A new wall has been built in front of the Hardoi Church which greatly improves 
that property. Likewise work has been started on the Sitapur parsonage which is 
located at Buttsganj. 

The District Barometer.—In a more or less imperfect way the statistical forms 
represent the barometer of the evangelistic work of the district. As we take the 
reading this year, on October 31st we find some slight advances that give us hope, 
and for which we thank God and take courage. The figures show 3,807 members of 
our Christian community whichis a gain of 189. The baptisms number 163 which 
are 55 more than last year. There is no Mass Movement at work in this district, 
and for some reason not altogether clear to me, this area lacks the elasticity in 
social life, and keenness for improvement that one finds farther East. Oudh seems 
to be the ‘‘doldrums’’ of North India. The great-sweeping movements lie beyond 
its borders. The Sunday Schools show practically no change with 86 schools and 
2,710 scholars. 

Likewise the financial situation shows that we are just holding our own, and 
no more. The amount collected for ministerial support is Rs. 2,208; while the total 
for all collections is Rs. 3,534, or an increase of Rs. 697 as compared with last year’s 
figure. Unfortunately we cannot claim this all as a gain, but probably Rs. 250 of it 
can be claimed as a cclear gain over all income last year. But even so very little 
ean be traced to our Indian Christian community that has no connection with Mission 
support. Most of the gifts here noted represent tithes and offerings from missionaries 
and Mission workers whose support all comes from America. So actually there is 
very cold comfort even in these figures which look so well. ; 

Our Staff._ As compared with the huge area we have as our spiritual pogses- 
sion comprising three civil districts, we are woefully understaffed. We do not 
have workers enough, according to our present system, to even approximately 
effectively occuppy more than one of these three districts. Perhaps this is part of 
the reason of our failure to have more success. The Assemblies of God Mission is 
already almost half as large in Indian staff for the Kheri district alone as we are 
for the three whole districts. My growing conviction is that considering all the 
circumstances we would be glorifying God more by making over the whole Kheri 
District to this Mission, and concentrating our effort on Hardoi and Sitapur, than 
by holding on to this district with five workers for the sake of sentiment. We must 
either increase our staff or get anew programme, if we are to make any appreciable 
steps forward. ; ( : 

Our greatest need.—But in spite of the above observatious on our shortage of 
staff our greatest inadequacy is lack of spiritual power, revival power, For after 
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all it is not by might nor by power—the might of impressive numbers and effective 
occupation, or the power of the American dollar—but by my spirit, saith the Lord of 
hosts, that this district will be won for God/ and the kingdom of our Christ. For 
this we humbly pray. 


KUMAON DISTRICT. 
E. M. Morratt, District Superintendent. 


New Boundaries.—After three years of union with the Eastern Kumaon 
District, Western Kumaon was again constituted as the Kumaon District. It is how- 
ever considerably changed, for, during the interim, there was added the work of the 
London Mission in Almora. This consisted of two large circuits, several village 
schools, the Ramsay High School for boys, the Adams High School for girls, and the 
Almora Leper Asylum, probably the oldest in India. ‘ ih 

During the past three years, the Rey. E. S. Oakley, a retired missionary of the 
London Mission, has continued in charge of the Ramsay High School. He has now 
asked to be relieved of the Managership, but has consented to continue on the staff 
of the School as one of the teachers of English and the Bible. The transition of the 
work to our Mission has been greatly facilitated by having had Mr. Oakley with us for 
these years. The District also records its gratitude for the services of Rev. U.S. 
Rawat, the Senior Indian worker of the London Mission, who, although retired by his 
Mission, has continued with us, giving continuity to the evangelistic work in the district 
that would otherwise have been impossible. Sean j 

’ Majkhali_Circuit.—A new cireuit was opened this year with its centre at 
Majkhali. The Circujt includes part of the work and workers of the Ranikhet circuit, 
but by making a new centre eight miles from Ranikhet, it removed some of the work- 
ers from the detractions of a large cantonment station to the centre of many villages, 
in which concentrated effort can be made, So often, in the hills our Preachers-in- 
Charge are put in Sadar’ churches, which take so much of their time, that the village 
work is neglected. The new Majkhali circuit is entirely a village circuit. While only a 
few people of one village have this year become Christians, there has been some good 
seed sown which will bear fruit. 

‘ Bhim Tal Bhabar Circuit.—Throughout certain parts of the hills, one great. 
difficulty of evangelistic work is that most of the people leave their homes in the hills _ 
to go to the Bhabar during the winter months. There they add to their income by 
cutting wood in the jungles, and often by farming. As the nights of October begin to 
chill, the cart roads take on increased activity as long lines of bullock carts, carrying 
goods and people, processions of pedestrians with loads on their heads or baskets on 
their backs, and every sort of beast of burden, travel down to the Bhabar. During the 
rains this unhealthy stretch of land has been an impenetrable jungle. It now becomes 
a place of villages and farms. Following this custom, we have this year moved our 
workers to Haldwani, the centre of our Bhabar work. As the two circuits of Bhim 
Tal and Bhabar adjoin, we have united them under one set of workers, concentrating 
on Bhim Tal jn the summer and the Bhabar in the winter. 

__ Silbkar Sudhar Movement.—The hill population of Kumaon District is largely 
Rajput and ‘“‘Dom’”’ with a liberal sprinkling of Brahmans and afew Mohammedans. 
The Dom population seem to have no relation to the low caste people of that name on _ 
the plains. Here they are the artisans-workers in iron, brass, copper and wood, or 
often cultivators. Few of them own their own lands, but are under Rajput or Brah- 
man zemindars. They are known as ‘‘Depressed Classes’? and many of them are 
virtually slaves to those who own the land. Many have become educated and are 
most dissatisfied with their status in life. They are the most fruitful mission field. . 
Christian-mission are not the only ones who recognize this, for the Arya Samaj each 
year hold a large convention among these pgoples, and make very liberal promises of 
the reforms which will be instituted if they will join the Arya Samaj. Little has been 
done to carry out these large promises, These people are turning to Christianity as a 
religion which has no caste restriction. There are many earnest seekers among them, 
and a large interest in Christ and his teachings, Many are ready to be baptised, but 
one hesitates to bring this about, when it is likely to be followed by their being turned _ 
off the land which means their livelihood. Until land can be secured upon which these 
new converts can make a fresh start, no large numbers can be added to the Christian 
church, During the years, some progress has been made in finding land which can be 
purchased, and a plan is now under way to make a startin securing such land. Two 
of our workers, who are themselves from the Dom class, have been set aside for 
special work among them throughout the District. Th2y have wonderful stories to 
tell of how ready these people are to listen to the Gospel. 

Village Schools. —The Almora District has areputation for a hizhor rate of 
literacy than nearly any other district in the United Provinzes. This is largaly die to ; 
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the efforts of the early missionaries, of the London Mission and of the Methodist 
Miesion. Many village schools were established, and maintained until finally the 
Government took them over, Severalof these schools’ are still maintained, partly as- 
sisted by grants from the District Board. The greatest. difficulty is to get Christian 
teachers, trained in the vernacuiar, as most Christian boys go to Anglo-vernacular 
schools. The largest school, still maintained by the District is the one in Johar Bhot, 
with 150 pupils. This school moves four times a year as the Bhutias move up and 
down. It was once a Middle School, but is now only an Upper Primary. A teacher of 
Thibetan has been recently added to the school. Many villages have. asked for schools 
-but lack of funds prevents any more schools being maintained. In certain sections of 
the district, compulsory education has been started, but unless the District Board is 
-able to greatly increase its finances, it, cannot’ hope to be successful. The tendency 
now is to cut down instead of increase schools, and there is great need of all that the 
Mission can do in the matter of Village Education. 

Aigher School. —Ranikhet Middle School for boys has tnis year added the eighth 
standard. The enroilment has largely increased and the school taken a larger place in 
the life of Ranikhet, where it is the only school. The Ramsay High School for boys 
has taken a leading place in its examination results. The School is handicapped for 
room, and plans are under way for improving its buildings. Both Schools in Dwarahat 
have had splendid results this year and are filled to capacity. The Girls’ School in 
Almora sends candidates for High School examination and as soon as new buildings for 
which plans are now before Government, are completed, it is expected that the High 
School will be recognised. There is great need for a High School for girls in the hills, 
as they are not able to stand school life on the plains. Wellesley College has almost 
completed a new building to house its teachers, and the Chapel, which has been under 
construction for sometime, will soon be completed. These are only two of several 
new buildings which are contemplated within the next few years. Philander Smith 
College has almost completed its new administratiom and assembly hall building. Space 
does not permit of giving in detail the results of the year in these schools, but the 
year is one of progress in every way and in every school. =~ 

Medical Work. —Two institutions in the District carry on general medical work, 
the Dispensary in Dwarahat, and the Helping Hands’ Hospital in Almora, The former 
work is for men, and in recent years has been considerably. reduced by the changing 
of the pilgrim route that formerly went through Dwarahat. Still it has been of great 
benefit to those living near Dwarahat. The Helping Hand Hospital is for women, 
and is still in much demand in spite of the opening of a ward for women in the Munici- 
pal Hospital and the addition of two other women doctors in Almora. Nearly 15,000 
came to these two institutions for help during the year. A third medical institution 
in the district is the Leper Asylum in Almora Over seventy have been cared for 
during the year, besides about fifteen children of leper parents, in our boarding’ houses. 
Most of these cases are beyond treatment. A young Christian doctor is under train- 
ing to take charge of the Ayslum this year, and with one capable of giving treatment, 
it is hoped that the Institution will become even more useful than it is at pre- 
ay In General.—In addition to the two Girls’ Schools and Wellesley College, 
several day schools for girls have been maintained. Bible women visited the zenanas 
in Almora and Naini Tal, and a certain amount of women’s work has been done in the 
district, There is great need of a District Evangelist to conduct this work throughout 
the District. Miss Larson, who was appointed for this work, has had to replace Miss 
Newman, who, because of illness, left the Girls’ school, Almora in the middle of the 
year. Muchsplendid work was done by the London Mission for women throughout 
the Almora District, which we have not been able to continue. Along with a note of 
gladness at the progress, as shown by 74 baptisms, of which 34 were adults; a greatly 
increased giving to pastoral support and to _benevolences; and in our schools; I regret 
to have to adda note of sadness. The district lost four workers through death, includ- 
ing Dr. John Abraham, in charge of the Dwarahat dispensary. Hehad given many 
years of useful work to the Mission. The other three: Mattias Abraham, M. C. Lall, 
and Bhawan singh were all young men. ‘Two others have retired. and two have been 
dismissed. Funds do not permit of replacing any of these workers. In spite of this, 
we are facing a new year with new plans, and new hopes, and trusting God that the 
Kumaon District is only beginning its great work. 





MORADABAD DISTRICT, 
L A. Cork, District Superintendent. 


Twenty years have passed since I wrote my last report of the Moradabad District. 
It had been my privilege to have an almost continuous service of seventeen years in the 
District, After so many years of absence it is but natural that among the first things 
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to attract attention are the changes for good or. otherwise that have occurred in the 
interval, 

One of the first of these is the very great change in the facilities for itinerating. 
The old ox-cart and pony-cart of Bishop Parker’s day are no longer used by the modern 
missionary, They gave way to the bicycle which was a seven days wonder in city and 
village. The bicycle for me solved the problem of village itineration. On the bicycle 
no village was too remote andno road was too bad and [ was able'to reach villages with 
comparative ease, waich to the earlier missionary were impossible. Thisin turn gave 
place to the motor bike which speedily gave way to the car which has now become a 
necessity to the missionary. But in spite of all these new devices for rapid and com- 
fortable travel, the old ox-cart and slow, lumbering camel-cart, giving the maximum of 
discomfort and minimum of speed, are still going strong with the conservative, as a con- 
venient and cheap method of travel. 

Turning to mission equipment, the changes are still more striking. Two old mud- 
walled missionary residences, one of them being the oldest house inthe whole mission, 
have been replaced by brick buildings. A splendid Primary School, up-to-date in every 
respect now occupies the site of one of these bungalows, the one in which we and a 
lonz line of predecessors lived, for many years. Nearly two huadred bright, active, 
small boys are taking their first steps inthe pathway of learning in this new school 
building, while close by is the new Hostel in which the eighty-seven Christian boarders 
have their home. This institution is under the management of a Missionary from the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, who, aided by a trained staff, is carrying on a most 
successful Primary School. The new Girls’ School, with the home for the Missionary in 
charge and her staff, is housed in new buildings on a property which in my day we 
looked upon with covetous eyes but dared not hope ever to possess. I have nowhere 
seen a more marked indication of the leadings of providence than in the case of this 
choice porperty._ The old day school building is in great need of remodelling or of being 
replaced by a building better suited to the needs of the day. F 

Turning to the Parker High School we find an entirely new plant, save the home 
of the Manager, which was purchased just before I left the work. The old Hostel for 
Christian boys has been made into teachers’ quarters and a new one erected. Across the 
road from the Hostel is the High School building—modern and well equipped, located on 
one of the choicest sites in the station, outside of the city yet close enough to secure 
large enrollment of.non-Christian boys. The work in the schools is in keeping with their 
new sites and equipment. 

Of the staffs, whether Evangelistic or educational, of my day, few remain. Most 
of them have passed on to the service in the other world. A very few are yet in the 
service of the church, while a few are living in retirement. Two.old Circuits have been 
discontinued as separate organizations, and three new Circuits have been opened. No 
old stations have been abandoned and only one or two have been opened, but two score 
or more small stations that twenty years ago had their own pastors, have now been 
grouped together under one pastor. 

The Christian community twenty years ago numbered 15,177 and now numbers 
nearly 23,560, a net increase of over 8,000. In the economic situation little change can 
be noted. The people live and give much as they have been doing through the years. 
The amount contributed to the support has no more than kept pace with the increased 
Christian community. Opportunities for judging of the moral and spiritual condition of 
the people have been too limited to generalize, yet so far-as I have been able to see, there 
has not been the progress that a score of years of ministry should have produced. 

The outstanding change that the years and the faithful ministry of missionary and 
Indian preachers under the guiding hand of God, have achieved is the changed attitude 
of the great Chamar community toward Christianity. Hundreds in recent years have 
enrolled themselves in the Church from this community while thousands more are 
seriously considering the advisability of coming out openly for Christ.. No other change 
has surprised and delighted me more. This class which numerically is the largest of the 
many castes, is at the threshold of the Church, and if the movement be rightly handled, 
wisely led and followed up sympathetically, and with a spirit of devotion to the move- 
ment that hesitates at no amount of personal sarcifice will sweep thousands into the 
church. These thousands now almost ready, can be saved only when the worker be he 
Indian or missionary is ready to lose himself. 


But at this point a note of warning needs to be sounded. When these mass 
movements come to a climax and so much depends on every word and every act, lest 
they be frightend or discouraged and slip from our hands back into the depths from 
which they had almost emerged, the temptation is to make the way into the Kingdom too 
easy. It was the Master himself who said ‘‘Narrow is the way,” and that the taking 
up of the cross was absolutely essential. We mean, should we bea ‘little easy at the 
first step, to tighten up later, But it is better that the new convert know at the begin- 
ning what he must do and what he must give up. We need to learn from the mistakes 
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of the past. Already the church is burdened with a good many thousands who i 

to walk on the border land where it is neither Bikey nor the old faith. There = as 
need to increase the number of those who with cheerful indifference now drink of the 
cup of the Lord and now that of demons. Sees 

: Among other considerations it seems to me that in these mass movements, we 
need to stress several important things; (1) Look with a good deal of care into’ mo- 
tives. Hope of social, economic and educational uplift powerfully influence the depress- 
ed of ages. These are desirable ambitions, but only the accessories of Christianity 
(2) Careful, patient individual or group instruction is needed. Christ must have the 
central place in all our instruction. [he candidate for baptism should have an intelligent 
grasp ot the vital truths of the faith he is about to accept. (3) Every vestigé of idola- 
try should be removed from the person and from the home. (4) There should be some 
sort of a definite break with the old brotherhood. Whether it be in the matter of eating 
and drinking or in some other direction I do not know, but I fear that too often there is 
no real break with the old brotherhood. There is I fear an unwise tendency to laxity at 
these points. : et ts USAR 

Mr. Rockey during his two years’ tenure of the District, made real progress in 

building up the village panchayat system, by means of which discipline can be enforced 
and reversions to old practices punished, and Christian practices enforced. This work 
should go on until a strong central panchayat has been formed with branches all over 
the District. The village Christian knows in a sort of a way that there is a‘ District 
Superintendent and a Quarterly Conference, but they are more or less vague to him and 
he has little fear of what they may do but he knows that the panchayat has a heavy 
hand and respects it accordingly, ~ 
-. © Two Circuits, Chandausi and Bahjoi, came to the District from the old Chandaysi 
District. ‘The situation in these Circuits is about the same as that in those that went to 
the Budaon District and has been dealt with in the report of that District. The largest 
number ot baptisms has been in the Chandausi Circuit. 
« ‘= fhe total number baptized during the year is 1,576. The toll taken by death has 
been an unusually heavy one owing to a wide outbreak of the Plague which carried 
away one of our workers. One hundred and twenty eight persons were received 
ee ao membership. The people contributed toward the support of their pastors 
Rs, 773. fave : 

Mr. Branch, in addition to his duties in the Parker High School, gave, in the 

earlier part of the year, much time to visiting the village communities and baptizing 
new converts. As he lives on the ground, the people come to him with their difficulties 
and with their requests for help under oppression. 
Of the Parker High School Mr. Branch writes: ‘‘Viewing the School and hostel 
over a period of three years, we note a steady growth and development. The enrol- 
ment in 1925 was 280, while on the 31st of October this year we had 445. The number of 
Christian pupils has remained constant in spite of the repeated cuts in the three years 
under review. We have made up by economy and self support the amounts cut out of 
appropriations. There are now 119 Christian boys in the Hostel of which 45 are from 
other Districts and for whom full fees are paid. ‘fne remainder are boys on full scholar- 
ships or some of workers who pay trom Ks. 2 to 3 per month for each boy. The up-keep 
of the school and the overhead expenses of the enormous plant cut deeply into the funds 
so that it will be necessary in January to drop some 20 boys unless other means of sup- 
port can be found as the cost of food stuffs has increased Ks, 200 per month. 

Our policy is self support, self-help and self-respect so far as this combination is 
possible in india. It is regretable that even among our Christians the feeling against 
manuai labour is strong, and during the past month a rebellion took place, engineered 
by a few outsiders who are in revolt against the policy of self-help and industrjal work. 

Aside from the above, the moral tone of the Hostel is good; such matters as petty 
thieving, indulgence in abusive language, and untruthfulness are becoming things of the 
past. None of the boys are addicted to the use of tobacco and cases of immorality, so 
trequent in the past, are now of rare occurrence. 

-” The scholastic results have steadily improved and we hope this next year for yet 
better results. We now are running double sections up to and through the seventh and 
this coming year will have to open a double section of the eighth class,”’ 

‘Miss Warrington writes ot the Girls’ School, ‘“‘The enrolment in the Normal 
School is 163. Of the pupils in the Middle School 24 are day scholars. The smailer num- 
ber of Christian girls in the Hostei compared with last year is accounted for by the fact 
that on account of our limited accommodation we did not take 29 girls from Bijnor. 
Because of the smaller number and because of less rain, the health ot the girls has been 
better than last year. : ae 

The 12 girls who appeared for the Middle examination this year were successful, 
while of nine who took the Normal examination, seven passed. We think we have thie 
best Epworth League meetings ever known in Moradabad. ‘The number of members s. 
not so large as last year but the interest 1s deeper and the programmes are better 
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More opportunities are given to the members to take part in the meetings and they are 
all deriving much benefit therefrom.” 

The District Evangelist with her assistant is busy with the schools and with 
village work. Miss Hardie is building up a fine system of primary schools; Government 
is putting into operation compulsory education and she is co-operating where possible 
and hopes to get many of them on Government Grants. ; 

We regret to say that Miss Rost, who was in charge of the Parker Branch School. 
when Miss Calkins went away, has been unable to do her work on account of ill health, 
Miss Allie M. Bass, who came out a year ago, has been doing the work with zeal and 
efficiency. We also regret to state that D, Wellington, the pastor of the Moradabad 
Church left us in October to take up a post in another Mission. Mr. Wellington is a 
preacher of unusual ability, a student of the Word with a diction unsurpassed and who 
jn his thinking gets down beneath the surface. He was unable to support his’ large 
family on the salary the church could afford to pay. He agreed to give one Sunday a 
month to the church until a permanent pastor could be obtained. 


RAMPUR DISTRICT. | 
G. B. THomsoN, District Superintendent. 


It gives me a veritable pleasure to be in a position to write a report of Rampur 
District, after a solid experience of full one year, We thank our Heavenly Father 
for this wonderful guidance, help and presence, 

Though it is for the first time that a Hill man was entrusted with'this heavy 
responsibility on the plains yet I rejoice to tell that I had no sort of trouble or in- 
convenience whatsoever. Rampur District consists of a few Circuits from Bareilly 
and Moradabad _ Districts and the Native State of Rampur. There are seven Circuits 
in all, and the total number of Christians is 9,365, out of which 3,073 are Probationers 
2,621 full members, and 3,671 children. There were 700 baptisms during the year—136 
adults, and 564 children, Four different castes of people were baptized, namely 
Brahman, Chamar, Murao, and Lalbegi. We have 37 Sunday schools which give 
religious instruction to 880 students. The total collection realized during the year 
was Rs. 512, The following are my co-workers:—2 Conference members, 4 Ordained 
preachers, 4 un-ordained iones, and 8 exhorters. :

In each Circuit there was made a band consisting of the Preacher-in-Charge, 
Preachers, and Chaudhris who went from village to village preaching the Gospel, 
Selling Portions, and distributing tracts, and held special meetings with the Christians 
of the place. There was no difinite Programme of the District Superintendent. but his 
. plan was to join any band and work along with it, te 
Aen Thus writes Mrs. Thomson about her work; ‘‘It makes me very happy to write 
that God has also given me a chance to serve Him among the women of the District 
and be a testimony unto God; also that Iam helpful to my husband in bearing the. 
great responsibility. I was fortunate enough to make two complete tours along with 
my husband. I, along with my Bible workers worked in about 57 village-quarters in 
-evcry Circuits. The greatest thing which did please me was that my Sister workers 
realize their responsibility very clearly. Whenever I went along with these Bible 
workers I found that the women there knew how to sing bhajans, the Lord’s Prayer; 
-Ten commandments to a certain extent, and the Essential of Christianity, Eleven 
women were advised to prepare for examination, and I was pleased to find out that 
all of them came prepared for the examination to the District Conference. Five of 
them came out successful in all the subjects. In the coming year Iam planning to 
-open schools in the different centres with the help of my Sister workers. 
: I clearly felt the presence and nearness of God, our Heavenly Father in my 
work all through the year, for whichI am heartily thankful to God, and I strongly 
‘hope that I shall be able to work even more faithfully for the Master in the coming 
year,”’ 
z Though our District Evangelist, Miss E. Hardie, could not go with us on tour yet 
she kept on providing us help with her prayers and good advice. Whenever I went to 
her or wrote to her, she always comforted and encouraged me. During the District 
Conference.from 20th November to 26th November she stayed the whole time with 
us, and writes as follows of the work. ‘During the Rampur District Conference week 
it was my privilage to meet all the workers and to know something of the advance 
steps taken during the year by the Zanana workers under the leadership of the new 
District Superintendent and his wife, Rev. G. B. Thomson and Mrs. Thomson, I 
found that the women had been busy, not only in their regular work but in preparation 
for their Conference examinations, and every woman who had not already completed 
the Bible Reader’s Course of Study came prepared to give an examination. One wo- 
man passed in all the subjects of both the first and second years. These women were 
present in all the union sessions of the Conference, and also in the three days’ woman’s 
Conference sessions where there were some able and helpful papers read by the wives 
of some of the Preachers is Charge of Circuits, some of the women who did not know 
Hindi have determined to learn it during the coming year and be ready to help Mrs, 
Thomson in her plan to have Primary School work started in every Circuit of the 
istrict. 
tia = Aitooether I was delighted with the prospect of what will doubtless be ac- 
complished in this District during the coming year under the wise and spiritual guidance 
of Rev. and Mrs. Thomson, every remembrance of them suggests a prayer of thanks- 
giving to God for their consecration and devotion to His work.” 

District Con ference.—We had our District Conference from 20th to 26th Novem- 
ber, 1928. This time was the most suitable for the expression of our heartfelt thanks 
for our past service, and for the complete consecration of ourselves for service in the 
coming year, The Spirit of God was with us, and kind, august and dear friends 
reminded us in a woulderful way _of the promises of God. Mesrrs. W. A. Revis, Mc- 
Mullen, Mangal Singh, Rev. H. J, Sheets, Rev. E.T. Frey, Dr. M, T. Titus and Mrs. 
J. Devadasan along with her Seminary band were there. On the last day we had the 
pleasure of the guidance of ovr Bishop J. W. Robinson D, D., who delivered two great 
and beautiful sermons, and brought to an end the Conference Session with his blessings, 
The most remarkable day of the Conference as regards its greatness and Spiritual 
significance was the 21st of November. This was a Chaudhri day in which about 50 
Chaudharis had come from distant places at their own expense. Mr. W. A. Revis gave 
a soul stirring sermon in the morning on the “Decision of Life” which moved all the 
Chaudhris, and the Holy Spirit seemed to stir them. Again when in the noon a chance 
was given to the Chaudhris to discuss how to improve the lives of their Christian 
brethren, they were at once filled with zeal, and 35 of them stood up and promised to 
give themselyes up to Christ, to refrain from all evil, and discourage others from 
doing it. In thankfulness for the new pledge, a special collection was given by them 

j d to Rs. 20. 
ae Secon Chaidliatis who had come from Rampur stayed throughout the Conference. 
All of us were filled with a wonderful brotherly feeling, love, and blessings, for two 
nights Mr. Revis and Rev. E.T. Frey gave magic lantern lectures, which were also 
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attended by the local Hindus and Mohammadens, who listened to the lectures on Christ’s 
life with all respect and sincirety. These lectures hada great influence over these 
“men. God’s presence was with us and will remain forever. k 
Educational Work.—I regret to mention that in our Rampur District Educa- 
tional Work has not been done as it ought to have been done. I could not open any 
Village schools up to this time due to want of Funds, but I hope to open one Primary 
_ school in each Circuit with the help of our Bible workers in the coming year. However 
at present there are 30 boys and 12 girls of Rampur District who are studying at 
‘Bareilly, Moradabad, and Lodhipur Schools. Two young men are in the Theological 
‘Seminary, one in the Training school, Budaon, and one at Lodhipur preparing themselves 
for the Christian Service of our Heavenly Father. 
=. Self Support.—This year we endeavoured to make the meaning of Self support 
clear to the Church. We also realized that when the people know that their Pastor 
-eares for their spiritual and physical life, then they love the Pastor with all their 
-hearts and go on realizing their obligations towards him. A very small Christian 
-community has promised us to pay Rs. 14 for the support of their Pastor. This goes to 
‘ prove that the day is approaching fast when the Indian Church will be a self-support- 
‘Ing one. : 
Our work is not limited to one caste. There seems to be even a better hope of 
Substantial work among the higher castes. Somehow or other the Chamars are 
impressed with the idea that they can not possibly improve themselves if they remain 
what they are, for they realize now that they are very low and degraded. Though, the 
stir among the Chamars is to a certain extent due to the belief that the Padris will 
help them in the Court cases, and Court affairs and plead for them with Higher 
Authorities to bring about their success in court cases—such affairs did sometime happen. 
Yet when the true teaching is put before them, they understand it at once and accept 
it, as the only means of their salvation through Jesus Christ. eos 
Though we could not execute our this year’s duty as was binding vpon us yet 
we, with hearts full of thanks to God, march on with victory in sight, and sing: 
‘*Praised be the Lord, we shall be victorious.”

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Report, Board of Education, N. J. Conference, February 18th, 1929. 


Because of the necessary brevity of this report on behalf of the Board of Educa- 
tionit is. impossible to give extended space to any one institution. We are happy to 
note that there are several institutions which are doing things worthy of more detailed 
study. ‘I shall give only a few outstanding items in connection with the Girls’ Boarding 
Schools and the Boys’ Boarding School and the village work and ‘then will close with a 
brief note on a few matters of educational policy. Among the schools for girls, we 
find that there is new emphasis on health and hygiene teaching, which is apparently 
bringing some real results. Inthe Bareilly Girls’ Orphanage, we find that the work of 
the Modern Health Crusade is stirring up genuine interest among the girls themselves 
in right health habits and Miss West ot Budaun has the following to say about this work 
in their school ‘‘Miss Phillips has added interest and zest to the hygiene teaching by her 
stcry, song and poster work. Then there were seventy who joined the Health Crusade 
proposing to obey eleven fundmenta] health rules. Weighing each month and posting 
the weights according to percentage, underweight has helped some to see the necessity 
of correéting faulty health habits. All those who are eleven or more per cent under- 
weight get milk and special food and tonic. In November 50% were in this group, 
in December I included .the teachers and had 52% in this group and began the treat- 
ment to build up. In January I had only 472% in this group and eight of those have cnly 
a half povnd to gain to get out of it. February’s should be a much sma ler percent- 
ege.’’ At Gadoli Miss Beach tells us that for four or five months they have had a 
great deal of sickness but we are glad to see that she can add the following “In spite 
of the difficulties we have kept going and our mid-year examinations in the upper. 
classes at least have shown improvement over last year’s.’’ 

In Dwarahat Miss Oram and her girls are rejoicing in a fine new schoo] house. 
But in Almora they are still without government recognition as a high school because 
of inadequate buildings. However, plans and estimates have been sent in and will no 
doubt influence their budget and standing very soon. 

Shahjahanpur has just seen the completion of a finenew school building, which 
with the new hostels puts the Girls’ School there in excellent position to render full 
service. Miss Means seems to have had more difficulty with the building of a satisfac- 
tory new Practical Arts evrriculam for the 7th and 8th classes than building the new 
school and hostels. We shall watch the results with interest. 

In the matter of staff qualifications, we find a number of institutions are improving 
their situation, Miss Hadden reports of Hardoi that the Inspectress thinks that there 
is a better staff this year than last. Dwarahat also is glad to report that they had better 
trained teachers during 1928 and while Miss Warrington has to admit that their staff 
contains slightly more who are untrained than the year before, still ‘‘there has been a 
spirit of good-will and co-operation prevailing which promises much for moral example 
in the school and we trust the scholastic results will also be good.’’ Moradabad passed 
11 out of 12 girls in the middle examination last April and 7 out of 9 in the Vernacular 
Teachers’ Training Course. _ 

In the way of special tuitional methods we may notice the following from the 

. Girls’ Orphanage, Bareilly “‘We are trying to give more attention to the lower classes 
this year and have had two special classes. One is composed of some of the brighter 
children who are completing the work of B, I and II classes in two years. The other 
is a group of slow pupils who are being given individual attention in an effort to bring 
them up to standard.”’ With regard to the teaching of religion and ideals we find that 
special efforts are being made in some of the institutions and while the persons re- 
porting do not feel that the result of their efforts is always an unqualified success 
still there seems to have been gain. We may notice two or three items particularly. 
Miss Beach reports from Pauri that “‘One of our religious educational features was the 
putting on of a very beautiful Christmas drama which not only helped the girls, but 
was a revealer of the beauty of our religion to many of the non-Christians of the 
vicinity.’’ And we have the following interesting items from Miss West of Budaun 
“A departure at the chapel service has helped the girls to lose their shyness. Each 
morning a girl from some circuit leads in prayer for the work in that circuit. Each 
circuit is cailed in turn. 

‘I used one chapel service this year as a remembering service for the young woman 

_for whom the school was named. The girls get much more meaning from the stone 


“ahd picture of her, than they had before.” 


One of the memorable features of the past year was the widespread scourge of 
plague. Its influence was felt particularly by the schools in Bareilly, Budaun 
Moradabad and Shahjahanpur, as some of them were closed for several weeks by the 
Inspector’s orders. Dr, West gives us an item of special interest ‘‘The City Boys’ 
Mission School in Bareilly celebrated its Jubilee of fifty years at the time of the closing 
for Christmas Holidays, Bishop J, W. Robinson, D. D., presided. This school is entire- 
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ly self-supporting,”” The Rev. E. T. Frey, headmaster of the Budaun school reports 
that there has been an increase in their enrollment over last year and that their results 
have been better. They are making a real advance in two particular lines in the 
matter of staff and equipment. He says ‘‘With the up-to-dite science classes and 
drawing classes the school will grow and attract more boys.’’ We are specially 
pleased to note the regular attendance of boys and ‘“‘The Christian boys are most 
regular for they are well fed and well looked after.”’ From far-off Pithoragarh we 
are happy to hear from Rey. P. L. Lyail that the condition of their school is consider- 
ably improved and that the number of boys in their hostel has risen from 30 to 40, He 
tells us that ‘‘For the first time in the history of our school 6 of our boys have been 
sent away for higher education to Dwarahat.’”’ Headds with regard to the school 
that ‘‘It is our only hope for the betterment of the condition of the Christian com- 
munity.’’ Coming a little nearer we find perhaps the most interesting items in the 
Dwarahat report are these two: First Mr. Yaqub M. Hassan says ‘‘From experience 
it has been proved that the country is better for the inteilectual education of children 
than the city, for our students still fare better than other boys in public examinations.”’ 
Secondly, ‘‘Among Christian students, we have started a Student Volunteer Move- 
ment.’”’ In Ranikhet it would seem that there has been considerable improvement. 
The school has been raised to the upper middle standard and the government grant 
has been increased and the cantonment grant has risen by about Rs. 550. The work of 
the Ranikhet school in the way of interesting the non-Christians in Christian teaching 
seems outstandingly good. Mr. Wilson says ‘‘The non-Christians students attend the 
Sunday School also very regularly and we have almost 150 students enrolled as regular 
Sunday School scholars and almost 100 and even more attend the Sunday School every 
Sunday. They also give chanda and from its income the expenses of the Sunday 
School are met. We hada very successful Sunday School fete for these non-Christian 
students this year only those who regularly attend the Sunday School were admitted 
toit. This has aroused an added interest in the Sunday School and we hope a much 
better attendance from next session. These non-Christian students who attend 
Sunday School gave Rs. 10 in collection for the Children’s Day last year.’’ The 
Messmore High School is reported as at last completely furnished. The outstanding 
item about this flourishing institution is that ‘‘12 out of 22 teachers are Christians and 
all but one of these is from among our own boys; those we have brought up.” At 
Lodhipur we have opened class VII and made considerable increases in the staff and 
in the enrollment. We miss Miss Ashbrook and have been trying to carry on the work 
that she did without any proportionate increase in appropriation. The farm work is 
going well and we are hoping to start other vocational work in July. Some Rs. 14,000 
have been spent on new buildings this last year and as soon as we return from 
Aunual Conference we will commence afew more. We have been making plans for 
government recognition; but it seems likely because of the attitude of the department 
that we shall have to ask for Vernacular Middle instead of Anglo-Vernacular Middle 
recognition. However, we shall be able to give English ag an optional subject and 
altogether the situation is far from being without promise. 

In the realm of rural education our conference as a whole is rather backward. 
We do not desire nor do we need to discount the value of simple little village schools 
that are being conducted in our districts every where. But there is no doubt that 
more needs to be done and if North India can expand its educational efforts in any 
direction it ought to be inthis. Miss Emery in Budaun district is doing some out- 
standing work. Miss Hardie in Moradabad reports two district schools with over 30 
names on the roll. She indicates that there are 25 other primary schools in the district 
with teachers who do not amount to very much. One has about 30 children and while 
“T¢ is ina distant village, the children and parents are enthusiastic over it.’’ Miss 
Dunn says, ‘We are working hard on village schools and think that we are going to 
have some interesting things to report later. But we prefer to work them out first and 
know whereof we speak before we report.’’ Of the Garhwal District Dr. Weak says 
“A few of our village schools have shown real improvement both in attendance and 
results,’’ Inthe Bareilly district there isa very old but flourishing boys” school at 
Khera Bajhera which is supported by the Colonel Gowan Endowment Fund and grant 
in aid, ‘The very old building has been put in good condition with a recent special 
grant from the Board of Foreign Missions. Dr. West says, “A fine little girls’ school 
also is conducted in Khera Bajhera under the W.F'.M. S. A new verandah and enclosure 
has been made and the school is taking ona new lease of life,’”” The three primary 
schools which are in the nature of extension work of Lodhipur Normal are doing good 
work, The work in Tilhar under Sundar Singh is especially satisfactory. He gave 
some useful demonstrations of our methods at Bijnor district conference and ata 
special conference work held at Bareilly. Mr, James Porter who carries the major 
responsibility for this type of work at Lodhipur was called to the district conference 
at Khandwa, C.P. and gave a much appreciated demonstration. He is slated for 
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similar work at Ajmer district conference in March. The Lodhipur Primer which 
was written in Lodhipur under the inspiration of Miss Ashbrook’s enthusiasm is in 
constant demand. Thisis also true of the charts. The supply of both is practically 
exhausted; but plans are being made for new editions. 

The Board of Education has this year made a special effort to stir up interest in 
Children’s Day, partly with a view to increasing the giving to the Students’ Loan Fund, 
In corresponding with all of the preachers-in-charge of the Conference and people con- 
nected with the schools, I was astonished to find a large number who knew nothing 
about the nature and significance of this fund. Many wrote feelingly promising to 
strive vigorously to promote this cause. While it is too early to report results we 
hope sincerely that our efforts may prove fruitful. 

An item which will be of interest to many isa new step that was taken by the 
Budget Committee in dealing with the school budgets. We have adopted a system 
whereby each boarding is allowed a certain number of boys for the year and the board- 
ing is then given Rs. 65 for each boy of the primary classes, Rs. 95 for each one in the 
middle standards, also Rs, 95 for each boy receiving industrial training and Rs. 115 for 
each student in the high school classes. This is supposed to cover all items of expendi- 
ture for the year in connection with the boys, with the exception of what we include 
under headmaster’s bills; With a careful scrutiny of this item 7.e. headmaster’s 
bills, it should be possible to bring all institutions on toa fair basis of comparison. In 
the case of hill schools Pauri is allowed an addition of 30% above each of those items 
and the other hill institutions are allowed 15% above. The system is based on a very 
careful study and was first used in December for the 1929 Redistribution. 

In the schools for boys we face a series of difficulties in most of the institutions 
because of the shortage of Christian teachers and the small proportion of Christian 
boys in the schools. Weare maintaining these large high schools at considerable 
expense and while we rejoice in the real measure of influence which they have, there is 
no doubt that they are not making the specifically Christian impact that we could wish 
them to make. I presume that none of us would favour a situation where our Christian 
students entirely lose contact with non-Christians. But when we have institutions 
where there are 9 or 10 non-Christians to one Christian in the student body and 4 non- 
Christians to one Christian on the staff, we have a situation which calls for correction. 
Of course recent cuts have resulted in the reduction sf Christian boys in schools with- 
out resulting in a similar reduction of non-Christian boys. The latter as a rule pay 
their own way and our cuts do not affect them. The obvious cure in this particular 
matter is to get more funds and more Christian boys in the schools. 

In the matter of the staff, the absence of Christian masters is a most serious 
problem, It is complicated by the fact that our schools have been finding it very dif- 
ficult to get their teachers trained. There are so many hundreds of non-Christian 
candidates for the few places in the Training Colleges, who are otherwise highly 
qualified, that it becomes impossible to get allof our Christian teachers trained. 
‘There are some who say that the opening ofa union or inter-Mission training college 
would be unwise for it would soon find itself without enough teachers to train, because 
of the fact that the supply from government institutions will gradually catch up with 
the demand, But we must face the fact that a number of our Christian teachers who 
are already on our staffs but are still untrained, and a considerable number of the 
young men who are now coming through college and seeking to become teachers will 
be left high and dry without any training at all. As the pressure of the department 
and its inspectors becomes greater for us to replace untrained by trained teachers I 
fear that the time will come when we will have aneven smaller proportion of 
Christian teachers on our staff. We must face the problem of a joint effort on 
the part of missions to get a training institution started. This whole matter involves 
us in a vicious circle. Our Christian boys are attending institutions where there is too 
little real Christian influence. These boys in their turn grow upand become teachers 
in our institutions and we can hardly blame themif the influence which they bring to 
bear in our schoo!s is exactly like the atmosphere in which they were educated ur 
hostels, of course, must do all they can for character building and high ideals anda 
deep spiritual life; but the boys will be handicapped by the influence of 4 or 5 hours 
a day in the school. There has been a proposal to concentrate all of our Christian boys 
of High school grade or even of middle and high school grade in one or two institu- 
tions. This of course has so many serious objections that most people would perhaps 

| leave it out of consideration. But two things seem perfectly clear. First, North India : 
Conference is not in a position to expand its education of non-Christian boys. Second 
it must do all it can to increase the Christian element in student body and staff of its 
present institutions, At Lodhipvur, we are straining every nerve to maintain an institu- 
‘ticn tbrovgh the micdle stenderd, which shall have nothing but Christian students So 
' far we kave keen eble to do that. We hcre that we may continue to follow that ideal.

We also wish to thank most heartily all who had anything to do with the 
preparation of the programmes, both Hindustani and English, given in the Saturday 
Concerts. They did much to relieve the work-a-day nature of the Conference. 


THE COMMITTEES, 


Statistical Report of the year 1928. 


The Statistical report of the current year follows the lines of former years. We 
were given to understand that the Central Conference ordered seme changes in forms 
but these were not available hence the old forms were used. 

We are grateful for the co-operation of District Superintendents in getting returns 
to us on time and the care with which the statistics were made up, but in spite of this 
it is clear that many inaccuracies exist in the returns, which are beyond the scope of 
the statistical secretary to remedy. This shows up in the variations in the figures 
which ordinarily should be the same from year to year or vary but little. We urge 
upon the District Superintendents to use still greater care in making up their reports 
and that intensive training be given to Preachers-in-Charge and to Office workers in 
gathering and keeping facts for the annual statistical returns. 

The following facts gathered from the statistics are of interest as indicating the 
trend of our work:— 

Church Membership and Work.—The total Christian Community of the Conference 
is now 90,344, a growth of 3,009 during the year. There have been 5,405 baptisms 
during the year against 4,990 during the year 1927, a gain in baptisms of 415 for the 
year under review. Christian workers have decreased by 26. 

Church Finances.—Total Ministerial support in the Conference shows a drop of 
Rs. 7,948, from that of last year. This undoubtedly shows the effect of famine con- 
ditions. A total of Rs. 26,533 were realized this year as against Rs. 84,476 last year. 
Total collections of all kinds have decreased from Rs. 44,484 to Rs. 37,946, a decrease 
of Rs. 6,538. 

Education.—The “Big Business’ of the Conference is the Educational work. This 
represents an income and expenditure of over six lacs of rupees for current expendi- 
ture and income alone. This seems an enormous sum when we recall that we have a 
total of 3,240 Christian students under training. The returns show a decrease in 
Christian students of 450 for the year. ’ 

Conclusion.—If statistics are any indication this Conference is in a fairly healthy 
condition with the exception of finances. In the matter of Ministerial support the 
conference is on the decline. It may be out of place to make a suggestion in a statisti- 
cal report but we do feel that a determined effort should he made to create in our 
growing community a greater sense of responsibility in the matter of stewardship.

This deficit represents a gainon the debt of Rs. 192-4-0, provided the amount 
estimated to be received from the Board of Conference Claimants is recejved. Esti 
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mating for next year on the same basis as receipts for this year would give Rs. 1,300 
from collections, Rs. 2,130 from interest, Rs. 1,700 from donations (promised), 
Rs. 1,000 from the Methodist Book Concern, and Rs. 810 from Board of Conference 
Claimants ($ 800 at Rs. 270).

It was expected that the debt would be reduced by one-fourth or by Rs. 519 in 
1928; to the contrary, it has been increased by Rs. 290-9-6. Thisis due to a loss in 
collections of Rs. 1,010 over last year. For 1929 pensions have been sactioned 
amounting to Rs. 5,681-4-0. The estimated receipts, on the basis of this year are 
Rs. 5,560. This leaves no provision for the payment of debt or interest on debt, 
At least Rs. 6,300 should be secured, which will permit of the payment of interest 
and about Rs. 600 or one-fourth the debt. This means that Rs. 4,150 is needed from 
collections, instead of Rs. 8,400 given this year. (In 1927 collections were Rs. 4,750). 
To help each District to know what is expected of them for this goal, an apportionment 
had been made by the Finance Committee on the basis of salaries paid to workers 
in the District.

Rev. Prem Singh. 
(READ BY J. N. WssT) 


A memorial in Hindustani of this good brother has been carefully prepared by 
some friends and ina few moments I will ask Rev. Albert Gulab to read it, But 
before this is done I wish to say a few words in English. 

A quant but spiritual minister once publicly prayed ‘‘Lord, help me to so live that 
the minister will not need to tell lies at my funeral.’”’ As today we pause fora. 
moment to drop a tear andsay a wordintribute of our dear departed Bro. Prem > 
Singh the words need only be candid and true. Indeed, words falter in the attempt 
to portray a life so imblemished and consecrated and beautiful. And he was the 
product of mission work. President Harrison once said after hearing Lilivati Singh 
give anaddr:ss ‘‘I have been giving missionary money all my life but it would have 
been worth it allif only this one product of missions were the result.’? So we may 
say that as long as our mission can produce Christians of the type of Brother Prem 
Singh it pays for all the sacrifice that has been made and all the time and money that- 
has been expended. 

Several things stand out prominently in the character of Brother Prem Singh. 

In the first place he hada firm Christian experience. He was saved by divine 
grace and he knew it and every where testified to the blessed fact. He had an 
unwavering faith that carried him through his arduous labours, through lingering 
illness and enab'ed him to face death witha smile. His disposition was an amiable 
one, He loved others and therefore they loved him He was approachable, kind 
and thoughtful. He was a cheerful man and had a smile for all. “I am very happy” 
is an expression that was frequently on his lips. 

He was devoted wholly to his work and was faithful in every task that was 
placed in his hands. Beginning at the bottom he gradually rose until he occupied and 
with great efficiency some of the most important places jin our Conference and he was 
faithful in men a (ORES tage Veal : 

He not only understood his indian brethren, he also understood the missi ies 
and he was loyal to them and they to him. The writer had the privilege of frequently 
visiting Bro. Prem Singh in his illness and saw him a few weeks before his death. He 
was very calm and yery confident that God was with him and thus he waited patiently 
for the end to come. On the morning of the day he passed away he said “Christ has 
called ne today. Ishall go today” andin afew minutes he was gone. “Our people 
die well.”

Rev. Rockwell Clancy. 


While the late Rockwell Clancy was nota member of the North-India Conf 
yet he belonged to all the Conferences in India. He was a man ee aahe 
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refused ‘to be confined by Conference boundaries. He frequently attended the different 
Conferences and was almost invariably a member of all inter Conference Committees. 
He was deeply interested in every thing that related to the Kingdom.and its advance- 
ment. Some of his outstanding characteristics are as follows. 

There was first of all his abounding love of innocent fun. He loved'a joke and 
even to the last, loved to play them and to have jokes played on him. It was hard 
to tell whether he got more enjoyment from those played on himself or from those 
he played on others. His hearty wholesome laugh will never be forgotten. He was 
always a welcome addition to any company whether gathered for social intercourse 
or of work or for religious worship. He brought with him a distinctive atmosphere 
that helped in every situation. 

He was astrong man. His strength was always felt wherever he was and others 
received from it, strength to do what otherwise they might not have been able to 
accomplish. He was reccgnized asa leader in all¢he councils of the church. His 
xision was clear and looked far to the future. He knew the way to the goal to be 
attained, and hada large following because his positions were always- sane and 
practical. He was'strong in debate, strong whe. practical business matters relating 
to the church were under discussion, strong in his leadership in spirital things. 

His life was lived on a high plane because it was governed by lofty principles, 
High governi>g principles were adopted with much thought and prayer and never 
varied from. I have known few men whos2 lives were so completely regulated by 
principles. One result was that he was always consistent in thought and action. 
When he had after deep consideration adopted a certain line of action, convinced 
that it was the right and wise course, nothing could induce him to turn from it. 

He was a friendly man. He loved his friends and was loyal to them and fearless 
in their defence when they were under fire. Ile was frank and outspoken even in 
the inner circle of those he loved but it was a was frankness that won even if it did 
some times hurt. But he was the last man to cause hurt unless it was the only way to 
secure the highest good to tke individual. : 

He was in very truth a man of God. Deep spirituality was one of his outstand- 
ing characteristics, He walked with God. He seemed to be always spiritually fit 
and ready for any sort of spiritual service. Although not an eloquent speaker, yet 
such was tke spiritual flavovr of his utterances that he was alwaysin demand at 
Dasehra meetings, and cther religious assemblies whether of his own church or of 
other churches. What he wasin the pulpit that he was in the midst of hisown 
immediate family and in his own heart. They knew as others could not, how deeply 
spiritual he was and how consistent was his life. If ie said that in hig last long and 
painful illness, friends came to congole and sympathize but themselves went out of 
the sick room, comforted and uplifted by the faithof tke patient sufferer. ‘He 
being dead yet speaketh.”

Mrs. Jennie Tinsley Waugh 


nnie Tinsley Waugh, daughter of William and Lucinda MacCarthy 

Bi a ae born in Cleunel Ireland, June 4th, 1840. She received her education 
in the public schools of Cincinnati, Ohio, and in Wesleyan Female College of the 
aE oon after the formation of the Woman's Foreign Society in 1869 Miss Tinsley 
gave up her successful and much loved work as an art teacher in the city of Indian- 
apolis, and a year after Miss Thoburn and Dr. Clara Swain arrived in India, she 
followed them to the land which was henceforth to be her home and the scene of 

ing service. 
ee. hae in India were spent as a missionary of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society in zenana work in Lucknow, where she shared with Miss Thoburn 
the management of the gracious missionary home at Lal Bagh, well called “The 
House Beautiful.” As some one has said, ‘‘Her sympathy with Miss Thoburn’s ideas 
of what its influence should mee & sent and her co-operation so hearty as to 
i irit ruled the place 

cy tateioes nature, beautiful Christian experience, and warm heart 
made her eminently fitted for her work in the Lucknow zenana. With the saintly 
and now sainted Phoebe Rowe as one of her helpers, she found that some of the 
nana women were markedly changed in heart and Jife Her own spirit and her 
ree t work made it fitting that she should, in her very first year, share in the remark- 
bl jval in Lucknow, which was begun in 1870 under the leadership of William 
ach Sl Tinsley joined with Miss Thoburn and her brother, later Bishop Tho- 


fee! ee intensive spiritual work among the people of the slums of Lucknow—a 
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marvellous work, when many so-called Christians, both: Indian and Huropean, were 
reclaimed from lives of sin and shame and brought out into the light of a spiritual 
life and holy living, Out of this revival grew the first Dasehra meetings.. Miss 
Tinsley also rendered valuable service in playing the harmonium: and leading the 
singing for the revival meetings which were held in Calcutta under the same leader- 
ship, braving the conservative public opinion in order to do so. , 
In 1876 her marriage was solemnized with Rev. James Walter Waugh who had 
come to India in the same party with Bishop and Mrs. Parker and Bishop Thoburn, 
Dr. Waugh had a long and useful term of service. His four motherless children found 
a kind mother in Mrs. Waugh. : : 
His eldest daughter Katherine, who came to India fora few years, will never be 
otten by those privileged to know her, for she was lovely in face, voice, and 


fore 
sou 

At the time of their marriage» Dr. Waugh was principal of the Bareilly Theolog- 
ical Seminary, and Mrs. Waugh took charge ofa girls’ school in the city and also 
of the woman’s school connected with the seminary. 

From 1877-79 they were in Cawnpore, where Mrs. Waugh worked in the zenanas 
while her husband was principal of the Boys’ Memorial school which was later closed. 
In 1880 he was appointed to the new school for boys in Naini Tal, which has’ since 
become the Philander Smith College. During this year Mrs. Waugh still retained 
charge of the Cawnpore zenana work. 

After furlough in 1881 and ’82 two years were spentin Dwarahat. The school 
in this place, which in 1885 had only six girls and one little boy, was to see great 
improvement in the years that followed, for while her husband avain took charge of 
the Naini Tal boys’ school in 1887, Mrs. Waugh still managed the school at 
Dwarahat. ae 

Later appointments were held at Allahabad, Lucknow, and again jn Naini Tal. 
Early in 1895 Dr. and Mrs. Waugh with their family left India for retirement. in 
America. They returned, however, in time for Jubilee celebration in 1906-7. Their 
hearts bringing them back to their beloved daughter and the land they both loved and 
served so long and faithfully. They made their home in Naini Tal for years, until 
Dr. Waugh was called to the heavenly home early in 1910, and Mrs. Waugh continued 

to reside there until Miss Waugh was transferred to the girls’ school in Almora, ia 
1926. Here she made her home with her daughter in the Hillcrest Mission House. 
April 12th, 1928, when she had numbered nearly 88 years, our dear Mrs. Waugh laid 
aside the weary body, and her spirit entered into rest with her Saviour, the rest which 
she had long looked forward to with joy. : 

During all the years she was the gracious sympathetic mistress of a hospitable 
home, opened to all who needed sympathy and consolation and help. When her 
active work outside her home had ceased, she still continued to exert a potent in- 
fluence by prayer.and penon many whose lives celled for her sympathy and love 
Handsome, gifted, possessed of many strong qualities, she illumined them by her 
quick Irish wit and softened them by her tender, sympathetic heart. 

_ Her son, Dr. Carl T. Waugh, Dean of the College of Liberal Arts of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, and her devoted daughter and our beloved fellow- 
missionary, Miss Nora B. Waugh, of Almora, have our sincere and tender sympathy 
in this separation from their wonderful mother. ; 


Mrs. Louise Blackmar Gilder. 


Miss Louise E. Blackmar, one of the very early missionaries of the Women’s: 
Foreign Missionary Society, came to India in 1872. Her first work was with Mrs. 
Parker in Moradabad in the Christian Girls’ Boarding School in Moradabad in-1873.°— 
the very year that the school was removed from Amroha to its permanent: home in > 
Moradabad. . Though in full charge of the school in 1874, ill health kept her away from 
it for five months After a year’s furlough in America, she returned to India in 1876 
and was appointed to the zanana work in Lucknow. During the great famine of 1877, 
she performed a notable task in assisting the Municipality in supplying famine relief 
to destitute families, some of them previously of high prestige, but now reduced to 
poverty. She and her helpers trained needy and deserving women to do various kinds - 
of hand work, for which they secured a subsistence. This arduous .work saved about 
three hundred women and girls from starvation and, afterward, the homes of most of ~ 
these were open for ee Oates ‘ ac 

he was very active in her efforts for the opening of a Home for h 
in the city of Lucknow in the ancient Mohammedan “Lotti in the Cudniiee Man 2 
bara (at the present Deaconess’ Home), and very appropriately was made its fret 
Superintendent in 1882. So great was the need for such a refuge in thoge days and so 
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great was the enthusiasm for its.maintenance, that in the year 1886 more than 1,400 
rupees were raised for its support in India alone. To her was deputed the work of 
building simultaneously the W. F. M.S. Sanitarium in Almora and the W. F. M.S. 
bungalow (since removed) at Pithoragarh. 

_ At her last session in the North India, Conference in 1889, she presented the resolu- 
tion calling for the appointment of women delegates from the various Conferences to 
meet at Central Conference for joint discussion of the problems of women’s work with 
the men delegates. After 16 years of competent and faithful service in the conference, 
her varied work including that of Conference Treasurer of the W. F. M.S. and editor 
for two years of the infant paper the Women’s Friend in the vernaculars, she was 
transferred to South India Conference to give strength and experience to the opening 
of pioneer work. She opened the women’s work in Sironcha and Raipur and probably 
that of Hyderabad where she worked for a time. In Raipur her District Superinten- 
dent was Rev. R. K. Gilder and she worked with Rev. R, K. Gilder. In 1901 they were 
married and continued their work there till his retirement in 1916, going at once to 
Bangalore where he died in 1920. The next year, Mrs. Gilder, at the age of 70, revisit- 
ed Sironcha, Jagdalpur and Raipur, ‘travelling several hundred miles by road. In the 
spring of the past year she passed away among kind missionary friends in Bangalore.

Miss a: Mees Kyle. 


“Miss Kyle was born in Greensburg, Pa, U.S. A., graduated from Ohio Wesleyan 
University in 1885, and arrived in India in October of the same year, and at the next 
Conference was appointed to the Cawnpore Girls’ School, with Miss Emily Harvey as 
Superintendent. In 1887 she was appointed to the large zanana work in Lucknow, 
where she hoped to master the language, as she went out with her workers, but, in 
three months, a second burden was laid upon her young, but willing shoulders. Miss 
Isabella Thoburn, before an imperatively needed furlough, in 1886, had laid her plans 
for the opening of the first Collegiate Class in connection with the Lal Bagh High 
School in Lucknow, and it was opened by Miss Hettie Mansell in July 1886. But a 
serious attack of enteric feyer sent her to America on furlough early in 1887, and so, 
in March: of that year, the care of. the first collegiate class fell upon Miss Kyle who 
ae for it for nearly two years, until relieved by re-inforcements which came from 

ome. - 

‘It was a difficult task, for she could do full justice to niether. She had prayers 
with her zanana workers daily. One week she would go to the city work for two 
days and teach for the other three, the following week reversing the proportion. 
Trying as the situation must have been she still had the privilege of teaching three 
girls, eager for higher education, among them our wonderful Lilavati Singh, who 
afterwards became.a teacher and later the Vice-Principal of the Woman’s College, and 
who might have been lost to our work, had the college class been abandoned. With her 
was Shorat Chakerbatti who with her noble mother carried on for years a self-supporting 
orphanage in Allahabad. The actual work would not have proved so heavy, had she 
received the: unconditional and sympathetic support of the entire Mission. Unfor- 
tunately, some of the more conservative of the missionaries had only adverse criticism 
for what appeared to them an expensive and premature venture. She wrote that they 
could never have continued except by prayer and the knowledge that Miss Thoburn was 
working at home and praying it through. When relief came at the beginning of 1889, 
she was appointed to zanana and city work in Cawnpore, and the following year opened 
a day school for Christian children. The next year a few boarders were taken in, and 
thus began what is-now the Hudson Memorial School, in’ Cawnpore. In 1892, she 
shared with Miss F. M. English the care of the Girls’ Boarding School and orphanage 
in Bareilly, and, the next year, was in sole charge. After furlough, she returned in 
1896 and soon took over the care of the Girls’ Boarding School and Orphanage in Pauri, 
when for five and a half years she carried on this difficult and exacting work. Often 
she had to combat epidemics, even cholera, and, almost worse, the age-long prejudices 
and superstition of those who opposed her efforts for her dearly-loved girls. 

> She took furlough in 1904, but was not able to return to India till 1908 when she 
was again appointed to the same School in Pauri. Here she_ worked for four more 
cyears till her last furlough, taken in 1912 after 28 years as a missionary 1n India. 

Her Scotch-Irish ancestry may have had something to do with her success in these 
difficult places for she was noted for her “‘uprightness of character, her steady 
adherence to duty and practical attention to the details of every day life.” + Patient, 
‘quiet in spirit, devoted and spiritual, she gave the best of her life and love to those for 
whom she worked. In the spring of 1928, while in Florida, she heard the call to, that 
more beautiful land, ‘‘that is very far off,’’ where she must have received the sweet 
“well done,”

Brenton Hamline Badley 


Last July, 1928, the wires brought to us here in India the sad news of the death 
of Brenton Hamline Badley, eldest son of Bishop and Mrs. B. T. Badley. From his 
birth ‘‘Brennie,’ as he was known to allof us, had beena member of our North 
India Conference ‘‘family,’’ and was loved by us all. While stilla lad, preceding a 
severe illness in Lucknow he completely dedicated his life to God’s service, and 
when he went to America for his college education, he went with the definite purpose 
of returning to India asa ‘“‘servant of the King.’”’ Even before he had completed this 
college course he had decided to prepare himself for work among the Muslims of India. 
Consequently he went to the Kennedy Schoo! of Missions at Hartford, Conn. in 
the autumn of 1927 to take special work in Arabic and Islam. His plans were fully 
matured for returning to India last September, and we who knew him looked forward 
to his return with joy, and pride, and hope. But he whose plans, though often mys- 
terious, are always for the best, had arranged another appointment for Brennie, and 
on July 8, 1928 in the beautiful city of Hartford he slipped away to keep his eternal 
tryst with God. 

We share in our hearts the sorrow of his going with those who were nearest and 
dearest to him, and we extend to them our deepest sympathy. But we rejoice in the 
possession of the eternal qualities of his noble young life which he has left among us. 
In one of his college note books his loved ones found written the secret of the 
moulding of his life: a prayer from his own heart which is as follows:— 

“‘O Lord, help me to live with a cheerful and winsome disposition, and give mea 
larger opportunity to use this service. Give me strength of character and balance of 
mind, O God, make me strong, pure and successful for the good of the world.’’ 

And even now by this prayer of his our Brennie speaks to each one of us from 
his home on high, calling us with manly accents to be ‘‘strong, pure and successful for 
the good of the world.”

Hyde was called upon to lead in prayer. : 


Roll Call—The Secretary of last year’s session called the roll to which 
55 elders in full connection and 6 preachers on trial responded. 

Question Seventeen.—A t the request of the Bishop the Conference arose and 
stood in silent reverence while the name ofa probationer, Hazal Masih, who 
had died, was called. Similarly the Roll of the dead was read and after silent 
prayer Bishop Robinson repeated a Scripture passage full of comfort and tribute. 


_. Secretaries—On nomination of E. T. Frey, H. A. Hanson was elected Secre- 
tary. His nomination of R.S, Wilkinson and T. Joel as Assistants was approved 
by the Conference. 


Official Programme.—On motion of E.T. Frey the printed programme 4s 
prepared by the Programme Committee was made the official programme for 
this Session. 

| Conference Bar.—On motion of H. H. Weak it was voted that for Joint Sessions 
the first nine benches in the main body of the Church should be designated as 
within the Conference Bar and that otherwise the first six benches should be 
so designated. 


Question Two.— Who have been received by transfer and from what Conferenee? 
Bishop Robinson announced the transfer from the Southern Illinois Conference 
of J. W. Nave. 


Introductions.—The Secretary presented the following visitors and the Bishop 
introduced them in turn to the Conference. Dr. L.T. Guild of the Southern 
California Conference, recently Superintendent of the Los Angeles District ;

BAREILLY DISTRICT, 1929. 
H. A. HANSON, District Superintendent. 


Last February when we said ‘‘Goodbye”’ at conference time to Dr. and Mrs. 
L. A. Core we had it'on our hearts that we would be doing the same: for Dr. and 
_ Mrs. J. N. West this year. But most unfortunately they were not to have the 
satisfaction of filling out the last year of their term. Mrs. West’s condition be- 
came rapidly more acute. At the same time, that of their daughter, Esther, com- 
pelled the Doctors to determine on furlough in America-for her.’ So a hurried 
departure was taken on the morning of the 16th of April. The District, which 
had received the fullest devotion of time, strength, thought and prayer of this 
consecrated couple was turned over to-one who already had tasks more than sutffi- 
cient. And now through sickness and in strength, through difficulty and in joy, 
with a full measure botn of trouble and of triumph, but best of all with the mani- 
fest help of a Mighty Hand, the year has come to the full. As wesurrender the 
District, it is with a profounder belief than ever that God cares for this work and 
would have it prosper. May His richest blessing be upon Rev. and Mrs. Nave who 
have just come to take it up in this Conference. 

Fuller tributes will most certainly be paid elsewhere to Dr. and Mrs. West. 
But we offer here most gladly a clear recognition of the zeal and untiring devo- 
tion that their 37 years of service for India have revealed. ‘hese years were full 
of endeavour for our finest institutions and our humblest outcaste converts, They 
gave of themselves without stint to this work, more particularly to the common 
people of the much neglected villages. Taking the Gospel to these, was to them, 
in spite of its difficulties, a joyous service. We honour them for this and pray for 
ourselves and all of our people a full measure of this same day-after-day devotion 
to duty. 


The work in. General. 


It had been physically impossible for us to give the time to the District that 
we could have wished but we have held most of the 3rd and 4th Quarterlies in 
person. These were combined in only two of the smallest of the 14 circuits. li is 
"a pleasure to make record of the fine helpfulness of all our preachers in this time 
of difficulty. We cannot forego particular mention of the outstanding help 
“rendered by Rev. Albert Gulab and Rev. M. L. Lorenzo. We have ‘been called to 
various parts of the District by specially urgent: problems of ‘personnel and prop- 
erty so that our contacts have been more extensive than we had anticipated when 
we took over in April. 

As usual illness has cut deeply into the time and resources of the people, 
cholera having been particularly bad in portions of the Pilibhit section. But in 
spite of the fact that Bareilly District has many older people among its active and 
retired workers we rejoice that we are not compelled to record but a few losses by 
death among them.” aha 

The Arya Samaj has been active in opposition. But so far as we are con- 
cerned it has not been successful on ‘this line. We = rejo.ce in its efforts to improve 
the condition of the people. So far as it succeeds in this, we findinit a help for 
the ultimate cause of Christ. We have time and again found joy ia helping 
hungry Hindu and Mohammedan seekers after the Bread of Life. Our experi- 
ence and that of our preachers in this District leads us to believe that it is wrong 
to say that all of India is consciously seeking for Christ. But we find also that it 
is emphatically right to say that a large proportion of Indians are seeking for that 
which only Christ can give. And many are coming to realise this, If the former 
were the case organised evangelistic effort would hardly be needed. But since 
the latter is true this work is an urgent and promising duty. 

In melas, particularly this year, thousands have heard our preaching and 
singing and bought Gospel portions. It was our unusual experience at the Math ka 
Mela in May to be allowed to step right into the temple by the idols and see the 
priests raking in presents and money offered to the idols. Pathetic indeed was 
the sight of the expressions of absolute devotion on the part of the thousands of 
people who came. They believed that the idols were on that day dispensing 
special blessings. At first 1 was taken for an official. A party of priests who had 
been ousted by the present incumbents wanted to lodge a complaint for restora- 
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tion of the temple to them [I couldn’t help sympathising a little with them when 
I saw what was being thrown at the feet of their successful rivals by thousands of 
poor villagers, 

District Conferénce. 

Our District Conference was'held late this yéar to enable the Naves to be 
present. Outstanding features.of the programme were avery full discussion of 
the findings of the Delni‘Area Convention held at Lahore and the taking of a large 
place in the conference by the preachers themselves, The District with its many 
varied institutions haS so many workers that: it can put up a very full programme 
itself with little outside belp.. The presence, however, of Rev. G. B. Thomson, Dr. 
.M.T. Titus and Bishop, Robinson was very deeply appreciated. A Committee-con- 
sisting of the incoming District Superintendent, Rev. A Gulab, Rev. S. B. Thomas, 
and Rev. M..L. Lorenzo, presented at the close a very fine set of Objectives for the 
New Year... This was based on the whole work of the District and the discussions 
in the conference. It was officially adopted by the conference. 

‘Growth. 

»,. There are some encouraging signs of growth in the District. In Faridpur 
Circuit the laymen themselves arranged for a, fine meeting to consider how to 
strengthen the com mele and the church. They financed the meeting themselves 
including the calling of Messrs. Peters, Thobura and Gulab from Bareilly. The 
presence of these friends was deeply appreciated. Bareilly church is continuing 
in its fine work of supporting not only the Pastor but the other workers of the 
circuit. Shabjahanpur, in spite of the loss of some large contributors, has carried 
the, burden.of an increased pastor’s salary. It has also made. notable advances in 


Benevolences and looks forward to the new year with hopes of even greater suc- 
cesses ahead. 


Warne Baby Fold. 


_.,, In reporting special institutions let us begin with the babies. They appeal 
‘to every body and each circuit has made special efforts for them. Shabjahanpur 
alone has raised over Rs. 340 this year for Buildings and Maintenance. By far the 
greatest part of this (Rs. 271) was raised through special efforts initiated by Rev. 
Chopra. Miss Parks who has just recently taken over charge from Miss Bacon 
writes:— ‘The Warne Baby Fold*has an enroliment of thirty-six. The children 
are cared for by a corps of eighteen workers, oae missionary in charge, assisted by 
an honorary, missionary, one Kindergarten. teacher, one graduate purse, a 
matron, and thirteen young yirls from our middle schools wno have come to the 
institution for training as, well as for service. After duty hours they attend 
evening classes in English, the Care and Feeding of Children, and Sewing. in the 
Sewing class garments are made for tne children. We are much handicapped in 
not having proper living quarters for girls. At present the isolation ward and 
part of the kindergarten, room are utilized for dormitory space.. The children 
range in age from six months to tive years. Ten are in the Infants’ Ward, twelve 
in the Toddlers’ Ward, and fourteen are of kindergarten age. ‘They have class for 
an hour every morning. ‘bese days they are working over time, dramatising the 
story of Samuel, which will be given at the District Conference. ‘he reports of 
the past five years show a steady increase in giving on the part of the -lndian 
Church, A very special effort is being made this year to clear the indebtedness 
on the property of the Baby Fold.’’ 


Bareilly Boys’ Middte School. 


Mr. Chatterjee reports an increase of 59 boys over last year toa total of 217 
He thinks well of the work of the staffand points out how the health inspection 
and very successful games contribute to building .up the boys. He adds: ‘Phe 
school is a self-supporting one. Allits expenditure is met from income from 
tuition fees, Government Grant and Municipal Grant-in-aid. Before the com. 
mencement of school all the boys and the teachers assemble in the school hall for 
prayer. Christian teachers take the prayer by turns and°each Christian. teacher 
in his turn reads out a few verses from one of the four Gospels and tries to impress 
on the minds of the boys the teaching of Christ by means of an interesting short 
talk. Im spite of the conscience clause no guardian has raised any Objection to nis 
son attending the prayer. Many parents send their children to this school because 
they wish to keep Lhein under Christian influence and to have their character 
formed by moral training based upon Christian teaching. Some of the boys ond 
eee very atari Oe PR k nit eag and revereatly close their eyes when 
prayer is offered. The schol is thus doing a lot of good ° es “ence 
fuent from the Mission,” ‘ BPaRBG ee ERes didn 
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Bareilly Girls’. School. 
Of the largest girls’ school in North India Conference Miss Honuell 


writes:—‘'There aré 224'in schoo! this year, and of that number 200 live in the 
hostel. Thirty-one are orphans, and’ we have 16 in other schools who are 
orphans. * We have had quite’a little sickness this year, and the school ‘has had to 
suffer. Miss Crawford got ill three days after school opened, and has been away 
for three months. | One of the teachers also had to leave because of sickness. Our 
Girl Guide Movement has again started, and we have 34 enrolled. Wehad a 
rally this week-end and the girls gave some drills and played a number of games. 
We have organized play and weare beginning athletic contests between classes. 
The orphan’girls had avery happy vacation in the Moradabad girls school this 
year. 
W.F. M. S. Evangelist. 
While Miss Kennard, like some of the rest of us, is sometimes disappointed by 


how far some of the more recent village converts fall Short of ‘the ideal, still she 
is encouraged by instances like the following. She says: “In some of the villages 
we have found real Christian homes where the families are respected by others of 
high caste and sometimes I have been told that those people were real Christians. 
In Bareilly and Pilibhit our little day schools are doing some good work, the 
children are learning and are keen. They goto work at six a. M. return at eleven 
A. M. to eat, gotoschool from twelve to two then out’ again to work. We have 
night schools for the men. A number of women study inthe day schools. In 
Pilibhit we have started Child Welfare work. e can only have it twice a month 
but then charts are shown and léctures given tothe mothers, children weighed 
and advice given. The collector asked us to havea centre at the Municipal 
Zenana Hospital and we have lectures there twicéa month. A graduate nurse 
goes with me into the'villages and we are able to relieve many suffering people. 
Miles from a Doctor or nurse when the relatives have tried everything they know 
and had the medicine man do all he can they often cone to us for aid. We have 
made many friends through treating the sick. One day we treated 165—mostly 
sores and bad eyes and fevers but asa rule wedo not treat more than twenty a 
day. First we give the message, if we seé any whom wecan help we doso after 
they have listened.” thin 


Clara Swain Hospital. 


Reporting for October 1, ’28 to September 30, 1929 Dr. Chase, whois doing 
much appreciated work in the way of special attention to our workers’ wives and 
children, has the following to say: ‘‘During the above period of time'a new’ ward 
for children has been opened. A new class of nurses, 14 in number have entered 
training, makiog the total enrollment of nurses 23. The work of the Hospital has 
been highly unsatisfactory to us for because of the few to carry on, justice could 
not be given tothe work. Wedo hope very much that some one interested in 
Missions from the view-point of Doctor and nvtrse will soon come tous; for we 
rightly should have at least one doctor and two nurses more. When one stops ‘to 
think that a bospital of eighty beds at home has a staff of fully 1/3 that ‘number 
of Doctors and interns, they will not find it difficult tosee that one’ Missionary 
- doctor and one Indian doctor and a nurse and two Indian’ nurses is much too few 
to run a Hospital. Weare making an effort to acquire more ‘funds from the 
patients in the line of fees and this year the income seems to be better than’ last. 
We hope so much to be able to help ourselves a bit and perhaps we shall be able. 
There are so many things in need of repair and attention that every anna has ‘a 
place. This year the work has been most encouraginy but we are looking forward 
to better years ahead. Oh! to have an adequate’staff and something todo with 
the rewards of our labours might be vastly yreater. The Hospital has been 
represented in the Mohallas and villages by Miss Westrup in her Child’ Welfare 
Programme. One day we hope to be able to reach very many mote people than we 
now reaciu. For after all the message is Spread by contacts and the contacts’ that 
we have are intimate and lasting. Qut-patients for the year were 10,012, number 
of new cases out-patient department 2,900, number of visits’ to patient homies''80, 
number of hospital in-patients for year 529, number of minor operations’ 89." This 
includes tonsillectomies, circumcisions adenoidectomies, ete. but not hypoder- 
mics, injections or teeth extraction, Number of Major abdominal operation is 11,” 


Abbie Rich High School, Shahjahanpur. 
e Headmaster, the Rev. Mr. Chopra tellsof this excellent institution: 
“This year we had a poorer result than we had expected when we took on the 


class in last July. Buteyen then our result compared favourably with that of 
other Lostitutions. he reasons of lower percentage were, my illness for about

3 months, the serious illness of our regular Science Master who had to goona 
very long leave of 7 months while one of our senior teachers—B.A., L.T., went 
mad. Thus the 10th classes lost three of their regular teachers. This. year we 
took on 2 Indian Christian Graduates besides a Hindu B.Sc., L.T. We lost one of 
our most trustwortay teachers Pt. Shungloo, who after along and meritorious 
service of 17 years passed away on the 15th of August. Our present enrollment 
is 494, (338 Hindus, 119 Mohamedans, and 37 Christians.) ‘This is a little less than 
last year and is on account of another High School being opened in July this year 
and the fact of the Municipality opening a section of 5th class where no fees are 
charged. We haveaSunday School for the non-Christian boys taught by the 
Christian teachers of the school. To this Sunday School sometimes as many as 
110 boys come. Mrs. Jones has very kindly given mesmall pictorial cards which 
we give to boysevery Sunday. Our school Temperance Association is making 
progress and we sent groups to some villages to teach the people about the evils 
of drink. The Teachers Literary Association and the Boys Devating Clubs are 
doing very good work. Our Schooi journal published alternately in English and 
vernacular is another feature that commends itself. In the recent visit paid by 
our worthy Bishop and the energetic Wducation Secretary the School motto 
‘‘Seva’”’ was adopted. The Bishop very kindly awarded buttons to the boys who 
had never failed in any class. The regular Arbor Day was observed. In games 
we are holding our own against all clubs and schools.”’ 


The Shahjahanpur Girls’ School. 


It is with deep regret that we record the transfer of Miss Alice Means to 
the Indus River Conference. She has been our champion builder and now she 
goes to render a similar service in Lahore. She has been a builder not only of 
buildings but of leaders. We rejoice in the fact that Miss Yasmin Peters, newly 
returned from study in America, has taken up the arduous duties of Manager. A 
recent event of exceedingly great interest was the visit of Mahatma Gandhi to the 
Girls’ School. It is all the more significant that he was willing to do this on his 
weekly day of silence. He was much interested in the fine work being done by the 
girls in the way of spinning and weaving. He wrote a message of excellent advice 
which was read to the girls by one of his party. 


Lodhipur Community School. 


Our Community School has this year increased its enrollment, added an 
VIil class and a Manual Training Teacher. As we write we have just had word 
of agift of Rs. 1,096 from an anonymous giver. Wé hope for many more. But we 
are encouraged that gradually we shall get what we want. An outstanding event 
was the visit of His Excellency Sir Malcolm Hailey, Governor of these Provinces. 
He gave us almost an hour out of his well filled time. He showed very great 
interest in every feature of the work and seemed much pleased with it. 


Seminary. 


The Principal Rev. J, Devadasan, M.A., writes as follows:—There are 
altogether 40 students in the Seminary, Of these 6 are in the Department of 
Islamic studies and 2 in the newly opened Department of studies in Hinduisin 
and the rest are in the seminary proper, Eleven men were graduated this year 
and thirteen new ones admitted. Through the help of Bishop J. W. Robinson 
financially, a Refresher Course was held again this year for the benefit of the 
seminary alumni and other workers on the field. ‘his was well attended and 
greatly appreciated. In September, a school of Indian Music was conducted under 
the auspices of the U. P. Christian Council. The practical activities of the 
seminary, such as Sunday School and Preaching Band work, are all being faith- 
fully maintained four day-schools and_ two night-schools are conducted in the 
City, mostly for the children of the Mohalla Christians. Weekly lectures for 
educated non-Christians are given in the City School Hall. The absence of the 
Rey, and Mrs. H. J. Sheets is felt much in the various departments of the work 
The continued illness of the Dean of the Women’s school since the beginning of 
the new school year has placed a large responsibility upon Mrs. C. S. Thoburn 


which she has carried efficiently. The spirit bothin the semi 
Women’s School has been good.’ estate obcilhe 


English Church. 


We go back again to Bareilly where our District gets its name. 
Stanley Tnoburn and Mrs. Thoburn are doing a devoted work in trying to mina a 
this Congregation. They have started a Sunday School. It is mainly through 
their striving that the church has been wired for lights and fans, 
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In spite of every endeavour to be brief we find it hard to make ashort 
report of Bareilly District. Much is being done within its bounds for the glory 
of God. But what we need most isa greater infilling of the Spirit of Jesus. God 
grant that we may let Him do this for us in the new year. 


BIJNOR DISTRICT. 
H. H. Waak, District Superintendent. 


While it was not possible for me to tour extensively in the District during 
the year yet all mission stations but six have been visited and some of these 
several times. We have enjoyed a year of quiet but steady growth and the spirit 
of harmony and cooperation has been excellent. Large numbers of our people 
are barely out of heathenism and thisin itself is a vast problem. Perhaps the 
coming of a new railway line across the District from Najibabad to Chandpur, 
and the introduction of electric light and power to all the larger cities will aid 
in the civilizing process. At any rate let us hope that in the near future we may 
be able to throw away our oil lamps and give permanent leave to the pankhawala 
during the hot weather. 

Our Christian community:—In spite of the fact that we had 519 baptisms 
during the year and 267 deatns the figures show an increase in membership of only 
23. This is accounted for mainly by the fact that the residences of large numbers 
are unknown, -Aundreds of our Christians from Bijnor go to the various hill 
stations during the summer, entering various services. If a sweeper on the 
Pilgrim route in Garhwal dies suddenly of cholera or some other pestilence no one 
troubles very much about it and the fact may never be Known. It-is most 
difficult to trace individual cases and our Pastors have not yet reached that 
state of grace where each man knows the members of his flock or feels any very 
profound concern for his-welfare. Great improvements have been made in the 
matter of keeping the records accurately but much yet remains to be done. Much 
care has been given in the matter of preparation for baptism, and it is fully 
recognized that with a Christian community numbering 13,997 and only’67 paid 
workers of all ranks serious thought must be given to the future care of these 
converts. That such care has not been given in the past, or is being given at 
present, is shown by the fact that only 2,447 are returned as full members out of 
the entire community, or just above 17%. It is further shown by the fact that 
the entire community, outside of Bijnor, gave a total of Rs. 172 during the year 
towards Pastoral support and to all benevolences, or about 21 and 1/3 pies per 
member. It is also shown by the fact that only seven weddings were performed 
according to Christian rites; that practically no village leaders have been 
produced; that in many so-called Christian mohullas idols are openly tolerated 
and defended; and that aside from Chandpur circuit hardly a single boy or girl 
has been sent to our central schools. if each Christian would contribute five 
annas a year we could entirely dispense with the Board's appropriation from 
America, and even granting that our peopie are poor yet this sinall amount could 
easily be provided if the wili to give and a spirit of understanding could be made 
to replace the dull apathy of dwarfed and stunted lives and a new insight 
provided. With ten annas per member annually we could put fourteen new 
workers into the villages at an average salary of Rs. 30 monthly. If our Christian 
community were really Christian these and even greater things are quite possible 
and suggest that we have failed in the past at a vital point and that the shame 
of our failure and the faith which we profress should urge us to pray and to work 
until a redeemed and living church shall appear. 

The Bijnor congregation has with some difficulty and with a very small 
margin supported its Pastor, Jnandu Singh, wo came by transfer from Budaon 
in February, Including Bijoor a total of Rs. 1,889 were raised for Pastoral support 
and for all benevolences. Lhere are 80 Sunday Schools with an enrolment of 
3,010; six Epworth Leagues with 158 members; and one Junior League with 
60 members. The Junior church at Bijnor, led by the Teachers of the Girls’ 
School under the personal supervision of Miss Doyle, has had a very good year. 

Our Co-Workers:—The staff of workers in Bijnor consists of two Board Mis- 
sionaries giving half their time to their District, three missionaries of the 
Woman’s foreign Missionary Society, three conference members, nine ordained, 
11 un-ordained Local Preachers, and 13 Exhorters; a total of 67 paid workers of 
all grades of whom no one has been educated beyond the [X class of High 
School while the great majority are of Upper Primary or lower middle grade. 
[It is obvious that men and women of such limited educational attainments are 
not going to be able to hold their own against the educated and aggressive 
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intellects which now, challenge the progress of the church. A more highly 
trained leadership and greater religious insight is one of our greatest needs. 

Miss C. Rost, who came to.usin February had to, take sick leave shortly 
after her arrival and was only, able to resume her duties towards the end of 
September. Her illness threw a very heavy load on Miss O. Dunn who had to 
take over the Vail Hostel in addition to her duties as District Evangelist, and 
also on Miss G. Doyle who had to take over more classes in the school in order 
to fill the gap. Both, however, have readily assumed new burdens and have 
carried on successfully. 

Out of a total of Rs. 1,212 supposed to be available on the salaries of the 
workers from the various: cireuits Rs. 172 only were realized thus causing a loss 
of income of Rs. 1,040. 1t is significant that very little couplaint has been made 
in spite of the facet, that rates on food supplies have been high owing to the 
failure, of the crops during the past two, years and the further plague of locusts 
which this year devastated large, portions of the district. Two more bicycles 
have been added to our workers’ equipment, making a total of six in all. but 
we should like to have ten more. It is estimated that a worker's efficiency is at 
ee doubled if not trebled by being able to travel more rapidly from village to 
village. 

Hvangelistic efforts:—The month of special Evangelism was partly observed 
in nearly all circuits but no special results were reported. ‘Twa Bibles. nine 
New Testaments, and 2,058 Scripture portions were sold and 17,607 tracts were 
distributed. Several melas or fairs were attended and the wark usual on such 
oceasions was done. The District, Conference: in November was adjourned for 
one day while all the men workers attended the Ganj Mela. where we had a 
good hearing for the Gospel and where we sold nearly 300 Scriptures valued at 
Rs. 7-13-0. Miss Dann has toured extensively and has been a great inspiration 
to, the workers. Recently she took three of our preachers to Kulandshahr in her 
car and spent three days there in a Study of the village gatherings conducted 
under the leadership of the Superintendent, Robert John, and we:expect to see a 
great movement in the District in the near future as a result of this experience 
and the inspiration gathered. ak 

Qur Schools:--There are eleven Primary schools for boys in the District 
none of which are aided by the District Board, and one: Middle schoo! for girls. 
The total enrolment is 272 of whom 236 are Christians. ‘Phe numberof boys and 
girls is about even with 12 more girls than boys. The Primary. schools so far can 
hardly be said to be up to standard as buildings and equipment have been lackin 
and a curriculum has only recently. been worked ont. It is hoped that the coming 
year will see a great improvement along all these lines and that more schools can 
be established. We agree with the Commission on Primary Hducation that any 
education of a formal type which does not Produce literacy is a waste of time and 
effort, Our aim will, therefore, be to take the children through the U per 
puleeny iyas'c as a Rh eters _ pre!

‘are challenged and inspired-by what they ‘have done to.go forward and buildion 
the solid foundations: they have laid. 
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Our 120 men and women workers of all grades also share the credit for the 
good condition in which we find the work of the Church in this district, and I 
wish to extend to them, and especially to Rev. B.S. Roberts, the Assistant Dis- 
trict Superintendent, my hearty thanks for their unfailing co-operation in helping 
to make this first year in Budaun district both pleasant and profitable. , 

We have had no very notable achievements during the year, but the figures 
show that there have been some solid gains. For instance, 124 full members have 
been added to our rolls. here have also been 1731 baptisms of whom 134 were 
converts from Hinduism, who gave up the worship of idols to follow the living 
Christ. There are hopeful signs of a break among the Chamarsin different parts 
of the district similar to that which has come in Bijoor and Moradabad, while 
here and there we find earnest enquirers from among the 7hakurs and other castes, 
and a few from among the Muhammadans. The truth of the matter is that we 
could baptize far more people than we are able to properly shepherd. We would 
do more—but the ‘‘Cut’’ says an emphatic ‘‘No.’’ However, 1 am convinced that 
God’s work is not going to be permanently hindered by decrease in money. I am 
confident that new sources of Divine energy must and will be tapped to carry for- 
ward the work which has been developed with so much promise. 

Our Sunday Schools number 113, with 2,467 scholars of all ages, but we have 
only three Epworth Leagues with 220 members. These Leagues are in connection 
with the Central Church, Budaun, as for the most part the work of the League 
seems to be ill adapted to our village conditions. Under rural conditions one has 
to seek for ways and methods suited to a very simple people. The Church has to 
be organized and carried on along strictly oriental lines. Consequently we are 
laying the greatest stress on the development of village Class Leaders or Hadis. A 
course of study has been adopted for these men covering three years of work, and 
the object is to train a Hadi in each village who will be a member of the quarterly 
conference, and be responsible for the village services when the pastor cannot 
come. The response so far from the Hadis has been most encouraging indeed, 
and by the end of three years we hope to have not less than 300 who have 
completed the course, and are actively serving as leaders of worship in their 
villages. 

5 One of the most encouraging features of our work is the development of 
village education. Last year there were 39 village schools with about 487 children, 
this year we find 54 schools with 585 Christian children reading in them. This 
splendid work is almost entirely the achievement of our District Evangelist, Miss 
Phoebe Emery, who carefully and systematically keeps the schools up to the mark 
by two thorough examinations every year. At the same time the total number of 
students in all our schools has increased in the course of the year from 775 to 920, 
being a gain of 145 students, of whom 1785 of the total are Christians. 

besides the central boarding schools for boys and_ girls which are doing such 
good work here in Budaun under the-able direction of Rev. E.T. Frey and Miss 
N. M. West, we also have two training schools. One of these is a training school 
for women teachers, the head-mistress of which is Miss Piyari Phillips. There 
are sixteen girls here who are taking their training The other institution is the 
Budaun bible Training School for training rural pastors. Last May aclass of eight 
was graduated from the three year course then in vogue, and went out with their 
Exhorter’s licenses, as well as their diplomas. This year we have 14 men and 10 
women from the three northern conferences, who are taking a course of intensive 
training under the direction of Rev. Piyare Lall, the head-master. Plans are un- 
der way for the consolidation of this Training School and the one in Ghaziabad at 
the latter place from next July. Itis felt that this will give us more effective 
results. Just before the close of the year we were glad to. have Miss Ruth Hoath 
join our staff on her return from furlough. She is giving a large part of her time 
to supervising the work of the Bible Training School in both the women’s and 
men’s departments. ; } 

Our financial situation shows but little variation from that of last year 
Our tota] receipts from all sources were Rs. 5,778 as against Rs. 5,857 in 1928 or a 
slight fall of Rs. 79. ‘The total collected for ministerial support is Rs. 4,054. and 
for all benevolent collections Rs. 1,414. The totai giving for the district represents 

an average of about one rupee and five annas per family for the year, which is 
distressingly low. We area long way from self-support. i 

Spiritual side-lights on a district like this are always interesting. Our dis- 
trict conference was a time of real spiritual blessiag. Prof. Nolin K. Mukerji, the 
headmaster of the Government High School, Meerut was our preacher for most of 
the time, and gave great spiritual help. Among the girls especially a very definite 
work of grace was done, and dozens of men, women, and girls, and boys testified 
to having received new hearts under his helpful ministry, and that of Rev. Geo 
B. Thomson, Rev. A. Gulab, and our beloved Bishop Robinson. ... ies : 
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; The first week of May was another unique feature of the year’s work: 
Forty-two village laymen; Chaudharis we call them, came in at our invitation to 
attend a special ‘‘Summer-School”’ arranged just for them. It was a great bless- 
ing to them, and gave us a new vision of what we may expect from our Chaudharis 
when they have been trained and inspired to lead their people in the Christian 
way of life and service. Our aim was to teach them the method and purpose of 
conducting worship services in their villages. Thelast day they gave a pro- 
gramme to illustrate what they had learned. They dramatized the Good Samaritan} 
they recited the Lord’s Prayer, Apostles’ Creed; and the twenty-third Psalm: and 
one of them conducted a model village service and preached a remarkably good 
sermon. Needless to. say we have added ‘‘Chaudhari Week’’ to our list of annual 
events in the Budaun district calendar. 

. . In closing let me give another side-light on thespiritual life of our village 
Christians. One oldilliterate Chaudhari in one of our meetings recited a prayer 
which he said he had learned from one of our former missionaries many years 
ago, and had recited it daily since. Ltso reflects the simple; trusting faith of the 
old man. that our district conference adopted it as.our special prayer to be taught 
and used universally throughout all the district. Here it is: 

‘*Roz ba roz piyare Yisu’ 
Chal Tu mere sath; 
Ki main bhi teri rah ko sikhun, 
Tham Tu mera hath.” 
Translation: ‘‘Day by day, beloved Jesus, 
Go along with me, 
For I would also know the gladness 
REBTO 9 Of a walk with Thee.’’ 

In the faith and trust of this old man’s prayer, learned many years ago, we 
also.would take up the burden entrusted to us by our Master and go forward with 
gladness, knowing that we do not walk alone for He has promised to be with us 
even to the end ! 





EASTERN KUMAON DISTRICT.

__., We come to the end of the official year with our hearts full of praise and 
gratitude for the many blessings that our Lord and Master has given us during 
the past year., As | look back,to the time which has gone by I am.vividly remind- 
ed of the wonderful promise of God to His servants found in His Holy Word} 
“Surely goodness and mercy, shall follow me all the days of my. life, and [ will 
dwell in the house of the Lord forever.’’ (Ps. 23:6.) The year under review has 
been one of remarkable victory all round and the various aspects of our work may 
be summarised as follows:— 


Evangelistic Work. 


All through the year and chiefly during the month of evangelistic campaign; 
which was started with much prayer anda splendid programme, our mission- 
ary ladies and girls, school teachers as well as our hostel boys and our laymen 
took an active part in sounding forth the glorious message to the people. Meet- 
ings were held in various spots which were largely attended by village people. 
Useful tracts and hand-bills on a large scale were distributed among. the people 
and number. of Gospel portions were sold. At the close of the month the follow- 
ing encouraging figures were obtained:— : . ; tee 

~ 316 meetings were held which were attended by 6,695 people. 4,463 tracts 
and hand-bills, and 273 Gospel portions were sold and distributed. We were also 
able to hold a number of meetings with the help of our magic lantern in villages; 
and had,ample opportunities to preach the Gospel of Christ and several Temper- 
ance lectures were held. for the benefit of the people. ; 

Our evangelistic work, thank God, has been carried on with great garnest- 
ness and zeal, by our comparatively small force of workers throughout the year. 
And 1 am glad to state that almost all of them gave me their whole-hearted 
sympathy and co-operation to do some thing worth. while for the glory of God. Ia 
the various religious fairs such as Debi-dhura, Musbtaman, Chaupakiya, Thal, Dhaj; 
Jauljibi and many others which were held in the district from time to time, in 
markets and bazaars, in our numerous villages and among people of high and low 
caste, generally the Gospel of Christ was freely preached. We have most interest- 
ing work in Jhula-ghat, a station on the Kali river bordering Nepal... Phere is a lay- 
worker named Prithi Dal who is employed in District Board Dispensary; and 
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rendering voluntary services to the mission. He has a great opportunity to work 
among thousands of Nepalis who go on pilgrimayves and trade through a bridge on 
the Kali river which separates Nepal and British territory... During this year we 
had a meia near Jhula-ghat in Nepal state, where we had an opportunity of 
working among Nepalis by distributing tracts and Gospel portions and hand- 
bills. [fam glad to mention about a Nepali Christian named Anand Masih who is 
showing Christ by his own doings among his people, and we hope that he will 
bring many of his people under the banner of Christ in future. He is always 
happy in Christ his very name indicates. 

Training for villaye leaders:—This year, according to the suggestions laid . 
down in District superintendents’ convention held at Lahore, we had an institute 
for village leaders in August. This institute proved to be very helpful for our 
village [eaders. Here they had ample opportunities of learning many new and 
useful things for their personal benefit. We taught them the Creed, the Lord’s 
Prayer, the Ten Commandments and the substance of the following subjects:— 
Sin, Salvation, Life of Christ, New Birth, the Holy Spirit, the Life to Come; and 
they were also given opportunities of conducting Devotional meetings in morn- 
ings and evenings. Iam glad to say that our leaders who came from far and near 
seemed to be happy to learn these things in our classes. In evening sessions we 
atta on different subjects which were proved to be very helpful for 
us all. 

In my repeated tours 1 was exceedingly rejoiced to note that a marked 
change is gradually taking place in the religious lives and thoughts of the people 
all over the district. Quite a number of high and low easte people seemed to be 
drawing near the Kingdom of God, and there is a great hope among the ‘Slipkart’ 
or the workers in brass who largely attend our meetings and hear the message of 
Christ. This class of people are anxiously debating as to what shall be their 
religious and social future. Nearly all of our workers are actively engaged in 
doing faithful work. There seems a great hope in the district that there will bea 
mass movement among the low caste people. 

Our district is divided into five circuits. This year we have opened a new 
circuit, Kanalichina. There are a number of suitable places in our district where 
preaching stations can be opened, but on account of lack of funds it is impossible 
at present. We have had 39 baptisms in the district in the year, and we earnestly 
hope that there will be more in the future. 

I am indeed very glad to say that our faithful and earnest District Evange- 
list Miss McCartney, who went on furlough in November last, has done a wonder- 
fully fine work in the district. She was very helpful, indeed, for the work in the 
hills. She helda Summer School in the month of August, 1929 for male and 
female workers of the Pithoragarh circuit. Her institute was very helpful and 
instructive. We regret to lose from Pithoragarh our so effective W. BP. M. S. lady 
Miss McCartney, who proceeded on furlough. She has left her imprint upon the 
lives of Christians and non-Uhristians among whom she laboured and has been no 
less successful in the Medical work. 

Miss Hayes of Champawat is working as Kali-Kumaon Evangelist. Her 
work has been really successful in that section of the district. She spent almost 
a month in winter among Tharus, where she visited a number of villages with her 
band of Bible-readers. lam sorry to say that she had heart trouble on account 
of which she had to ieave Champawat for medical treatment and rest. Hope that 
God will give her strength and life to continue her work again in the hills. 

Mrs. Lyall has also been able to go on tours with me in the district in order 
to help Bible-readers in their work. During this year she could visit some of the 
stations in the district, where she found encouraging work in Villages. 


Miss MOCARTNEY WRITES:—

lead them nearer the ‘truth’ that makes us free. .

There are many things that discourage us, especially the lack among a large 
numbers of Christians of the ‘new birth’ in their hearts but we must have faith 
to believe that the ‘hunger’ which God has put into the hearts of men will surely 
lead them to Him.” 


Women’s Home. 
Miss PERRILL WRITES:— 


“The women’s home of Pithoragarh had a fairly prosperous, if some-what | 
uneventful year. As outstandingly startling events with us are most likely to 
mean famine or epidemic or something equally disturbing, we are grateful for 
quietness and tranquility. There have been during the year seven accessions to 
the home family from the Hindu community and one from the Christian com- 
munity. The farm work has had fair harvest returos and we have enough in 
store to insure that none need go hungry till the time for the next crop. 

; Some mucn needed repairs of old buildings have been completed but more 
is needed urgently. We trust that something has been accomplished as well in 
the repairing of broken lives and building of new. ‘hese are things not so 
easily measured and reported but they are the real goal of all our efforts. This year 
we have 49 women and 12 children in the home.”’ 

Educational Work. 


Miss R. M. Cox wrires:— 


A. V. Girls’ School.—‘‘The girls school has had a very pleasant year. Weare 
a family of 106 girls and ten teachers in the boarding and 145 children in the 
tuitiona! department. Our staff of teachers has been complete and class work has 
progressed very well. We have had sickness but God’s hand. has been over us con- 
tinually. Our great difficulty is lack of rooms both for class work and hostel. 
We hope to see the beginning of a very much needed school plant within the next 
year. When completed, [am sure we will bea healthier, happier family, more 
fitted to do His service.” 


Mr. EH. J. ROBERTS (HEADMASTER) WRITHS:— 


A, V. M. School.—‘‘it gives me a great pleasure to be in a position to write 
a report of the A. V. M. School, Pithoragarh. 

I am glad to say that the result of our great efforts have made the school 
a recognised institution. We have also applied for the government aid and have 
every hope of getting it from next March. 

According to the Inspector’s report, we have made some change in the 
staff of the school. This year we have replaced one of our Assistant Masters by 
another who is more efficient and worthy. We have also replaced a Hindu teacher 
bya V.T.C. This is our greatest desire, to have efficient teachers on the staff of 
the school. 

There is great improvement in the school building. It has been repaired 
with certain changes, and special attention was given for ventilation and light, 
We have taken every possible measure to change this old building to an educa- 
tional one. There is a great need of a hall because all the school meetings such 
as Chapel, Literary, and Temperance we have to hold in the open. 

There has been an increase in the enrolment of the scholars. In the last 
annual examination the school showed a good result Iam glad to say that this 
year, for the first time in the history all the boys who passed the highest class 
from this school got their admission in the government and mission schools with- 
out any kind of hinderance and trouble. A very good report comes of their work. 

From this year we have regular Scripture classes. On alternate days we 
have scripture and chapel and on every Saturday Sunday School classes. In the 
beginning we had some opposition but now all goes well. We are intending to 
have a Scripture examination at the close of the year and to encourage the boys 
by giving prizes. Beside these, the School Committee has also arranged to have 
Moral and Temperance lectures. Up 

There has been a remarkable improvement in the activities of the school. 
For the general interest of the boys we have opened a small library and an indoor 
games room. j i 

In conclusion [I would like to say that the general condition and the dis- 
cipline of the school have been good. It is to be remembered that this is the 
only English school in this vast territory to meet the needs of the people.’ 
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There are some other Primary Schools for boys and girls in the district as 
Dungrakot, Phulwari, Pagaur, Puneri and Damde. They have had a successful 
year of their work. : 

Boys Hostel: —The boys hostel has hada very pleasant year. The health 
and moral tone of our boys is in every way satisfactory. Our boysare very much 
interested in preaching work in villages and melas. There were 35 boys in our 
hostel. ‘ 

Medical Work, 


Our female hospitals at Pithoragarh and at Champawat are run by Miss 
M. B. Perrill and Miss Hayes respectively. By means of these hospitals great and 
valuable medical assistance is rendered to the women in these parts as they have 
no female hospitals in our district. We greatly need a trained lady doctor for

Leper Asylum:—We have a leper asylum for men and women at Chandag 
Heights under the care and supervision of Miss M. Reed. I very much appreciate

District Conference —Our District Conference was held in May from 15—22. 
1929. A useful and interesting programme was prepared for the conference. 
Our honoured vistors who included our beloved Bishop J W. Robinson, D. D., 
Dr. H. H. Weak and Rev. E. M. Moffatt who gave inspiring and uplifting messages 
tous from God. Dr. Weak daily held an institute for male and female workers 
which certainly proved very helpful and instructive. 

We had a very interesting programme for the Christian mela and Tem- 
perance Association. The Temperance meeting was presided over by our Bishop 
which was very helpful to the public of Pithoragarh town. “A very interesting 
and delightful Temperance drama of Hari Dasi was staged by the Christian 
School boys, which was prepared by our Headmaster Mr. WH. J. Roberts. ; 

"Encouraging results and hopeful signs. As the year closes we are glad tc 
report about some of the encouraging features of our work. We are grateful to 
our ‘Heavenly Father for’ what He has been able to acco uplish through His un- 
worthy servants in this corner of the world, and we earnestly hope that He will 
continue to bless us more and more. The number of our entire community is 
866. We have 3 Conference members, 6 ordained preachers, 11 Local preachers and 
4 Exhorters. We have 22 Sunday Schools with an enrolment of 776. 3 Epworth 
Léagues with a membership of 194. Our collections for all purposes amount to 
De 2,701 of which Rs. 1,810 represents ministerial support and Rs. 720 benevo- 
ences. he:

GARHWAL DISrRICT. 
H. H. Wwak, District Superintendent. 


The year now closing has been perhaps the’ busiest of my lifein India 
though I am not so sure that very much of permanent value has been accom- 
plished. Looking at my récords I find that [ have travelled over the Kumaon and 
Garhwal mountains on foot or horseback no less than 1,036 miles, the longest single 
journey being one of 287 miles from Tanakpur to Pithoragarh and from ‘thence to 
Almora, Dwarahat, Lohba and back to Pauri; practically all of this was on 
foot. Touring away from home has occupied more than four months of the year: 
sermons and lectures number 126; four complete sessions of District conferences 
have been attended and one partly so; service was rendered in two Institutes or re- 
fresher courses for preachers; four sessions of the Garhwal District Board with 
numerous working committees required considerable time; I attended the Area 
Evangelistic conference at Lahore in April and the Educational conference at 
Meerut in July; this aside from the usual committee work of the conference and 
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the routine af fra Pistriets. Tam happy tosay that nota single hour has been 
lost through illness or affliction of any kind. God’s grace has been sufficient for 
all my needs and am more than grateful for all His mercies and for the many 
friends and helpers who have aided me in difficult places and without whose co- 
operation and good will the work would neither have been pleasant nor easy. 
he Church:— During the year we had 68 baptisms and 18 deaths. One Cir- 

cuit reported 6 baptis 1§ af all and in another circuit the work was hindered by 
the constant il ness of the Preacher-in-charge. The Christian community now 
numbers 1,561 of whom 692 are full members. There are 36 Sunday Schools 
with a total enrolment of 804; two Epworth Leagues with 104 members; one 
Intermediate League with 40 members; and one Junior League with 51 members. 
To serve this community which is scattered over a large area we have two Board 
missionaries—equally divided between Bijnor and Garhwal—two missionaries of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. eight members of the Annual Confer- 
ence, four ordained Local Preachers, 16 un-ordained Local Preachers, 14-Exhorters, 
and 17 Village leaders, while the total number of paid workers of all grades is 82. 
A large number of both men and women are accupied with teaching. There have 
been very few changes in the staff, the most important being the transfer of G. S. 
Patrick from Pauri to Moradabad and the appointment of Jit Singh from Loha- 
goat to Pauri where he has rendered yery acceptable service during the year. 

here has been practically no disturbance in the good relations existing within 
the membership of phe church and steady progress in every direction has been 
made. Several families were baptized in the Kotdwara Circuit from amon 
Domes who had become Aryas some years ago and most of these people have lana 
and are independent. We expecta large number from this class in the comin 
year. Both the Gadoli and Pauri congregations have been fully self-supporting an 
the church as a whole contributed the sum of Rs. 2,696-8 towards Pastoral sup- 
port and all benevolences. While this is slightly less than last year and while our 
Christians are perhaps the poorest within the bounds of the Conference yet this 
giving represents an average of Rs 1-11-6 for each individual within the church, 
Tt should be said, however, that in this is included the giving of the missionaries 
but we consider ourselves as belonging to the church where we serve. Our little 
dispensary af Fane treated 1,040 patients and made 50 home visits. Our Civil 
Surgeon, Dr. ant, kindly provided six medical outfits which were distributed a- 
mong the Ereacndys and these are constantly used. A report of their work will be 
made at the end of the year. The Garhwal Christian Society which is composed 
of Preachers and Laymen as shareholders has now a paid-up capital of nearly 
Rs. 2,000 and assets to the value of nearly Rs. 3,000 while a dividend of 12% was 
paid at the end of 1928, 

‘Education:—There are eight Primary Schools in the District reeling grants 
from the District Board and two which are pot aided, one High School for boys 
and one middle schoo! for girls) There are 46 teachers in all of whom 18 are 
trained, 33 of the total number being Christians out of whom 11 are trained. 
The total naa bes of students enrolled is 758 of whom 649 are boys and 109 are 
girls while 219 of the total number are Christians. In connection with the 
Messmore High School and the Mary Ensign Gill Girls’ Middle School there are 
three hostels witb a total of 240, residents. Many Christian students of both sexes 
are attending schools in, the Plains where they are receiving advanced, profession- 
al, or technical training. One Inspector recently, after visiting one of our village 
Primary Schools that if the District Board schools were as efficient and well-equip- 
ped as our mission schools they would not be subject to the severe public criticism 
which they now receive. : 

52% of the boys sent up for the Schooi Leaving Certificate examinations 
passed and all of the girls from the Girls’ school weresuccessful. Very faithful 
work has been done in all our Schools during the year and the teachers are heartily 
to, be congratulated. 

7 December 9th was a red-letter day for the Messmore High School when the 
Commissioner of Kumaon, N. ©, Stiffe, O. B. E., 1. C, S. and Mrs, Stiffe visited the 
school. ‘A very good programme was rendered after which Mrs. Stiffe gave some, 
prizes to honour Students. Lhe Headmaster’s report was most, encouraging and 
ie Con auisloner’s remarks were both timely and appreciative The Assembly 
room had been beautifully decorated for the occasion. Mr. and Mrs. Chowfin have 
rendered very acceptable and faithful service in connection with the Thoburn 
Hostel, the Primary School, and the High School and they have filled a most 
dilficult place with credit to themselves. 

*~“Evangelism:—There has been, a fairly well-sustainted evangelistic effort dur. 
the year and Ube results have been, encouraging, six bibles, ten New Testaments, 
216 serine pg hloug wate 01d and 18,050 tracts, were distributed. Our District

Hvangeliss, S..B, Sherrring, bas toured io all the Circuits except that of Lohba 
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’ The Junior churches of Pauri and Gadoli have been well cared for and the religious 
instruction given well suited to the needs of the children. Work among the 
Pilgrims was carried on from four centres during the season though hindered | 
somewhat by an outbreak of cholera which spread to distant villages and caused 
many deaths.’ Mrs. Gill has been untiring’ in her efforts to reach the people 
wherever possible and to minister both to their physical and spiritual needs, 

District Con ference:—This was held during the second week of October and’ 
was one of the best we have ever had. There were lectures and services suited to 
every age andfor eight days the High School buliding was transformed into 
dormitory, missionary residence, lecture rooms, and church; yet we had room to 
spare. Twoformer Superintendents of Garhwal, Dr. P. S. Hyde and Dr. M. T 
Titus made the long jourhey from the plains to Pauri and stayed with us for the 
entire period, giving us of their best each day. We are convinced that the In- 
stitute plan for District Conference is greatly to be desired and meets a need of 
our people that otherwise could not be met. A feature of the Conference was a 
dramatization of ‘’Barabbas,’’ worked out on original lines by Mr. Rup Chand, 
Drawing Master of the High School, and presented by the boys of Thoburn Hostel. 
Sixteen girls from the Gadoli Girls’ school were received into full membership. 

Property:—The total property assets of the .church in Garhwal has now 
reached the sum of Rs. 580,025 and nearly all of our buildings are in fair condition. 
During the year a new roof and other improvements were provided for our mission 
house at Cwintgawn, a new roof was put on the kitchen and stable at Than, and 
the old kitchen at Gadoli was transformedinto a two-storey building with wide 
verandahs and now used for Primary classes and dormitory while a new stores 
building has also been almost completed. When a new School building has been 
provided for Gadoli our plant there will be excellent. The total cost of the im- 
provements made aggregate Rs. 5,500, some of which was provided through Special 
gifts and the rest from the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. Further repairs 
are needed in many places, particularly in connection with the parsonage at Pauri, 
and are delayed for lack of funds. 

In conclusion it may be said that no church or institution can long maintain 
itself without living and active convictions. Where such are in evidence we may 
expect the leaven to doits work. Christianity imposed from above or from with- 
out will be sterile while if it is born from within it will live and grow. We have 
reached a place where, instead of fixing our gaze on lands across the seas we take 
stock of our own resources and resolutely set ourselves to the task of building the 
Indian church with Indian material throughout; sharing with others what we our- 
selves have received. Asevidence of this new spirit we see the laymen of the 
church taking an ever larger in its activities, giving more largely for the education 
of their children, aiding directly in the‘evangelization of their neighbours, and 
looking after small groups of Christians in the absence of the Pastors. One 
layman said to me recently, ‘‘l would rather have you charge me a littie more fees 
for my children if thereby another child from one of our new converts could be 
taken into'school.’’ -We are grateful for every sign of life from within, and our 
constant aim is and evermore shall be to make our Ohrist a living reality in every 
heart. There are multitudes in Garhwal who have not yet heard of a Saviour; 
hundreds of villages where no preacher ever goes. The harvest is ripe but wnere 
are the reapers? We need to be much in prayer that the Lord of the harvest will 
send them. Yea Lord send them soon we pray, amen. 


HARDOI-SITAPUR DISTRIOT. 
EK. M. Morrart, District Superintendent, 


I feel somewhat handicapped in presenting this report for I have had so 
little time in this District this year. Hour months of the year under report had 
passed before 1 came to the district. From then until the middle of October, my 
time had to be divided between here and the Kumaon district, and with several 
large institutions in that district under the management of the Superintendent 
and better weather during the summer months in the hills, little has been done 
here but to try to conserve the work of others, In fact, that has unfortunately 
been the history of this district many times in the past for there have been more 
changes in the superintendency in this district than in any other in North India 
Conference. The result of these frequent changes is that the district is most 
backward, The additions to the number of Christians are small and those who 
name themselves as Christians are in great need of systematic religious teaching. 

Religious Hducation Plans.—Recognising this as one of the “most important 
needs of the District, my predecessor, Rev. M. T. Titus, prepared a Course’ of - 


’ 
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Study for the Village Christians. This was followed while he was here ‘to su- 
pervise it, but in the change of Superintendents, it was not carefully carried out 
We have aow started a similar plan for the coming year, and are using the Course 
of Study for Chaudhries as a basis of instruction. Weshall try this year to give 
examinations to find out what progress is being made in instruction among the 
Christians of the district. To make our present Christians more worthy is 
even more important than adding others. 

Hvangelistic Efforts —The Mission has been in this district for more than 
half a century. It is not easy often to get a hearing. The frequent melas offer 
one of the most fruitful fields. But new methods must be followed there. Preach- 
ing toa passing throng of people bears little fruit. Wenmeed more music, and 
should connect the preaching andsinging with the tracts or portions that are taken 
away, so that there will be something to remind the listener of what was said 
when he has returned to his home. Any interested inquirers shouid be noted and 
an attempt be made to find them later in their homes as most of the. melas are 
local, and the people do not come for any great distance. More careful checkin 
up of those interested in the centres where our workers live will be followed next 
year, Baptisms this year show a slight decrease over last year and the Christian 
com munity an increase. The records will be carefully checked next year and 
revised if necessary. . 

Thompsongunj Instiitute.—1n the heart of the city of Sitapur is an old mission 
church, which isno longer used. for regular services. Some years ago a new 
church was built near the two schools wiaich make up the most of our Christian 
community. The church in the city is maintained as a reading room. The build- 
ing this year has been renovated and itis hoped that trequent lectures may be 
held in the large hall. Whenever Dr. H. Stanley Jones is in Sitapur, a large crowd 
can be gathered to hear him. More than 14,000 visited the réading room this past 
year, an increase of 7,000; and 2,500 came for yames. Over 2,500 books and perio- 
dicals were taken for reading to the homes, of which a large number were taken 
for women to read in the zenanas. 

Work among Women.—In Hardoi and Sitapur, work is carried on in Hindu 

and Mohammedan homes by full-time Bible readers. In the district in the 
larger centres, considerable visiting is being none by the wivesof our workers. It 
is hoped that next year this work may be supervised and encouraged by a Dis- 
trict Evangelist. 

Education.—In Sitapur, the Boys’ Primary School continues to serve not 
only this district but much of the Lucknow district. he enrollmnet has been 
slightly increased this year. The Girls’ School also has a goodly number from 
Lucknow district. Ine Girls’ School in Hardoi has an increased enrollment and 
has for the second year had its Government grant increased. Primary School 
boys both in Hardoi and Sitapur attend the school in Sitapur, but others go to 
Lodhipur or to Lucknow and are helped from the district budget. A primary 
school helped by both the Municpal Soard and the District Board is conducted at 
Lakhimpur, and two village schools are conducted with the help of the W. F 
M.S. Our Christian population is so small and scattered that there is little 
opportunity for ‘schools among ‘Christians in this district. Four boys who are 
learning trades have been helped, two in shoe-making and twoin motor driving 
Two are now self-supporting. : 

New Pastor’s House.—Carrying out a plan of some years’ standing, a new 
house was built in Sitapur for the pastor. Lt was built-on some mission property 
between the Church and Thompsongunj. This takes the pastor away from the 
mission compound, but locates him in a central place ina modern house. On the 
sane property is another small house with a separate compound, which is used 
as a ‘“‘nousafirkhana’’ or rest-house for travellers. The past year the latter has 
been occupied by three boys working as apprentices learning trades. 

Financial Situation,—in the new plan of the Board of Foreign Missions of 
giving special gifts as secured by each district, Sitapur has found its Opportunity 
of advancing the work of the district. - Por many years, the district has had an 
unusually large unmber of special givers. This past year, these have been 
increased. No appropiation was given the district.. The work was carried on 
from special gifos and also the Thompsonguaj lostitute and the repairs of the 
Institute. Lt is hoped that next year more workers may be secured and some 
of the work, that has been so neglected, revived Tne Hardoi and Sitapur 
churches are nearly svif-supporting. Benevoleuces were very much the same as 
last year, except tha « specia) effort was made to raise money for the Baby Fold 
Sitapur circu!t, alone, secured over Rs. 100 for this purpose. Some of this was 
given by non-Christians. 

Our Workers.—Aside from an exchange of pastors between Sitapur and 
Shahjahanpur, workers have remained with very few changes. Four men were

rétired and oné Or two néw ones added. An experiment is being tried in the use 
of 4 B: A: graduate in the evangelistic work. Even among Conference members 
we have no one beyond high school passed in evangelistic work. We have many 
Stich men in educational institutions. Is it any less important in-our district 
work? We have recently also secured a high school graduate in this district. 

In closing; | must admit that this is not S mucha report of what has been 
accomplished the vast year as a look into next yedrin the light of the experience 
of this year. Thisis a great district, with millions of needy souls: Although 
inadequate for the great task, we have a group of consecrated Christian workers. 
These two factors when properly coniiected with the power of the spirit of God 
can prodtice undreamed of results for the Kingdom of God.

Three months is aot long in a District; butit nas been long enough to make 
the period of nearly four years of absence: seem much. less: I wish to pay my 
tribute to the way in which Dr. Core and Mr. Moffatt have not only held the 
work but have faced its needs in constructive ways.. The work needed just 
such talents as Mr. Moffatt brought for meeting some important problems. In 
less than two years he has won the regard and affection of the Christian people by 
his indefatigable work, bis relentless energy and his transparent purpose to 
serve even at cost to himself.

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‘Teaching. No District has more reason to be proud of its schools than 
Kumaon. For girls and boysin Dwarahat, for boysin Ranikhet, and for 
girls and boys in Almora, and the English schools in Naini Tal,—all of 
these are doing high grade work including English. Besides these there 
are some vernacular schools for girls and boys. But with all of these 
schools we are only helping to meet a thirst. We are not satisfying it. 
When we ask ourselves the question, ‘‘What does the District—including 
the Christian and non-Christian communities—have a right to expect from 
these institutions”” we humbly answer: ‘‘Much more than we are giving 
them.’’ But we do not need an analysis of our weaknesses to do that 
extra. Weneed the means to move beyond weaknesses we have long 
since recognised, whose strangle grip we feel. 

Healing. The Dispensary in Dwarahat for men, and the Helping Hands Hos- 
pital in Almora for women, have both ministered to many -needs this 
year. Dr. Udai Singh Roy has taken the place left vacant by the death of 
Dr. Abraham a year ago. ‘We look for a year of large service next year 
because of his better training. On the other hand it seems probable that 
the Helping Hands Hospital will have to reduce its staff because of finan- 
cial difficulties. A third healing institution in the District, not definitely 
related to the Conference, but ministering for Christ nevertheless is the 
Leper Asylum in Almora. The average attendance this year has been 11. 
The appointment of a young Christian doctor, specially trained for work 
with them. and radiant with optimism and purpose makes one feel that a 
new day has come for those lepers. (Parentheticaly, let me say, when 
blue and discouraged because of cuts and other difficulties which surround 
you, drop in at the Leper Asylum and find smileson thelepers! Then go 
away for you will find it easy to see a bright side to your life and 
work. 

This te tg notes several changes in the missionary staff of the District, 
Miss Waugh from the Adams Girls’ School, Almora, and Miss Marie Kennard 
from the Wellesley Girls’ School, Naini Tal, left together in November for well 
earned furloughs. Dr, and Mrs. Hyde are also about to leave us, having just 
closed a period of service in the English Church in Naimi Tal, where they have 
won the hearts of all their veople. Miss. Dr. Vrooman, after a year of unselfish 
service in Dwerahat has felt God’s call toa more special service and immediately 
after Christmas left for territory already very familiar to her at Rajpore, near 
Dehra Dun, In Miss Kennard’s place at Wellesley it has been our happy privilege 
to welcome Miss Grace Bates. 

It is distinct cause for gratitude that though there have been instances of 
sickness, sometimes severe, with death twice invading workers’ homes, the force 
of Indian workers has not been broken though repeated reductions have greatly 
depleted it. Because of their consecration as well as the co-operation of Mis- 
sionaries and Indians in the schools we look forward to the new year with cour- 


age.

Early in tha 
year Miss Warrington went home on furlough and Miss Anna Blackstock came to 
take her place. Dr. and Mrs. Core after forty years of Mission service left for 

merica on furlough and for retirement. Miss tsass, owing to the illness of 
Miss Rost, assumed charge of the Parker Branch School. Miss Hardie returned 
early in the year and took over again the Evangelistic work ‘of the district 
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coupled with the supervision of district and village schools.-.She has been 
ably assisted by Miss Raymond. We-are now pleased to welcome back. to the 
district office Rev. and Mrs. Rockey with their three little ones, after two years 
of furouzgh in America. 


Indian W orkers. 


There have been a few changes in the staff of the Parker High 
School. Mr. W. A. Newton has returnedto us after his course of training 
at Allahabad, and is a very great asset to both the schcol and the community. 
The Staff of the Giris’ School has been almost entirely changed and the Branch 
School has had an addition of a trained teacher to its staff. Rev. G. S_ Patrick 
came from Pauri, Garhwal on transfer and has ably carried on the pastorate of 
the Central Church during the year. The district staff of evangelistic Workers 
remains the same with the exception that shortness of finances have compelled 
us to dismiss and transfer some eight workers during the year. 

There has been harmony and co-operation throughout the district as a whole 
and the Acting Superintendent has been able to do what he has done on account 
of the loyalty and co-operation of his staff of workers. 


The Christian Community. 


Moradabad District is one of the largest districts in the North {India Con- 
ference. It hasa Christian community of about 25,000 persons. This large 
number can be divided into three distinct classes or groups, as (1) Christians 
from the Mazhabi Sikhs; (2) Christians from the Lal Begis or Sweepers; (3) 
Christians from the Chamars. 

The oldest and best established group is that of the Mazhabi Sikhs, and 

among them is found the greatest degree of Church Consciousness. They observe 
Christian rites and openly identify themselves with the Christian community. 
From this community have come large numbers of strong men who in the past 
years have formed the ministry of the church and those who manned our 
institutions. This drain however has had its effects, evil effects I should say. 
The best have left the villages never to return to village life. The coarser, 
weaker elements have remained. Evils of various kinds have sprung up among 
this untutored residue, and many of their names are entered on the badmash 
lists, and many maintain a regular traffic in women and girls. The moral is that 
we need to send strong, well trained men back to the villages as well as to capture 
them for our schools and the ministry. 
The Sweeper Christian which is the largest and second oldest group in 
the district are the least progressive. Fifty years of contact with the 
Christian Church has made comparatively little impression on this group, except 
in cases where they have been wrenched away from their villages and gotten into 
schools, or to cases where they beeninduced to leave their scavenger’s work 
and take up farming or other work of an industrial nature. The average ‘‘Sweeper 
Christian’’ still eats his ‘‘jhutan” still is the slave of the “Sweeper Brother- 
hood.’? Inthe presence of the Missionary or the Padri he calis himself a 
Christian but before the Judge or the wrathful zamindar he declares himself 
‘‘a Bhangi.” The average Christian Preacher, and Munshi, unable to find the 
magic charm by which this slave mentality can be broken has given himself to 
the repetition of the threadbare phrase.—‘They won't make,’’ and of course they 
do not make. Our sweeper work needs greater faith, more optimistic 
spirit, a deeply spiritualized social message. We are convinced that they 
will make, and that one of the greatest tasks before us is the redemption 
of bas fallen race, even though it is far on in the day of our Mission 
work. 

We have practically swept into the Christian fold all of the Sikh and Sweeper 
communities but the large community that is now in the lime light are the 
Jatia Chamars. Hundreds of this community have been won, and thousands are 
at the threshold waiting to be ushered in. Of all communities yet touched 
en masse, the Chamars present the greatest challenge. They have seen a “Great 
Light” and in their souls there has been begotten a great hunger and unrest. In 
their eagerness they are at the same time suspicious and slow to accept. There 
are lacs of-this fine community within the bounds of the Moradabad District. 
They are economically independent, as the most of them are farmers and own 
their own lands from which they can earn their livelihood. Their ambitions are 
to be sure, selfish, They want education, and emancipation from their ignorance 
and‘bondage. If wecan measure up to the opportunities now open before us we 
soni Mee next few vente win ae Hi ges of these for Christ and the Church, If 
we do not measure up tne opportunity will pass as the Chan: 
by whatsoever means it may be. r “RASA JR SUB Ae ee 
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I do not mean to imply that our efforts are confined exclusively to these 
classes. We are working in all classes and the Seed of the Kingdom is being 
scattered. The only thing that can defeat us is our “‘little faith.” 


Spiritual Progress, 


We have been impressed with the fact that itis only a Spirit-fllled Ministry 
that can produce a2 spiritual church. To this end we have laboured with the 
Ministry of the Church, to the end that they might know him. On two 
occasions we have gathered to-gether for retreats and have been wonderfully 
blessed. In the month of January Miss Caffray was with us and brought messages 
that will long be remembered. Many went back to their centres with renewed 
Spiritual life. In the month of August we held a three days’ retreat and we were 
led by Rev. W. A. Revis. This too waa a time of great blessing and help. Perhaps 
the crowning time of the year came with the District conference. God was truly 
with us and seemed to walk triumphantly among the group of Christian workers. 
We feel that all these seasons of blessing must react upon the work in the dis- 
tant villages and Mohallas. 


The District Conference. 


The District conference assembled on the 30th of October and closed on the 
Tth of November. We were favoured with having Bishop Robinson with us for 
the Sabbath. Miss Campbell, the National Organizer of the W. C.T. U., gave 
us two excellent addresses. Rev. W. A. Revis remained with us throughout the 
Conference, and Jed the congregation up to high spiritual planes of thought and 
living. All-reports showed progress. The number of baptisms has dropped from 
that of last year but greater stress has been laid upon the building up of the 
present baptized community. All were wonderfully kept in health and from the 
beginning to the end a spirit of unity and goodwill prevailed. The Conference 
closed and all went home with warmed hearts and bew Visions. 


Educational Work and Institutions. 


Our educational work in all institutions has been efficiently carried on 
during the past year. In our Boys’ Schools there has been a nealthy growth in 
enrollment, and improvement in results. The details of the various institutions 
are as follows:— 


Parker High School and Christian Hostel. 


- The staff has remained the same with the exception of minor changes. A 
trained graduate was added to the staff in July, and a second section of the 
eighth class opened. The enrollment is now five hundred which is an increase 
of about sixty over last year and an increase of 220 since 1925. Our results in 
the Government Examination was 63% and in the grade passes and promotions 
about 85%. The boys are cheerful and happy and the staff earnest and zealous in 
their work. I cannot too highly commend the faithful, painstaking work of our 
Headmaster, Mr. R. 8S. Charan. 

The Christian Hostel has an enrollment of 107 this year and of these eight 
are in the Tenth Class. The Inspector of Schools in his Inspection Report made 
excellent comment on the Christian Hostel, and remarked that he considered it 
the best Hostel of its class in his territory. He was pleased with the discipline 
and the cheerfulness of the boys. We still keep up our industrial work in the 
gardens and fields and we feel that this is very beneficial in developing the 
essential elements of Christian character. 

The Parker Branch School is reported as follows by Miss Bass and Miss 
Chester:— 


‘‘Parker Branch School now has a larger enrollment than ever before. 
There are 155 boys in the school. Ninety-three of these are in the Hostel. 
We feel that increase in numbers is less important than progress and advance- 
ment in character building but we are glad to be able to give the opportunity of 
Christian education to a larger number of Indian youth. This year our Hostel 
budget provided for the support of 83 boys. The requests for admission have 
been much larger. We have been obliged to refuse some, but with some extra 
gifts and very close economy we have been able to maintain 93 boys in the hostel 
since July. ; 

We beleive we are making progress in teaching self-support. This progress 
is being manifest by parents as well as by the boys. We now have oine little boys 
wholly supported by parents, friends or relatives. No clothing is given to the 
boys free except warm coats, and many parents are learning to give coats as well. 
The boys do nearly all the work of the hostel and are learning in many ways to 
-be independent. ; 
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We have a strong staff of trained and experienced teachers whose interest 
and co-operation is a great asset to the school. The high standard of scholarship 
of their studentsis a proof of their efficiency. The staff has been strength- 
ened by the return of Master David after a course of training in Moga.” 


The Girls’ Mission School. 


The Principal has not furnished us with a detailed report but we are 
pleased to report that the school has maintained a high grade of efficiency during 
the past year. The results in the Training Department and the Government 
Middle examination were excellent this year. The administration of the School 
and Hostel under the experienced guidance of the Blackstock Sisters cannot be 
anything else but efficient. 

The enrollment is about the same as last year. 


Village Schools, the Moradabad Mohalla Day School, etc. 


Miss Hardie reports in regard to these as follows:— 

‘‘A considerable share of our District work consists of village schools 
taught mostly by our Bible Readers. There have been about 500 children 

. enrolled in these schools and in some places real progress is being made. 

These all go to show that the school is growing in popularity and favour 
both with the Community and with Government. The Inspector in his report 
of July last remarks as follows:— 

‘On the whole taking into consideration that the classes had not yet got 
into full swing of work things are satisfactory.’? His remarks about the Christ- 
ian Hostel are as follows:—*'The Hostel is a model of its kind and contains a 
small chapel for daily services. The boys have their meals together in a. very 
good dining hall. Messing is very cheap and seemed very good. Boys are taken 
in physical exercise daily by a trained Drill Master and there was an air of well 
being and cheerfulness about which was very pleasant to see.’’ 

W. F. M. 8S. Work.—Miss Hardie and her efficient assistants have carried 
on this work throughout the year with their usual vigour, enthusiasm, and 
efficiency. Work is carried on in 400 zenanas of the City, by three groups of two 
women each. ‘hese women are trained daily in the art of story telling and once 
during the year an Institute was held under the direction of Miss Raymond. 
Regular itinerating work is kept up in the villages. A large part of this work 
are the village schools in which 500 village children are being trained, and in most 
places real progress has been made. 

The Central Mohalla School in Moradabad is one of the most interesting 
features of Miss Hardie’s interesting work. This is made up of boys and girls 
from the Moradabad Mohallas. There is an enrollment of 100 at present and 
150 names have been on the rolls during the year. This school serves as a feeder 
for the Girls’ School and the Parker Branch and Parker High Schools. 
It is recognized by the Municipal Board. Miss Hardie says, “The children 
respond wonderfally and surprise by their interest in things new to them. They 
are developing a taste for good reading and vie with one another in securing the 
Treasure Chest and other reading matter as it arrives monthly. A full hour is 
given for Bible Study and Devotions daily. The success of the work is due to 
the untiring efforts of Miss Raymond who has charge of it as well as having 
oversight of the Bible Readers.’ 

In conclusion I wish to heartily thank all Missionaries and the Indian 
Members of the Mission Staff who have given their hearty co-operation in carry- 
ing on a job which as an emergency was added to an already full programme of 
work. We rejoice that now the work in its varied forms will receive from the 
efficient oversight of the Rev. C. D. Rockey, its rightful care and supervision.

RAMPUR DISTRIOT. 
G. B. THOMSON, District Superintendent. 


I, with heart full of thanks to the Lord for His loving care, and after a 
successful termination of one more year, have been given a valuable chance to 
write a report of my work. I am extremely grateful to God for His manifold 
blessings, loving kindness and various precious gifts which he abundantly 
bestowed upon us during the year. We were safe under the powerful and 
sheltering wings of our Heavenly Father inspite of a few malicious attacks of 
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malarial fever'during the year. Lt is not that all our difficulties and. hinderances 
have been done away with, and our hopes realised but we sing through our 
ditficulties and march on towards Glory and join in the chorus Ebenezer with 
cheerful and thankful hearts;— 

Evangelistic Work:—‘‘Himmat bandho, age barho, Krus ka lonishan, Jitenge 
ham, yaro harega Shaitan,” is our war-cry from the beginning of the year. We all, 
men, women and Chaudhries began our work enthusiastically with the above as 
our guiding hymn. The stastistics of the Rampur District are as follows: 
Probationers 3,009, Full-members 2,785, children 3.857 which come up to the total 
of 9,651. There were 471 baptisms in the year. We have 37 Sunday Schools which 
pe religious instruction to 874 students. The total collection this year was 

Ss. 569. 

In the district which is intersected by 11 rivers it is rather difficult to 
travel, which difficulty is all the more enhanced for want of bridges and good 
pucea roads. In the face of this difficulty I made four complete tours in the 
district; my wife also accompanied me three times in these tours. - We visited 
341 villages, and came in personal contact with 4,500 Christians. Itgives extreme 
pleasure and joy when a brother meets a brother. 

It is a veritable pleasure tome that my 32 brothers and sisters realizing 
their responsibilities with full sympathy and sincerity, in their respective places, 
are fighting against Satan with great courage and enthusiasm which has_ resulted 
in giving the good news to thousands of men. Every workerhas visited the Chris- 
tians under his care at least 10 or 11 times; prayed with them, told them about 
the Christian and his duties and taught them how to sing hymns and dhajans. 

There were 12 social meetings in the different circuits which gave a great 
interest to every Christian. 294 portions from the Gospel were sold, and 5,358 tracts 
distributed, snd Christian work done in four Fairs through bands. The Revival 
month proved to be a very successful one. Many Christian men and women 
acquired the experience of anew life. Lots of Chaudhries leaving their work 
joined in our bands and made a very brave testimony of Christian life among 
the Hindus and Mohammedans. 

Rampur can be fairly taken as the most difficult field for Christian work 
in the North India Conference, where the explicit orders of the Nawab are that 
there should be no public preaching or religious lectures of any sort in his state. 
No notices or tracts should be distributed. Inspite of tbis we thank the Lord 
that there are 2,000 Christians in tne state and whose glimmering light is slowly: 
but surely spreading and expressing the glory and power of our Heavenly Father. 
My personal experience is that the Christians of the state are more zealous and 
enthusiastic. 

I held special meetings in each circuit after my return from the Lahore 
Conference, and those suggestions which were made there to make the Village 
Churches strong and beautiful were made use of. 

Miss Hardie, the District Evangelist, writes as follows:— 

; 4*To waten everying grow is always beautiful and interesting and on this 
my second visit to Rampur District Conference, the growth is so apparent, that 
not only interest, but gratitude fills my heart. ‘he large number of Chaudhries, 
together with the wives of some of them, the new schuols started during the 
year, the presence and interest of many more visiting friends and helpers iu 
the meetings, all go to show how Padri and Mrs. Thomson have won the hearts 
of all around them, and their work is coming more and wore into prominence. 

The Bible women continued their efforts in examination work and several 
of them are teaching Village Schools. One school came in a body to visit the 
conference, about ten bright boys, very proud of their school readers which some 
of them. carried in their hands. ‘ . 

Dispensary work has been opened, and weekly visits made by Miss Westrup 
of our Woman’s Hospital in Bareilly, which not only helps the sick but gives 
further opportunity of preaching the Gospel to the large numbers who gather on 

occasions. 
os Educational Work:—I take great delight in mentioning that with the help 
of Mrs. Thomson and her workers | have been able to open five Primary Schools 
in the Rampur District which are limited to only four circuits. The school 
caters to the educational needs of 66 Christian boys and 14 girls. I am looking 
forward with great expectations to open more schools of this type in the coming 
year. Along with this there have been sent nine new boys to the Parker Branch 
School, Moradabad, 4 new ones to Lodhipur School and one girl to Moradabad 
Giris’ School for further education. Three married young people have been sent 
to Badaun Training School, who, it is reasonably hoped, will come back to the 
Disttrict so that they may be self-supporting pastors of small Churches on their 


return, 
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Self-Support:— We thank God that our Church is realizing the value and 
truth of self-support. One small Church whicn is at Clutterouckgunj, in addition 
to the usual subscription has sent Rs. 60 to me, and not only this much but one 
layman, Mr. M. W. Alexander, who is a local preacher has agreed to be the 
self-supporting pastor of the Church. In the early part of the year I had to 
remove the pastor of the Kichah Church, and when I went there for the first 
Quarterly Conference | put before the people the fact that was weighing heavy 
on my mind. A man Nanhe Lal who holds Exhorter’s Licence and earns his 
livelinood by hard work, got up very seriously to my great comfort, offered his 
services as pastor of the Church. I was overjoyed to see the courage of that 
brother, and we all prayed for him. This very Nanhe Lal, our self-supporting 
pastor, had 24 men baptized during the year, and prepared two Chaudharies for 
leadership who are his staunch helpers and had four sent to Lodhipur, collected 
some contributions for his use and for the Preacher-in-charge. He is now trying 
his best to estavlish a truly Christian brotherhood. He with his famiiy and the 
two Chaudharies came to the District Conference at their own expense. This 
Christrian brother made the testimony that he never had such blessings be‘ore 
as he had received during the year. It is my serious effort for the next year to 
prepare such leaders or Chaudhries who will be the pastors of their own Churches 
and discharge their Church responsibilities fully. Time is fast approaching when 
the Indian Churches will be zealous enough to support their own Cnurches. 
Amen. 

District Conference:—Our Conference was held at Fatehgunj West from the 
24th October to the 31st. Ine following august personages helped us a good deal 
with their prayers and messages, namely, Bishop J. W. Robinson D. D., the 
Rev. W. A. Kevis, Miss HE. Hardie, Miss A. Bass, Dr. and Mrs. Litus the Rev. M. W. 
Branch, Miss C. Westrup, the Rev. C.S.Thoburn, Dr. and Mrs. Weak, Mr. Chaube 
the Rev. A. Gulab and three young men—Messrs. Khurshaid Masih, Tullan Masih 
and H. Benjamin. 

In essence our District Conference was a religious meeting. Every one 
received blessing and new vigour in spiritual life. Thirty-two workers——men and 
women, 45 Chaudhries and 18 Cnaudhrians took part in our Conference, Carist is 
the Captain of this small band of soldiers of the cross, and praises and victory 
for Christ were on every one’s lips. 

On the 25th we had a special meeting for Chaudhries which was presided 
over by our august Bishop J. W. Robinson. A splendid programme was got up 
by the Chaudhries and things were done beautifully. Ultimately after an 
inspiring Sermon by the Bishop the meeting came to an end. The Chaudhries 
raised a collection which amounted to Rs. 10. : 

One morning Kanhai Lal Cnaudhri came to me and said that God had for- 
given him his sins the night before and had blessed him abundantly and added 
that he wanted to go on leave so that he might tell the good news to his wife 
also. 1 allowed him togo. He went to Rampur and returned the same evening 
with his wife and children. Both of them stayed throughout the Conference 
and their testimony is that God in his own way is bringing them back to the 
thorough realization of his word. Another Chaudhri of Behari circuit whose 
name is Kallan Masih, in his final testimony said ‘‘l have never seen such a 
spiritual meeting in my life before,’ and God has marvellously blessed me in 
these meetings. 

lts a new thing for me to find 18 Chaudhrians come to the Conference and 
take such deep interest in its activities. 

Dr. H. H. Weak delivered lantern lectures with great interest and beauty 
for the last three nights of the Conference where there were Hindus and Moham- 
madans of the whole town. LKveryone listened to these lectures seriously and 
derived great benefit. On the 31st night we had thanks-giving service from 9 to 
10, In this service everyone with tearful eyes expressed nis gratitude to God. At 
last we sang: 

‘‘Himmat bandho, age barho, krus ka lo nishan, 

Jitenge ham, yaro harega Shaitan,’’ and closed our Conference with a 
prayer and Glory. 

In summing up the work of the year we reverently bow before him, who 
giveth power to the faint and to him that hath no might he giveth strength. 
Praise be unto the Lord. Amen.

Report of the Board of Evangelism North India Conference, 
January 15th 1930. 


A meeting of the members of the Committee, to which the District 
Superintendents were also invited was held in Bareilly on the evening of January 
14th since no regular Board meeting could be planned for earlier. The responses 
by mail to inquiries regarding work done, together with the recommendations 
of the joint meeting are as follows :— 

With India standing in need of Christ as never before, what has been our 
share during the year in making Him better known in that part of the land 
committed to us as a Conference ? 

Let us look first at our Boarding Schools. E. Kumaon Garwhal, Almora, 
Budaun and Moradabad report special services with the students during Passion 
Week. In Almora the teachers of the Girls’ School in groups, and those of the 
Boys’ Boarding with bands—have carried the message of Christ to outsiders, 
In Budaun and Moradabad the boys go regularly with the Preachers on Sundays 
for preaching and 8S. 8. Services. At Budaun they have their own Chaplain with 
evening prayers and a morning watch where Scripture is committed to memory 
and recited on Sundays. At the Moradabad Girls’ School, bi-weekly talks are 
given by outsiders, and weekly class-meetings are conducted by the girls them- 
selves or their teachers. The Central Muhalla Day School has one period weekly 
on the time-tabie, for a prayer meeting conducted by the older children under 
supervision of teachers. Some reports said in speaking of the District as well as 
the city work. ‘' The spiritua/ level of our people is very low,’’? or—‘‘No definite 
or specific results manifest during times of special effort. Causes possibly may 
appear in further reports. A Preacher in charge recently remarked— ‘‘Shall I 
tell you my experience at the time of a special service held a few weeks ago ? 
I entered the room after the meeting had begun and found the spiritual 
atmosphere so evident that groups of people were on their knees in prayer in 
different parts of the room, others were singing, radiantly happy while some 
were troubled and unhappy. Realizing that the spirit of joy which some had, 
was lacking in my own life, and desiring to have it, I entered the prayer room to 
read my Bible and pray. Soon a brother Padri coming to me said—Won’t you go 
and talk with so andso? he is praying but seems to be In distress. Try to com- 
fort him. I went of course, still feeling my own need, but almost immediately, 
in trying to comfort another, [ found my own soul filled to overflowing, with 
what I had been seeking.’’ 

Outstanding work is being done in our two Junior Boys’ Boarding schools, at 
Sitapur and Moradabad, and in order to develop character, and spiritual help 
many carefully thought out and prayed over plans are operating in connection 
with the boys, both in their school and Boarding life. And the boys respond in a 
most gratifying way. The spirit of trustworthiness, reliance, self dependence and 
helpfulness on their part, make the work a joy for those engaged in it. Even the 
Mohamadan Khansama at Moradabad (who by the way, is more Christian than 
Mohamadan), has caught the spirit, and when a new boy—said to be very 
naughty—was enrolled. this Khansama, at the time of family worship, prayed in 
@ most earnest way, that they might ad// help in the training of this little boy— 
be patient with him, and strive in every way to make him a really Christian boy. 
So concerned in helping was this non-Christian servant, that the Missionary 
Assistant who told the story, could scarce restrain her tears. 

The samples of intelligent and responsive babies entering our Boarding 
Schools as graduates from the Baby Fold, prove that this Institution also is doing 
its share towards evangelism. I understand they begin at the bottom and teach 
tithing. This is a real effort towards the building of Christian character. 

At the Theological Seminary, another of our special Institutes several new 
plans for the upbuilding of the Christian Community of the Bareilly Circuit, 
have been instituted...A small Church four miles from the city has been 
organized, hoping to be a self-supporting Church... The Christian of one city 
Muhalla have organized into a Panchayat, and hold regular services with other 
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Christians. They raised funds and held a jalsa to which they invited others to 
whom the Gospel message is given. Leaders are here being developed. A. 
Society for non-Christians is also functioning for the interchange of thought and 
experience. They also hold public meetings to which they invite their non- 
Christian friends and the Gospel message is given. Personal interviews are made 
when so desired. 

At our Zanana Hospitul a woman now gives full time to evangelistic work 
among the in-patients, in addition to those who meet and greet and talk with 
those Dispensary patients in waiitng. Another new bit of work isa Kindergarten 
for the children of the In-Patients. 


District Work. 


The Pauri District alone, reports the co-operation of laymen in the Evange- 
listic work. Community interests are strong in the hills, though, not many melas 
are held there. The women are more backward than the men. Stereoptican lectures 
have been appreciated both here and in the EK. Kumaon District and in both places 
intensive work is reported at the time of District Conference. At Pauri, Institute 
work was planned for everybody according to training and ability at this time. 
Good work is reported in connection with melas in the Bijnor Dist. and also in E. 
Kumaon where very large amounts of free literature was used. At Bijnor the work 
of District Conference was suspended fora day, and the workers attended ina 
body a large mela for preaching work. 

The jalsasystem usedin Bulandshahar is reported by the District Evangelist 
of this District, she and a band of preachers and Bible women having spent some 
days with Padri Robert. John in his work. The feeling that better work could be 
done in their own District has been justified in 3such melas already held in 
January. The muhalla Christians themselves give the programme, men, women and 
children taking part in telling Bible stories, reciting memory work or singing, 
in one placea debate. They find the system of getting in collections a great 
improvement on the old plan where the soliciting of chanda sometimes 
interfered with the desired effect of the meeting just held. The money is now 
gathered beforehand, and prepsented ona tray. Hxaminations are also given at 
the time of these melas on the work done by the Cnristians in the selected Bible 
or Sunday School work. 

The work of Budaun’s much loved District Evangelist, with that of her 
helpers, has counted much in strengthening the spiritual life of as many of the 
1493 villages, as could be reached, and in the supervision of their 55 Primary Day 
Schools, where ion addition to the Rs. 3 the children pass examinations in ‘Ruhani 
Talim’ according to the curriculum used throughout our Conference for these 
schools. One Muhalla school in Budaon city has since Miss Emery left, pledged 
themselves to give Rs. 20 to help give the children of the District schools a better 
Christmas next December. 

In Rampur the District Superintendent reports four tours of the whole 
territory, 341 villages visited and personal work done with 4,500 Christians, 12 jalsas 
held, and4 large melas attended. His work with the non-Christians in and 
around his centre has been strengthened through the travelling dispensary work 
organized by Miss Westrup of Bareilly Hospital who with her nurse and medical 
supplies, visits Fatehgunj W. periodically for dispensary work. Over 700 cases 
have been treated. 

Moradapad reported two outstanding Jalsas held, and in each, spiritual 
advancement made. Asaresult of one of these,a man was called to task by a 
Panchait, and fined Rs. 100 for stealing a woman. He yave promise ia writing 
as to future good conduct. At another Jalsa, a number of cases were cleared up 
thus bringing untold good to the community. The great need felt here is for the 
economic uplift of the sweeper Christians,—the need of village uplift work. The 
District Conference was a time of spiritual uplift for the workers. ; 

We are working hard here to give spiritual teaching, together with other 
work, tothe children of the District tbrough the Primary day schools, which 
have nambered 36 during the year, with over 500 children. The ‘Ruhani Ta’lim’ 
is equally stressed with the other work and promotions made accordingly. 

As many as possible of the villages, which because of fewer workers could 
not be visited frequently, were reached anc we were gratified at the response in 
very many cases of the Christians in giving up thesigns of idolatrous worship 
One woman said—‘‘Yes, we worship Yisu Masih and we also worship Ram, but if 
it is true, aS yousay, that we must worship Yisu Masih only, we will do that oH 
and the little shrine at the entrance to the home was dug out. Bee 
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‘ , A number of Retreats or Institutes for workers were reported, from which 
Spiritual uplift has come. One for village school teachers was held for a month in 
Bijnor, which helped greatly, a similiar one for the city women workers in Morada- 
bad for a week, where confessions of past failure and new visions received were 
reported by tne workers. ‘Iwo retreats for workers, especially P. C.’s., at Morada- 
bad proved their value in better work in the District. A Retreat for the District 
Hvangelists held at Almora was helpful also. Among those reporting, the Budaun 
District leads in the Amount of free literature, and Moradabad in the number 
of Gospels sold. 

In response to the question—‘‘ What has been done in your District in work- 
ing out suggestions made by the Delhi area committee,” Dr. Weak reported 
renewed emphasis on all the princlpies and practices there emphasized. Morada- 
bad has majored on the teaching of Chaudris, getting them in readiness for their 
new duties. New life has been quickened among them. The question of marriage 
and treatment of women hasbeen atthe front, and an advance madein this 
matter. 

in Bijnor greater emphasis has been placed on preparing seekers for 
baptism. Other Districts depiore the fact that too little is being donealong this 
ling. Bijnor is making a beginning in selecting key-men or village leaders. Some- 
thing of tnis has done in Garhwal too. . 

In Budaun tine chief aim has been to get the Chaudri Course in use. All the 
workers are now teaching it. 42 Chaudris were present in the Summer School work 
for a week, and the present effort is to get every Chaudri to become a lay preacher 
and hold Sunday servicesin his viilage. Chaudri meetings have been held in 
28 centres and they aim at having old idolatrous customs done away with among the 
people and to abolish child marriage. Leaders are being raised up and the Chaudri 
Summer School will become an annual occasion. . 

Two question answered in almost every case by—‘‘Nothing new’’ or by— 
“nil’? were— What plans have you in operation for increasing the interest in the 
weekly Prayer Service in your Central Church and what special methods for 
developing the spiritual life in the villages where there are a number of new- 
converts. A third question might be placed in thislist also—What methods are 
used and how much time is given in preparing adults for the sacred sacrament of 
Baptism. 

A Active, we can assuredly say, we have been during the year, but is it possible 
that something essential may have been left out which might have brought in 
more stirring reports of the work.

It is therefore re- 
commended that each District plan for as many of these jalsas as possible. The 
examination will always come at a time when the District Superintendent or Dis- 
trict Evangelist or the Sunday School Secretary can be present, 

5. As additional material for this year, up to October 31 the following 
shall also be taught,—one each term—The Lord’s Prayer, Beatitudes and the 
Ten Commandments. Also during the year all Preachers are expected to teach 
the first year’s Course for Chaudris. 

6. The District Superintendent should make use of the Quarterly Conference 
‘asa time of teaching the workers how to use the outlined programmes laying special 

“emphasis on practice work, 
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7. The District Superintennents are asked to have Institutes in connection 
with District Conference to prepare the workers to go on with the suggested 
course. 

8. The Board of Evangelism is “to keep in touch with the editorial 
Committee of the Delhi Areain the preparation of objectives for the coming 
year. 

9. The Board of Evangelism should be constituted for those who are 
especially interested in this type of work, i.e, District Superintendents and 
District Evangelists and that the Board plan fora meeting each year ata time 
when our Conference Evangelist Dr. Jones can join them. 

10. It is recommended that the term ‘hadi’ be substituted for Chaudri in 


connection with those who are appointed by the Church so that we shall call them 
Village ‘hadis’.

Report of the Board of Education. 


In aiming at brevity we have of necessity given very scant recognition to 
many aspects of what is really a work of remarkable magnitude, 7e. the Educa- 
tional work of the North India Conference. But we must content ourselves with 
just a few remarks about the work of our central schools and follow that with a 
more extended notice of our village schools where we have more need for improve- 
ment. 

The Bareilly Boys’ Middle School shows an increase of 59 boys over last year. 
The Girls’ School at Hardoi shows increase in scholars and Government grant. 
Parker Branch school shows good increase in enrollment andin full Support of 
boys by parents and friends. We remember with interest the days when every 
stitch of clothing was supplied to boys by the hostel authorities and find a 
pleasant contrast in the statement from Parker Branch School ‘‘No clothing is 
given free to the boys except warm coats, and many parents are learning to give 
coats as well.” The Inspector of Schools said, of the Hostel at Parker High 
School that he considered it the best hostel of its class in the terri- 
tory. 

Pithoragarh Boys’ school has made marked improvement in building, staff, 
work and enrollment. All boys passed have been admitted in other schools 
without difficulty—a new thing in the school’s history. The Girls’ school at 
Pithoragarh hopes to begin a new schoo! plant this year. 

Managers and Headmasters every where seem to be making greater efforts at 
providing varied employment opportunities for their hoys. The new canal system 
offers opportunities. Three Shahjahanpur boys have gotten places there. 


Village Schools. 


The following material came in reply to a special questionnaire sent out by 
the President to all workers with Village Schools. In most of our Village school 
work the control and supervision is unified but in some Districts it is unitied under 
the District Superintendent and in some under the W. F. M.S. District Evangelist. 
In Bareilly we have the least unification as some is under those noted above and 
some is in the nature of extension work of Lodhipur Normal. Inspections take 
place anywhere from once to six times a year. In only one District has there 
been a decrease in number of schools or enrollment; in a few, no change ; and in 
Some, good increases, notably Budaun and Moradabad with all nine of Rampur’s 
having been opened this year. 

in almost all Districts we have one or two schools helped hy Municipal or 
District Boards. Garhwal has eight. In very few places are fees charged. The 
remainder of the support comes from the District budget or the W. F. M. S. 
perhaps predominantly from the latter. Generally officials are friendly, being 
mucn freer with promises than funds. 
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Budaun, Garhwal, Kumaon and Moradabad report the greatest increase in 
interest. In Garhwal ic is attributed to economic necessity very largely. Miss 
Kennard said a great deal when she attributed increased interest in Bareilly to 
“our interest in them.” In Bijnor special interest in the teachers has done the 
most, especially the training institute not only for teachers but ‘‘potential 
teachers.’ Budaun lays stress on “‘careful and systematic supervision” and knows 
whereof it speaks. } 

Not less than eight schools are reporting real success with teachers trained 
at Lodhipur. A few untrained young men are used but most of the work is now 
being done by wives of preachers and a few retired preachers. Miss Hardie tells 
of a ‘‘Sweeper who read through the third class and runs two schools and is a real 
worker at his job.”’ 

Their is practical unanimity that our greatest handicaps are lack of funds 
and of good trained teachers. Other obstacles are ‘“‘lack of compulsory attend- 
ance,’’ “‘lack of interest,’’ ‘‘economic or social pressure” “lack of enthusiasm of 
worxers”’ etc, 

In closing we may quote a couple of paragraphs from Miss Hardie, as they 
constitute a series of snaps-shots fairly representative of the whole situation: 

The Preachers and all workers are coming to see the need of stressing 
Primary School work and accepting the task of overcoming the indifference where 
it exists among parents. 

The teacners have learned fairly well how to keep the registers and to 
record in them the progress made each month by each child, thus enabling the 
supervisor to compare her record with the teachers’ record, and note progress 
since the last visit. 

In the villages we find it depends entirely on the kind of a teacher we have. 
One village where a fine old retired Preacher spends much time among the people 
where his school is located, has been almost transformed from its former state of 
indifference and ignorance. When driving in the city recently a man on the road 
recognizing us, ran for some distance after our gari calling loudly for us to stop. 
He wanted to tell us that he belonged to this village where the school was and 
said that the children of the schoo! were eagerly awaiting some slates which had 
recently been promised them. In some schools the bigger boys are beginning to 
want supplementary reading matter and some time back several big boys subscribed 
for the Kawkab in their own names. 

In the far distant villages, especially where there are new Christians, the 
fathers and sometimes tne motners also are present with the children at times of 
the Evangelist’s visits, always eager to tell wnat they Know as well as what their 
Children Know, and quite ready to buy the new Readers offered for sale. Evening 
classes are sometimes neld for tnese parents, to teach Bible Stories, etc. In one of 
these far off villagesa Biole Woman walks about two miles daily to teach 11 
pupils—men, women and children. At my last visitone of the men produced a 
huge copy of the Bible in Hindi and asked to read from it to me. He had learned to 
read in this school and was immensely proud of his achievement. He said he read 
to the Muhalla people frequently from it.

Report of the Church Finance Committee. 


The committee held sessions on January 20 and 21, at Bareilly. M. L- 
Lorenzo, the Convener, cailed the committee to order. The following officers

4. ‘To consider ways and means for presenting these benevolences to the 
Church and raising the required sums :—A. Gulbab, M. L. Lorenzo, N. L. Singh, 
Prabhu Dass. 

These sub-committees presented their reports to the general committee and 
the following recommendations were passed:— ! 

1, The sum of Rupees 4,200 was approved as the sum required from the 
church for the payment of the mission claimants’ pensions. This when added to 
the monies due from interest and other sources willbring the total to Rs. 5,328. 
The list of those to received pensions and the amount eacn was to receive was 
read and approved and is printed elsewhere in the conference minutes. 

As there was not sufficient time to frame rules with regard to the giving of 
pensions this matter was committed to a sub-committee which is to report at the 
mid year meeting. The members of this sub-committee are C. D. Rockey, A.

seein fae tatse edevalorices The committee considers the following benevol- 
ences to be essential and presents herewith its estimate of the amount that should 
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be raised for each cause together with the apportionment of the amount desired 
to the various districts. Only the total apportionment of each district is shown, 
giving inalump sum all that is required for the complete list of benevolences 
including Conference and Mission Claimants. The detailed apportionment for 
each coliection is being sent to each superintendent for his guidance. Itis urged 
that every effort be made to raise the apportionment. Persons who desire to 
support other causes not contained in this list should feel free to do so, but should 
not forget their obligations to the general benevolences of the church.

3. As the time is approaching for our church in India to be self-supporting 
and independent, and as the help coming from America will tend to decrease and 
eventually disappear we ought to adopt measures which will build up the spirit 
of self-support in the churches and also increase our contriburions to the various 
benevolences connected with the Indian church. We wish to impress on the whole 
membership of our Church, ministers and Jaymen alike, the need of realizing the 
difficulties and obstacles that face us. We recognize the spiritual values in 
tithing and urge our members to avail themselves of its spiritual benefits for 
themselves while at the same time helping tostrengthen the foundation of th 
Church so that it may really become self-supporting and fully independent. To 
this end we make the following recommendations and urge their prayerful adop- 
tion on the members of the church in India. 


(a) Every Christian realizing the value and importance of tithing should 
become a tither. 

(6) Those who for any worthy reason are unable to give their tithes are 
urged to support the Cburch by giving ati least one anna per rupee 
of income, this amount to be divided between pastoral support 
and the support of the various benevolences. 

(c) We urge the heads of various departments and institutions, all 
persons through whom tithes or other subscriptions are collected 
or paid, under no circumstances to keep the money with them or 
spend any portion of it without the sanction of the Board of 
Stewards or regular committee designated to handle these mat- 
ters, as with the Board of Stewards lies the responsibility for 
collecting and administering such funds. 

(d) Anv Chureh or indlvidual or community that desires to send dona- 
tions or subscriptions direct to anv of these benevolences is free to 
do so and is urged to send intimation of such gift to the treasurer, 
E. T. Frey, so that he may include the sum in his report. District 
superintendents are urged to include such sums in their statis- 
tical reports, and also to intimate to the treasurer any monies 
sent direct. 

(c) The Women’s Conference and the Board of Education and all 
Laymen’s associations are requested to co-operate most heartily in 
this attempt and campaign to get the church unified in its support 
of the programme. Mrs. Titus was asked to present the matter 
to the Woman’s Conference, and N. Jordan was appointed to 
present it to the Board of Nducation. 
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(f) In pushing the matter of pastoral support and giving to benevolences 
on the part of village Christians it is urged that as far as possible 
every effort should be made to make it customary for special 
donations to be given by them on special occasions such as birth, 
baptism, marriage and other festive occasions. 

4.. Land Acquisition. At the time of the discussion of this subject Bishop 
Robinson, M. T. Titus E. M. Moffatt and J. N. Hollister were also present 
and took part. After a thorough discussion of the various aspects of the case it 
was decided to postpone further consideration till another meeting of the com- 
mittee. 

5. C. D. Rockey, A. Gulab and E. T. Frey were appointed a sub-committee 
to prepare a pamphlet of general information containing the necessary particulars 
for the membership of the church, indicating the purpose of the various benevol- 
ences, and other requisite information.

Statistical Report of the North India 
Conference for 1929. 


Accuracy or inaccuracy in statistic depends in the first instance on the 
accuracy or inaccuracy of Preachers-in-Charge in tabulating figures and keeping 
up to date and in order their Church Registers. Lt also depends on the care with 
which District Superintendents make their returns. This year there has been a 
drop down in this connection and we have been given no little trouble in making 
corrections. One district failed entirely to report one of its large educational 
institutions and as these figures were not forthcoming the figures of last year have 
been inserted. ‘ 

In his rounds of a large district, the writer has found that the boys and 
girls in attendance at the central schools were enrolled in the statistics of the 
Central Circuit as in the circuits from which they came. This condition probably 
exists in other such districts and should be given careful attention. In many 
circuits members were shown on the rolls who had lony since passed to the other 
world, and @ number who had migrated to other circuits were shown on both 
circuits. Such carelessness as this woefully misinterprets our statistical standing 
when returns are made. I would suggest that we adopt the policy of constituting 
a strong Committee at each District Conference to examine all circuit records 
from year to year and make reports of negligence in this connection. 

Some of the interesting facts that may be drawn froma study of the statis- 
tical sheets are the following,— . 

Church Finances.—The total property valuation of the Conference is 44,64,508 
and of this amount the W.F, M.S. owa Rs. 12,54,038. On this property there 
is a debt of 2,19,548 rupees, leaving net property assets for the Conference of 
Rs. 42,44,960. Taking this capitalization into consideration the work of the Con- 
ference may be classed as ‘‘big business.’’ The indigenous income for all types of 
evangelistic work in the Conference for the year has been Rs, 39,819, or a gain of 
Rs. 1,873 over last year. 

School Finances.—H/xcluding; mission appropriations we have received from all 
sources for our educational work Rs. 4,39,129. We pause and wonder if in view of 
this enormous expenditure on the maintaining of our schools we are receiving 
adequate returns in terms of Christian Character and efficiency, in our Christian 
Community. 

Church Membership and work.—Our Christian Community now stands at 
92 011, which is a gain of 1667 for the year under review. Of this number Children 
number 30,705. We have baptized during the year 2628 children under twelve 
years of age, and 899 adults, making a total of 3,527 baptisms, a drop of 1878 over 
the previous year. 

We have 699 Sunday Schools with an attendance of 20,910 scholars, we have 
64 Epworth Leagues of all kinds with an attendance of 2446. Both Sunday Schools 
and Epworth Leagues show a decrease over last. year. 

Total Christian workers of all classes stands at 1194 a decrease of 86 over last 
year. Paid workers have decreased from 1046 last year to 971 this year. 

Educational Statistics We maintain 89 schools for boys and 80 schools for 
ee a total of 169. We havea total of 509 teachers, 48 foreign and 461 Indian. 

f this number 387 are Christians. 195 teachers are trained. We have enrolled in 
our schools 5,311 boys and 2,511 girls, a total enrollment of 7,822 boys and girls. In 
our 33 hostels we have enrolled 1,481 boys and 1,373 girls, or 2,754 hostel residents,

Memorials to Central Conference 
I. On Church Union. 


We welcome the movement in Northern India looking toward the union of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Southern Asia with the United Church)of India, North : 
and we are grateful! to the General Assembly of the latter Church, which at its recent 
meeting in Lahore adopted helpful proposals looking toward the consummation of 
union. 

We believe that-in spirit and in purpose these two members of the body of Christ 
are already one, and that acloser and fuller practical co-operation through some form 
of union will hasten the realization of Christ’s Kingdom in this land. 

We believe that the first practical steps which might be taken toward the reali- 
zation of this closer and fuller form of union may be outlined as follows: 

1. That the Central Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church of Southern 
Asia in its next session should invite the General Assembly of the United Church of 
India, North to Join with it in appointing a joint-commission, This joint-commission 
should be instructed to draw up a constitution of federation or co-operation of the two 
churches in a General Council, which under this constitution should be composed of 
representatives from the several Annual Conferences and Synods of the respective 
churches ; and of such other ex-officio members in equal numbers from each church as 
may be ato poe ae Kee: 

2. This General Council should seek to explore all possible av ingi 
about closer and more effective union between the two sfhnhes: and abeuld wyatt 
of all pee modes of Gao peeseion baa cet existing conditions. 

: e constitution of this General Council should become operati i- 
fication by the several Annual Conferences and Lay Electoral Gatiee, a 
Methodist Church, and by the Synods of the United Church of India, North. 

We the members of tne North India Conference, do hereby memorialize the 
Central Conference of Southern Asia at its next session to adopt this mode of proce- 
dure, which would make possible closer co-operation in the immediate future while

Daily Proceedings. 
FIRST DAY. 


Bareilly, Wednesday, 4th February, 1931 


Opening Exercises.—The North India Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church met in its Sixty-Seventh Annual Session in the Bareilly Methodist Epis- 
copal Church at Noon on Wednesday the 6th of February, 1931. Having in mind 
his long association and many relations with the North india Conference and the 
work in this city where our work began it was peculiarly fitting that this should 
be the first Conference in which our newly elected bishop exercised the full 
powers of both resident and presiding bishop. Bishop Jashwant Rao Chitambar 
M.A.. D.D., announced Hymn number 279 after the singing of which Ephesians 
3: 14.21 was read and the Congregation was led in prayer by M.W. Branch. The 
Woman’s Conference also was present. 


Roll Call.—The Secretary of last year’s session called the roll to which fifty- 
five Klders in full connection and seven preachers-on-trial responded. At the 
Bishop’s request the Conference arose while the Secretary called the names of 
foar members who had answered another and final roll call. Then followed a few 
moments of silent prayer in remembrance of these departed brethren: F. W. 
Greenwold, H. L. Mukerji, Warren M. Scott, B. R. L. Chopra. 


Secretaries.—H. A. Hanson and C, Stanley Thoburn were nominated for Sec- 
retary by H. H. Weak and C. D. Rockey respectively. The vote being taken the 
former was declared elected. He nominated R. S. Wilkinson and T. Joel as 
assistants. They were approved. 


Statistical Secretary—On nomination by M. W. Branch, Dan Singh was 
elected Statistical Secretary to take over the work when Mr. Branch has com- 
pleted ‘the work for this year. 


Conference Treasurer —On nomination of C. D. Rockey, EB T. Frey was re- 
elected Conference Treasurer. 


Official Programme.—On motion of Kimani Rudra the printed programme 
was made the official programme with such minor adjustments as might be need- 
ed from time to time. 


Conference Bar.—On motion of H. H. Weak it was voted that the first six 
benches in the body of the church and the first three in the wing to the right of 
the Chair be designated as within the bar of the Conference, provided that, for 
the purposes of joint sessions three additional benches in the body of the church 
be so designated. 


Greetings.—On motion of H. H. Weak the Secretary was directed to send 
the greetings of this Conference to the Northwest India Conference which is now 
in session under the presidency of Bishop Robinson, our former resident bishop. 


Question Two.— Bishop Chitambar announced the transfer of H. J. Sheets to 
this Conference from Lucknow. Mr. and Mrs. Sheets, introduced, were given a 
very hearty welcome. 


Greetings.—The secretary read letters from Drs. L. A. Core and J. N. West. 
The Conference received these with much interest and directed the sending of 
suitable replies conveying our hearty greetings. 


Conference Relations.—C. D. Rockey moved that Dr. Core’s request to be 
placed in the retired relation be referred to the Conference Relations Committee. 
This was done and by common consent Dr. West’s desire to be retained in the 
active relation was acceded to. 


Introductions.—The following persons were presented by the individuals indi- 
cated for introduction to the Conference: Rev and Mrs. H. J. Sheets, the Misses 
Bacon, Argus and Dr. Albertson by J. W. Nave, Miss McCartney by P. L. Lyall, 
Miss Emery by M. T. Titus, Dr. Greene by Mrs E.S. Jones, Miss Winslow by 
Miss Bacon; Miss Donohue by Miss Kennard, Dr. and Mrs. G. H. Betts by C. D 
Rockey; Mrs. P.L. Lyall by Mrs. M.T. Titus; Mrs. J.R. Chitambar by H. J. 
Sheets; Miss Ogilvie by M.T. Titus, N. Jordan, D. D. Pant, EB. M. Phillips, S. B, 
Tewarson, Henry Wilson and T. Gowan by G. 8, Thomson and others, 
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Conégratulations.—On E. T. Frey’s suggestion Miss Dunn was called forward 
to receive birthday congratulations. G. B. Thomson called attention to the signal 
honour conferred on H. H. Weak by Government in the Kaiser-i-Hind Medal, First 
Class. The Conference expressed hearty appreciation. 


State of the Church.—In accordance with the official programme the Bishop 
called for the Report of the Committtee on the State of the Church. Dan Singh 
read the report which was:then fully discussed. After the departure of the Mem- 
bers of the Women’s Conference discussion was resumed, the time given to each 
Speaker being limited to three minutes on motion of N. L. Singh. On motion the 
report was accepted. (See Reports.) 


Adjournment.—The time having expired the Conference adjourned, after 
announcements, with the benedication by G. H. Frey. 


FIRST DAY. 
Second Session 


Joint Session.— Bishop Chitambar, presiding, called the Joint Session to order 
at 5: 30 to listen to a report of ‘‘Some actions of Central Conference which are 
significant for our Conference.’’? Hymn No. 791 was sung and K. Wilkinson led in 
prayer. M.T. Titus spoke of Memorials to General Conference asking for fuller 
powers for the Central Conference including election of bishops as required. B.S. 
Roberts referred to action calling for better Sabbath observance, for more careful 
keeping of church records, and drew attention to action looking toward the ap- 
pointment of Indian ministers in our English-speaking churches. He also indi- 
cated the opinion of the Central Conference as opposed to cutting off our Chris- 
tians from their non-Christian neighbours and as urging the putting of our educa- 
tion for boys ona better basis as compared with that for girls. Miss Phillips 
brought out the advanced steps taken for admission of Indian women to our 
Women’s Conferences. BH. T. Frey spoke of the action taken to appoint an Indian 
Educational Secretary and the consolidation of Boards of General and Religious 
Education under one Board of Christian Education. He also told of the election 
of our new Bishop and the provisions made for his support. 

Bishop Chitambar referred to the steps taken to organise an evangelistic 
campaign. After announcements the meeting adjourned with the benediction by 
W. T. Speake. 


SECOND DAY. 


Bareilly, Thursday, 5th February, 1931. 


Opening Exercises.—Bishop Chitambar called the Conference to order at 12 
o’clock on Thursday the 5th of February in the Church. Hymn No. 30 was sung 
after which Mangal Singh read the Second Chapter of First Peter and led in 
prayer. 

Introduction—Dr. R. D. Wellons, Acting Principal of Lucknow Christian Col- 
lege, was introduced and in view of the necessity of leaving early, on motion. of 
H.J. Sheets he was given the opportunity of presenting his report on the College 
before the reading of the minutes.

‘Che great interest taken in the subject was further evidenced by the 
number of additional speakers who took the opportunity to use the few remaining 
minutes to add their thoughts. After singing ‘‘Yisu Masih mere pran oach aiya”’ 
the meeting was adjourned with the benediction by H, A. Hanson.

Under part (6) In Studies of the Second Year? the following names 
were called, the report of the Board of Ministerial training and Conference Rela- 
tions Committee heard, their characters passed, on motion of their respective 
District Superintendents they were continued in the studies of the second year 
and their reports heard: — Kama David (failed in two subjects,) Piyare Lall (failed 
in two subjects,) Samuel K. Singh (failed in one subject, allowed to take 3rd year 
examinations.) Gumani D. Wilson (failed in three subjects.) Under part (c) In 
Studies of the Third Year?

Our sympathy 
in your and nation’s loss and our prayers that the Working Committee may be 
guided aright in decisions regarding Round ‘Lable proposal.

Hanson the report was accepted with hearty thanks and it was directed that a 
copy be sent to the Board of Governors through the Principal with the request 
that they give it careful consideration as the Conference is not satisfied with the 
way the Seminary is meeting the situation as it is to-day in our work. On motion 
of M. T. Titus the following resolution was passed. In view of the momentous 
changes taking place in the national life of India, and also in view of the com- 
prehensive survey which is being made by the Laymen’s Inquiry Commission, and 
another which has been ordered by the recent Central Conference for the purpose 
of appraising our Mission work with the object of presenting to the church both 
in America and India an adequate challenge for a forward advance; and further, 
in view of the proposed union between our church and the United Church of 
Northern India, all of which things call for the most careful scrutiny of our 
Church and Mission enterprises. 


Therefore, RESOLVED, that we request Bishops Robinson and Chitambar 
to appoint a committee composed of three from each of the four conferences 
concerned : Luckuow, North India, Northwest India and Indus River, so that 
there shall be one Indian minister, one missionary and one woman District 
Evangelist from each conference, which committee shall consider the matter of 
the Bareilly Theological Seminary in its relation to all the pertinent circum- 
stances, and report with such suggestions as they may deem advisable to the next 
meeting of the Board of Governors to be held in May next, it being understood 
that the two Bishops concerned will be members of the Committee ex-officio. 


And be it further resolved that we request the two Bishops to endeavour to 
arrange as soon as possible for a joint meeting between this committee and a 
similar committee from the missions and churches cooperating in the Union 
Theological College, Saharanpur to arrange for the closer co-operation or union 
in Theological education in Northern India, which matter has already been 
engaging the favourable attention of Committees of these two institutions and in 
connection with which considerable progress has been made. 


On motion of H. J. Sheets the Secretary was ordered tosend one copy of the 
Report of the visitors to this inter Conference Committee.

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District Superintendents’ Reports. 


BAREILLY DISTRICT, 1930. 
J. W. Nave, District Superintendent. . 


It is with a deep sense of regret that I attempt togive an account of my 
stewardship, because there has been so few tangible results. Much of this year 
has been given to getting acquainted with and studying this new field and work. 

The work of the District has suffered to some extent during the year from 
illness among our co-workers, Hardly a worker in the whole District has escaped 
the ravage of malaria fever. Many have suffered for weeks, some for months and 
two have succumbed under the powers of this dreadful enemy of our village peo- 
ple. Too, Mrs, Nave was ill for severa) months. In the face of these handicaps 
God has been good to us and we have many reasons to believe that he is blessing 
our efforts. 


The District Staff Missionaries. 


There have been many changes and additions in the personnel of our mission- 
aries this year. We welcome most heartily the returnof Rev. and Mrs. H. J. 
Sheets and Miss Edna Bacon from furlough. Rev. Sheets joined the staff of 
the Theological Seminary and Miss Bacon relieves Miss Vera Parks of the heavy 
responsibilities of the Warne Baby Fold. The whole District joins in a big hearty 
welcome to Miss Florence Argus, R. N., and Miss Miriam Albertsen, M.D.. our 
pew missionaries. These good ladies greatly strengthened the Staff of the Clara 
Swain Hospital, We all greatly regret the transfer of Rev. and Mrs. C.S. Tho- 
burn but feel sure the English Church at Naini Tal is greatly profiting by our 
loss. 


Indian Workers. 


Our staff has been further strengthened with the coming of Miss Irene Bobb 
as hostel manager of the girls’ school at Shahjahanpur; Mr. R. S. Charan as 
Headmaster or the Abbie Bich High School; Rev. and Mrs. Dan Singh and Mr. 
Falls to the Theological Seminary; Miss Stephens to the girls’ school, Bareilly: 
Miss Grundy; Mr. Samuel Peters; Mr. Har Singh and a number of Bible readers to 
our village workers. We welcome all these good people into our midst and wish 
them God’s blessing in their work. 

I wish to pause here long enough to pay tribute to Rev. A. Gulab, my 
assistant, and pastor of our Hiddustani Church, Bareilly. Heis one man who is 
always ready tosing, preach, pray, goandhelp. Also we cannot forget particular 
mention of the special help rendered in the quarterlies and chaudhri meetings by 
both Rey. M. L. Lorenzo and Rev. A. Gulab. 


Evangelistic Work—Spiritual Progress. 


It has been my privilege to goover the District several times this year and 
I have been impressed by the spirit of harmony, devotion and the willingness to 
sacrifice on the part of our workers. ‘The spiritual note has been sounded in all 
our meetings In the villages. Revival month was observed and a number took 
their first stand for Christ and many were greatly blessed. All our workers have 
shown a fine spirit of co-operation without which spiritual progress could not be 
possible. This fine spirit of co-operation has not been marred by the political 
unrest felt by all and the knowledge of a possible further reduction in our work 

Misses Honnell and Calkins report a revival in their school which broke out 
largely as a result of the life and message of Miss Joel, the daughter of Rev. 
Thomas Joel. This revival has been in progress for some time and has completely 
transformed the spirit and attitude of the girls. 

Misses Peters and Bobb state regarding the girls’ school Shahjahanpur, that 
the spiritual life is not neglected for we take time for quiet and meditation. Also 
a prayer room has been prepared with the money the girls and teachers have 
BLO: Weekly class prayer meetings are considered very helpful, and the senior 

eachers take charge of these.

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District Conference. 


_The District Conference assembled at Bareilly on the 5th of November and 
closed on the llth. The emphasis was placed upon deepening the spiritual life, 
village uplift, self-support and preparing our village workers for the immediate 
task before them Our objective was to teach our village workers to relate Christ, 
his principles and teachings to the village life in which they live. 1t was a time of 
blessing, helpfulness and uplift for ali our village workers and they are at their 
tasks with a new determination. One result of the discussions on self-support is 
worthy of note; seven men came to me during the conference and volunteered to 
gO On self-support—four on entire self-support so far as the man’s salary is con- 
cerned and three on partial support. Even though it is taking a few months to 
make this adjustment it is a real step in the right direction. 


Training of Village Readers. 


_ If we have emphasized any particular line of work this year it has been the 
training of village leaders, and still we have just made a beginning. We believe 
Unis movement to train village lay-leaders to ve one of the most significant move- 
ments. looking toward an indigenous, self-supporting, and therefore a seif-respect- 
ing church, in the history of our work in India. Our plans are to place double 
euphasis upon this work the coming year, because this phase of our church build- 
1ug, and evangelism has been greatly neglected. Our yoal isa Christian village 
leader for every villaye in which Christians live. 


W. FEF. M. S. Evangelists. 


Miss O. E. Kennzrd has been responsible for the Bareilly and Pilibhit end of 
our District and she, along with her splendid staff of co-workers, are doiny accept- 
able work in the Muhallas and villages throughout her area She has done much to 
build up the village schools. 

Miss Ethel Calkins has been responsible for the evangelistic work of the 
Shahjabanpur side of our District, but owing to the pressure of school work in 
tne Bareilly girls’ school to which she was appointed also, she has not been able 
to do extensive touring. However, she visited all the central places in her area 
once, and nas been Keenly interested in developing village schools, 


Institutions: The Warne Baby Fold. 


Miss V. EK. Parks. Superintendent of the Warne Baby Fold, together with 
her co-worker, Miss Tanner have worked very hard for the past year to wipe out 
the large debt on the building, and through good mangement and rigid economy 
the debt has been eliminated, aad a good balance is reported. She is leaving us 
to take up equally heavy responsibilities in the Almora girls’ school. Although we 
are very sorry to lose her we welcome most heartily Miss Edna Bacon to fill her 
place. : 


Miss Parks reports as follows:— 


At present the Warne Baby Fold has an enrolment of 45. Of this number, 
19 are in infant ward, 11 in toddlers ward, and1lin the Hocker Memorial Ward. 

Two changes in the staff have occurred. Mrs. Mayall, who had been matron 
for five years, retired on pension in February. Miss Frances, kindergarten teacher 
for two years, was married in June | : 

Miss Tanner, honorary missionary, has filled a big place in the institution. 
Her close supervision of the children and her sympathetic understanding of the 
girls, in spite of language barriers, have made her services indispensible and she 
will continue to work with Miss Bacon who returns from furlough. 

A training class of twelve girls have the practical care of the children. 
They have evening classes in English, bandaging, sewing, the care and feeding of 

ldren, and ethics. 

2 Sfetee Nellie Singh, who has been in charge of Infant Ward fora year and 
a half, continues to give very efficient service. We appreciate the help from the 
hospital. At present three student nurses are assisting in night yduty, feeding 
room, and in the sick ward. Weare much indebted to Dr. Chase for her medical 
supervision. 


Ciara Swain Hospital. 
Our womens’ hospital reports one of the best years in its history. There 


a time when the hospital was so efficiently staffed. The recent coming 
of Dr. Miriam Albertsen and Miss Florence Argus R. N. has greatly strengthened 
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the hospital personel. At present the hospital staff is composed of two Amert- 
ican Doctors, three American Nurses, and one American business manager; one 
Indian Lady Doctor and a splendid staff of Indian Nurses. Miss Lorenz, R. N., 
is in charge of the nurses training school. Miss Crawford is taking the responsi- 
bility of the business side of the work and Miss Westrup R. N. is in charge of the 
hospital extension work and is doing very effective work in conducting clinics in 
the nearby villages and muhallas. 


Miss Bertha Chase M.D., reports that 722 in-patients and 10,500 out-patients 
have been treated at the hospital. hey have made 190 out calls, and performed 
five major and 109 minor operations. They have received Rs. 3,496 in fees from 
the dispensary and in-patients They are ‘not only interested in the physical 
betterment but the moral uplift as well. A Bible-reader is kept busy giving the 
message of Divine Healing to the patients as they wait for services at the dispen- 
sary. The nurses are given reiigious instructions also. 


Bareilly Girls’ School. 


Misses Honnell and Calkins report a real encouraging year with the 208 girls , 
for whom they are responsible. There is a real spiritual awakening in the school 
and the girls are finding Christ and are witnessing vital religious experiences. 
The girls attend the church and prayer services regularly and take an active part. 

’ ‘Their staff is composed of thirteen teachers anda trained nurse. Miss 
Stephens has just joined the school as first assistant and has entered very enthusi- 
aad into her work. She is proving a very valuable addition to the school 
stafl. 

The new girls’ schoo! building is now being constructed under Miss Hon- 
nell’s able directions. 


Boys’ City Mission School. 


Mr. J. C. Chatterjee, the Headmaster, states that the school isnow entirely 
self-supporting, and the credit is due to Mr. Chatterjee’s efficient services and 
tireless efforts. He makes the following statements in his report: 

“Our school continues to flourish. Out of 235 boys reading in the school 
fifteen are Christians and eight out of fifteen teachers are Christians. 

‘‘Alalf an hour before the commencement of school is set apart for scripture 
teaching and each class is taught the course fixed for it in Clayton’s Graded Bible 
Lessons, by a Christian teacher daily. Besides this, Sunday School is held every 
Sunday, and many boys attend it regularly.” 


Bareilly Theological Seminary. 


The Reverend J. Devadasan, Principal of the Theological Seminary, states, 
“There are 37 students in the Bareilly Theological Seminary. Increasing emphasis 
is being Jaid on practical work. Six Night Schools are being conducted by the stu- 
dents mostly for children of the depressed classes. Saturdays and Sundays are 
devoted to preaching and teaching work inthe city andits vicinity. Twice a 
week in the winter months the Gospel message is proclaimed in the hall and from 
the steps of the City School. A small pastorate has been established, and is being 
well cared for in a colony of Christian Staff and servants of a Government Im- 
perial Institute in the Suburb of Bareilly. The Rev. Dan Singh Chaudhry has 
been appointed to the Seminary and is doing good work. The return from fur- 
lough of the Rev. and Mrs. H. J. Sheets has been hailed with delight. The 
Seminary looks forward to new development along the line of assuming larger 
responsibilities in the District work. Owing to continued illness of Mrs. Deva- 
dasan, Mrs. Sheets has taken over charge of the Women’s School, and is bestowing 
her usual care and interest calculated to increase its efficiency in all directions.”’ 


Shahjahanpur Schools. 


Rev. H. A. Hanson, the manager of the Abbie Rich High School and the 
Lodhipur Community School, reports as follows: 

“The year just past in the Abbie Rich High School has seen the return of 
our former Headmaster. Mr. R.S. Charan. He left about four years ago, having 
served the School previously for about 17 years, July showed a good increase in the 
enrolment which rose up to 612, a number which has been equalled only once in 
our history. 

“It was with much regret that we learned late in July of the death of our 
former Headmaster, the Rev. B. R.L. Choprain Moradabad. The symapthy of 
the whole Institution goes out to the bereaved family. ; 
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“‘Our school has been most fortunate in the matter of Congress activities. 
The Government High School suffered much worse than ours. In fact only on 
three or four occasions were any students kept away, and then, in relatively small 
numbers. The staff has been thoroughly loyal to its work and the Headmaster 
has kept a steady hand on things throughout. 


Lodhipur Community School. 


‘“Duriog this past year Lodhipur Community School for the first time for 
many years had some of its students complete the Highth class work in Lodhbipur 
and go on to the High School. In July we had an increased enrolment of boys 
both in the Hostel and the Middle School, the rest being enrolled here. 

‘The health of the boys has been very good. For this we are deeply thank- 
ful. Our Staff also has been strengthened. We have built a new granary and a 
new flush latrine with septic tanx for the hostel. 

“The crops have been good and the gardens have produced an abundance 
of vegetables. We are just about to get our first water from the great Sarda Canal 
system. Our own channels are nearly ready. We hope to have even better crops 
when this iscompleted. The boys are being brought up with the idea that work 
is respectable. : 

“On the 3rd of April we observed Thanksgiving Day with a special common 
dinner for the more than two hundred people of the compound. We also had a 
programme in which we stressed appreciation of God’s providence for us. We are 
deeply impressed with the fact of His goodness to us, and the day gave fitting ex- 
pression to that feeling. We believe that Indian Christians should establish and 
observe such a day annually.’’ 


Christian Girls’ School. 


Miss Yasmin Peters, the manager of the Christian Girls’ School, Shabjahan 
pur, reports a very successful and interesting year. This is the first year that this 
school has been entirely under Indian management and Miss Peters and her co- 
worker Miss Irene Bobb have demonstrated that they have initiative and are 
real leaders. Miss Peters reports as follows: 

“To mould the lives and to build the characters of girls and boys is the 
noblest and the highest klnd of work one can do. Itis for this that we consider 
our Institution exists. There are 205 girls in the school of which 35 are day 
scholars, thirty-one girls are in the seventh and eighth classes. Most of these are 
out side our district, The teaching staff consisrs of sixteen teachers. We not 
only teach subjects of the curriculum that are compulsory, but we also teach sing- 
ing and Indian music, such as sitar and harmonium. Spinning is taught an char- 
khas as well on ‘taklis’ and ‘niwar’ making, ‘salma sitara’ and embroidery is taught 
also. Miss Bobb is the hostel manager. We have started the family system of 
living in the hostel. The larger girls are divided into eight families, each family 
consisting of about nine or ten members. Hach family has a room anda kitchen 
toitself. in the arithmeticclass the families make out the menu for the week 
and estimate the amount of materials they will need for cooking for the week. 
Once a week they buy all the things they need for cooking. They buy the veget- 
ables daily. We have found this way very satisfactory and practical because the 
girls learn how to keep a home.” 

In conclusion, 1 wish to thank all my co-workers in the District for their 
splendid co-operation and our good friends in America for making this work pos- 
sible through their sacrificial giving. Our years’ work has been far from satisfac- 
tory to ourselves, but on the whole we are encouraged to press forward to another 
year with hope and faith, and in the name of him who has never failed us. 


BIJNOR DISTRICT. 
G. B. THomson, District Superintendent, 


Leaving a station and going to a new place brings many new experiences. I 
was transferred from Rampur District to the Bijnor District on the first of Feb- 
ruary, 1930. It was painful to leave the friends and co-workers with whom we 
had worked for two years. But we had the consolation and joy of working on a 
field where such saintly men as Bishops Thoburn and Parker, Dr. Messmore, Dr. 
Gill, Rev. Mansell, and Rev. Rockey had worked so faithfully in days gone by. 
God has given us a unique privilege and it is our desire to use this opportunity 
to the best of our ability in making known the name of Christ to even the most 
remote corner of the District. .This glorious work, for the sake of which devoted 
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men have laid down their lives, should be accomplished with earnestness and 
consecration. 

My wife and I reached Bijnor on the First of February. The Second of 
February, which was Sunday, was spent in prayer for strength to do His work 
in the new district. I took over charge of the district on the Third of February 
from Rev. H. H. Weak, pow Superintendent uf Garhwal District. net: 

The year has been largely spent in getting acquainted with the district and 
rok co-workers, and studying the facilities of work, and the needs of the 
istrict. : 

I have toured throughout the whole district five times.alone and twice with 
Mrs. Thomson and Miss Dunn, our District Evangelist. Travelling over the 
district is made difficult owing to the lack of good roads. There are only 39 miles 
of metalled roads in the whole district, one road connecting Bijnor with Nagina, 
and one between the towns of Seohara and Chandpur. A loop line, opened by the 
East Indian Railway, between Najibabad and Bijnor has greatly facilitated our 
work and has made Kiratpur, Jhalu, Haldaur, and Chandpur, al! mission stations, 
easy of access. - 

Our Christian Community.—315 persons were baptized during the year under re- 
view. The total number of Christians in the district is 14,049. There does not 
seem to be much progress in the number of Christians in comparison with that 
of the preceding years. ‘This is due to the fact that in previous years the workers 
were too eager to baptize persons without proper training, with the result that 
hundreds of Chamars whose names are written in the Church registers now deny 
that they were ever baptized. However, there are hundreds of village Christians 
who are true witnesses for Christ, in whose lives the radiance of Christian love 
and faith shine forth. I have met several old people who were baptized by 
Bishop Parker. They were able to repeat Bible teachings taught by him and his 
memory was still fresh in their hearts. Several others baptized by Rev. Gill and 
Dr. Mansell still remember and revere these missionaries who are no more with 
them. ‘his is a great field and there is a great opportunity for spreading the 
Gospel of Christ, if we, the workers, do the Master’s work in truth, righteousness 
and purity, through the power of the Holy Spirit. 

There is a good deal of unrest in this district owing to the civil disobedience 
’ movement, as there is every where throughout India. She wants to be free from 
a foreign government. Her aim is a legitimate one but she cannot be free unless 
the Son makes her free. What the Biole says is true, ‘‘'The Son shall make you 
free.’ Itisa very critical time and there should be hundreds of workers in the 
district to carry this message of freedom but, alas! the number of workers is very 
small and this fact makes it impossible to carry on the work as it should be 
carried on, at this opportune time. For lack of funds no new workers can be 
employed. 

‘The sadar church of Bijnor isa self-supporting one. Rs. 1690 were collected for 
Pastoral Support and other collections. There are 80 Suaday School .witha mem- 
bership of 1872, four Senior Leagues with 113 members and two Junior Leagues 
with 110 members. 

Our Co- Workers.—In all we have seventy-two paid workers, both men and 
women. Our great need is for better trained workers. We need also village 
Chaudhris to make the village churches self-supporting. This year I have tried 
very hard to prepare village leaders. A training class was organised for such 
Chaudhris during our district conference in November. Fifty-two men and eight 
women attended this training class for six days. They learned a great deal and 
went back to their homes very happy. 

Evangelistic Work.—The usual evangelistic month was observed in each cir- 
cuit. Seven Bibles, nine New Testaments, 2,535 posters were sold and 17,907 
handbills were distributed. Hvery layman took an active partin this work. Mr. 
N. Hamilton, who is a lawyer and a member of our church in Bijnor, left his work 
for a week and went with us on tour and preached very forcibly to the Christians 
as well as to the non-Christians. On another occasion, Mr. EH. Singh, B.A. of 
Bijnor went with us to the Ganges Fairs, staying and helping us in selling por- 
tions and helping in the preaching and singing. I hope to have more meetings 
of this kind next year as they were a great source of blessing. 

Our School.— There are 16 village Primary Schools with an earollment of two 
hundred and sixteen children. These schools are taught by the Bible Readers. 
They are under the supervision of Miss Dunn, the District Evangelist, who has 
inspected them several times. [am glad to note that these schools are making 
good progress, Miss Dunn has been taking a great interest in these schools and 
is trying to have them maintained regularly. 

‘The Lois Lee Parker Girls school has been raised to a Middle school this year. 
Congratulations are due to Miss G. B. Doyle for this progress. There are 163 girls 
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on roll. A number of Mohammaden girls also attend. We are very thankful to 

God that this year there has been no epidemic of any kind in either school or 

hostel. In the hostel there are 83 girls, with an increase of 18 girls over that of the 

previous year. In the Vail Boys Hostel there are 27 boys. This work is under the 

ae neg of Mrs. Thomson. These boys study in Lois Lee Parker Girls 
chool. 

Property.—The mission bungalow is very old and is in a very bad condition. 
It has been partly repairedsthis year. Some property has been let out on lease to 
the W. F. M.S. for Rs. 3,500. With this money four rooms are under construction 
for the workers. Wehave some more land which cannot be used for any good 
purpose due to the lack of money. 

A Village for Christians —India is an agricultural country and therefore we 
have arranged for some land due to the untiring efforts of Mr. Hamilton. Rev. 
C. D. Rockey and Rev. E. T. Frey have botn inspected the place. 

Our District Conference.—We held our District Conference from November 
10th to 18th and had a deep spiritual experience. A number of missionaries and 
Indian friends gave us the pleasure of their company for which I wish to express 
my thanks. i 

Conclusion.—We are thankful to God for all his blessings through the year. 
The Arya Samajists and the Congress people still oppose us and seek to hinder 
our work, but we have never been disappointed, for the Lord has always been 
with us. I am looking forward to the coming year with great hope that God 
may pour forth His wonderful blessings on me and my fellow workers that we 
may do His work with added interest and unparalleled zeal. 





BUDAUN DISTRICT. 
Murray T. Titus, Superintendent. 


The Budaun District has just had another birth-day, soit is time to give an 
account of the developments of the past year. 

The Changes.—The size of our district has changed. At last Conference the 
Chandausi District was re-established, and the three circuits of Islamnagar, 
Gunnaur and Rajpura were cut off from Budaun. Asit now stands the Budaun 
District is the most compact, and most easily supervised district of the conference. 
So in this respect the change was all to the good. 

The Bible Training School has been transferred to Ghaziabad as from last 
May where it was reopened in July. For fifteen years this institution had served 
the North India, North-west India and Lucknow Conferences, but it seemed best 
to move it to the new and more adequate surroundings at Ghaziabad. A good 
class of twelve men and ten women was graduated at the end of April and they 
have gone out to work in their various districts. 

Following the closing of the Training School the buildings have been utilised 
for opening a Primary Boarding School under the care of Miss Ruth Hoath, and 
we are glad to report that 50 little boys live there as boarders from the surround- 
ing villages, and what is more we rejoice that the boys of the two large Christian 
mohullas of the city are attending the school each day from their homes so that 
we now have a central primary school with 104 Christian children enrolled. 

The Christian Community.—This numbers 17,151 and indicates a gain of 565 
as compared with last year, after making allowance for the three circuits cut off. 
The total number of baptisms was 614 of whom 93 were adults. There is no 
pressing movement of any sort in the district among the chamars or other classes, 
though there are signs of awakening in some circuits like Bisauli. 

Chaudhari Training.—In accordance with the lead given by the Delhi Area 
conference at Lahore in April, 1929 we have been doing our best to teach as many 
chaudhris as possible the prescribed course. Hxaminations were held at each of 
the quarterly conferences, and as a result 176 men gave examinations; of these, 
24 passed in the whole of the first year course. The total number of points passed 
by these 176 men was 904. The worker who had the best results was a Local 
Preacher, who had taught 12 men 95 points, and of these 12 men 7 passed the 
whole first year course of ten points. The man who stood second was an Annual 
Conference member with 74 points; and the third in order was an Hxhorter with 
10 points to his credit. A chart showing the comparison of the workers was ex- 
hibited at district conference with the result that many workers were put to 
shame and a healthy spirit of rivalry was developed. The results among the 
chaudharis themselves has been most encouraging, and we have a good number of 
men who are conducting Sunday services in their villages. 
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A New Church.—Last February there was dedicated in Bisauli a new church 

building built on the model and pattern of a mosque, but the minarets are sur- 
mounted by crosses, and the walls are decorated with Bible verses done in artistic 
Persian Urdu. About two hundred were present at the dedication, including 
many village Christians and non-Christians from the town itself. In addition to 
the regular services which are held in it, a primary school meets there too. We 
are greatly pleased with the satisfactory manner in which the plan meets our 
needs, and appeals to the Indian people as a place of worship. 

Some Other Items.—We have made little or no change in our income, the 
total raised during the year being Rs. 4876; our workers sold 3,660 portions of 
Scripture, and distributed 27,900 tracts. We have not been compelled to reduce 
our staff of Christian workers any further this year for which we are thankful; 
but even so something of our difficulties may be imagined from the fact that each 
of our thirty pastors is responsible for an average of nearly 40 villages and 500 
scattered Christians. Our only hope is in bending every energy to train village 
chaudharis to become assistant lay pastors. 

Our Schools.—In all we have fifty schools in the district. Of these 46 are 
village schools with 407 students, all of whom are Christians; two are boys board- 
ing schools, with 96 boys in residence; one is a girls’ middle boarding school with 
94 girls in residence, and the other is a Teacher Training School for girls with 17 
enrolled. We are deeply indebted to the W. F. M.S. for making it possible for 
us to have Miss Ruth Hoath to be the manager of our Boys’ Primary Boarding 
School. Miss Nellie M. West and Miss Piyari Phillips have had a good year in 
their schools, and have been rewarded by Government by being given a grant for 
their teacher training department. Rev. E. T. Frey has made some profitable 
changes in our Boys’ Middle School. He has introduced a monthly teachers’ 
meeting for the discussion of educational problems; likewise a monthly ‘‘pro- 
gramme hour’’ when the boys put on a programme; anda wholly new Bible Study 
course which is being keenly appreciated by both the boys and teachers. We are 
pleased to report that the plans and estimates for our new middle school building 
have been approved by the Government, and the project has been recommended for 
agrant. The village schools have suffered considerably from the absence of Miss 
Emery on furlough, but we are sure they will pick up speedily on her return. 
The total number of students in our schools is 800 of whom 665 are Christians, 

District Conference.—The work of the Conference was arranged so as to com- 
plete all the business in che first five days, thus leaving the last four for evange- 
listic meetings without any interruptions. The conference business was carried 
on with despatch. Two remarkable features of the conference were that we had 
no deaths among the workers, and there were no transfers made. The last four 
days were a time of blessed spiritual uplift. Rev. Robert W. Cummings was the 
speaker, and he led many into new and deeper experiences of the spiritual life. 
Many testified to the great help they received. With this spiritual note we both 
closed the old year and entered the new year with a spirit of new hope and cour- 
age in our hearts. 


CHANDAUSI DISTRICT. 
B.8. Roperts, District Superintendent. 


I was called upon to assume this great responsibility of District Superinten- 
dent just at the time when Congress movements were in full swing. So coming to 
an absolutely new sphere of service and facing new difficulties and zig-zag prob- 
lems connected with the work I naturally was somewhat discouraged at first, but 
by the grace of God I took my start and now [ feel the way quite smooth. 

Six out of 8 circuit centres are connected by rail, but 2 are far off. I had to 
do my touring throughout the district in the ordinary slow going bullock cart at 
great expense of money, time and convenience. So one, instead of arriving 
at his destination completely fresh and ready for work, is wearied out with the 
journey. 


Evangelistic Work. 


On having surveyed the district carefully I found that in 3 circuits nearly 500 
Christians turned back and joined their old communities. This sad declina 
made me to think that it was due probably to inaccessibility to Khadar places 
especially during rainy season, or lack of funds. I cannot say which is more 
responsible. 
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The number of paid workers in all these circuits has decreased while the 
number of village leaders has somewhat increased; though the speeds vary, 
but the time will soon come when the latter will be able to keep pace with the 
ormer.

The work that was opened 50 years ago amongst lowest classes seems now at 
a stand-still. Noremarkable progress has been seen during the last 10 or 12 years. 
They were the first to see the uplift from embracing the religion of Jesus. I 
am very sorry to say that for some reasons they are still to be found handcuffed 
with old rites and customs, The non-Christians don’t call them Christians, but 
they call them sweepers, because they don’tsee any difference between them. 
They treat village Christians and sweepers alike. Soin order to differentiate the 
Christians I have started the work of Brotherhood. Those who. are Christians 
must abstain from doing or taking certain things, such as, idolatory, remnants, 
coffin cloth, grain taken out of dung,old marriage customs, child marriage, and 
feast given in honour of diseased relative. One who is found guilty of doing or 
taking any of these things should either be excommunicated or fined. In several 
centres i gathered village Christian leaders and put this matter before them 
They all agreed and promised to keep up this church ordinance. I[tis a fact that 
they are not very keen to keep their word, but in some places village Christians 
have abandoned certain things. It means there is hope in them if continual and 
persistent effort be made, Iam sure of 50 p. c. success within short period. 

In order to strengthen this project I have also introduced Elder’s course and 
Quarterly lessons in my district. These are all fundamental teachings grouped 
together in a book or pamphlet. Itis very essential that every village Christian 
ought to know these things. When all village Christians will become true Chris- 
tians and all leaders will become exhorters then there will be an established self- 
supporting charch. 

It is my earnest desire to create the spiritual type of local church organiza- 
tion, which can lay fast nold of its own community problems, and lift the village 
out of its old life into new Christian ideals and forms. I understand fully that 
it is our task to carry them forward out of this half knowledge into full light of 
Christian experience. 1 don’t seek in them a good number of baptism. But my 
desire is to make them Christ-like. 


Schools. 


Our worthy and devoted District Evangelist Miss E. M. Hardiein her exten- 
sive tours was able to visit almost all our circuits and Day Schools. Her report is 
as follows:— 

‘¢ Barly in the year a tour of the District was made in company with the 
District Superintendent and his wife. This wasa special privilege as I came to 
meet new workers and see all the schools and get first-hand information, seeing 
conditions through their eyes. The bi-annual examination of the schools was 
also made at this time. We were happy over the condition of most of the schools. 
About 350 children have been under instruction. Fully half of whichis religious 
instruction. There were 24 schools. 

District Superintendent Mr. Roberts and Mrs. Roberts have wonderful oppor- 
tunities within their area and are eagerly entering into things. At the time of 
District Conference three of the Bible women came up for examination and one 
of them passed well in two years work. 

The women who are not teaching have now a definitely appointed course to 

_ teach among the Mohalla women and children, and the prizes were given those 
who passed the largest numbers in this as well as in the school work. 

The prospect for this new district are full of promise.” 


District Conference. 


The District Conference, considering its smallness, was very fine. The workers 
felt that it was their own andso did more to insure success. Our Conference was 
held during the last week of October under a Shamyana in a very beautiful grove 
owned by Mr. Cutting. A big kothi in the middle of the grove was fully occupied 
by our workers. A very interesting and instructive drama of Hari Dasi on tem- 
perance was staged by workers and Mohalla Christian friends. Special credit in 
preparing this drama is due to Mrs, Roberts, 
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The programme was a strong one, having on it Dr. M. T. Titus, Rev. M. W. 
Branch, Dr. C. D. Rockey, Rev. J. W. Nave, Rev. D. Wellington, and Rev. EH. T. 
Frey. These brothers brought fervent messages from the deep personal expe- 
riences of their own lives. 

(n conclusion, we are grateful to God for what He has been doing through us 
in pe district, and we earnestly hope that He will continue to bless us all more 
and more.

EASTERN KUMAON DISTRICT, 1930. 
P. L. LYALL, District Superintendent. 


It is my great pleasure to give the report of the Hastern Kumaon District :— 

Our hearts are full of praise and gratitude for the many blessings that our 
Lord and Master has given us during the past year. His wonderful promise as it 
is written in the Holy word ‘‘Be strong and work: for I am with you saith the 
Lord of hosts.” (Hag. 2:4) then I inwardly feel strengthened and encouraged in 
an admirable way to carry on the glorious work for the glory of His Blessed 
Name. The different activities of our work may be summarised as follows :— 


Evangelistic Work. 


The month of Evangelistic Campaign which we had from Ist to 3lst of March 
with a splendid programme which we prepared for it. Our missionaries, ladies 
and girls’ school teachers as well as our hostel boys and laymen took an active 
part in sounding forth the glorious message to the people. We had a number of 
meetings in different places of the District, which were largely attended by 
village people. Gospel portions were soldand tracts and hand-bills were freely 
distributed to the people. At the close of the month the following encouraging 
figures were obtained. 

559 meetings were held which were attended by 9570 people. 9131 tracts and 
hand-bills, 392 Gospel portions were sold and distributed. 

The Eastern Kumaon District is bounded on the North by Askot, on the 
South by Tanakpore and Khatema, on the East upto Jhulaghat on the border of 
Nepal and on the West upto the Surju River and Naini. The places of the 
District are attractive and beautiful. There are 4 big rivers which flow through 
the District and every year the melas are heldon the banks of these rivers. 
According to the Hindu ideas these rivers are considered to be sacred. There is 
a place near Lohaghat called Pachweswar where 5 rivers meet. The place is 
most important and famous for Hindu melas. 

Nearly all of the melas of the District were attended by our male and female 
workers. We had agood time in these melas; lots of preaching, selling of books 
and distributing of tracts we had among the people. [hese melas are nob. like 
those of the plains. Generally we have these religious fairs for a day and very few 
for two or three days. 

Our District is divided into 5 circuits, named, Champawat, Gangolihat, 
Kanali-chhina, Lohaghat and Pithoragarh, These places are on the main roads 
of the District. The people of these places are cultivators, and many of them 
are in military service and they have no other way to support themselves. We 
have great hope of winning these people for Christ, because they seem to be 
eager and listen to the message of Christ earnestly. I am glad to mention that we 
did not have any kind of hinderance and opposition in our work during this time 
of political agitation. 

This year we could not have training for our village people as we had last 
year, but we taught our Christians according to the course prepared by Dr.C. D. 
Rockey. I am glad to say that our people are getting stronger day by day in faith 
and Christian teachings. [am greatly rejoiced, in my repeated tours, to find 
that the work is going on nicely. Quite a number of high and low caste people 
seem to be drawing near the Kingdom of God. I thank God that our evange- 
listic work has been done successfully all over the District Slipkars and Tharus 
(low-castes) are by the thousands in this District. The work among these people 
is most important and progressive. The high caste people hate them for this 
reason, they have no other provision to improve themselves, therefore they are 
looking eagerly towards us for their personal benefit and salvation. 
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I am glad to say that during this year I appointed Mr. Uday Singh on District 
work. He is doing very good work. Out in the District he is taking keen interest 
in the evangelistic work. His violin is more helpful for melas and village 
preaching. He is a promising young man and I have great hope in him that he 
will be a great worker in the district in future. Weare planning tosend him to 
the Theological College, Jubbulpore next year. 

Our faithful and helpful District Evangelist, Miss M. L. Perrill, has done a 
very good work in the Distriet, she and her Bible-readers visited a number of 
villages and melas during the year. She held a Summer Schooi in August, 1930 
for female and male workers of the Pithoragarh circuit. Her institute was 
helpful for us all. 

Miss E. OC. Hayes of Champawat has had a hard time on account of her health 
ite old age. I thank Gad that now she is much better and able to do more for 

i 


nm. 

Mrs. Lyall is always ready to help in the District work. Owing to family 
circumstances she was not able to go out much in the District, but she isa great 
help in carryiog out the Zanana, Missionary and Temperance societies, 


Miss M. L. PERRILL WRITES:— 


‘Tn this my first year on Wastern Kumaon District I have not yet visited 
nearly all of the villages in the territory but I suppose 1 have seen enough to 
have a fairidea of the whole. High ranges, many so rocky and barren one 
wonders how the people live, for agriculture is practically the only industry. 
Low river vallies, swelteringly hot in summer, many of them very fertile. And 
all the stages between. 

Just a few fairly respectable roads where laden ponies can travel with some 
ease. The remaining trails those over which we in touring the District more 
often travel, wild and rugged, stony and steep and bramble bordered. Hard indeed 
on aaa bedding and other luggage whether moving on horse-back or on cooly- 
back. 

We have found peaple every where friendly and eager to listen to us, inspite 
of all the Swaraj propoganda which penetrates even to these distant corners. 
Every where there are some who read and I and a Bible-woman have pretty good 
success selling Bible portions and other literature, 

Most eagerly do they accept our medicines. One could spend all of every 
day dispensing even with the little knowledge I possess, provided she had the 
medicines in sufficient quantities and the inclination. Their physical needs are 
inexpressively great it is true. but even more do they need the things of the 
spirit. I wish they realized this need as keenly as the other, It is not hard to 
understand Jesus’ reluctance to have His works of bodily healing published 
abroad. 

One relapsed school has been revived this year in the Christian village of 
Jagtar. The one in Puneri has recently taken on new life with the instalment 
of a younger, trained teacher. 

1 feel the work as a whole has suffered from the going of Miss McCartney 
who was here for six years. Ones first year in any new field is necessarily 
occupied largely in seeing the needs and seeking opportunities and ways of 
meeting them. We wish we had a stereopticon and a camera. 

The medical work in Pithoragarh under the care of an Indian woman partially 
trained compounder and an elderly, also partly trained, mid-wife, has given 
effective service in many cases but we needa doctor and better hospital equip- 
ment.’’ 


Mr. BE. J. Roperts (HEAD MASTER) WRITES:— 


“The year under report covers the closing of one school year and the opening 
of another. The year 1929-30 has been marked by some events of special interest 
in the history of this school. ; 

This year we had been strict as regards the admission of new scholars. Very 
many weak applicants were turned away. Again this year some of our students 
joined the Military services during the year and thus reduced the enrolment but 
still it is higher than that of last year. 

This year we have made a remarkable change in the staffof the school. We 
have replaced one of our Assistant masters by another who is more experienced 
and worthy and also two Hindi teachers by 2 V. T. Cs. and from this April we 
have taken a separate Drill Instructor and clerk on the staff of the school. 

There has been great improvement in the school building. It has been well 
repaired with some changes and special attention was given for ventilation and 
light. The floors of the class rooms have been paved up with stones. 
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This year also we had Literary Society meetings and were largely attended 
by students and teachers. This year we also had Temperance and Hyyiene 
classes. We have Chapel and Bible classes on alternate days and Sunday School 
classes on every Saturday. 

On alternate days all classes have Physical training. 

I am glad to say that from this year we have started Scouting in the school 
and there are 18 boys on the roll. From this year, for the general interest of the 
boys, we have opened a small library where the students can utilize their spare 
time. 

As regards financial condition, the school expenses have increased consider- 
ably, and this is all due to increase in the salaries of the teaching staff, repairs 
and such other things. In connection with this I am very glad to say that the 
Government has helped this school with Rs. 1,128 as Government Aid to meet 
the expenses of the school. 

In the last Annual Examination the school showed a good result. In 
conclusion I thank the Lord that by His help and grace our school work has been 
done See cima The general condition and the discipliae of the school have 
been good.”’ 

There are some other Primary schools for boys and girls in the District. 
They have had asuccessful year of their work. According to the rule of the 
Conference school committee they sent their monthly reports of their schools. 

Boys’ Hostel:—Our boys in bostel have had a fine year The health and the 
moral tone of our boys have been good. They are happy in doing their work in 
hostel and take keen interest in preaching work in village and religious fairs. 


Miscellaneous. 
DISTRICT CONFERENOE :— 


Our District Conference was held in May from 4th to 11th, 1930. An interest- 
ing programme was prepared for the Conference. Revs. Scholberg and Cummings 
were our visitors. Their messages were very helpful and inspiring to the people. 
Really this District‘Conference was of blessing toeach of us. lam very thankful 
to Revs. Scholberg and Cummings for their coming and taking so much trouble 
in this Jong and hard journey to Pithoragarh. Rev. Scholberg gave lectures on 
I Cor. and Rev. Cummings was in charge of Pentecostal services. 

We had a Christian mela during the Conference time. A number of stalls 
of different kinds were put up. Really people enjoyed it very much. The money 
which was raised in this mela was sent to the Baby Fold, Bareilly. 

As the year closes we are glad to report some of the encouraging features of 
our work. We are grateful to our Heavenly Father that He has blessed us 
abundantly and used us for His Glorious service in this distant corner of the 
world, and we earnestly hope that He will continue to bless us more and more. 
The number of our entire community is 909. We have had 30 baptisms in the 
District this year. 3 Conference members, 6 ordained preachers, 10 Local preachers 
and 4 Exhorters We have 23 Sunday Schools with an enrolment of 855, 2 Epworth 
Leagues with a membership of 162. Our collections for all purposes amount to 
Rs. 3,332-10-0, of which Rs. 2,392 represents Ministerial support and &s. 576-10-0 
benevolences. The total! collection of Rs. 684 was fixed by the Church Finance 
Committee on our District, but we raised Rs. 850-10-0 for which we thank God. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all my friends in India and America who have 
supported me by their prayers in the work and who have been sending also 
financial support for our work. 1am thankful to my Heavenly Father that He 
granted me health and strength for His glorious service. 1 request you all to 
remember us in your prayers. 


GARHWAL DISTRICT, 1930. 
H. H. Wak, District Superintendent. 


In connection with the labours of the district I have travelled about 909 
miles, mostly on foot, and three months of the year have been spent in touring 
away from home. Fifty-three Christian families have been visited and twenty- 
one villages. About one thousand people were reached in the various meetings 
and twenty-two Scripture portions were sold. I have preached sixty times and 
delivered twelve lectures, two of these being illustrated. Not a single day has 
been lost through illness and considerable time and thought has been given in 
connection with the work of the District Board. Lowealarge debtof gratitude 
to God for all His mercies and to all my co-workers who have most loyally 
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Geopersted and freely given of their time and services whenever requested to 
0 SO. 

The Church:—Our membership which is now 1387 shows a decline of 174 from 
the figures of last year. Thisis mainly due toremovals and to the fact that in 
some circuits the children attending school had been counted twice. There were 
79 baptisms, 34 of whom were adults or new converts and 45 being children. There 
was a loss of 15 through death which is about the lowest number on record for 
any year. Among these was the Rev. F. W. Greenwold, retired member of the 
Annual Conference and one of the first graduates from our Theological Seminary 
at Bareilly. Asa young boy he was picked up after the Mutiny in 1857 and placed 
in our schoo] at Lodhipur. He had given long years to the Christian ministry and 
died triumphant in the faith of our Lord. Analyzing the membership we find 
that 232% are Probationers, 423% full members and 34% baptized children. We 
have 41 Sunday Schools with an enrolment of 792;3 Epworth Leagues with 144 
members; and 1 Junior League with an enrolmentof 51. To serve the Christian 
community and the non-Christian population of about 500,000 we have two Board 
missionaries and two of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society; eight members 
of Annual Conference; three ordained Local Preachers, one of whom is retired; 
seventeen unordained Local Preachers; fourteen Exhorters, most of whom are 
laymen; Twenty-six Teachers; and forty-six Bible Readers with one Assistant, 
making a total of 119 out of whom 92 are paid workers. Fifty-five of these are 
engaged in village Evangelistic work or in the teaching of village Primary 
Schools, the remainder the being teachers of our High and Middle Schools. 

Large portions of the District are as yet unoccupied andjin scores of villages 
the Goespe] message has never been heard. Lack of workers and funds for 
touring makes any extension very difficult if not impossible. The economic con- 
dition of our people has not materially changed but slight progress has been 
made and our Cooperative Society has increased its membership and capital and 
paid a dividend of 114 for 1929. We have been mercifully spared the visitae 
tion of Famine and Pestilence and the lower prices on grain have helped us 
through the year very materially. The increasing interest of our laymen in the 
work of the church is most encouraging. 

Hducation:—Our chureh membership in Garhwal is largely literate due to 
our effective school system and the interest in education taken by the people them- 
selves. We have one High School for boys, one Middle School for girls, and fifteen 
Primary Schools, nine of which receive grants from the District Board and are 
regularly inspected by the Educational Staff of the Board. The value of school 
plant is Rs 232, 090, and the Tuition and Hostel fees received during the past was 
Rs 11, 330 or about one-fifth of the current expenditure. Government provided 
grants to the extent of Rs 14,602 or about half of the amount provided from 
mission funds. The total number of teachers is 53 out of whom 33 or over 62% 
are Christian, and 26 have been trained. The attendance in our schools was 791 
out of whom 205 or about 25% are Christians. The two boys’ Hostels had an en- 
rolment of 130 and the girls’ Hostel 82. Allof the girlssent upfor the Govern- 
ment Middle examinations passed and nearly 60% of the boys from the Messmore 
High School were successful, which isan improvement over the previous year, 
Mr. and Mrs. G A. Chowfin have continued effectively their services in connec- 
tion with the High School and the Thoburn Hostel and Primary School. There 
has been very little sickness during the year, few accidents, and no deaths. The 
general health of the boys has been good and the sanitary conditions have been 
much improved. 

As indicated above our Girls’ School at Gadoli had a good year. Aside from 
the 82 girls resident in the Hostei there are17 girlsin attendance at various 
schools in the Plains, and 5 girls are at Tilaunia Sanatorium, making 104 girls for 
whom the school is responsible. 

Evangelism:—Aside from the month of March to April set aside for special 

- work our Preachers and workers have in the main been faithful and this isshown 
by the fact that there has been improvement in every direction; larger collections, 
increased number of baptisms, a better spirit among the people, and larger 
interest and cooperation in the activities of the church. Three Bibles, ten New 
Testaments, and 418 Gospel Portions were were sold, and 13,780 Tracts were 
distributed, During the Special revival month 247 villages were visited, 471 
meetings were held, 4,387 persons heard the message in song and story, Rs. 67 
were received in offerings, 35 Temperance pledges were taken, and 27 laymen gave 
freely of their services. Cottage prayer meetings were conducted at Pauri, and 
the work along the Pilgrim routes was carried on{regularly from our four 
centres. 

Our District Evangelist, Mrs. M, W. Gill, has played'a very important part 

in the sustained efforts of evangelism. She has toured extensively, rendered 
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valuable medical aid on countless occasions, visited the sick and the poor, and by 
constantly keeping her home, ‘‘Darkhula” the open door, open to all she has 
shown that her good works are not merely those of word but far more in deeds of 
love and kindness. 

Dr. Huffman’s visit to Pauri during the summer was greatly appreciated and 
during her stay she made the long journey to Lohba and back, about 120. miles. 
She had a busy time from morning to night asa rule and she did a great deal of 
good. She has many and varied interests and leaves a wholesome touch wherever 
she goes. Garhwal would be glad to have her permanently located in the District. 
We hope she will come again, if no more at least for her summer vacation. 

Rev. S. W. Clemes with Rev. and Mrs. G. B. Thomson of Bijnor were our 
guests and helpers at the District Conference.. ‘This was maintained on the high 
level of previous years and along similar lines as formerly with the Institute 
feature well to the front. The evenings were occupied with singing, lectures and 
dramatizations, one of which presented creditably ‘‘The Merchant of Venice.” 
The story of Queen Esther was beautifully presented by the Gadoli girls school 
and the ‘‘Birth of Christ’’ by the Thoburn Hostel boys. Both of these were well 
patronized and greatly appreciated. The small admission charged was used for 
the Bareilly Baby fold. Every meeting of the conference was well attended and 
deep interest was manifested. Many laymen came in from the Distrct and stayed 
for the entire period. 

Property:—There are three church buildings in the District and thirteen 
Parsonages. Most of these are in good condition. No new construction could be 
undertaken except that already mentioned in connection with the Gadoli Girls’ 
School. A severe windstorm in May destroyed one half of the roof of our School 
building at Pipli, and damaged the roof of a similar building at Rudraprayag, and 
later a fire on the mission house at Srinagar, due toa defective chimney, destroyed 
the roof of the kitchens. These losses have been made good by a Special Gift and 
a grant from the Board and repairs have been made. Our property in Garhwal is 
now valued at Rs. 583,200 and the improvements made during the year cost Rs. 
3015. The old portion of the Thoburn Hostel is now ina state of collapse and 
unless the building can be speedily re-roofed it will bea total loss. No money is 
in sight. The same may be said of our Parsonage at Chopra and afew other 
buildings. We had hoped tobuild a Cottage at Kotdwara as winter quarters 
for the Missionaries and thus save the long and expensive trips up and down the 
hills but no funds have been forthcoming and we shall have to manage during the 
coming winter in some old tents hoping that next year the necessary funds may 
be made available. 

’ Pastoral Support and Benevolences:—The reports show that there has been a 
gain of Rs. 213 on benevolences as compared with last year and Rs 38o0n Pastoral 
support; a total gain in all collections of nearly Rs. 200 being recorded or a total of 
Rs. 2,892-9 as compared with Rs. 2,696-8 for 1929 ‘This means an average of slightly 
over Rs. 2 per, member which includes the small amount contributed by the 
missionaries whose main contribution goes towards the Sustentation fund of the 
District. In response to an appeal for funds to retire the Annual Conference 
debt every worker voted to contribute one day’s salary to be paid in November 
and it is hoped that most of the laymen will also join. Aside from the Evangelis- 
tic workers there are very few tithers and the contributions from our village 
Christians could be materially increased. Weare more than Rs. 100short on our 
apportionment but we hope to reach it next year unless a drastic reduction of 
work becomes necessary. 

Charterhouse Institute:—Rev. E. L. King made the journey to Pauri the latter 
part of October and for several days met our Teachers and religious workers and 
gave instruction both in the theory and practice of religious education The 
Charterhouse Course was introduced at the Gadoli Girls’ School in July and will 
be begun at the Messmore High School in February, 1931, We are grateful to Mr. 
King for his well-planned course of instruction, his brotherliness, and contagious 
enthusiasm for all that is worth while in the building and establishing of charac- 
ter. Come again! 

The closing year has been one of unusual anxiety and strain, mainly due to 
vied income and the appeals inevitably due to growth and which could not 
be met. 

Several times during the year I could not see my way but God did and sent 
help so that I have been able to close the year without debt. Recently an old 
friend from whom I had not heard for many years sent me a letter containing a 
gift and thus God has provided from time to time according to our need. It is 
clear that we must have more faith in God and more dependence upon his loving 
care. With reduced income for our work from the home church we are driven 
more urgently to the task of making our Indian church self-supporting, and even 
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though the pull will be a hard one yet we believe that some day this goal will be 
reached. Our hardest task will be to adequately support our educational Institu- 
tions but even this must be in our thinking. India’s mind is gradually growing 
in independence and the mind of the church is bound to grow with it. We share 
in all legitimate aspirations for self-development and independence and we shall 
be perfectly content to see the sons and daughters of India take their place both 
in church and state as soon as this can be accomplished. 


HARDOI-SITAPUR DISTRICT, 1930 
HE. M. Morratt, District Superintendent. 


As I read again the hopes expressed in last year’s report for the work of this 
year, | realize how far short we have come of the aims there expressed. Little 
progress has been made, but the work has been continued asin the past. In the 
unsettled condition politically very little could be done in the way of village 
preaching. Not being in the mass movement area, our few Christians are so 
scattered that little organized work is possible for them. Occasional visits from 
a worker is the most that can be done. The regular course of study could not be 
given except in some of the larger centres. Baptisms slightly decreased this year, 
and of 108, 78 were Christian children. We have made an effort to persuade more 
parents to arrange for the baptism of their children. Since reduction of workers 
has made it impossible to give as much time as formerly to isolated Christians, 
some of them feel that they have been neglected, and resent it. There has 
been too little emphasis put in early years on the thought of Christian service 
and many village Christians of long standing and sometimes second or third 
generation born Christians look upon their religion as an acquired right to be 
served, rather than to serve. Marriages according to Christian customs are 
infrequent, and it is hard to distinguish many Christians from their non-Chris- 
tian neighbours by their actions or standards. A larger number have been ad- 
mitted to full membership this year. Our total Christian community shows a 
slight decrease. Even this total should be reduced by a more careful checking of 
those who long ago have left the district and not returned. 

Christian Leaven—Now that I have expressed the most discouraging features 
of the work, let me be more optimistic. Highty workers,men and women, have 
been engaged during the year in the evangelistic work of the district, attending 
melas, visiting zenanas, preaching in bazars, selling portions and tracts. The 
impact of that many Christian workers must have an effect that cannot be 
measured ina report. For the first time in many years we have had a district 
evangelist, Miss G. E. Hadden, touring the district in the interests of the women’s 
work. Part of the year we hada University graduate helping in the different 
centres. Nearly 5,000 Gospel portions and 1,500 tracts were sold during the year. 
Two girls’ schools and one boys’ school have been giving education to more than 
300 primary and middle school boys and girls of the district, besides another 50 in 
high schools, college and industrial schools. While we cannot point to any great 
advance the work has been maintained entirely upon special gifts, and here and 
there in this area which comprises three civil districts with a population of more 
than three million people, we have a leaven at work in the small Christian groups 
scattered among the millions who need the light of the Gospel, labouring with 
them a few faithful pastors. 

Our Workers.—We have to record many changes in workers this year. Death 
has taken one of our preachers in charge, a local Elder, and a few months later his 
wife, leaving six orphaned children. Also the wife of another preacher in charge. 
All three of these died of tuberculosis. Cholera claimed another worker who was 
a Local Deacon. Three retired workers died during the year. —Two Conference 
members were transferred to other districts and three new ones came to this 
district. Three new workers and their wives came from the training school. 
One worker entered the Theological College at Jubbulpore. 

Thompsongunj Institute—This work continues to be one of great importance. 
A large number of Hindus and Mohammedans come daily to read and large num- 
bers of papers and books are circulated throughout the City and even to other 
parts of the district. While the main interest is to read the news, a well stocked 
library is well used, and many religious books are thus finding their way into 
homes of interested people. On Christmas Eve a large gathering was held at 
which five Hindus and Mohammadans expressed themselves on the subject 
‘cWhat does Christ mean to me.’’ The sixth speaker was Dr. Stanley Jones, who 
had this opportunity of testifying to an interested audience as to the place of 
Christ in India today. The testimonies of all were remarkable evidenoes of the 
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universal love and respect for Christ. An evidence of this influence was the 
baptism of a Mohammedan and his wife, a purdah woman, in our church a year 
ago. A student in a Mission school twenty years ago, he learned to know the 
Bible. For twenty years he was outside of direct Christian influence. His 
thoughts turned to the Bible of his school days and he began to study it again. 
Convinced of its superiority to the Quran and of the truth of the claim 
of Christ to be the son of God, and not merely a prophet, he asked for 
baptism. Today he is a leading layman in the Church in another city, working in 
a Christian institution as a clerk, has become a tither, his wife has learned to 
read and write. Hecame to our district conference to speak on the ‘“‘Trinity’’ 
and impressed everyone with is deep Christian experience. His conversion is a 
testimony both as to the value of our educational work for non-Christian stu- 
dents, and to the fact that God does not leave us to work alone, but His Spirit is 
working in the hearts of the people, turning them to the truth entirely apart from 
our feeble efforts. : 

Finances.—For the second year this district has depended upon such funds 
as came especially designated for its workers. Inspite of a smaller mumber of 
workers, both of our sadar churches have increased the amount of support for their 
pastors. Although not quite self-supporting, they have released more than Rs. 300 
for her work in the district. Benevolences have been increased in nearly every item. 
A special effort for the Warne Baby Fold debt broughtin over Rs. 900 in cash and 
pledges. Much of this was due to the help of one of our leading laymen, whose 
wide aquaintaince with Hindus and Mohammedens and his unfailing zeal for 
this cause accomplished much of the result. Our church members throughout 
have this year been exceedingly liberal and anxious to help in the finances. 

District Conference.—One of the best features of the year has been our Dis- 
trict Conference. The inspiring messages of Rev. Robert Cummings were very 
helpful. Rev. Yunas Sinha gave an institute for the help of the Evangelistic 
workers, Rev. R.S. Wilkinson endeavoured to bring some of the pasari’s love 
for music into the Conference. Following up the study of the Gospel of St. John, 
various contests showed that the workers are as a whole improving in their pre- 
paration for their work. Lantern slides were used in a contest of story telling. 
A few selected chapters of the book, ‘‘Socrates in an Indian Village” were present- 
ed in the form of a drama by some of the workers as a lesson of the opportunity for 
the village workers to improve the living conditions of the villager, Christian or 
non-Christian. 

This report closes as it began with humble acknowledgment that it is not 
a record of much achievement, but we optimistically look forward to a better 
year. Our workers all left the District Conference with a greater determination 
and a deeper consecration, which we hope will bear fruit. 


KOMAON DISTRICT, 1930 


J. N. HOuuisreEr, District Superintendent. 


We close this year with deep gratitude to God for mercies vouchsafed during 
the year. They greatly overshadow the discouragements and disappointments 
which there have been. Foremost among these blessings is that of health and 
life. Into four homes among the District workers death has entered and taken 
children, but the force of workers itself has not been broken by this cause, though 
sickness and accident have been more than usually serious. Mrs. Jordan was for 
months contined to her home and for a part of the same period their son Kenneth 
was seriously ill with typhoid. Among the missionaries Miss Peters, Miss Oram and 
Miss Bates have had prolonged illness, and Mrs. Hollister met with a serious acci- 
dent from which her recovery was an answer to prayer. After a long illness from 
which she seemed to be unable to recover in the hills, Miss Bates, under doctor’s 
orders, went to Bareilly for medical treatment, and when strength permitted 
was appointed to the Parker Branch School in Moradabad for the rest of the 
year. She had won the esteem of all in Wellesley and it wasa great disappoint- 
ment to her and to the District that she could not carry on the work in Wellesley 
as she had hoped to do. 

We are greatly indebted to Miss Blackstock for giving her vacation to help- 
ing in Wellesley during the period that Miss Bates was in the hospital. From 
July Miss KE. Z, Moore, Headmistress, became acting principal, and with the 
loyal cooperation of the staff efficiently carried on until December when we wel- 
comed Miss Marie Kennard back from furlough. On’ December Ist. Miss Vera 
K. Parks joined our missionary circle in Almora, taking over the work of Miss. 
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Peters in the hospital and the city evangelistic work. We welcome her to 

Kumaon. Miss Peters has since left on furlough after five years of hard, efficient 

partes during a transition period which demanded such qualities as she was able 
0 give. 

Our Churches.—Kumaon rejoices in five strong churches which have had a 
good year—A|mora, Ranikhet, Dwarahat and the Hindustani and the Union 
Churches in Naini Tal. Of these Ranikhet has this year advanced to the ranks 
of a self-supporting church, having increased its pastoral support from the 
amouut of two-thirds of his salary, as paid last year, to the full salary this year, 
and in addition has paid the church share of the pastor’s provident fund and the 
taxes on the parsonage. The Budden Memorial Church in Almora has advanced 
by assuming the support of a muhalla school in which they have placed a 
Christian teacher and his wife. 1t was impossible to provide for a settled pasto- 
rate for the Union Church in Naini Tal for the whole year, but failing that 
we have been very fortunate in the arrangements which were made During 
May and June Rev. and Mrs. C.H. F Guse, and since July Rev. and Mrs. C. S. 
Thoburn, have rendered fine service which has been appreciated both by the 
church and the schools. E 

Weare also seeking to build our larger village communities into churches 
with a sense of organization and responsibility. With this end in view we held a 
Pastors’ Retreat in Majkhali at the end of November, when for two days twelve 
pastors faced the work of the pastor under the following heads: The Pastor as 
Shepherd; The Pastor in relation to the organization; The Pastor as a Build- 
er of a community; The Pastor and Worship; and The Pastor as_ Preacher. 
This was a new venture for all in the group but our discussions showed the worth 
of such a gathering and we hope that we can repeat it. 

Statistics —J udged financially there has been some progress during the year. 
Our vernacular churches have increased their giving for pastor-support from 
Rs. 3215 to Rs. 3907 almost Rs. 700. In benevolences too, there has been an 
increase, the same churches giving Rs, 897 in comparison with Rs. 744 last 
year. In almost all items we reached the full goal set by the Church Finance 
Committee, and in some of them went well ahead. 

Our Christian community shows but little growth during the year. Bap- 
tisms were 61, those of adults being 10 more than in the previous year. The 
total community is now given as 1485, The Epworth Leagues remain the 
same in number, but there is a decrease in Sunday Schools and the work of those 
still reported should be much improved. 

Economic Uplift._The Worker’ Savings Fund established about six years 
ago has has hada good year. It is not limited in its membership to workers and a 
few others have joined. Nor doesit limit its help to its members, though it 
does charge a higher rate of interest for loans to non-members. 7.¢.12%. At the 
close of October the total number of depositors was 58. The totai deposits 
amounted to Rs. 2531, and the largest amount in any individuals name was 
Rs. 174. There were then 19 loans in sums ranging from Rs.4 to Rs. 980 and 
totalling Rs. 2233. Five loans have been taken in order to buy land or build 
homes. This ‘‘Bank” has the confidence and the cooperation of all in the - 

istrict. 

= A year ago Mr. Moffatt succeeded in purchasing on favourable terms a plot of 
land near our Christian village communities in Khatyur. The difficulties of 
getting possession have been overcome and at the last District Conference a 
committee of seven was elected, ministers and laymen, who have since become a 
registered body legally entitled to hold and administer land. This ‘‘Kumaon 
Christian Land Committee’’ has assumed the responsibility for administering 
the Chursaon land just mentioned, and also any other plots which may be secured’ 
by purchase or grant, with the aim of settling Christians on land of their own. 
One other plot has been purchased this year. These organizations, the Land 
Committee and the ‘‘Bank’’ co-operating together have an opportunity in a few 
years to make a real contribution to the strengthening of the Christian com- 
munity. 4 rie 

Our Schools.—No other District has more reason to be proud of its institutions 
than Kumaon. Notwithstanding the changes in its supervision during the last 
year, which have already been referred to, the Wellesley Girls’ High School, with 
its normal enrolment, has had a good year, with a high standard of success in 
both its music and other examinations. Philander Smith College, under Mr. 
Busher, also has maintained the standard of work which givesit high standing 
among hill schools. Because of a drop in enrolment and a heavy property debt, 
this school is facing a very serious financial situation. 

In Dwarahat both the boys’ and girls’ middle schools have had a good year. 
In the boys’ school it was necessary to discontinue one teacher for reason of poli- 
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tical activity. Partly for this reason, but chiefly owing to misguided leadership 
there was a strike in Dwarahat affecting more than half of the boys for a week. 
But since then there has been no trouble of any kind. In the Ramsay High 
School also, there were several strikes in the first half of the year. All were a 
part of political hartals, and none of them had local significance. Before the new 
term started we secured from all the boys an undertaking, signed also by the 
parents or guardians, that the boys would not take part in politics and so make 
school work irregular. Fortunately this action was taken before the Government 
circular on the subject was issued and we had no trouble afterwards, The en- 
rolment is a little less than last year owing to the closing of a third section in the 
VII class and a special class in English. The Ranikhet School under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Jordan and the efficient supervision of its headmaster has maintained 
a high level of work. ;' ; 

This year after several years of application the Adams’ Girls’ High School 
in Almora has received recognition from Government, and we feel that this is 
in large part due tosome of the changes made this year by Miss Larson whe 
discontinued the men teachers who had been doing their work before and after the 
hours of work in other places, and substituted for them qualified women teachers 
The religious education programme in the school has been changed this year, 
and ‘‘the teaching has been much better than usual, and we feel that our girls 
are being benefited and foundations laid for fine, strong Christian characters, 
Efforts are made to encourage the girls of the High School classes to use English 
more among themselves. ‘'The results in the government examinations last year 
were more encouraging, three having passed the high school and four the middle 
school examination. The training Department lept up to its old record and 
reports 100 % passes.”’ 

Much remains to be a challenge for usin the new year, but encouraged by 
some progress in the past, and grateful for the co-operation of al] our fellow 
workers we feel that 1931 will afford an opportunity of something better 


achieved. 


MORADABAD DISTRICT, 1930. 
C. D. Rookzy, District Superintendent. 


Our Christian community has remained almost stationary, showing an 
increase of 414. We now number 15,443. Our number of baptisms has decreased 
by 168. This is not surprising when due regard is paid to the recrudescence of the 
national spirit which considers Christianity something foreign, and to the 
paucity of Christian Workers. Our greatest progress is not an increase in 
ca ease We are earnestly striving in two ways to deepen the Christian life of 
the people. 

First we are stressing education, general and religious. We are trying to 
build up our village schools and increase the number of Christian children 

‘reading. Our efforts have been successful as we have increased the children 
under instruction from 644 to 184. This, we feel, isa real gain that will do well 
for the community of the future. We have also adopted the conference objectives 
in the teaching of the chosen Bible lessons and are confident that a few years of 
systematic teaching of the kind we have been doing will mean acommunity that 
is really growing in its knowledge of Christian ideals. 

Our second method of building up the community has been to try to develop 
the panchayat system. We have been encouraged by the tendency in the sweepers 
to accept our panchayat. We hope that in a few years the system will be working 
among all three of the groups that form our Christian community, viz., Sikhs 
(among whom it is common now), Sweepers (among whom we have made a good 
beginning) and Chamars (among whom there are signs.) Some of the old leaders 
are against it as they realize that once the panchayat system comes under 
Christian influence it will mean a loss of some of their improper income. 

Self Support.—In the matter of extending self support we seem to be on the 
wrong track. There is some non-co-operation on the part of the workers. Our 
reasons for this are 

1. Their vigorous opposition to those. who are on self-support or trying to 
become so. 

2. The partial or inaccurate reports that are given of the collections actually 
made. Sometimes the worker does not keep a careful record of what he really 
gets and has to cast back in memory to put down an approximate figure. To 
report success is to make the fellow workers try to pick flaws in your work, or to 
make the superintendent say, ‘‘Well done good and faithful worker, you are now 
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ready for self support.’’ Asa remedy we suggest dividing the Christian com- 
munity into suitable units and putting the worker in there with instructions to 
get his living from his people. If hisgroup does not respond he is free to take 
up some additional work to help him to earn his living. Where a man is willing 
to make this venture of faith in God and his fellow man he should be encouraged 
by being promised free education if necessary for his children. 

Our main problem is still that of shepherding our flock. Thesystem of paid 
workers with a decrease consequent on each cut, will not help solve the problem 
of how to care for those who are wanting baptism or instruction. The increase 
_ of the fold is a problem as long as it is being shepherded from decreasing foreign 
funds but is an asset when it means an increasing number of Christians to 
Support the local church. A comparison of the number of children in our 
Moradabad hostels, excluding the children of workers, shows the following 
distributions :-— 


Boys. Girls. Total. 
Sweepers — es 55 35 90 
Sikhs ab 62 : 10 122 
Chamars es 42 18 10 


I estimate the distribution in total population thus, Sweepers 10,000, Sikhs 
2,500, Chamars 2,000. Dang Mohallah has an additional 67 Christian children 
from the sweeper group reading in the day school superintended by Miss 
Raymond. 

We wish to record our cordial appreciation of our associates. What results 
have been achieved have been through their consecrated endeavour and co- 
operation. 

Miss Hardie tells of her work, as follows :— 

‘‘One of our aims has been to get into operation the appointed Bible Instruc. 
tion work with quarterly examinations. The women have responded and over 
300 women and children in the District have given creditable examinations, still 
larger number of others who have done the work in part. It has been a surprise 
to find in some new Christian villages how the women have told the stories and 
recited the memory work and have enjoyed doing it. 

Some new village schools have been opened and with one exception we have 
schools in every Circuit of the District. Twelve of our schools were transferred 
to the new Chandausi District early in the year and our number is now 25 with 
about 350 children. Several schools which seemed to be at a standstill have 
this year picked up and now are showing progress. Through the kindness of a 
friend at home, a trained teacher of experience has been secured to help in the 
work. We value his help. 

The Zanana work in the city continues as usual, notwithstanding the political 
unrest. Less than half a dozen Hindu homes were dropped but quickly replaced 
by others. 

The Central Mohalla School continues to grow in interest. We have this 
year added to the staff a Trained Teacher from Lodhipur.”’ 

Miss Blackstock writes of the Giri’s Middle School, and the Girls’ Normai 
School :— 

‘‘There are 178 in the Middle School of whom 17 are day pupils, three being 
Mohammedans. ‘ 

The Training class has twenty-two fine girls, all doing good work. This year 
we raised the scholastic standard and so our first year has only one who has not 
passed the 8th class. 

In Government results last year we did fairly well. Out of nine, seven passed 
the Anglo Vernacular Middle, two gaining Government scholarships. One of these 
was a@ Mohammedan. The two scholarship holders have gone on to High School. 
Our other successful candidates are also taking Higher Training. 

Staff.—There has been one change that of Miss Rawani, by whose coming 
the Domestic Science Department of the School has taken on a new lease of life. 
Another very helpful feature has been special singing classes under the leader- 
ship of Miss Manley. Some girls under the supervision of Misses Singh and 
Jacob have formed a literary group and writing for the Treasure Chest. Last year 
one of our Moradabad girls won a prize. 

The health has been very good, so far no epidemic has struck us.. One of the 
things over which we are very happy is electric lights in the hostel, staff quarters 
and bungalow. ; 

Places for the new school building are all ready to send in to Government 
and before an other year is here we hope to have school house ready. All in all 
we feel that we have had a good year and are very grateful.’’ 
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Miss Bass, Parker Branch School. 


‘Rach year we see an increased interest on the part of parents of the villages 
towards the education and advancement of their children. A few years ago it 
was necessary to go out and plead with these people to allow their boys to attend 
school, now they bring them and if necessary plead for admission. This year we 
have had requests for the admission of 117 boys in the hostel. Due to limited 
funds there must be “the survival of the fittest,” thus we have maintained an 
average of 94 boys in the boarding since January. We have a large number of 
day pupils which brings our enrollment up to 150. 


Mr. Branch, Parker High School and Hostel. 


One has a temptation after five years of continuous service in the institution 
to look back and hunt for progress. The High School has grown in number from 
280 to 500 during these five years. The staff has added five teachers. There were 
no trained teachers with the exception of one, but now there are six. Three 
classes at that time were carrying double sections but now all sections are 
double with the exception of the tenth. The school then was making heavy 
drafts on Mission funds but now it is nearly self supporting from Government 
grants. 135 Christian boys are securing education in the school, and then of the 
23 teachers are Christians. The school is gaining in popularity in the eyes of the 
community and of the Government as evidenced by the increase in all grants 
during the past year. 

‘The enrollment in the Christian Hostel is now 111. Thenumber is less than 

in former years but the quality is higher as each year during the past five years 
has witnessed a weeding out of unworthy boys so that the quality of the boys 
has greatly improved. The income from appropriations alone in 1924 was Rs. 860 
where not now it is a little more than Rs. 400 per month. Through the receipt 
of special gifts we have been enabled to complete a very fine irrigation well with 
a capacity for water of 3,500 gallons per hour, and in addition to this to instal 
electricity in the main Study Hall and Chapel as well as the Manager’s rooms in 
the Hostel. This has made intensive study possible. 
An abundance of pure water for drinking and bathing; adequate provisions 
for games and early morning drill, together with an abundant supply of fresh 
milk from our own buffaloes has established a health record for the year which 
is hard toequal. As the time draws near when the writer must leave to join 
the rest of his family in America the years of service in the Moradabad District 
hold more and more of precious memories of advances made and victories won. 


RAMPUR DISTRICT, 1930 
G.S. PATRICK, District Superintendent. 


‘The Lord hath done great things for us whereof we are glad.’ The 
Salvation of the world seems to be conditioned upon the ability of God to use His 
people. We rejoice that he has been able to use us as His instruments in Rampur 
District during the year 1930, 

About a year ago I was called upon to assume the great responsibility as 
Superintendent of this district and found myself in an absolutely new sphere of 
service, facing new difficulties and perplexing problems connected with it. I na- 
turally felt somewhat embarrased and discouraged at first but when | was all alone 
with my Redeemer the beautiful and encouraging words of our Lord ‘‘My Grace is 
sufficient for thee, for my strength is made perfect in weakness. Most gladly, 
therefore, will I rather glory in my infirmities that the power of Christ may rest 
upon me’”’ flashed like a bright lignt in my mind and left me stronger than ever. 
His Grace, strength and power were all that I needed to overcome those hard- 
ships and difficulties. I was therefore fired with new zeal and ambition to carry 
on the work which I had begun. . 

The entire district is divided into eight Circuits mamely:—Rampur, 
Siroli, Mirganj, Fatehganj West, Shahi, Shergarh, Baheri and Kichha. Some 
of these places are difficult to work and others are almost inaccessible during the 
rainy season. 

The Rampur Circuit (and its Sub-Circuits) is an independent Muslim 
state and is a prohibited area for foreign missionaries without special permission. 
The majority of the people are orthodox Mohammedans and absolute freedom in 
religious matters isa privilege enjoyed by them alone. The preaching of any 
religion other than Mohammedanism ts open to all opposition and risk attending 
the eat ea Ny is being openly preached to the masses and souls are being daily 
won for Him. 
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There are 350 villages in Rampur State in which 2084 Christians are 
_ among the non-Christians. The Government Census report gives us the follow- 
ing figures for 1929-1930,

These Christians openly confess Christ among 166,054 non-Christians; 
They sing, pray, and read their Bible before them and speak of the wonderfu 
love of Christ and of the change which He has brought aboutin their lives. 
Their Mohammedan and other non-Christian neighbours marvelat the change 
brought about in their lives through the power of Christ. They see Christ working 
among Christians. 

We have only one ordained preacher and two exhorters working in this fruitful 
circuit which is altogether too few to attend to the spiritual needs of these 168,138 
souls and to reach the 350 scattered villages. Hach worker is supposed to look after 
721 Christians in addition to the non-Christians. The cry ‘Sir we would see Jesus’’ 
is heard louder than ever coming from all directions. There is astanding invita- 
tion ‘‘Come and help us and teil us about the Saviour.’’ It is really a pity that we 
are short of help just when the need is greatest. The harvest is ripe but the 
reapers are few. 

The remaining seven circuits are in British [India where people enjoy the 
privilege of religious freedom. They consist of 900 villages having a total popula- 
tion of 593,843 of which 7326 are Christians. The villages are scattered like those 
of Rampur Circuit. The total number of workers in the circuit is 18 which 
makes an average of 407 toa worker to shepherd tosay nothing of their work 
among the non-Christians. Jesus says ‘‘other sheep I have which are not of this 
fold, them also I must bring, and they shall hear my voice and there shall be one 
fold and one shepherd.”’

Mrs. Patrick and I have spent much time in touring all over the district in 
asmall ox-cart and we could not cover more than 12 milesaday. We went from 
village to village preaching the Gospel and telling people about the living Saviour 
Christ. We held religious meetings at several places and took part in quarterly 
conferences in all the circuits .These meetings were attended by Christians as 
well as non-Christians who showed great interest in every thing that was done 
and listened to the word of God very attentively. God helped us wonderfully in 
conducting these meetings. Many souls were converted and were filled with Holy 
Spirit and every body felt the presence of Christ. Hach one of us enjoyed 
new spiritual experiences which have made our lives richer and fuller. 

Christ helped us wonderfully, and made the words that we preached effec- 
tive. Inone of these meetings a non-Christian priest: rose up and shouted out 
‘‘Masih kijai,’’ Glory be to Christ, and then turning towards us said “Sir, will you 
please come to our village as well and tell us about this wonderful Saviour Christ, 
we long to hear about Him.’’ Thereare thousands of such hungry and seeking 
souls, whoare simply sick and tired of worshipping these lifeless gods and goddesses, 
long to break through the bondage of sin and ignorance, they long for that eternal 
assurance of life everlasting which Christ alone has promised to give to those who 
believe in Him. : 

The number of men on the roll of paid workers of the district is 21 of these 
3 including D.S. are Conference Members, 6 Local Elders, 4 Local preachers, 8 
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Exhortors and Pastor-Teachers. Besides these we have 20 Chaudhries who are 
honorary workers. The number of paid workers is one more than what it was last: 
year. These men had to shepherd 9938 Christians souls in addition to evangeliz- 
ing non-Christians in 125 villages. Weare glad to report that we have been 
able to instruct 350 inquirers, teach 200 persons to read and write, sell 395 portions, 
distribute about 17,532 tracts and hand bills, and to preach the Gospel to no less 
than 4000 non-Christians, during this year. 

There were 447 Baptisms, which is an average of little over 28 to each paid 
worker. It may be interesting to note that most of the converts are made by our 
unpaid workers orlay leaders of whom 8 have been recognised as leaders by the 
Quarterly Conference. In each Quarterly Conference we pass the character of 
these leaders anda very diligent inquiry is made as to their social and religious 
dealings and their helpfulness in Pastoral and: evangelistic work. 

Dating the month of the evangelistic Campaign our force of workers 
showed considerable interest and activity in spreading the Gospel farand wide 
within their respective areas. Mrs. Patrick and I were able to be personally 
present in various circuits to assist the brethren in their work. 

We have about 300 children of school going age growing up amongst the 
non-Christians. Their parents are quite illiterate and come for the most from 
depressed classes and are so poor that sometimes for months together they do not 
have asingle coin tospend. These children belong to the Kingdom of God. they 
are the future hopes of our future Church and have tobe taken careof. This 
year. we have been able tosend some boys to Moradabad, Budaun boys and 
girls Schools and three married men to Ghaziabad Training School. 

Rampur District has supplied the Church with several good workers who 
are rendering valuable services in different capacities in various districts. I 
expect many more such soldiers to come forth from itin the near future. [| 
have several such young men in view but they need a little help. 

Chaudhries:—They are the Laymen of the village Church and the important 
people of the village who hold some authority over the others. Their opinion bears 
weight and what they say goes. They are the keymen as far as the village 
Christians are concerned. We have appointed Chaudhries in each village and 
have classified them into two ranks (i) Those who are the members of the Board 
of Governors (ii) Those who are the members of village panchayat (Brotherhood) 
They gather people together for worship and report on cases of misconduct and 
belp the Church in all its activities. Jt seems that at length we have found outa 
real and valuable indigenous agency for the propagation of the Gospel. They 
receive no salaries but support the Church, and are usually the largest givers in 
the village. This year we have three self-supporting Pastors and | am expecting. 
many more such young men tocome from this Board. : 

This year we held a Chaudhri meeting at Fatehganj west during the district 
Conference Session. In this meeting we discussed some Church problems and 
other difficulties concerning the work.’ These Chaudhries offered some valuable 
suggestions and showed a keen interest in the work. They are ready to do whatever 
they can for the Glory of the Lord. It’would not be out of place to mention that 
they came at their own expense and stayed with us for threeor four days. 
During this period we taught them to sing, torecite verses and about the great 
doctrine of sin and salvation. They on their part promised to help us in removing 
all Hindu customs from amongst them and other village Christians as well. A 
special Catechism edited by Dr. M. T. Titus and Rev. W. Dye, anda pamphlet 
composed by Dr. C. D. Rockey for Chaudhries and others, were placed in the 
hands of our preachers with instructions to teach them and bring them duly pre- 
pared to the District Conferencefor examination. We all had a wonderful time 
together, most of them received God’s blessings abundantly and went back to their 
villages greatly encouraged. Heretofore the Mission has been the main factor and 
the Church an auxiliary but hereafter the Church must be the prime factor while 
the mission a secondary. 

The Problem of self-sopport was one of the main items in our district 
Conference. We spent one day in prayer and consultation to plan some way to get 
the people to stand on their own feet. Everyworker in the district gives tithe, 
yet it is not sufficient to cover even the necessary expenses of the district, Most 
of our people are helping the cause and it is wonderful to note how they give out 
of their poverty. The Non-Christians too, sometimes help us. So far we do not 
have aproper method of raising funds but now we are doing our best to devise 
new methods and expect good results in the near future. We propose to encourage 
each community to take over the support of their pastor. 

Sunday Schools;—The district has 43 Sunday Schools, 6 more than last year 
haying a total enrollment of 983 scholars against 874 last year. The whole secret 
of the mass-movement is in these children, wonderful transformations are seen no 
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doubt amongst the older people, but we are interested in these children specially 
Though some of them can not read nor write, yet they can memorize Bible 
verses, learn Christian songs and Bible stories which will guide them through 
their lives and lead them on to eternity. 

Our Zanana workers are mainly school teachers. They collect boys and girls 
at their houses and teach them to read and write. The average attendance in 
these schools is 144 against 66 of last year. These children receive their training 
free but they bring their own books, stationery and the teachers are paid by the 
W.F.M.S. The Mission has no separate buildings for the schools which are 
generally held in the Chaupals let for the purpose by the village Christians. This 
Shows how much the parents are interested in the education of their children. 
Mrs. Patrick and I have been able to visit and examine the schools on several 
occasions and are of the opinion that considering the drawbacks the children are 
‘making considerable improvement in reading and writing. There is yet much 
room for many schools all over the district. 

Our disrict evangelist, Miss. R. Hoath, toured throughout the whole district 
in the month of May. She also visited the schools and inspected the Zanana 
workers. We could not help admiring her courage, her sympathetic attitude and 
her truly consecrated spiritual life There is. no doubt that she has sacrificed 
many comforts for the Lord’s work in India. One day as we were touring in the 

district in a small Ox-cart we were suddenly overtaken by a terrible hail-storm 
at a place where we could get noshelter. The beating that we received that day 
is beyond description. It is worth mentioning that inspite of all this Miss Hoath’s 
face showed nosign of discomfort. After this storm, which lasted for about an 
hour, we had to go about four furlongs on foot to reach our destination. Next 
morning she inspected two schools and taught a new Bhajan to the Congregation. 
She is a great help to us and isa sound counsellor. We both are thankful to her 
for her kind help which she is ever ready to give us, especially for what she did to 
make our district Conference asuccess. The people of Rampur district greatly 
appreciate her help and counsel. 

Our district evangelist says ‘‘nearly every where we went we found people 
much interested in the work and wanting their children tobe taught. The 
schools are getting well started and everything, such as Congregational singing, 
the interest that people take in arranging for meetings and for holding services, 
shows that some substantial work has been done in the district.” It is quite true 
of this district that the harvest is ripe but the labourers are few. 

We had our district Conference during the last week of October and first week 
of November which lasted for seven days. We are grateful to God for His 
mercies, help and guidance throughout the Conference. We were favoured with 
visits from Drs. M. T. Titus, C. D. Rockey, Rev. J. W. Nave, H. J. Sheets and 
G. B. Thomson. God honoured the words of His servants and greatly strengthened 
our faith. Many were born again and were filled with the Holy spirit and zeal 
for His work and the salvation of souls. We thank all those friends, specially Miss 
Westrup, who gave lectures on Hygiene and various kinds of medical help to our 
people during the Conference time. She helped to make the Conference a real 
success. 

Over and above all we thank our Heavenly father for all His mercies and 
goodness in granting us health and strength andin adding another year to our 
service in this district.

Board of Religious Education Report. 


The writing of this report has fallen upon me I suppose by virtue of my 
being Chairman of the Board of Religious Education. However, I am frank to 
confess that real difficulties are ahead, because I like many others have been 
wandering in the wilderness of indecision regarding many things concerning our 
work. The request came to me to frankly outline some definite programme for 
this coming year for our Conference. This seems to me a very difficult task under 
our present organizations, policies, and methods of procedure; because my 
impressions are that at present we have no unified programme, and some do not 
feel disposed to follow any programme unless it coincides with their personal 
ideas. In order to set before you some difficulties, which we are facing, I will be 
compelled to say things with which many of you will disagree. I hope you will 
bear with my flights of imagination and help us to think through these problems 
toward a workable method of procedure. ; 
The line of thinking indicated in this report has been partially the result of 
a questionnaire sent to 35 Managers and Head Masters of North India Conference 
in the early summer of this year. Highteen out of thirty-five sent me their 
replies. One hundred per cent validity cannot be claimed for the results of this 
questionnaire, but it certainly has indicated some weakness, some vital needs, and 
the directions in which we are going. Wedo not have very clearly defined the 
meaning and scope of religious education. We are thinking of it as separate and 
apart from education and evangelism. When, for our work, practically speaking, 
they are all one. The overlapping is so great that there can be no separation in 
our schools and churches, if we are to function as a whole. 
The summary of findings of the questionnaire indicate that :—

Six schools have their text-books both in English and the vernacular. Five 
in the vernacular only and two in English only. 

The majority of the schools emphasise some phase of religious education in 
their assembly periods.  « : 

Only two schools have adopted the Charterhouse programme, while two use 
it up to Class five only. ; 

There is no definite understanding of what the Charterhouse course implies, 
and not an overwhelming desire to find out. Some feel that the Charterhouse 
course and Clayton series are synonymous. 

Those in charge of schools are not unanimous in the desire to adopt the 
Charterhouse programme. 

Nine schools do not feel that our Indian teachers are capable of teaching the 
Charterhouse course. 

The majority of the schools feel that the Charterhouse course can be best 
adopted to the higher classes, and should not be taught to non Christians. 

Very little progress has been made in teaching religious education during the 
last five years. ‘ 

The representatives on the Board of Religious Education should represent 
ail phases of our work. They should be trained in religious education, and should 
be elected for a period of at least three years. 

These results do not only indicate the conditions in our middle and high 
schools, but it seems to indicate a vital need in every phase of our service. The 
time has come when we cannot permit those interested in High Schools, Middle 
Schools, Sunday Schools, Epworth Leagues, and Village Schools to go on their 
several ways without very much thought of the work asa whole. In most cases 
there seems to have been no unified effort to work out our problems as individual 
stations to say nothing of the Conference. In practically every station the Girls’ 
Schools go their way and the Boys’ Schools do likewise. The programme of the 
Sunday Schools and other organizations are made out without reference to the 
work as a. whole. The kind of procedure will always end in chaos so far as our 
religious education is concerned. 


Charterhouse Programme. 


There is a unified programme which I believe can be made practicable and 
| workable. We all realise the handicap of not having the materials in the 
Charterhouse programme ia the vernacular, and not having teachers trained for 
the work. Because of these shortcomings on our part the Charterhouse pro- 
gramme would seem very much more difficult to put into practice than it really 
is. However, it holds out an ideal before us and we will be less practicable if we 
do not strive to measure up to that ideal. It will be our business asa Conference - 
organization to make our contribution to the translation work of the Charter- 
house programme and put into if just as much Indian materials as possible. 
None of us believe that the present materials in the Charterhouse programme 
are final, but they represent the best we have and are pointing us in the right 
direction. 

The results of the questionnaire stated above indicate that there are only two 
schools following the Charterhouse programme in part and that there is no 
disposition on the part of the schools a whole to adopt this programme, and 
many state that it is super-imposed and impracticable. It seems to indicate 
on the surface, that the Charterhouse programme is a failure, but I believe that 
it is not a case of failure, but simply a case of not having been tried. There does 
not seem to have been enough effort and thought put forth to really understand 
the principles outlined. In this respect we have followed the line of least 
resistance. We have looked at it at a distance, thrown our hands up in surrender, 
and said it could not be done. We have not given sufficient thought as to where 
we should begin in the working out of the Charterhouse programme. The place 
to begin is with the teachers in our boys and girls schools and with those who 
may become teachers. 


Teacher Training for Religious Education. 


One of the vital needs, if we are to work a constructive unified programme — 
of Religious Education, is to train our teachers for actual teaching in our 
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schools. As yet this type of training can be had in only a few places. The 
resultsof the questionnaire sent out indicated that there has been very little 
progress in this direction during the last five years. If wedo not make definite 
plans and urge some definite proposals to those responsible for this work another 
five years will pass without results. ‘'herefore, I would like to recommend that 
we strongly urge the opening of a department for training teachers in the 
teaching of Religious Education in the following institutions providing it has 
not already been done. This is a reiteration of our action in the Board of 
Religious Education at Moradabad in July. 

That we strongly recommend the immediate opening of a department of 
Religious Education in the Bareilly Theological Seminary, the Jubbulpore 
Theological College, the Lucknow Christian College, the Isabella Thoburn 
College, and in all of the Normal Training Schools for girls. Unless our young 
men and women, who attend these schools, come out with a fair knowledge of 
the principles and methods of Religious Education, it will be most difficult for 
us to do constructive and consecutive work in this field. Afterall much depends 
upon the vision and enthusiasm with which our teachers enter into this work. 
At least one year of intensive training of the methods and materials with special 
emphasis upon the Charterhouse programme should be the plan in each of these 
institutions. 

One of our great needs in our high and middle schools is the organization of 
a special class with the purpose of training our young people for the teaching of 
Religious Education in our village primary schools. We all have observed that 
the majority of our boys and girls who graduate from our middle and high 
schools do not study further. They come out to become teachers in the primary 
departments of our boarding schools, in our village primary schools, and home 
makers, with very little idea of how to proceed with their work ‘This training 
class may or may not be held during the school periods, but it should continue 
for at least five periods per week for one year. A Missionary or an [ndian teacher 
specially trained for this work should be responsible. 

One of the most fruitful ways of preparing for our present tasks of teaching 
Religious Education would be to plan institutes for this purpose. I would like 
to suggest that we set as our goal for the year 1931 one institute of Religious 
Education in Bareilly, Moradabad, Budaon, Shahjahanpur, Sitapur, Almora, 
Dwarahat, Pithoragarh, Pauri, and Bijnor with speciai emphasis upon teacher 
training, and getting acquainted with the materials which are in use in India 
io this field, and court attempts on the part of our Qhristian teachers to make 
their contributions. It should be understood that the teaching and directing 
of poe institutes be in the hands of people who have had special training along 
this line. : ; 

One of the greatest needs of our work is the training of our village workers, 
and this will not be possible unless we are willing to give time to this task. 
Therefore, I would like to recommend that we urge each District Superintendent 
to give the institute idea a very large place on their District Conference pro- 
grammes. Not only the methods of teaching would be presented, but there 
would have to go along with this a study of the materials at hand. We should 
think in terms of a-unified curriculum for these institutes throughout the 
Conference. 


Director of Religious Education. 


The practical working out of a plan of this sort will necessarily have to head 
up in an individual backed up by a body with power to act. My proposal is that 
this body be the Board of General and Religious Education or the Christian 
Education Committee, and that a Director of Religious Education be appointed 
for the whole Conference, who will be the official representative of this body, 
and will be the leading spirit in all of this institute work. He will be the Principal 
of all institutes and responsible for working out the programmes and curriculums. 
He should present his complete plans before this responsible body for approval 
so that he would be assured of their full co-operation and backing. 

This Religious Education Director will not only be responsible for institute 
work but for helping to work out a systematic programme for Religious Education 
for each of our schools with the object of unifying the whole, and then inspecting 
this work as often as possible afterit has once begun. He should make reports 
to the Board of General and Religious Education or Christian Education Com- 
mitte. You can readily see that it would be necessary forthe Director to spend 
sufficient time in each school to see that the work is thoroughly organized and 
launched, This programme would certainly keep any man fully employed. We 
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have in our midst one of the best qualified men in India for such a task. If this 
type of programme could be set in action, it would change the atmosphere, 
morale, and attitude of all our workers. They would catch a vision and enthus- 
iasm which they have never dreamt of before. The teachers who join our service 
would realise more fully than ever before that they are joining a Christian 
Senne service, and not simply a service which provides a means of liveli- 
ood. 
This programme doesnot include only our boarding schools and village 


schools, but our Central Sunday Schools, Epworth Leagues and village Sunday 
Schools as well. 


Central Sunday Schools. 


Many of our Central Sunday Schools are content to carry on with the old type. 
of hit and miss programme. There seems to be no desire to adopt graded courses, 
because it requires more effort and preparation to teach graded lessons. They 
too are willing to take the line of least resistance. I believe that we have plenty 
of talent in our Central Sunday Schools for the working out of a well organised 
and systematic plan of Religious Education providing they have sufficient direction 
and supervision. This of course would be one of the responsibilities of our 
Religious Education Director. There is no more reason in trying to teach some 
of the lessons in the present uniform series to children than there isin trying to 
teach the tenth class work to children of our third classes. Many of our teachers 
find it much easier to speculate on how many animals Noah called into the Ark, 
or how long the old patriarchs lived, or where Caine got his wife than to the 
working out of materials with educational and spiritual values. In so many of 
our schools there seems to be no idea of appropriateness of materials or readiness 
of the children to receive the materials taught to them. This is a very great 
weakness in our Sunday Schools which may be partially, if not, entirely rectified. 
This same criticism may be made to our village Sunday School work also. 


Junior Church. 


One of the greatest needs of our work here in India is the organization of a 
Junior Church in all of our Central stations. Many of our Padri Sahibs feel that 
they want all of the children present in the preaching services in order that the 
number might appear large, and they then invariably preach over the children’s 
heads. The results are that the children sit still, because they are compelled to 
do so, but not because they are interested in what is goining on. Most of them 
in their unexpressive way are greatly bored, just as children are all over the 
world under similar conditions. There is gradually being created in their hearts 
a strong dislike for public services, and worship in general. If a Junior Church 
is organized for our junior and primary children, they will receive the type of 
training necessary to make them valuable assets to our adult church. The 
programme for these Junior Churches should be carefully worked out by those 
acquainted with the methods and materials of Religious Education, and directed 
by them. 


Epworth Leagues. 


A recent questionnaire from Rev. E. L. King asks us whether we think the 
Epworth League is necessary for our village work, and many of us will answer 
certainly not under its present form and programme. My personal impressions 
are that too much time and emphasis has been put upon the Epworth League 
work while practically, we have no leagues in our village, and very few of our 
Central Leagues are functioning. Our preachers-in-charge often report Epworth 
Leagues in their circuits, but what they are reporting resembles more the old 
type of prayer meeting. Our League as it stands does not seem to catch the 
interest and imagination of our young people, and our people have not learned 
that the Epworth League is specifically a young people’s organization, and should 
be run by them. ; 

We are very happy to give to those responsible for the present Epworth 
League programme full credit for introducing the present institute idea, for in 
doing so they have rendered a great service to our work. However, there are 
more reasons why we have not been able to work this programme in our Christian 
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communities. Perhaps the fault is ours, because we have never given it a fair 
trial. Perhaps we too are following the line of least resistance. 

One of out first steps in making the Epworth League function in our local - 
communities is to diligently adopt our present programme, and make every 
effort to Indianise and adapt it to our local situations and needs. One of the 
first steps in the Indianization of the League is to give it a name which would 
have a meaning for our young people. Perhaps the second step would be to 
translate as much of the material into the vernacular as possible, etc. 

Ail the organizations set forth in this paper should be functioning fully in 
our larger programme of Religious Education, and the Director of Religious 
Education and Board of General and Religious Education or Christian Education 
Committee should be the directing, inspiring and centralising force back of 


it all.

Report on the State of the Church. 


At ‘the outset we must keep in mind that our Christian community is com- 
posed of the people taken from all castes of Hinduism, from Islam and other 
religions representing various degrees of social and intellectual development. In 
making astudy of the present state of the Church we can only deal with sume 
outstanding questions. Our study, therefore, must be confined to a considera- 
tion of matters effecting the interest of the Church at large. Two sides come 
distinctly into view. One is bright and the other dark. Many things make us 
tingle with hope and gratitude, for example, the election of an Indian Bisnop, 
which Iam sure has pleased all classes of our Church people. Many things 
make us tremble with anxiety, for example, our Church finances. If we did not 
face both sides we would be evading the problem. It is easy to say that the 
Indian workers should be self supporting but our hearts and minds become 
restless when wethink of the trouble and heartaches of those whose parents 
or husbands worked in the Mission for many years, but who are now left With 
no pension or pensions which can not even Keep body and soul together. We feel 
that no ‘‘make-shift business’’ will solve our problem, Real sacrifice on the part 
of both missionaries and Indian workers is the only thing that will help us find 
the solution of the problem. 

lt is true that we have not gone backwards. We have made advances along 
all phases of our work. We rejoice in our conquests, but we must not fail to 
recognise the new factors which have entered into the national life of India 
during the past few years, Any proper evaluation of the state of the ‘Church in 
India must take these factors into account. We all know that within the past 
few years the national situation has changed with great rapidity. The spirit of 
nationalism and democracy has penetrated the masses, and the whole country 
is teeming with new life. (tis true that the Church as a whole has taken no 
part and should take no partin politics though we must leave the individual 
Christian free to decide for himself, but the Church can not and must not be 
out of sympathetic touch with ‘the national movements which are being car- 
ried on mostly by educated non-Christians. It is a matter of great satisfaction 
that the ‘‘Mission Compound Mentality” is fast disappearing from among our 
people and that the leaders of our protestant Church in India have stood against 
‘“‘Communal Representation.’’ We as Christians should feel proud of this at- 
titude and rejoice over the fact that in this respect weas a community have 
been no problem to our non-Christian brethren. If weare to preach the gospel 
to our educated classes there must come a new interpretation of the old gospel. 
Under the influence of Old Theology our thinking has been tinctured with ‘‘the 
other world theory’’ and we have neglected the greater truth of the kingdom 
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of Godon earth. The greater truth of Christianity is the redemption of this 
earth, not preparation fora future life. [t may be difficult for us to say that 
Hinduism and Islam will be completely replaced by Christianity, but certain 
facts in the present religious thought of India indicate that we can be sure of 
the evelution of Hinduism and Islamic thought into Christian thought and. 
ideals. If we look at the state of the Church from this point of view we may 
not get much satisfaction Statistically but it should make us glad tosee this 
new day in the religious thought of our county. 


In analysing the state of the Church we must not forget that the growth of 
the Kingdom isin two ways, thatis, one is the inward growth and the other 
the outward. When we determine the growth of the Church we areapt to loo 
for the outward alone, and not take into account the inward. The Christian ideas 
and ideais which should be regarded as a leavening force in society are spread- 
ing faster than statistics. Some one has called this movement ‘‘Unbaptised 
Christianity’? which is responsible for so many reforms which are taking place 
in India. Social, Educational, and Womens’ Conferences give-adequate proof 
of this. The thinking mind of India is being permeated with it. The social and 
spiritual ideas of Jesus are moulding the lifeof [ndia. One of the Social 
workers said “If Christianity has not done much asa religion it has at least 
done one thing, namely, it has worked as a great socialising and civilisin 
factor.’’ The question comes; should we as workers in the vineyard of the 
Master be satisfied with Christianity merely as civilising and socialising factor? 
Nay, our task is greater than that. 


Itis true that weare trying to make a Church out of many divergent 
groups, and therefore certain debasing principles and practices have so inter-filtrat- 
ed the mind and heart of India that s¢ 7s no small task tocleanse them. We do not 
only need Christian teaching but to break the power of the old customs real 
spiritual transformation is necessary. Marriages are still performed according to 
non-Christian rites. There has been considerable progress made in this direc- 
tion but much is yet tobedone. There are no proper arrangements for a ad- 
ministering the Lord's Supper to our village Christians. Most of them do not 
even understand its meaning. The condition of the work among women is 
still darker in the villages, for there is more superstition and ignorance among 
them than among men. We understand from the conference Statistical Secretary 
that the total number of Christians has decreased during the year under review 
Most of the accessions to the Church are from the illiterate communities. The 
baptisms are on the decline as compared to the figures in previous years. But 
the number of baptisms should not be regarded as thesole criterion inthe es- 
tablishment of Christ’s Kingdom, yet we feel that with renewed faith in God we 
must do our best to bring men to Christ. 
~The education of our rapidly increasing Christian community must be re- 
cognised as one of the most difficult and at the same time one of the most ur- 
gent questions confronting the Church. We feel thatit is imperative to bring 
this to the notice of the Church. There are more educated girls than boys. 
This has created avery serious problem in our community. Asa matter of fact 
our girls’ Schools and Hostels are better taken care of than those for our boys. 
Owing tothe low market valueof the meagre education our boys receive in 
our existing schools, our girls experience the difficulty of finding suitable life 
companions for themselves. The result is that the average educated Indian 
Christian girl is refusing to marry the product of our boys’ Schools. If we do not 
improve the educational standards of our boys the situation may grow much 
worse. Think of the fact that in the whole of India our Church has only one 
College for our boys, and even that is an Intermediate College. 

Up to this time very little has been done for the economic and social uplift 
of our community. Itis asad commentary on our educational programme that 
there is not a vocational school within the bounds of our conference, except the 
one in Lodhipur which is only an experimental school on a very small scale. If by 
Christian teaching we can not make the chamar produce better leather and the 
farmer to double the products of his fields, we have failed in making Christianity 
a vital force in the community. Solong as the village Christian feels that 
the task of spreading the gospel is not his, but that of the D.S.orthe P.C. we 
can not hope for any great advance in developing a national church. It sounds 

ood to hear people talk of Indianising the Church. We do not make the 
Bearchi Indian by putting Indian workers in the placesof missionaries. The 
real indigenous Church must have three factors in its very constitution, namely, 
it must be self-supporting, self-governing and self extending. The day we find 
these factors fulfilled in the life of our community, the unfortunate distinction 
between the Church and Mission will disappear 
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In making out our report we have not made much use of statistics as these 
can be easily obtained from the Statistical Tables. We have endeavoured to deal 
with conditions as we see them today. There can be no real effective Indian 
Church until we have so organised our work that we can reach the very last man 
in the villages with a personal message adapted to his life and thought.

Statistical Report for the Conference Year, 1930. 


Statistics can be accurate to the extent that the persons who gather them in 
the circuits and districts are accurate. Mistakes made there we have no way of 
correcting. This year we have spents hoursin correcting additions. Some dis- 
tricts kept us waiting for returns for many weeks after the due date. Two 
districts did not send returns until the first week of January. All we can say 
is, ‘Brethren these things ought not to be.’””’ The present incumbent bespeaks 
better treatment for his successor in office. 

Church Membership and Work, This sheet shows the total number of Chris- 
tians in the Conference as 91,769. This is a decrease of 1009over last year. The 
districts which account for this decrease are Bareilly, Bijnor, Garhwal and Ram- 
pur, the largest decrease being on the last district named. The total number 
of baptisms is 3032 as against 3527 last year, a decrease of 495 on the whole Con- 
ference. 307 fewer children have been baptized and 188 fewer adults. Sunday 
Schools show a decrease of 36, witha decrease of scholars of 1222. The usual 
decline has been registered in Epworth Leagues. They have decreased from 46 
to 38, with a decreased enrollment of 479. The total number of Christian work- 
ers this year stands at 1164 as against 1194 last year, a decrease of 30 workers. 

Benevolent Collections have been reperted by the Conference Treasurer, and 
need not be repeated here. The total amount of collections for ministerial 
support is Rs. 26,799 as against Rs. 26,871 last yeara difference of only Rs. 72. 
The total for ministerial support plus al] other collections is Rs. 41,198 as against 
Rs. 39.802 last year, an increase of Rs. 1396. 

Educational. We maintain 133 day and boarding schools for boys and 46 for 
girls. There are 19 hostels for boys and 14 forgirls. 1050 boys live in hostels and 
1278 girls. The total number of students being educated of all classes is 7540, of 
whom 5364 are boys and 2176 girls. 4076 of these are Christians. Our schools 
represent big investments. The current expenditure for last year was Rs. 5, 84,- 
002. We wonder if we are getting adequate returns for so large an expenditure. 

The Medical Sheet shows decreases in all items with the exception of fees 
realized which has risen from Rs. 1530 to Rs. 3630. 

Colportage. Witb acommunity of over 90,000, we have sold only 43 Bibles, 
115 New Testaments, and sold or distributed 18,318 Bible Portions. 152,046 
tracts and book were distributed.
